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PREFACE. 


TliG work of preparing’ the records of the war for public use was 
begun, under the resolution of Congress of May 19, 186-1, by Ool. E. D. 
Townsend, assistant adjutant- general, U. S. Army (then in chargo of 
the Adjulaut-GeneraPs Office, and subsequently the Adjutant- General), 
who caused copies to be made of reports of battles on die in his office 
and steps to be taken to collect missing records. 

Under the provisions of joint resolution of July 27, 1SGG, Hon, Peter 
II. ‘Watson was appointed to supervise the preparation of the records 
and to formulate a plan for their publication, but he performed no 
service under this appointment, which expired July 27, 1808, by limi- 
tation. This resolution having also repealed the former one, the project 
was suspended for the time being. 

The first decisive step taken was the act of Juno 23, 1874, providing 
tho necessary means “to enable the Secrotary of War to bogin the 
publication of the Official Records of the War of tho Rebellion, both 
of the Union and Confederate Armies,” and directing him “to have 
copied for tho Public Printer all reports, letters, telegrams, and gen- 
eral orders, not heretofore copied or printed, and properly arranged in 
chronological order.” Appropriations liavo been made from time to 
time for continuing such preparation. Under this act the preliminary 
work was resumed by General Townsoud. 

Subsequently, under meager appropriations, it was prosecuted in a 
somewhat desultory manner by various subordinates of the War De- 
partment until December 14, 1877, when the Secretary of War, per- 
ceiving that the undertaking needed the undivided attention of a single 
head, detailed Oapt. Robert R. Scott, Third U. S. Artillery (subse- 
quently major and lieutenant-colonel same regiment), to take chargo 
of the office. 

Tlio act of June 23, 1874, enlarged upon the 'first scheme of pnblica- 
1 tion. On this more comprehensive basis it was determined that tho 
volumes should include not only the battle reports, correspondence, 
etc., in possession of the War Department, but also “all official docu- 
ments that can be obtained by tlio compiler, and that appear to be of 
any historical value.” Colonel Scott systematised the work, and, upon 
his recommendation, tho Secretary of War approved tho following 
order of publication: 

The first aeries will embrace tho formal reports, both Union and Confederate, of 
tho first seizures of United States property in tho Southern States, and of ail military 
operations in tho field, with tho correspondence, orders, and returns relating specially 
thereto, and, as proposed, is to bo aocouipaniod by an Atlas.

Silt: Permit mo respectfully to invito your attention to General 
Orders, No. 81, Adjutant and Inspector General’s Office, paragraph l, 
by which I am constituted Commissary-General of Prisoners All 
officers and men serving with the different prisons east of Missis- 
sippi River are placed under my command. At the several prisons 
there are a large number of medical officers; some placed on duty in 
or dors from tlie War Department, others by various medical directors. 
The location of these prisons is frequently changed, creating' a necessity 
for the transfer of the officers beyond tlie limits of the department of 
medical director, by whom they were assigned. The interest of the 
prisons being somewhat at variance with tlie Confederate hospitals, 
great difficulty js sometimes experienced in obtaining the necessary 
supplies for the comfort of the sick of this command. Many of the 
administrative details of the medical department of this command 
necessarily pass through these headquarters. I have, therefore, placed 
Surg. Isaiah II . White on duty at these headquarters as chief medical 
officer of the prisons. I find this necessary and hope yon will approve 
of this, and separate the prison hospitals from all medical directors, and 
that he report directly to your office,

Major: The following report of my capture and subsequent at- 
tempted murder is respectfully submitted for yoim information: 

I was captured on the 20th of December fourteen miles in a southeast- 
erly direction from Murfreesborough, in company with two other officers, 
Lieut. D. G. Cooke, Twelfth U. S. Colored Infantry, and Oapt. Charles d, 
Penfield, Forty- fourth IT. 8. Colored Infantry, by a company of scouts 
belonging to Forrest’s command, numbering thirty-six men, commanded 
by Captain Harvey. As soon as captured we were robbed of everything 
o f any value, even to el otliin g. We were kept un d er gu a rd for three days 
with some other prisoners (private soldiers of General Steed man’s divis- 
ion, who were captured near Murfreesborough) until we reached a small 
town called Lewisburg, some eighteen miles sou th of Duck River. There 
the officers were sent under a guard of four men to report, as I sup- 
posed, to General Forrest’s headquarters. The guard told fine] that 
was their destination.

“directing that my parole be suspended and that I bo placed in l^orfc 
Lafayette as a prisoner of war till the arrival ol* the cotton fro in 
Mobile, when my parole will bo renewed and L will enter upon the busi- 
ness as agreed upon between General Grant and Mr. Ould.” t would 
respectfully state that having been paroled to make arrangements to 
sell the cotton and purchase supplies, I on my arrival here, as the cotton 
was daily looked for, rented a store, and have with three weeks 5, hard 
work collected in the store house a large lot of samples of blankets and 
clothing. These samples are from large and reliable (inns and factories, 
some of them at a distance. The samples have not been examined and 
decided upon, as I was not ready to purchase. 1 will of course have 
to return them if I go to Fort Lafayette, and the purchases when the 
cotton does come must bo delayed and all the work gone over. I would 
therefore most respectfully ask that the Honorable Secretary of War 
permit me to remain on parole till the arrival of the cotton. If this 
favor cannot be granted, I would ask for two days’ time to return the 
samples. It cannot be done in less time. By the suspension of my 
parole it is clear that I am thought to have acted m some way not con- 
sistent with my instructions and the wishes of the War Department 
I have been studiously careful to observe to the letter my instruc- 
tions and parole, and if I have failed to do so in any one particular 1 
am not aware of it, and ask that my conduct since hero bo examined 
into. This I think but justice to me, as my reputation must be injured 
by a suspension of my parole. 

I would state that a sign which I thought necessary to put up to 
point out my place of business gave grounds for some re marks* in the 
papers. The sign has been permanently taken down.

Remarks and suggestions . — There are ninety-live cases of smallpox 
and nine deaths during the week. All clothing lias been destroyed 
belonging to them.

Mr. Wiiitoh: in your issue of tho 21st instant I notice an article on 
tho treatment of prisoners of war at this depot. Up to (his time I have 
passed unnoticed tho numerous erroneous articles that have appeared 
m the papers of tins vicinity in relation to the occurrences at (his post, 
but in this case f will doviato from an established rule and givo vmtr 
article ol tlio2lst instant tho notice it scorns to merit. Owing hi the 
(act that your paper lias a wide circulation among the relatives of a 
1 urge number of tho prisoners, it is desirable that the antidole should 
quickly follow the poison m ordor to aavo tho wives, mothers, fatlmiH, 
sisters, and broth ora of tho prisoners unnecessary grief. Your asser- 
tions are founded on what you term a talk witli sovoral “ newly made 
Union men,” and it would bo difficult to imagine it possible In put 
ogolhor a greater amount oi error and misrepresentation in the same 
nice. 

^ou start with an issue of eight ounces of bread and a small piece «.f 
moat tho size of two fingers daily } give largo mimbors the scurvy, 
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and deliberately and willfully torture them to death, and call for fearful 
judgment on the guilty parties. Did you not blush when you pub- 
lished in your issue of the 22d instant the official report of the deaths 
of prisoners at this depot, amounting to three for the previous week? 
That report was a scorching answer to your whole article of the 21st 
instant. 

On the 1st of dune last the issue of rations to prisoners was reduced 
to the following: Pork or bacon, ten ounces (in lieu of fresh heel); fresh 
beef, fourteen ounces; (lour or soft bread, sixteen ounces; hard bread, 
fourteen ounces {in lieu of (lour or soft bread); corn-meal, sixteen 
ounces (in lieu of (lour or so(t bread); beans or peas, twelve pounds 
and a half to 100 rations; rico or hominy, eight pounds to 100 rations; 
soap, four pounds to 100 rations; salt, three pounds and a quarter to 
100 rations; vinegar, three quarts to 100 rations. The bread and meat 
issue is two ounces per day loss than is issued to the troops. The 
prisoners have no labor to perform while the troops are worked hard. 
When prisoners are worked they do so voluntarily, and receive addi- 
tional rations and also pay. Uundreds of dollars are expended every 
month to purchase tobacco to distribute among them. They have 
always been allowed to receive necessary clothing from their relatives, 
and scarcely a day passes without a largo number of the most needy 
are brought out to recoivo clothing furnished by the Government. 
Thousands of suits of clothes, and likewise of blankets, have been 
issued; and the Government furnishes more clothing to destitute pris- 
oners in one day than friends do in two months. Only about one- fifth 
of the prisoners have received clothing from friends, while the other 
four-fifths are supplied entirely by the Government, and as a goneral 
thing that one-llfth are robels and are supplied by rebels and rebel 
sympathizers. 

The above issuo of rations is made to the letter. Each company of 
prisoners receives ten days at a time, in bulk, they having the entire 
control of the distribution among themselves, and the few Union pris- 
oners in each company are at the mercy of a rebel majority. That, 
perhaps, will account, if true, for the eight ounces of bread and the 
small picco of meat received by them. 

Did it ever occur to you that, while you can spend the necessary time 
to pon an artielo like that and use nearly a column of your paper Cor 
its publication, your Hies may be searched in vain for tlio smallest edi- 
torial paragraph in condemnation of lliorobol authorities for the brutal 
treatment of our men in their hands? Toil seem to bo in doubt as to 
whom belongs the treatment of the prisoners at this depot, I will 
enlighten you. The treatment of thorn here and all issues to them are 
made strictly in accordance with orders from the War Department. I 
will embrace this opportunity to state that by a perusal of the columns 
of the Argus for the past year I am enabled to form a correct opinion 
of your position, and 1 have no objection to give you, in plain terms, 
what would bo iny action in regard to the treatment of prisoners in my 
charge if discretionary power rested with me: In the first place, 
instead of placing them in line, comfortable barracks, with three largo 
stoves in each and as much coal as they can burn, both day and night, 
I would place them in a pen with no shelter but the heavens, as our 
poor men woro at And ersoir villo. lnstoad of giving them the samo 
quality and nearly the same quantity of provisions that the troops on 
duty receive, 1 would give them, as near as possible, the same quantity 
and quality of provisions that the iiondisli rebels give our men; and 
instead of a constant issue of clothing to them, I would let them wear

Sir: Permit me respectfully to invito your attention to General 
Orders, No. 8J, Adjutant and Inspector General’s Office, paragraph 1, 
by which I am constituted Oominissury-Gonoral of Prisoners All 
officers and men serving with the dill'erent prisons east of Missis- 
sippi River aro placed under my conunnml. At the several prisons 
there are a largo number of medical oflieers; some placed on duty in 
orders from the War Department, others by various medical directors. 
The location of these prisons is frequently changed, creating a necessity 
for the transfer of the oflieers hoyoml the limits of the department of 
medical director, by whom they were assigned. The interest ot‘ the 
prisons being somewhat at variance with the Confederate hospitals, 
great difilculty js sometimes experienced in obtaining’ tlio necessary 
supplios for the comfort of tlio sick of this command. Many of the 
administrative details of the medical department of this command 
necessarily passthrough these headquarters.

Major: Tlio following report of my capture and subsequent at- 
tempted murder is respectfully submitted for yoiminformation: 

I was captured on tho 20th of December fourteen miles in a southeast- 
erly direction froiuMurfroesborough, in company with two other officers, 
Lieut. D. G. Oooko, Twelfth U. S. Oolored Infantry, and Oapt. Charles G. 
Pend eld, Forty- fourth V. S. Oolored Infantry, by a company of scouts 
belonging to Forrest’s command, numbering thirty-six men, commanded 
by Captain Harvey. As soon as captured wo were robbed of everything 
of any value, oven to clothing. W e were kept under guard for three days 
with some oilier prisoners {private soldiers of General Stecdman’s divis- 
ion, who wero captured near Muri'reesborough) until we reached a small 
town called Lewisburg, some eighteen miles south of Duck River. There 
the officers wero sent under a guard of four men to report, as I sup- 
posed, to General Forrest’s headquarters. The guard told [me] that 
was their destination.

1 won hi 
therefore most respectfully ask that the Honorable Secretary of War 
permit me to remain on parole till the arrival of the cotton. If this 
favor cannot be granted, I would ask for two days’ time to return (.lie 
samples. It cannot be done in less time. By (ho suspension of my 
parole it is clear that I am thought to have aided in some way not eon 
a i stent with my instructions and the wishes of the War Department. 

I have been studiously careful to observe to the 1 otter my iimlruo- 
tions and parole, and if I have failed to do so iu any one particular I 
am not aware of it, and ask that my conduct since here be examined 
into. This I think but justice to me, as my reputation must be injured 
by a suspension of my parole. 

I would state that a sign which I thought necessary to put up to 
point out my place of business gave grounds for some remarks in (.ho 
papers. The sign has been permanently taken down.

Tho man of the Inutso said that 
it. was entirely unnecessary, as I was so severely wounded t hat 1 would 
die any way, and he expected I would not. live over iw hour. He I lien 
went, n way, saying that if I was not dead by morning 1 would be lulled. 
A tier he left i was moved by the neighbors to another house, and \ui-> 
moved nearly ever,) night from one house lo another until llie^ilh, 
when I was relieved by a purf ( \ of troops sent front Onhimbhi and 
brought within I he federal lines. 

The privates were sent oil' on a road leading lo (im right of the one 
we look; ahead, in the direction oft oluudiia, I should judge.

Post- Office Department, Wattlrinyfon, January ( i , I86T, , 
His Excellency the President, Washington: 

In the ease of iny brother I respectfully apply to Your ICxcolIoncy for 
the pardon of certain individuals on Johnson’s Island, sentenced to 
death by a military commission and reprieved by Your ICxcellency. My 
principal argument is that no harm could possibly arise from their 
pardon to the cause of the Union; wliilo on the other hand it would 
save the lives of four bravo Union ollicers who have suffered moro in 
Southern dungeons than any other prisoners, and who are now kept in 
subterranean cells. The argument against such an exorcise of ICxeeiitivo 
clemency might be the following, that “Our Government should not 
allow the rebels to provent its exercise of the belligerent right to punish 
spies by talcing hostages (‘or them.'’ To this l answer that there is no 
danger that the rebels will make it a practice to proven! the execution 
of spies by selecting hostages for them from among our prisoners. 
Spies were arrested and punished by us boforo and after the ease now 
in question without any attempt on the part of the robols io prevent it. 
It is not a principle which the robols want to assort— it is a mere 
personal matter. They took the hostages to whom I refer only in a 
particular caso and to benefit particular individuals for whom powerful 
Southern influences were at work; and the experiment has not been 
repeated in subsequent cases, nor is it likely to bo repeated again as 
the war will soon bo brought to a dose. 

In case objections should occur to Your Excellency to the granting of 
my application, I ask to bo hoard before you arrive at a final decision, 
and would respectfully request Your Mxcolloncy to appoint a day and 
hour when it will be convenient to hear mo.

Remarks in reference to the note of Mr. Tlassaurek, of yesterday’s 
dale, touching the caso of Lieutenant Markbroit: ^ 

? tato 0 fNentueky »» included in the “Oonfed- 

eiato States,” and they have attempted to semi rebel ofllcovs into that 
State to recruit for the rebel army. Men wore also employed in vari- 
ous parts of the blato, endeavoring to raise companies of which they 
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were to bo tho officers, under promises from tlio robe! authorities. 
They were thus within the State in tho rear of the Union armies, some 
being- even at Maysville, on the Ohio River. They were acting secretly 
and wore not in tho dress of recognized rebels} they were therefore 
Xi roper subjects for arrest and trial as spies. General Burnside caused 
two of this class of persons, aftor due trial and conviction, to be exe- 
cuted. Several others were duly tried and sentenced to death, but the 
sentences wore commuted and tho offenders wore sent to Johnson’s 
Island as prisoners of war. 

The rebel authorities asserted their rights in Kentucky and endeav- 
ored to throw the inflection of the rebel Government over this class 
of persons. To this end they placed Gap tains Sawyer and Elimi in cell 
confinement, under orders for execution in retaliation for the proceed- 
ings of General Burnside. At that time wo hold a son of Robert E. 
Lee as a captive, having tho rank of a brigadier-general; and that 
officer, with ono other of inferior rank, was set apart at Fort Monroe 
with orders to tho commanding o nicer to oxocnto them in case Sawyer 
and Eliun were put to death. This checked the proceedings at Rich- 
mond, and after some little time Sawyer and Fliim were exchanged for 
officers of like grade, and Leo was exchanged for Brigadier- General 
Bow. 

But tho rebels did not relinquish their attempt or assumed right to 
recruit in Kentucky. Sawyer and Fliim being exchanged, they put 
other Union officers in coll confinement to enforco their claim to have 
“sides,” as wo call them, treated as ordinary prisoners of war, giving 
us formal notice, by letter, of their claim in this respect. 

If this claim shall be recognized, or in any manner acceded to, we 
may expect to find rebel officers more or less openly recruiting for tho 
rebel army in Kentucky; tho only penalty in that case, if captured, 
being that attending an ordinary capture of a prisoner of wav. 

When Mr. Oulcl gave tho formal notice referred to wo were informed 
that to enforce it other Union officers had been placed in cell confine- 
ment in Richmond as hostages for tho release of two rebels, one of 
whom was named Waller. Those two— a concession to the rebel 
claim — were placed on a fooling with captured officers. 

But this did not stop the attempt to assert tho right to recruit in 
Kentucky, Other military criminals fell under tho sentences of com- 
missions and are now held at Johnson’s Island; and those are tho 
parties whom the rebels are now endeavoring to protect by the coll 
confinement of Lieutenant Markbreit and others, and tlio question now 
seems to be, Shall the Government allow tho rebels to make good their 
pretensions by acquiescing in their demand for the release of tho offi- 
cers in question through the means they employ — that of coll confine- 
ment of certain Union officers, of which Lieutenant Markbreit is one? 

The undersigned desires only to present the question as it appears 
to him, and respectfully submits it.

President of the United States : 

1 take the liberty of applying to you for the exchange of my brother, 
who is actually being starved tp death at Richmond, where lio is kept 
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exchanging prisoners, which lias been approved by (ion oral Hood and 
by Lieutenant-General Taylor, commanding this department, and under 
which a number of exchanges, botli special and general, have been 
made. I am still willing to continue that arrangement; also to meet 
the expressed wishes of Major-General Rousseau in regard to Colonel 
Grass, by sending him on his parole of honor (a copy of which is here- 
with inclosed)* to client an exchange for Colonel Rucker. My adjul ant- 
geueral, Major Strange, is fully authorized to arrange for any further 
exchange of prisoners, man for man, rank for rank. And believing it 
to be the duty of every government to relieve their faithful soldiers, 
whether sick, wounded, or in prison, I shall, so long as permitted to do 
so, hold myself in readiness to exchange, as far as in my power to do so, 
all Federal prisoners falling into my hands for those of my own com- 
mand first, and then for any others belonging lo the 0. S. Army in the 
bauds of the enemy. Quite a inunboi of your men recently captured 
are without sufficient clothing, shoes, and blankets. Should you desire 
to supply them with any articles necessary to their comfort, I will see 
that they are safely transmitted and issued to those of your army who 
most need them. 

Assuring you of my desire, as far as practicable, to mitigate human 
suffering and lessen the privations of the soldiers,!

Lieu- 
tomint'Oolonel Smith, because ho cannot get what he wants, asks to 
be relieved from the command, and tlmt someone bo ordered to relievo 
him who ranks Colonel Henry. < ionoral Orders, No. 8d , proviclo for all 
difficulties arising from the officer in command of troops ranking the 
officer commanding the prisoners. You will please call attention to 
that order, and direct both Colonel Henry and Liontomint Oolonol 
Smith to govorn themselves by it. Tho want of provisions is a serious 
matter, which will, 1 think, requiro tho removal of tho prisoners from 
Danville. I have now a oomiminieatiou before the Department which 
I am in daily expectation to hear from. As soon as i. do I shall then 
bo prepared to take tho necessary stops to remove the prisoners if 
necessary. 

In tho meantime inform Lioutonant-Oolonol Smith that I cannot 
apply to have him relieved front this command. He must do as othor 
commanders of prisons have dono and are still doing; that is, to make 
the best use ho can of the means at his command. Relieving him 
would not remedy the evil; ii; would only throw it on somebody else.

Tito g iiiircl at the prison cannot properly be said to be iiiHiilHeient to 
guard securely the prisoners while in the prison. It is just that, and 
nothing more. It is insufficient to guard the prison and furnish details 
to send off with prisoners forwarded to other camps, and these latter 
have to bo obtained as they can. From a conviction that all the men 
who could possibly be spared were needed in tlie field, 1 refrained from 
making requisition upon the department commander lor additional 
guards, as authorized by Inspector and Commissaiy-doiiorul of J *viy. 
oners in his communication of December l.'i, 18(M. Upon the 2d 
instant, believing that the season for active field operations in this 
department passed, I addressed the general commanding a letter ou 
the subject, of which the inclosed paper (marked A) is a. copy.* ( 
fully concur in the suggestion ol'lhe inspecting oilicer, that the author- 
ization of the raising of a regiment for this special service would be 
the surest method of providing against the evils that have been labored 
under during the past year. 

While it is true that the clothing of the prisoners in prison on tho 
lay of inspection was good, as reported, it is also true that very many of 
the prisoners recently received at and forwarded from this prison wore 
in a very destitute condition. No arrangements have boon made for 
.lisfcributing any portion of the “Confederate fund” at this prison, and 
Tenoral Hoffman, Commissary-General Prisoners of War, having issued 
11 str notions in communications dated December 22 and I8IM, to 
issue no more clothing from the supply furnished by tho United Stales 
Government, many prisoners must suffer severely.

Oenkual: I have the honor to submit, the following statement in 
relation to prisoners of war recently escaped from this post, theoiilysue- 
cesafnl escape since the 25 Mi day of (September Inst: On Mm 2 1 Mi ultimo 
Gapt. Kobort MeKibbiu, or Mc.Gibben, escaped, probably about b.JOin 
the morning ; his absence was not discovered until (he roll eull the next 
morning. On the 2d instant, immediately after the roll call that morn- 
ing, Col. Daniel K. Hundley, Tbirty-llrst Alabama, escaped, but his 
absonco was not known until the roll-call of the next morning. Ho 
was recaptured at lYemont, about twenty- live miles from here, on the 
afternoon of the Otli instant, and returned to the prison yesterday noon, 
Hio most vigorous and persistent efforts within my control were made 
not only to recapture these prisoners, but also to useerlaiu by what 
moans they escaped and to prevent the roeiirmieo of like incidents, 
Notwithstanding the formation of ice around us has deprived this 
place of its island characteristics, and knowing that the prisoners 
could now count upon crossing swamps, ponds, and streams every- 
where with safety, and upon help from tlmii* copperhead Iricnds in the 
country, thus inducing the most ingenious, determined, and unremit- 
ting efforts at escape, I still thought that, except by direct assault 
upon the guard in considerable numbers, no escape was practicable 
without the direct complicity or criminal negligence of some portion of 
the guard, and felt vexod and disgraced by these two escapes. The 
prisoners induced many to believe that McKihbin escaped when out 
upon Mie bay with a large party of prisoners after wafer, and that 
Hundley escaped from a burial party who had been out to the rebel 
grave-yard. 1 was not inclined to believe either statement, and was 
following up a careful investigation of the facts about noon of the 5th 
instant when I found cause to believe I hat another prisoner lmd 
escaped that morning about 0.; 10 o’clock. I immediulely sent parties 
in pursuit to those points whore I might hope fo intercept him, not then 
knowing who lie was, and ordered a muster of the prisoners and search 
for contraband articles and disguises. The muster and search was not 
concluded until about -i p. m. of the 5th instant, and then it was discov- 
ered that Lieut. Kurus 0. Jonos, Ninth Alabama Infantry, had left 
since the morning roll call of that day. I at once telegraphed fo the 
proper points, sending descriptions there, and also fo my pursuing 
parties, and J advertised the escape, offering a reward of *100. L 
append a copy o l the advertisement. I offered a like reward in the 
case of Oolonol Hundley. This reward offered for Jones occasioned the 
arrest of Hundley by a citizen at Kremonf, who at first supposed him 
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1,0 bo J oil oh. Neither McKibbin nor Jones Iiub boon recaptured, and. 
while there in scarcely any hope ns to MoKibbin, I feel pretty con lid cut 
that 1 shall got Jones. I think 1 mast have hedged him in unless he 
crossed the lake at the upper islands, where the ice has been practica- 
ble for footmen lor nearly a week, but 1 doubt much if he would dare 
try that route. I rely much upon the stimulus of tho little reward, 
wit h the other measures 1 have taken for Ids recapture. I liavo had 
ropcated .searches made in the prison for our uniform clothing and 
other contraband articlos. 

It appears that tho I'ort Hudson prisoners of 1803 were allowed to 
take into tho prison many garments of our military clothing. At each 
search the last season some articles of military clothing were found, 
and still a lew more oil the 5th instant. The prisoners had kept these 
articles seeroted for disguises. I am now satisfied beyond all doubt 
that McKibbin, Hundley, and Jones all passed out dressed in our uni- 
form with our roll-callers, and yet they could not have passed even with 
such aids if my orders to the gate-keepers to pass no one except under 
tlio immediate direction of an ofllrer in the discharge of his duty, or 
whore they themselves positively idenlilied the person, who, in addition, 
must have the proper pass. Hoforo thoso throe cases, and without my 
knowledge or authority, the assistant superintendent of tho prison, 
intending to aid the gate-keeper, had advised him to depend upon the 
uniform and customary equipments of tho roll -callers. It was all 
meant well, hut with a little dullness of tho gate lcoepor it produced 
bad results. Dress and trappings were noticed and personal identity 
scarcely regarded. I have relieved the gate-keeper, corrected the 
error of the assistant superintendent, and, as I trust, olfoctimlly stopped 
the leaks, so Jar as clandestine escapes uro concerned, and ovory thing* 
has been done that can be, so far as 1 know, to secure tho utmost vig- 
ilance of the guard; ami though it is plain that these 3,000 and more 
of commissioned ollleershave intelligence, desperation, and strength 
enough temporarily to break our guard-line at any point, yet we fear 
no escape from such a. c.auso. We are ready for thorn and their out- 
side friends, whether they come from Canada or olsowhoro, at any min- 
ute, day or nigh I . 

Since the 13th ultimo my olllcers and men have regularly turned in 
without undressing and will oontinuo to do so until our locality 
becomes an island again.

would be ice in n moment after it loiiehed Ihe lloor. Many of these 
oil leers are in rags, source enough clothing lo cover their nakedness 
Many, well nigh shoeless, lay at nights upon a rough, naked board aiid 
in some instances two cover with one blanket, with their hips covered 
with a rough, Horny scab from their nightly contact with their bedless 
bunks. To avoid free/, mg lo dentil when tlio weather is cold much of 
the night is spent running up and down the building to keep up the 
circulation. This is done by alumni. the entire prison. Tlio daily allow- 
ance to each man is one pint of stale meal, about two spoonsful of 
which is husk and weevils, lour ounces of bread, and one-fourth pint of 
pickles. Three rump-kettles are allowed lo each prison as cooking 
ulensils. One stick of preen wood about eight feet long and eight 
inches in diameter for fuel. Tlio cooking is done in Ibo open yard by 
the prisoners. ( >ld coffee pots, tin kettles, frying-pans— in a word, every- 
thing upon which n hoeeuko can he baked or in which water can bo 
boiled is brought into ret|uisitiou and used thus. Two or three of a 
mess pick up their bunch of chips, cup of meal, &«., select a place, 
open a hole In the sand, pile it around the edge to keep olf the wind. 
Into this the chips are deposited, the lire applied, down drops an officer, 
his mouth near the coals, ami blows uni il sulllelent (Ire is kindled to 
prepare liis mush or hooenke. Krom the scanty supply of provisions 
mid wood only two meals are taken per day. It is not uncommon for 
officers to out the wood for tlio hospital for the privilege of picking up 
and using the chips. I ha ve seen a little piece of dirty grease carefully 
picked out of the sand, carefully cleaned and put away for use. So 
perfectly ravenous are the cravings of nature for meal, by men thus cir- 
cumstanced that every eat about the prison lias boon oaten, and rats 
are eaten as readily as a chicken would be at home. Tito oflloors and 
privates garrisoning the prison are kind and courteous, ami although 
a portion of the troops are negroes, still wo have no cause of complaint, 
ns they coniine themselves strictly to a performance of their duties. 

I write this letter by flic consent of the provost marshal of tho depart- 
ment, who, whilst lie enforces with lidolity 1.1m orders of his Govern- 
ment, is deeply anxious that Kedoral prisonous in Confederate prisons 
might he better treated, so as lo bring about an amelioration of the 
Confederate prisoners both here and elsewhere. May I hear from you?

Sir: The information you liavo received concerning the collecting' 
together the wounded rebel prisoners at, Oolumbia and Pulaski, Tone., 
and to which you rotor in the communication of the 2d instant,, and 
which lias been referred to me, is correct. In conrteq nonce of these 
towns being on the line of Mood’s retreat, many of the prisoners who 
had been wounded at Franklin and were being curried to the roar were 
left there. These were augmented in number by the wounded brought 
in from tlio rear guard of the rebel army. As soon as it was learned 
that wounded rebels in any number were at Oolumbia and Pulaski 
3urg. O. Q. Herrick, superintendent, of transportation of sick ami 
wounded, was directed to have them removed to Nashville us so m as 
the railroad would be opened. On December tl), ISO I, Surgeon Brin- 
ton, U. 8. Volunteers, superintendent and director 0. 8. general hos- 
pitals at Nashville, was ordered by telegram to designate and set 
aside for the reception of the rebel wounded a hospital of capacity 
su indent for tho whole number, and directions were at, the same time 
sent prohibiting tho entrance of visitors. On flic same day a telegram 
was sent to the superintendent of sick and wounded to scour the 
country from Brentwood Heights to Hpring Mill and bring into Frank- 
lin and Nashvillo such as would bear transportation. On the 22d of 
Ueeombor, LStM, Surgeon Merrick was telegraphed to remove to Nash- 
ville, as soon as the road would be opened, all the rebel wounded at 
Oolumbia, as well ns to collect, all from the surrounding country and 
mug them in. On tho 28 th ultimo Surgeon Herrick received similar 
nstructiona regarding the wounded rebels at Pulaski. On tho doth 
-)f December, 18 (H, Surgeon Brinton, superintendent of hospitals at 
Nashville, was directed to make use of such of tlio rebel surgeons as 
he might require in the treatment, of the rebel wounded, being informed 
at the same time that, previous to putting them on duty, it, was abso- 
lutely necessary for them to bo put upon their written parole by tho pro- 
vost-marshal -gen oral Department of tlio Oumborlnnd.

OoloNIOE: I have I, ho honor to inform you that I am hero in obe- 
dience to the wishes of General 10. Kirby Smith, from whom I bring- the 
inclosed communication to General (hinby. J reached Shreveport from 
Texas on the -1th instant. 1 regret that you were unable to meet mo at 
Galveston on the I !)tli ultimo. 1 delivered, notwithstanding, the quota 
of prisoners agreed on and have sent you the receipt for the same of 
Captain Mullany, commanding IJ. S. S. Bionvillo. 

Having received at one interview of December 11, 18Gd, assurances 
that you would soon be prepared to doliver tlioO. S. prisoners captured 
at Helena, Ark., in duly, 1803, and others subsequently captured by 
General Steele in Arkansas and thoso captured at Fort Butler, I am 
pleased to be able to inform you that 1 am both ready and anxious to 
cil'cct a prompt delivery of their equivalents. In order to bo at all 
times ready to accomplish this eml (so much desired by both of us) I 
have kept 1-lie entire number of captures made by Confederate arms at 
Camp Ford, Tex. Thin number, you are nwaro, is largo— so large that 
it is extremely desirable on every account that it bo reduced. Unless 
this reduction is soon made by exchango if will become necessary to 
distribute tlm prisoners in other camps. This arrangement will diminish 
the facilities for future exchange, and will only be mado in view of the 
health and eomfort of the prisoners. 

J lake pleasure in again assuring you of my readiness to deliver the 
U. B. naval prisoners now in our hands for their equivalent in Confed- 
erate naval prisoners captured in Mobile Bay and olsowhoro, but beg to 
repeat that this exchange must include Admiral Buchanan and his 
comrades. 

I inclose a copy of Special Orders, No. 203, dated Houston, July 21, 
18(M,* referring to Mr. John Dillingham, captain of thoU. S. S. Morning 
Light, who was allowed an opportunity to offcct his exchange for Cap- 
tain Fowler. Captain Dillingham having failed to accomplish the 
exchange, L have to ask that ho be instructed to roturn within our lines 
without/ further delay. 

I would again call your attention to that portion of my communica- 
tion of 18th of November last which relates to the mechanics captured 
while attempting to cross the Mississippi Fiver. I beg now to inquire 
wluit disposi lion it is your purpose to make of them. The general com- 
manding directs that I accept the proposition to exchange Lieutonant- 
Golonol Guess for his equivalent in privates, having no officers of equal 
rank now in my charge. Lieutenant-Colonel Guess has boon ordered 
to report for duty, and you having an excoss of 0. S. paroled men, I 
trust it will not be found inconvenient to roloaso the proper equivalent 
at once. 

The general commanding further directs that I ask the special 
exchange of Generals Marmatluko and Cabell, and as many others of 
their command as is possible, at the earliest practicable moment. Gen- 
eral Marmaduke having received assurances from General Kosocrans 
that every facility should bo affordod for this exchange, it is hoped 
that no unnecessary delay will attend it. 

Ool. Robert J. Barrow, who was captured at liis plantation in Loui- 
siana and is now at Fort Lafayette, is, 1 learn, suffering in health from

DEAR Bill: Your loLf ors relating to Dio special exchange of several 
Confederate and Federal officers have been received. 

First, bet me thank you for your generous offer in behalf of our 
people. Your ldndnoss and earnestness aro fully appreciated. 

Secondly, lad me assure you of the anxious desire of the Confederate 
authorities to secure the reloaso of every Confederate prisoner in Fed- 
eral hands. We have made proposition after proposition, both under 
the cartel and outside of it, bub with little effect. Wo are ready at 
any time to give an equivalent for any Confederate olllcor or soldier 
who may be delivered to us and at the time of his delivery. Wo have 
done so up this time, and no more. 

Thirdly. It is the (Ixetl and just purpose of the Confederate authori- 
ties to make no discrimination amongst its officers and men in prison, 
n Every lino of policy which would put any one of our prisoners in a 
more favorable position than (hat occupied by the others is carefully 
avoided.” For this reason wo have earefully abstained from making 
special exchanges. If the enemy selects Confederate olTicers to bo sent 
home, we must insist upon our right to designate who shall bo the 
equivalents. We have constantly refused to indicate who shall bo the 
objects of Confederate favor. To do so would be to dissatisfy every 
one who was not selected, and their friends also. To allow the Federate 
to enter our prisons ami select those who should bo delivered would 
soon result in sending off every olllcor of influence or position and 
leave on our hands those for whom they cared little or nothing. I send 
you a copy of a report imido by mo to tho Beorotary of War, which 
fully explains the position we take in relation to spepial exchanges.* If 
those principles have been violated it has been done by commanders in 
the field without tho approbation of the Confederate authorities. 

You will perceive under this view that any selection by us of officers 
for a special favor or exchange on tho one hand, or any designation by 
the enemy of Federal officers to be sent in return, is not to be tolerated. 
This rule, of course, is subordinate to our declared purpose of return- 
ing an equivalent in any case where a Confederate oflioor or soldi et, 
whoever ho may bo, is sent to ns. I am suro your souse of justice will 
approve our rule. 

Tho oilleors to whom you refer aro sent to us without any special 
parole. They came as all others did. Equivalents wore sent for them. 
An oxcoss of equivalents even was sent io assure the Federal authori- 
ties of our disposition to relieve all priaonorB on both sides from cap- 
tivity, I was not aware of any special arrangements in rolatiou to tho 
named parties until 1 received your letter. To bo finale with you, I 
must say if it had been otherwise our oourso would not have been 
altered. Wo liavo no favorites amongst our prisoners. All aro the sub- 
jects of equal solieitudo and offort. Wo will not and cannot add to the 
gloom of tlmso that aro left to Federal mercy by an exhibition of special 
grace or favor to a few of their companions in misery. Thanks to our 
noble o Ulcers, they do not ask it when they truly understand tho mat- 
ter. They almost unanimously so inform mo, and applaud the course 
we have determined to pursue. 

Again thanking you for your kind efforts in boliali of our captives,

1. Section 1 i of the act approved dune 20, 13GI, published in (lenei 
Orders, No. 210, from the War Dopartmenl, dated dune 22, IKfi-l, luivt] 
modified the army ration, the ration heretofore allowed to prisoners 
war is revised as follows, to go into elfeef February I, lS(jr>: 

Ration . — Pork or bacon, Ion ounces (in lieu of beef); salt or fro, 
beef, fourteen ounces; Hour or soft bread, sixteen ounces; hard bmi 
ten ounces (in lieu of Hour or soft bread); corn-meal, sixteen ounces ( 
lieu of Hour or bread); beans or peas, twelve pounds and a, half to li 
rations, or rice or hominy, eight pounds to 100 rat ions; soap, two pouni 
to 100 rations; vinegar, two quarts to 100 rations; salt, two pouiu 
to 100 rations. 

2. Sugar and ooftoo or lea will ho issued only to sick or wounded, < 
the recommendation of the surgeon in charge, at the rate of twoh 
pounds of sugar and tlvo pounds of ground or seven pounds of grot 
coffee or one pound of tea to the 100 rations. This part of the rat it 
will be allowed only for every other day. 

3. Desiccated compressed potatoes, or desiccated compressed mixe 
vegetables, in quantity as allowed by existing regulations, may be mil 
sti luted for beams, peas, rice, or hominy. If the ration of soap, sail, c 
vinegar is found to bo insuHicienl, it will be increased in such propo 
tion as may be deemed proper by the commanding ollicer of the pus 
not to exceed in quantity the ration allowed to soldiers of the U, fc 
Army. 

4. The ration to be issued to prisoners of war employed on publi 
works as announced in Oireular No. 3, from this olliee, dated dune I‘ 
1801, is hereby modilied as follows, viz: Pork or lmcon, twelve ounce 
(in lieu of beef); salt or fresh beef, sixteen ounces; Hour or soft bmul 
eighteen ounces; hard bread, (welve ounces (in lieu of Hour or sol 
bread); corn-meal, eighteen ounces (in lieu of Hour or broad); beans o 
peas, fifteen pounds to 100 rations; rice or hominy, Ion pounds (in lioi 
of beans or pens) to 100 rations; coffee (ground), livo pounds to 101 
rations; coffee (green), seven pounds (in lieu of ground coffee) to 101 
rations; tea, sixteen ounces (in lieu of colfoo) to 100 rations; sugar 
twelve pounds to 100 rations; vinegar, three quarts to 100 rations 
soap, four pounds to 100 rations; salt, three pounds and threo-lburfclu 
to 100 rations. 

5. Tho difference between the rations hereby establishes! and the 
ration allowed bylaw to soldiers of the IJ. »H. Army, as miiiouuced b 
General Orders, No. 220, from the War Department, dal od July <3, 18(M, 
the dilforonco between the ration allowed to be issued am! that actually 
used, constitutes tho “savings” from which is formed the “ prison fund/ 
All current money left by deceased prisoners of war, or ueoruing from 
the sale of their ofl'oets; all current money clandestinely forwarded to 
prisoners or found concoalod by them, and all money accruing to the 
prison fund from any other source will bo turned over to the commis- 
sary, and will bo accounted for on his statement of the lurid. 

G. Toa and sugar for tho sick, when the ration allowed is insufiloiont, 
and antiscorbutics for tho prisoners generally, may be purchased on tho 
certificate of tho surgeon, approved by tho commanding ollle.er that 
tho articles are necessary. Tho tea and sugar will be bought from the 
commissary and paid for from tho hospital fund, and the antiscorbutics 
for gen oral use must, when practicable, be purchased from the commis- 
sary, and will be paid lor from tho prison fund. When the hospital 
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fund is too limited to moot, such expenditures they may bo made from 
tlio “ prison luud.” 

7. Accounts against the “prison fund” must bo paid, as far as pos- 
sible, in the month in which they become due. 

8. Soldiers employed as clerks, or on other duties connected with 
prisoners of war, as authorized by Article IX, of circular of April 
t>0, 1804, are not to be considered on “extra duty,” as it is understood 
by the Army Undulations, nor are they mustered for “extra pay,” 
but for this service they are to lie compensated at the prescribed rates. 

{). The monthly statement of the prison fund, and quartermaster’s 
accounts of property purchased with the prison fund, must be forwarded 
to this ofllre within ten days after the end of the month. In case of 
delay an explanation must be forwarded as to the cause. Blanks for

IMG— ONLY 2,000 FEDERAL PRISONERS CONFINED AT RICHMOND— 

REASON WHY OUR CAPTURED MEN ARE SENT SOUTHWARD. 

yesterday a commission from Grant’s lines arrived at Varina, under 
ilag’ of truce, bringing- 1,600 blankets for distribution among- the Federal 
prisoners in Richmond, in addition to 1,00(1 blankets received through 
the same source last week. Major Turner, the commandant of the 
Libby Prison post here, placed the distribution under the control of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hutchins, a Federal officer and a prisoner, and the 
distribution of the blankets was progressing- yesterday and will bo 
eon cl tided today. 

This is an offset to the courtesy extended our prisoners in the North 
by the cargo of cotton sent from Mobile recently, which, eon verted into 
Federal currency, will go far toward supplying the wants of the 
suffering- Confederate prisoners in the, to them, frigid /one of the 
North, 

Of tlio fifty-odd thousand Yankee prisoners com puled to be now held 
in the South not over 2,000 are confined in Richmond, and more than 
the half of those are in the hospital. A wise determination of the 
Government has constantly for a year past been shifting- the great body 
of the prisoners southward, and the wisdom of the order is being- 
demonstrated every day. Richmond, hard pressed to feed its super- 
abundant population and the large army defending its gates, is relieved 
from the incubus of an overstocked prison post m its midst.

General: J take this means of informing you of an act of cold- 
blooded murder of prisoners of war recently committed by a company 
oi scouts belonging to Forrest’s forces and commanded by a Captain 
Jiarvoy. The circumstances wore as follows: 

On the 20tli of December last throe officers belonging to the C. N. 
service were captured by tide company of scouts, which numbered 
thirty -six men, about fourteen miles southeast of Murfroosborough, As 
soon as captured they wore robbed or every tiling valuable which they 
had upon their persons, oven their clothing. They wore kept under 
g-uard for three days with some other prisoners— enlisted men who had 
been capturod near Murfroosborough— until they reached a small town 
named Lowisburg, some eighteen nulos south of Duck River. From 
there the captured officers were sent under guard of four men, as they 
were told by the guard, to Forrest’s headquarters, and the enlisted men 
wore taken oil on a road loading to Columbia. Tlio officers were taken 
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along the t urnpilco loading from Lowislmrg to Mooresville, for tho dis- 
tance of about lour miles, when t hoy loll tlio road and turned to the 
right for I ho purpose, as they were (old by ilie guard, of stopping at a 
neighboring house lor I he night. When they luid reaehed a wooded 
ravine, about hall’ a mile from (he turnpike, the leading man of (lie. 
guard hailed, partially turned his horse, and, as one of tho officers came 
up, drew his revolver and without uttering a woid shot him in the head. 
The other two oflieers were then killed by being shot through tho head 
with earbines, and their bodies were next morning decently buried, but 
not by your troops, upon (he promises of a citizen living near. It is 
supposed that Urn enlisted men, who were taken off on another mad, 
met. a similar fate to that, of the oflieers. 1 ha\e the names of these 
ollicers in my possession, and the whole that is herein stated is susoep- 
liblo of proof. 

It is my desire, as far as lies in my power to mitigate tho horrors of 
this war as muoh as possible, but. 1 will not consent that my soldiers 
shall be thus brutally murdered whenever tiie fortunes of war place 
them defenseless within your power. Such arts on Hie part, of thesot- 
diers of your army are of by no means rare oecurrenees. A case which 
occurs to my mind now, and of which no mention lias heretofore been 
made to cither your predecessor in command or j ourself, is that of the 
murder of ten prisoners of war by a portion of boss’ In igadc, of Wheeler’s 
command, at. Wood's (lap, between Gordon’s Mills and Dalton, early in 
April last. Should my troops, exasperated by a repetition of such acts, 
take no prisoners of war at all in future, I shall in no manner interfere 
in this exercise of their just, vengeance, ami you will fully understand 
their reasons as well ns mine, and you will please remember that it is 
your army ami not mine who is responsible for tho inauguration of the 
dreadful policy of extermination.

Major: 1 advised you by telegraph last night that 1 had caused 
lion. Henry S. Foote, member of Congress from the Btaloof Tennessee, 
to be arrested at Occoqunn on the, lOlh instant on liis way to Wash- 
ington City, for the following reasons: 

On Sunday, the 8th, information was lodged with me that Hon. 
Henry S. Foole and lady, after having spent the night previous with 
Joseph lb Fieklcn, at Falmouth, had loft early in the day lor Dum- 
fries, ami thence to pass beyond our lines into the lines of* the United 
States. I at once dispatched two trusty men with written orders, per 
inclosed paper, marked A. My verbal instructions were not to interfere 
with the honorablo gentleman or his lady until they hud clearly exhib- 
ited a purpose to pass beyond our jurisdiction, which 1 took it for 
granted would be quite apparent when they passed beyond Dumfries, 
My reason for being thus particular was that it was intimated that Mr, 
Foote might be going to Prince William to visit friends. It gives mo 
pleasure to say that these orders were implicitly obeyed, and that Air, 
Foote was not molested until lie arrived at Ooeoquun, which is within 
live miles of the enemy’s camp and thirty-seven miles beyond my 
picket linos at this place. Here ho was arrested and brought back to 
this place. On his arrival here he staled without reserve to me that 
his purpose was to go through Washington wilh his family lo the State 
of Tennessee, and that while in Washington he should use his best 
efforts to negotiate a treaty of peace. Bineo his arrival at this place lie 
withdrew a resignation of liis seat in Congress, which he had previously 
written and left with a friend, to be mailed to the Honorable Speaker o I 
the House of Representatives. 

His wife, my scouts say, had proper papers to pass beyond our lines, 
In consequenco of Mr. Foote’s ago and position, and my belief that 1 
could rely upon liis h onor, I have paroled him to remain within the

General : We have the honor to announce to you that the Slate 
Alabama has appropriated §500,000 for the relief of prisoners fn 
that State held by your Government. The undersigned having be. 
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appointed agents for the purpose of carrying into effect the design of 
this appropriation, most respectfully ask, through you, permission to' 
proceed to the (Tinted States on the object of our mission. Having 
obtained permission from the Confederate Government to ship cotton 
to the amount of this appropriation, wo are instructed by tlio Governor 
of Alabama to ask permission to pass it through the blockade. Wo 
would further state that it would be agreeable to the Governor of Ala- 
bama if a vessel of the United States should be permitted to carry this 
cotton to the port of New York, to be there sold and the proceeds 
applied to the purchase of blankets, clothing, and such other things as 
may be needed for the comfort of prisoners from that Stato. Wo bog 
leave to suggest Mobile Bay as the point from which tins cotton may 
be shipped. We deem it proper to state that our mission is con lined 
strictly to the object stated. It embraces nothing of a military or 
political nature, and if permitted to carry out the design of our State 
we will cheerfully submit to such rules, regulations, and paroles as aro 
usual in such cases. We well know thal a gallant soldier must feel 
for those brave men who by the fortunes of war are hold as prisoners, 
exposed to the rigors of a climate to which they are not accustomed, 
the severities of which are augmented by the privations necessarily 
attendant upon their condition. We ask this favor with confidence, 
assured that your sympathies with the unfortunate brave will load you 
to do all in your powor to promote the benevolent design intrusted to 
us by the State of Alabama.

General: In compliance with instructions received from you 
through Brig. Gen. .John W. Turner, dated December 29, 1 8(5 1, non- 
coming the issue of blankets to Federal prisoners at Richmond, I have 
the honor to make the following report: 

On Hie evening of December .‘51, 180-1, T received ten bales of blankets 
(100 in each bale), and was at once notified by Colonel Ould and Major 
Turner that I could commence to issno them on the following morning. 
They also informed mo that l could select two officers to assist me. E 
accordingly selected Chaplain lOmorson, of the Seventh New Hampshire 
Infantry, ami Assistant Burgeon I'ierco, of the First Now llampshiro 
Cavalry, for that purpose. I am also happy to say that during a por- 
tion of the time this consignment was issued I was assisted by Surgeon 
Strawbridgo, medical director of the Eighteen th Army Corps, and to 
these oflicers I am greatly indebted for their aid. 

On Sunday, the 1st of .January, 1805, we commenced to issue the 
blankets, and surely it was a wolcomo New Year’s presont to our suffer 
ing soldiers. After inspecting the dill'erent prisons we came to the 
conclusion that those prisoners who were confined in what is known as 
the Pemberton Building were the most destitute, although every sol 
dicr wiio was hero confined was sadly in need of blankets and clothing 
There were nearly .3,000 prisoners in Richmond, and very few were i 
possession of blankets. In the Pemberton Building there aro six larg 
rooms in which our prisoners aro confined. The tl tree rooms in th 
northwest corner of this building were found to be the most open, an 
the prisoners here confined were the most exposed. Wo hero issue 
ono blanket to eacli enlisted man, there being 579 men confined inthei 
rooms. We also found that up to this time there were but thirty-oil 
blankets for all of those men. On Monday, the 2d of January, we con 
pleted the distribution of the blankets to these prisoners confined 1 
the south rooms. Not having a sulticient supply on hand, and wishi 
to make all as comfortable as possible, l took the responsibility v

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depart somewhat from the insf.ruct.ioiiH 1 received from Hrigadior- 
General 'Puriior and accordingly issued iwo blankets |,o every throe 
men. Instead of murmuring or complaining, those men received them 
most gratefully, and frequent expressions of thankfulness were made 
for this token of remembrance by their Government. If was, indeed, a 
sad sight to see tluv-e brave soldiers, who have boon suffering for 
months in this prison from cold and hunger, roll Ihemselves up in their 
warm blankets and sink at once in a quiet slumber, forgetful of their 
food and mindful of nothing save of sleep. In this conned ion allow 
me to say that not a single commissioned oilieer here confined would 
receive a blanket from this lot, all preferring find they should be dis- 
tributed among the enlisted men. 

On January 5, 18(15, I received 1,500 more blankets and on the fol 
lowing morning commenced (o distribute them, assisted by Doctor 
Pierce and Major Owens, of (lie hirst Kentucky (Jo valry. We issued 
the following number to prisoners con lined in I he rooms of lobby 
Prison: In room No. 1, 2!28; No. 12, 1210; No. .'i, IDS. We issued to men 
who had just arrived from Western Virginia, captured in the late raid 
mudeby General Stonoman, ninety two blankets; and here I lnustsay Unit 
among all of the prisoners whom I have yet. seen these are the most 
destitute. None had blankets or overcoats. In most cases their hats 
and coats had been taken from 'hem, ami but very few had boots or 
shoes upon their feet. Many of them could hardly stand, and when the 
blankets were given to them (hey seemed too grnloful to reply. Wo 
then went over to the Pemborlon Pudding and distributed blankets to 
those men who did not receive them from the first consignment, num- 
bering 588. The next lot was to a class of men whose situation I would 
most respectfully call your atlontion. They are a class of men who 
have been held as prisoners for a long time and are detailed as shoe- 
makers, broom makers, cooks, carpenters, and tailors These men say 
they do it because they were suffering so much for food, receiving 
double rations for their labor, but (here is not one whom 1 eon 
versed with who is not extremely anxious to be exchanged iitonee, and 
all say they arc ready lo go into tlm field immediately. Thinking that 
you may perhaps use the names of these men I most respectfully for- 
ward a list with this communication. Wo distributed blankets to thoso 
officers who are held in close conllnomenL as hostages (ten in number). 

I also issued blankets to tho oflloors, and lurnotl over lil ty-six (o Captain 
Watson on the morning of my release from prison Tims 1 have com- 
pleled the issue of blankets scut by you for our prisoners, and believe 
me, general, it has been a most pleasant duty, and our Government bus 
received the thanks of nearly 8,00(1 bravo men who were Hollering sadly 
for the want of (hem. 

Ponnilme to call your attention to iho necessity of sending clothing 
lo these men. A great many of them are almost" destitute of clothes, 
so long have they boon imprisoned. Hoveral hundred are bootless and 
shoeless; as many aro without socks, while a very large numbor arc 
without coats and jackets. If you will permit me I would recommend 
that a supply of shoos,. shirts, socks, and blouses be sent witli a less 
number of pants, for without them a largo number will eorlniuly die 
during the winter. 

3 conversed with the majority of these men, and if was the unanimous 
request that they should lie speedily exchanged, and were ready to 
pledge themselves, willing and eager to join their commands at once, 
and promise to light with a stouter heart and more earnest will than 
over before.

There is only 
one point at which such a boat can pass in or out, and then only when 
the tide is high. After this boat was loath'd no tide came lip sulllcient 
to take her out. The cotton was then transferred to (bits, and the boat 
thereby enabled to pass out. Before she could be reloaded a violent 
storm 'came up and caused one of the Hats with the cotton on it to 
break adrift. Two days’ delay occurred from this cause, livery effort 
and means have been exerted lo insure prompt execution of the 
instructions relative to this business, and no delay has occurred which 
it has been in my power to prevent.

To have sent such a largo 
number of packages as had collected here to Savannah or Charleston 
for shipment won hi, under the existing difficulties of transportation, 
have been simply a matter of impossibility. It will be scon, therefore, 
that as we have no control over the movements of the Hag- of- truce boat, 
the present vast accumulation of freight at this point is lino to circum- 
stances altogether unavoidable. That you may form some idea of tho 
difficulties in the way of forwarding this freight with tho desired 
promptitude, I deem it proper to state that owing to the obstruction of 
the river for military purposes wo have to put off all packages at Boul- 
w arc's Wharf, about two miles below Chaffin's Bluff, from which point 
they have to be transported iu wagons to Varina, a distance of four 
miles, and placed on board tho Federal llag-of-trueo boat.

Sir: In answer to the resolution of the House of Representatives of 
the 21st of Dceombor, calling for (.be correspondence in relerenco to the 
exchange of prisoners, J have the honor to submit herewith the report 
of the Adjutant-General, logothor with such communications upon the 
subject as have not heretofore been published. 

The correspondence of Major- Gonorul Jiullor details the notion in 
regard to tiie exchange of prisoners under the authority conferred upon 
him by the order of the War Department. 

On the 15th of Oolobor the subject of exchanges was placed undor 
the direction of UouLoimnt-Gonoral Grunt, with full authority to talco 
any steps lie might deem propor to ofibet the releaso and exchange of 
our soldiers and of loyal persons held as prisoners by the rebel authori- 
ties. JIo was instructed that it was the desire of the l ’resident that 
no efforts consistent with national safety ami honor should be spared 
to effect the prompt release of all soldiers and loyal persons in captivity 
to tlie rebels us prisoners of war, or on any other grounds, and the sub- 
ject was committed to him with full authority to act in the promises as 
ho should deem right and proper. Under this authority the suhjoct of 
exchanges has from that time continued in his clmrgo, and such efforts 
have been made as lie deemed proper to obtain the releaso of our 
prisoners. 

An arrangement was made for the supply of our prisoners— the arti- 
cles to bo distributed under the direction of our own officers, paroled 
for that purpose, and tho corresponding privilege was exlondod Lo the 
rebol authorities. In order to afford every facility for relief, spec’ ’’ 
exchanges liavo been offered whenever desired on behalf of our pi 
oners. Much exchanges liavo in a few instances boon permitted by 
robol authorities, but in many otbors they have been denied. 

A largo number of exchanges, including all the sick, has boon < 
within a recent poriod. Tho Commissary-General of Prisoners In 
directed to make a detailed roport of all tho exchanges that ha 
accomplished since the general exchange consod. It will belli 
to tho House of Representatives as soon as completed.

Upon tho 2d instant 1 addressed a letter, which J inclose,* asking- the 
permanent assignment of a regiment for duty at the military prison to 
relieve the Twentieth Kentucky Volunteer Infantry, which had been 
on duty there for several weeks, and whoso term was about expiring. 
On the 12th instant the Thirtieth Wisconsin Veteran Infantry was 
ordered to report to mo. This regiment is much superior in every 
respect to any 1 have yet had and it is very desimblo to retain it if 
practicable. The lato inspecting officer of this post, whom, in the 
absence of a competent inspecting officer at the military prison, 1 have 
been compelled to get to make inspections for me, having been relieved 
and liis successor appointed, no inspection was made for the week 
ending- January 11, 1865. Tho reception of clothing by prisoners from 
friends being- prohibited by regulations, and the issue of Government 
supplies by General Uollman, and none of the Oonfcdorato supplies 
having been sent to this prison, many of the prisoners passing through 
hero are received and forwarded in a very destitute condition. 

The foregoing report is approved and respectfully referred to Hie 
Commissary-General of Prisoners.

Sir: Complaints being made almost every day by chief surgeon of 
hospital about prisoners stealing hospital property and selling it to 
members of the guard stationed at hospital, and frequent escapes made 
by prisoners from hospital, make itamattorof importance to inclose 
the hospital with a stockade. 

i was ordered by the general commanding last fall to put up a stock- 
ade around the hospital, but owing to a more pressing work and scarcity 
of teams to haul logs, 1 have not been able to do it. The same difficulty, 
as far as means of transportation are concerned, still exists, and l do 
not think if possible to inclose the hospital with a stockade, unless I 
resort to oilier means. Last full a third line of stockade around the 
main stockade was commenced. It wns intended as a covered way to 
march troops from one (bit to another. If, as well as the forts them- 
selves, was never finished. A great many of the logs are lying on the 
ground, either rotting or stolon by the troops for llre-wood. 1 would 
most respectfully suggest that this third line of Blockade be used to 
put up a stockade around the hospital. If it should be deemed expe- 
dient herealter lo finish this third line around stockade, it would bo no 
more trouble to haul the logs from the woods to linisli it than it would 
bo to haul them to the hospital. In the meantime it would enable mo 
to prevent trading going on at hospital across the present plank foueo, 
only six feet high; also the numerous escapes of prisoners.

Sir: I have tin* honor to submit the following inspection report of 
the condition of the prisoners of war at this station for the week end- 
ing January 25, 18(55: 

Conduct— nothing to complain of. Cleanliness— moderate, Cloth- 
ing— sufil cient, with a lew exceptions. Bedding— good and comforta- 
ble, State of quarters — neat and clean. Stale of mess- houses— as 
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clean as can bo made. State of kitchen— about the same. Food, 
quality oi — good. . Food, quantity of — according to regulations. 
Water — plenty. Sinks — clean, but on account of the cold weather 
not very comfortable. Police of grounds — very good. Drainage — 
hardly sulliciont tor a long term of cold weather. ‘ Police of hospital- 
very good. Attendance of sick — as good as can bo desired. Hospital 
diet — in charge of the medical department; according to the require- 
ments of the patients. Don oral health of prisoners — no noticeable 
change. Vigilance of guard — tolerably strict. 

Rcmarls and sufff/estions .- — Although the expenditures recommended 
in my report of December 20 have not been resorted to, by moans of 
minor repairs in the way of whitewashing, plastering, &c., Gratiot 
Street Prison will, in my opinion, as far as cleanliness and general 
management is concerned, favorably compare with any prison in the 
West, taking into consideration the mauy disadvantages this prison, 
as a prison, is possessed of. I cannot refrain again expressing my 
regret at the minis swallowed by this prison for constant repairs, and 
hoping ultimately to learn a decision on my recommendation for a uew 
prison.

General J. D. Imboden, Augusta, Ca.: 

General: On the morning of Friday, January 20, there was a 
mutiny in the Federal prison under my command. The prisoners 
simultaneously rushed upon the interior guards, disarmed and cap- 
tured them. They then placed them under guard in the water closets. 
Two sentinels posted at the entrance of the main prison from the 
stockade succeeded in making their escape and in giving the alarm to 
the sentries on the ramparts and the reserve guard. A courier was 
dispatched to the commanding officer of the troops at the post, who 
promptly ordered out the battalion under arms. A piece of artillery 
was brought to bear upon the prisoners, and all was very soon quieted 
down and inquest made for the ringleaders. I issued an order stop- 
ping the rations of the prisoners until the ringleaders were announced. 
This had the effect of securing five witnesses, whose testimony in the 
main is concurrent, and led to the detection and arrest of those most 
prominent in the affair. The man with whom the scheme originated 
was one George Sehellar, alias Captain Hancliett, and one Robert Oox. 
This Sehellar was captured by General Forrest near Nashville, Term., 
December 3, 1804. He was disguised as a citizen and was so regis- 
tered and imprisoned by the provost-marslial-general of the Army of 
Tennessee, and at every post where it became necessary in liis transit 
to this 1 place. You will see by his confession that he declares his 
object to have been to bo speedily sent through the lines. The most 
probable conjecture is that he dressed himself as a citizen and put

himsolfin position io bo captured, for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion of the strength and movements of t.Im Confederate I'c ireos. 

After tlio do foul, of the mutiny 1 iumlo a (h'liuuul upon his company 
in tli o prison for him, but tumid got no ssitis (notion. 1 (.lion stationed 
liis messmates along a lino and passed all Clio prisoners, rot [Hiring 
them to identify and point him out ns bo passed. 1 did not suceeed. 
1 then look tlio prisoners that 1 had arrested and planed them on my 
right. Among these, was one of the informers who knew him. I 
instructed him to put his foot upon mine as lie approached. 1 then 
again passed the prisoners through a guard at open ranks, and l>y the 
strategy indicated above I succeeded in arresting him. He was’ very 
much excited, and when J addressed him by bis alias he confessed 
that lie was not G cargo Scliellar, but Captain Iluiwltetl, of Company 
M, Sixteenth Illinois Cavalry, and at (.lie time of his capture acting 
assistant adjutant,- general on Colonel (‘apron’s stall', commanding a 
brigade. The prisoner had shaved off his moustache and whiskers, 
changed liis clothes, and otherwise fried to disguise himself. This he 
did to avoid detection, The investigation was conducted by several 
officers and myself before the commandan I, of the post, and from the 
testimony and his own confession, &c., lie ia undoubtedly the ving- 
londei of the mutiny and a moat unmitigated scoundrel. ' All of us 
who were present at this investigation are thoroughly convicted, not 
only of his guilty leadership in this mutiny, but that lie is an exceed- 
ingly dangerous and bad man. The colonel commanding post is thor- 
oughly of the opinion that Ids mission among ns was that of a spy. 
Hence ho was securely ironed and witii seven of his eon federates con- 
lined in a dungeon in tlio county jail. 

By reading tlio inclosed transcript of the testimony elieiled in the 
investigation you will bo able to form a pretty correct opinion of the 
history of this tiansaction and the degree of guilt which ul Inches to 
each particular individual under arrest. During the excitement, not a 
single prisoner eifected his escape. 

Tlio question which 1 desire answered is: What course is it proper 
to. pursue with the chiefs of this mutiny and those who were leagued 
with them? Having no statute, regulation, or precedent to govern us, 
we arc at a loss to know what course lo adopt, and J most respectfully 
ask the instructions of the general commanding.

Arrest — Patrick Ponsonby, G, Thirteenth Illinois Infantry: 

About s o’clock tlio night of tho riot I was sitting on my bunk when ono of tho 
men came to me and naked if I know any thing about Mm break they intended to 
make that night, I told him that 1 did not, and that it. would ho vory foolish as I 
one o broke out of prison at Meridian and aftenvaid guvo inysol I' up, knowing l 
could not make our linos.

Did not see him on the night of tlm riot; he told mo Mio next morning that there 
was a major-general in there who got up tlm mutiny. Maid ho know who tlm muti- 
moovh were, hut that he would stay in prison 122 days and fast bolero lie would give 
any information. Did not nay that lie had anything to do with it, I know Patrick 
Ponsonby; was sitting on u, hunk with Thompson Hanson and Ponsonby passed ; 
Hausen pointed to him and remarked, “There is a man who wiib ongugoct in tho 
mutiny.”

I. In consequence of a recoil l mutiny and attempted escape of y 
oners from the military prison at, (Inhabit, Ala., it, is ordered ( Imf if 
prisoner or prisoners of war routined in any of the milil.aiy prison 
tho States of Georgia, Alabama, or Mississippi shall engage in i 
mutiny or attempt by force to escape, the guard shall instantly 
upon the mutineers and, if necessary, upon the whole body of prism 
until perfect order is restored. And every prisoner found with arm 
liis hands at the time of any mutiny or forcible attempt to escape s 
be instantly shot to death; and this penalty will in no ease be remi 
where such armed prisoner is overpowered by or surrendered to 
guard on the suppression of a mutiny. 

II. Tho brigadier-general commanding directs that all prisonoi 
war who conduct themselves in an orderly manner shall be Iroi 
with that humanity becoming thoGhrrsliaii people of these Oonledo 
States, who, notwithstanding the barbarous atrocities indicted u 
them by a cruel and merciless foe, have not yet learned lo forget t 
own high civilization, but lie is resolved tluit no rul'd, ■unnm slmll 
tolerated amongst tho prisoners under liis control. 

III. This order will be published to those eonllned in the prison, 
this department, and their own conduct will then determine wind 
their lives are to be spared or not.

Von further state that any privilege granted in t 
matter would bo extended to tin mptal number of gentlemen sent by 
tor similar purposes, and Unit such action might probably servo 
satisly the friends of prisoners both North and Mouth of' the o\l 
gcration of the reportN of suffering so rile in both sections 
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making report of any mat.te.rH relating to Mm welfare of the parti oh 
under their care. Although just one year lias elapsed sine.e the date 
of that eommunieation no answer has been returned. 

1 have no doubt but that the persons referred to in your letter 
are very respectable gentlemen; yet they are certainly not as well 
suited to minister to the wants of prisoners ns accredited officers 
whose routine of duty makes them peculiarly tilled lo relievo the nick and 
wounded. I therefore respectfully suggest that your application be so 
changed as to embrace my offer so long treated with ailoneo. I am 
quite confident that all the interests of humanity will be promoted by 
the modilicatiou. 

Lt is true that your prisoners are ku liering. It is one of the calami- 
ties and necessities of the war, made so not l>y our choice. Wo have 
done everything we can consistently with the duty we owe to our- 
selves. We intend lo do the same in the future. I hit. that great suffer- 
ing must ensue if your prisoners remain in our hands is very certain. 
For that reason I propose that all of them he delivered to you in 
exchange, man for man and oflieor for officer, according to grade, for 
those of ours whom you hold. Will not the cause of humanity lie far 
more promoted by such a course than even if, ns you suggest, the friends 
of prisoners both North and South sire satisfied of the exaggeration of 
the roports of suffering so rife in both sections t If, however, prisoners 
are to remain in eonliimmeid, at least, let us mutually send to their 
relief and comfort stationary agents whose official duty requires them 
to devote all their time and labor to their sacred mission. 

For the reasons slated I decline the proposed visit of the gentlemen 
to whom you refer. Iu doing so l shall be glad to hear from you wliolhor 
either of* the alternatives presented meets with your favor.

Sib: At tho requost of Gap!,. Samuel Wilson, provost-marshal, post 
Memphis, Tenn., communicated to mo by yourself, [ have to make the 
following; statement touching the prisoners of war now in your custody 
aud whoso names aro set forth on the roll to which this paper j.s attached: 
These menwero captured by the hirst Brigado of Brigadier-* ionorai 
Grierson’s troops, under command of Colonel liarge, Hccond How Jersey 
Cavalry, at Egypt Btation (Mobile and Ohio Railroad), on the morning 
of the 28th of December, L8(M, with several hundred more prisoners 
belonging to the rebel army, under the command of Lioutomint-Ooloiiol 
Burke, of the rebel service, and have, as they claim, boon formerly in 
the sorvicoof the United Btnl.es in the various regiments designated 
opposite their names on the roll. On the evening previous to the 
engagement at Egypt several of these men designated on the rolls 
deserted the rebels and, coming into our lines, gave information of the 
force opposed to us and roporled that many of these men would not 
resist us in battle. Xu the engagement which ensued in the morning 
this proved true in many insinnees, although the light was a sevoroono 
and required groat valor on the part of Colonel ICargd’s cavalry to gain 
tlm victory. The general report of these men (o mo during 'the time 
they wore under my charge from Vicksburg to Memphis agrees in tho 
following particulars: That they were prisoners of war at Audorson- 
villo, Ga., when they enlisted in the Con federate service: that at the 
time they were in great want of food, fuel, and clothing, which, with 
exposure to woather, rendered disease and death imminent to them all, 
and that many dead wore carried from among the prisoners daily; that 
thoy were told there would be no exchange of prisoners, and 'if they 
would enlist in the Con federate service they would bo received, taken 
from prison and treated like other Confederate troops; that these (on 
the rolls) wore onlisted by Lieutenant-Colonel Burke, now a prisoner 
on board, and have been under his command since; that thoy were 
enlisted under an oath they do not now romomber and many of them 
claim with tho design and determination on their part to rejoin our 
ranks at tho first opportunity, and that they did avail themselves of tho 
only opportunity that had presented itself; that thoy were novor fully 
trusted by the Confederates, being deprived of many privileges extended 
to other troops, kept under strict camp guard and unarmed; that they 
wore given musicals on tho day before the alVair in which thoy wore 
captured, and ammunition; but on tho night boforo that foreigners were 
first solicited, but many others finally taken, and that they now wish to 
be sent to thou* old regiments to light for tho Union. These statements 
will not apply universally but generally to this oluss of prisoners. 

My regiment was not in the engagement when those men were cap- 
tured, nor do f know of my own knowledge their acts boforo and in 
the light, but state that in this particular— which was communicated 
to mo by olUcors on the march, this communication boing given on tho 
request boforo montlonod and to form the foundation for further inquiry 
by tho authorities of the Government if deemed important— from my 
intercourse with (hose men, I boliovo flint most of them aro worthy of 
-olomonoy, a few of special favor, but many attho same time are not to 
be trusted. Aslo tho more general effect of tho treatment of those 
men upon other prisoners in the rebel prisons, and a train nnon tlmrehAl

General: T hope you will not consider mo troublesome on the sub- 
ject of the safety of the prisoners of war, but it is a question of so 
much importance, and my information concerning the movements of 
the two armies being derived entirely from the public print and rumor, 
I did not feel satislied to not without the opinion and advice from 
higher authority. As at present advised I do not think any point 
west and south of the Savannah River safe, but from tho re-enforce- 
ments now arriving for the defense of South Carolina L think tho 
point selected on tho Charlotte and Columbia Railroad is as safo as any 
place f could now ilnd. I have been and am still making preparations 
to complete tho new prison. Wo have been delayed in the completion 
of the work by the interruption of tho communications between this 
point and Charleston, which has prevented tho district attorney from 
examining tho title deeds to tho property. That examination is now 
completed and IhopnrolmKG made. The work will bo pushed forward 
with all dispatch, and I hope vorysoou to have it occupied. I shall, 
agreeable to tho indorsement of tho Secretary, put myself in com- 
munication with tlie department commander and shall govorn mysoll 
accordingly.

Sir: Vour communication of tho 1.2th instant, addressed to tho coi 
mantling officer tl. S. forces, Knoxvillo, Tonn., has been roferred 
these headquarters. In this communication you state that during tl 
recent raid under Major-General Stonoman a number ‘of officers ar 
moil were captured and paroled to report at Knoxville at a future (If 
nul tiiat they were recaptured by the occupation of the Ooid'edera 
brees, and were released from the operation of tho parole given, 
my men “not officers of the Confederate Army were paroled to repo 
it Knoxville they wore paroled contrary to my orders.” Applicatioi 
were made to permit hospital stewards and other men not commi 
sioned officers to go to Knoxville on parole, but in all cases the appj 
cations wore refused. The officers wore captured with others at Bri 
tol, principally. 

By their own request they were permitted to go by a prescribf 
route to Knoxville, East Tonn., on parole. It was a privilege grontc 
them in order that they might bo enabled to procure some meat 
of transportation for themselves and baggage, they having no horse 
instead of being compelled to go at once and on foot with the otiu 
prisoners, who wore sent to Knoxville under a strong guard. 

Tho time allowed them to roach Knoxville was limited, unless tin 
were physically unable to report at its expiration, in which case tin 
were to report as soon as they were able so to do ; they were all to] 
explicitly by myself that they were not paroled as a matter of exped 
ency, inasmuch as several hundred prisoners would be sent uud< 
guard tho next morning to Knoxville (which was done), and. they coul 
all be sent together, but that it was to be understood that this W£ 
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you named, m violation of their word of honor, which m the language 
of the written instrument, signed by each in duplicate, was given “with- 
out any evasion or mental reservation whatsoever,” remained at Bris- 
tol until long after the time had expired m which they wore allowed to 
report at Knoxville, and it cannot be admitted that they wore “recap- 
tured” or that they can claim exemption from the responsibilities 
attached to a violation of the word of honor of an o nicer and a gen- 
tleman. 

If they are justified by their Government in the course they have 
thought fit to pursue, it will serve hereafter as a warning to myself and 
others who may bo inclined to show favors to Confederate officers 
prisoners of war. 

I am very glad to learn that Medical Director Ramsey and other 
surgeons captured at Bristol will be sent through by ling, and that wo 
are to got back Surgeon Garrick and other surgeons. You will find by 
reference to the agreement made between Brigadior-Uoueral Vaughn 
and the representative of the U. S. authorities “that there wore some 
conditions attached to that agreement exempting citizens from arrest 
which must bo complied with, amongst which are these, that the citizen 
must belong to Tonnosseo, must bo at bis own home, and must not be 
engaged in any occupation in violation of law and militaty regulations, 
or bo in the employ of either Government.” 

Mr. Sperry, the only person you name as having been arrested, and 
now held contrary to this agreement, and whoso roloase is requested, is 
a citizen of Knoxville and not of Bristol; lie was not at his own homo 
and was engaged in publishing a Knoxville paper at the time of his 
arrest, and if not in the employ of the Confederate Government, was 
doing all in his power against the United Blatos Government through 
tlio medium of Ms press, in violation of both law and military regula- 
tions; ho is now in the hands of the civil authorities and not subject to 
military control. 

In this connection permit me to inform you that since the agreement 
you speak of was entered into, twenty-one persons, citizens of Monroo 
County, Tomu, have been arrested by the Confederate authorities, so I 
am informed by the U. H, provost-marslml-gonoral of Mast Tonnosseo, 
ami also that orders wore given by mo lust month directing that all 
citizens of Tennessee who came within the terms of tho agreement 
alluded to, and all citizens of Virginia not in tho employ of tho Confed- 
erate Government, should be released and sent to their homos, and I 
am informed that my instructions have been complied with.

General: In obedience to Special Orders, No. 15, of January 23, T 
liavo the honor to report the results of an inspection nuido by mo of tho 
military prison at Florence, S. C. : 

The general discipline is perfectly satisfactory; everything in tho 
interior of the stockade exhibits great energy and tact. The hospital 
department is ample and comfortable, and tho patients are well cared 
for. The subsistence department is entirely deficient, and the ration 
issued daily amounts almost to starvation. 'There lias been but two 
issues of meat in the last two months and scarcely over sirup. This 
will bo better explained by document marked A, from Lieutenant- 
Colonel Iverson, commanding prison. 

There is no oltlcor of the Quartermaster's Department at this prison 
nor any transportation, and tho laborers (prisoners) are compelled to 
carry the timber for the construction of buildings necessary for the 
public use on their shoulders full one mile. 

I would most respectfully suggest that an assistant quartermaster bo 
sent to the prison as soon as possible, and ho bo supplied with trans- 
portation sufficient for their use. 

The books are well and neatly kept, and any prisoner can bo found 
or accounted for in a moment.

Roar- Adm 
Dahlgron was authorized subsequently to offer thorn in oxcliauge 
sick and wounded seamen whoso tonus of service had expired, 
did so and informed tlio Department that General Hardee accepts 
proposition, the exchange to embrace three colored seamen of 
U. S. B. Isaac Smith, who wore captured two years ago. It wo 
appear that those prisoners have been sent North io some milit 
post for confinement, as Rear-Admiral Dahlgron asks that they n 
be returned to him for tho purpose above indicated. The inatto 
exchange having been conducted by the War Department, this Depi 
in out refers this ease to it and would recommend favorable action 
it.

Sir: In an address by General Hu tier, reported as having been 
recently made to the people of Lowell, Mass., lie is represented to have 
said something which implies that he was in the success tnl execution 
of the duty of exchange when ho was stopped by an order, but without 
stating from whom the order issued 
As my namo has been more or loss connected with the businoss of 
exchange, J deem it proper to inako the following explanation, which, 
in order to be intelligible, requires that I should refer to the original 
cause of the interruption of oxchangos under the cartel of 18(11 1 1802J, 
which was this: Jefferson Davis in a mossago to his Congress, some 
two years or more since, announced his purpose to dolivor to tho State 
authorities such white Union ollicers as might be captured serving in 
command of colored troops, to bo dealt with according to State laws 
in the South providing for the punishment of criminals engaged in 
exciting servile insurrection. 

As soon as this became known to IT is Excellency tho President ho 
8a\v ia that message a declared purpose to disregard tho provisions of 
the cartel for tho oxoliango of prisoners, and lie thereupon directed that 
no further deliveries of captured robol onieors should be made from our 
side, as a necessary preparative to meet the threatened purpose of Mr. 
Davis. Bor a time aftor this enlisted men continued to bo delivered on 
both sides, which, howovor, at length unavoidably ceased. 

In July, 18G3, upon the surrondor of Vicksburg to General Grant, 
over thirty thousand robol soldiers wore left in tho country by him on 
parole not to take arms until exchanged, to which number tlioro wore 
soon added sovoral thousand captured by General Hanks at 1 ’ort 1J udson, 
tho garrison of that place, except the o dicers, having also boon released 
on parole, according to the usages of war. 

In this state of tilings it will be seen that we bad a valid claim for a 
large number of prisoners as an oil'set for those paroled by us in the 
South; but tho rebel authorities had not in their hands prisoners of 
war with whom to balance the account. 

Under these circumstancos, as subsequent events fully demonstrated, 
tho rebel authorities inaugurated a peculiar system for making what 
they chose to consider prisoners of war. to wit, that of capturing 
homes of citizens in States accessible to thorn by raiding parties at 
vulnerable points— Koutuoky, Tennessee, and Mississippi— those raid- 
ing parties being composed of every species of regular and irregular 
iorees, and placing such citizens under oath not bo take amis against 
the southern Oonfodoraey until exchanged, 

It will bo apparent that while wo had this claim upon tho robol 
authorities deliveries from our side could not bo made, and for a time 
there was a total suspension of exchanges, and prisoners bogan to 
accumulate on both sides, each party holding their captured prisoners. 
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At length our claim upon the rebel authorities was mol under a p* 
verted construction of the tin li article of the cartel by a sudden m 
unauthorized declaration of exchange by the rebel agent of oxchaui 
without any conference or agreement whatever with our agent 
exchange stationed at Fort Monroe. By that c.r parte declaration o 
enemy released from parole a largo body of General Grant’s prisoue 
without giving us any proper equivalents, and it is proper to obser 
Unit the enemy selected his own time for making this declaration, ai 
by means of it threw into the rebel army, without any proper anthori 
according to the laws of war, a large, body of men just prior to the gre 
battles which gave us the possession of Hast Tennessee in spite of t 
fraudulent attempt to overwhelm our troops by means of the dcclai 
tion of exchange referred lo. The declaration itself was deliberate 
propared for by the enemy by an order directing the rebel parol 
prisoners in the' South (o report themselves at Enterprise, in Mississip] 
ostensibly for instruction, so that when the declaration was made o 
commanders found themselves confronted not only by a large army 
actual rebels, but by a largo body associated with them in violation 
every known law of war. 

It was impossible to permit this outrage to be committed without 
protest on our part, which was made, as a matter of course, by o 
agent of exchange. The correspondence at that time between the b 
agents was conducted with some asperity, the rebel agont attempt!, 
to justify himself by furnishing a schedule of captures, embracing soi 
that wore legitimate, but with others made up of the class of pi 
sons captured in Kentucky, Tennessee, and Mississippi, who could 
no sense bo considered prisoners of war, and it was found impossit 
to carry on the business of exchange under such conditions as the rol 
agent of exchange attempted to enforce upon us, the enemy meanwh 
refusing to recognize our claim that all of the troops employed by t 
United Slates were equally entitled, when captured, to be treated 
prisoners of war, the disposition of the enemy being about that til 
sufficiently manifested in the barbarous butchery of portions of t 
Union Army which unhappily fell into their hands, making the du 
on our side the more imperative to hold such prisoners as tho Uni 
Army might capture for such disposition as tho laws of war might just 
or requiro to restrain the enemy from their barbarous practices. 

About tho time when all exchanges had fully ceased, and the couti 
vorsy about exchanges hud measurably closed, wo lmd a valid clai 
upon the rebols for more than thirty-four thousand prisoners, thercl 
agent having followed up his own example of making unauthorized 
yarle declarations of exchange, without any agreement whatever wi 
our agont, until he had put inlo the rebel ranks tho whole oft 
prisoners captured by General (Irani and General Banks. 

As the commission or of exchange, myself, throughout the whole 
tho matters above detailed, I was not in diroot communication with t 
rebel agent, but the correspondence was coin! noted on our part, first 
Lieutenant Colonel Ludlow, and afterward by General Meredith. 

At length General Butler was appointed to command, with his her 
quarters at Fort Monroe, lie appears very soon to have conceived t 
idea that he could olt'cct exchanges if empowered to do so; and 
rumor to that point having reached me, I addressed a note to the S' 
rotary of War, who may remember that I proposed to withdraw fr< 
tho duty in favor of any officer who could make exchanges which shoi 
bo satisfactory to the Department, but was informed that it w 
unnecessary, as tho Department had other duties for me. 
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Rumors with regard to Gonoral Butler’s ability l,o make exchanges 
continued to reach the Secretary of War, and upon being- sent for 
myself I found the Secretary in eonforenoe with. Genera] Mullock upon 
tlio subject, and heard the statement made by the Secretary that 
General Butler was not only of the opinion himself that he could effect 
exchanges if empowered so to do, but that it was also the opinion of 
several members of Congress, upon which J expressed the opinion that 
be ought to be allowed to try; and I was thereupon directed to pro- 
ceed to Fort Monroe to communicate the authority of the Secretary of 
War to General Butler to make exchanges of man for man, orofliecr 
for officer, according to grade, enjoining upon General Butler that, lie 
wason no account to compromise or jeopardize the claims of our colored 
troops to the protection of the Government, according to the laws 
of war. 


1 proceeded to Fort Monroe, and after communicating with General 
Butler, and stating the restrictions under which the Secretary had 
■placed him, I signed his orders, which were drawn up by himself, giv- 
ing him the authority ho desired, and returned to this city. ! ^ 

It is proper that I should state hero that General Bailor is my senior 
in rank, and that ho immediately assumed the designation of commis- 
sioner of exchange, and has acted ever since in ontiro independence of 
myself, making no reports to me of his proceedings in that character, 
which I mention simply as a fact, but not as hiking exception to it 
From that time until within a few days 1 have laid no practical control 
of the subject of exchanges. 

Boon after receiving the proper authority to make exchanges General 
Butler sent lor exchange several hundred rebel prisoners by the llag- 
of-trueo boat, offering them in exchange for a like number of Union 
prisoners. When this became known to the rebel authorities— as 1 
leel justified m saying from the information 1 have rocoived— th ore was 
some .sort of conference hold by the chief rebel ollieors in Richmond, in 
which it was determined that inasmuch as a number of their men laid 
been sent for exchange, and woro then within what (hey considered 
their boundaries, they should not be turned buck into captivity, but 
that a corresponding number of Union prisoners should be delivered 
m exchange for thorn; but it was decided at the same time l»y the

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Several boatloads wore exchanged in this manner, the Uichnu 
papers stating' distinctly the method adopted by their agent, the eit 
of which would have been to withdraw from us all of the prisoners 
held for a much less number, while the question of our claim to ecnii 
louts, under the unauthorized declarations of the rebel agent 5 
entirely abandoned, and there was no security for the proper treatm 
by the rebels of such of the colored soldiers and their oflieers as mi 
fall into their hands. 

After some three or four boatloads had been thus exchanged 1 
Commissary-General of Prisoners called my attention to official repo 
by which it appeared that, in these last exchanges, Iho prison 
returned by the rebel agent for rebel prisoners delivered by us fell si 
of the number wo were entitled to by more Hum five hundred men, wt 
fact I felt it my duty to stale to the (Secretary of War; about wl 
time the Department decided to submit, the whole subject to bodispo 
of by Lieutenant General Grant, who, as 1 have understood, deeidei 
require from the rebel authorities a distinct acknowledgment of 
right of colored troops to be treated as prisoners of war, and if 1 
was not conceded further exchanges wore prohibited. I desire to 
that I am not positive as to the source of the order just referred to, 
have supposed that it proceeded from General Grant; and there 
matter lias rested for some time past. 

I find it necessary to state, as a part of the history of this mat 
that our agent, Lieutenant-Colonel Mill ford, has informed me that 
rebel authorities in Richmond have in no single instance ooinmunici 
officially with General .Butler, acting in accordance with their deci: 
that General Butler was ail outlaw under the proclamation of Mr. Da 
all of the apparent intercourse having been indirect, through subc 
nato parties, General Butler having 011 one occasion acted upon a le 
from Mr. Oukl to my address, without my knowledge or sanction, l 
making mo officially answerable for a transaction with which I 
nothing to do. But the greater part of the intercourse 1 ms l 
conducted through Lion tenant Colonel Mul ford, who was interpose! 
General Butler between himself and tho rebel authorities because tl 
authorities refused to eomimmicalo with him. 

As the visit made by Mr. Oukl to General Butler at hurt Monroe 
seem to bo in conflict with this statement, l feel obligod to say, as' 
well informed, that that visit was made without official public sane 
011 the part of the rebel authorities in Richmond. It was undertf 
by Mr. Ould in tho hope of accomplishing an exchange of priso 
which should give tho rebels the possession of all the prisoners wo 
without conceding our claim lo equivalents for General Grant’s capti 
and without affording any guarantee for the protection of our col 
troops, his efforts to this end no doubt having an indirect sanction 
those to whom ho was officially responsible, who were doubtless wi 
to see accomplished, by whatever means, a scheme which promise 
add greatly to the strength of their army, except that they would 
in any manner, ovon for that purpose, publicly acknowledge Gei 
Butler in any other character than that of an outlaw. 

I do not wish it to bo understood or implied that General Bui 
position as an exchange agent 1ms compromised the interests of 
country, though I10 was unable to execute -what ho proposed who 
sought the position of exchange ngont; hut it is not proper to lea 
to he inferred from his recent statement at Lowell that he could, 
made exchanges without compromising tho interests and honor 01 
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country had lie not been interfered with by orders from higher 

authority.*

Statement of Private Joseph Howard, Company F, One hundred and 
tenth Regiment (I. 8. Colored Infantry. 

T was taken prisoner at the surrender of Athens, Ala., September 24, 
1804. We were marched to Mobilo, Ala., slopping at various places 
on the route. We were twelve days going to Mobile. Alter wo were 
captured the rebels robbed us of everything wo had that they could 
use. They searched our pockets, took our clothing, and even cut the 
buttons oil' of what little clothing they allowed us to retain. After 
arriving at Mobile, we wore placed at work on the fortiilcations there, 
and impressed colored men who were at work when we arrived were 
released, we taking their places. Wo were kept at hard labor and 
inhumanly treated. If wo lagged or faltered or misunderstood an 
order wo wero whipped and abused, some of our own mon being 
detailed to whip the others. They gave as a reason for such harsh 
treatment that we knew vory well wlmt they wanted us lo do, but that 
we feigned ignorance; that if wo wore with the Yankees wo could do 
all they wanted, <ftu. Eor the slightest causes wo were subjected to 
lush. Wo wero very poorly provided for with food, our rations being 
corn-meal and mule meat, and occasionally some poor beef. 

On the 7th of December I stole a skill' and went down Mobilo River 
to the bay and was taken on board of one of our gun-boats. Was 
taken toEorfc Morgan on the gun -boa t ami reported to the commanding 
officer, who, after hearing my story, furnished me a pass and transpor- 
tation to New Orleans. Erom there 1 was sent to Cairo; fchonoo to 
Louisville, and from (hero hero.

sspeoially when sorghum cannot, be had, which has hern Mm case at 
his post for some time past. I am informed that the prisoners at 
Vndorsonvillo, On., are receiving one-half pound of beef every day. 
oesides their regular bread rations, which sustains me in my construe 
tion of the circular punted above, 'railing into coiisiileinl ion (hat 
these prisoners are not able to get anything but what js issued to them 
uy tho Government, for it is almost impossible for (he sut ler to procure 
supplies, coupled with tlio fact that they are very destitute ol’clolliing, 
I feel it my duty to call the attention of l int brigadier general com- 
manding to these facts, and I respect fully request that if it is out of 
bis power to remedy the evil that this communication be lot warded lo 
the War Department for the action of the Hound ary of War. If the 
Government is really not able to give these prisoners more to eat (lien 
noblamo cun be attached lo anyone; but if they are then I must think 
that the fault lies at the door of the .Subsist euro I Tpnrlment.

is a miserable plum, barely nflording shelter from ( lie rain, much less 
pro! notion from enld. It, is a. mere shell, open at, both ends and very 
dirty. If possible some oilier place should be prepared as post prison, 
or this repaired or put in Hindi condition I hat, liman coullned enn at 
least he prolecled bom Iho inclemency of the weather. 

There are generally three idasses of prisoners eonftned in those 
prisons: l , ’ii , st > I'Vdcml soldiers; second, (lovernment employes and 
eili'/ens; I, lord, prisoners of war. bederal prisoners receive I’nll rid ions, 
while all others receive half, e\eept. when at work, when I liny receive 
something mldilional. II, annum, however, that even half mi, ions are 
NUllloienI, except in cold weather, when it, is said Unit all seem to want 
more I, him they pel. in warm weather they don’t eat all of half 

rations. The only that is made by the prisoners is that they 

don’t, pet enough wood; that they sullor very frequently from cold. 
The keepers of prisons tell me Mini, if is sometimes impossible to get 
oven all they are entitled to lor lack of transportation. There seoms 
to he no lack of wood, 1ml a want of the means io get it to the prisons. 
At the post, prison, where they are entitled to thirty cords per month, 
they got bat fourteen for the month of January. Homolhing should bo 
dono by which wood enough can be furnished. In all prisons whom 
wood is not sultieient su tiering is always vary great. 

■Sometimes men, from the peculiarity of their cases, are eoniinod for 
months before I hey can lie disposed of. During this time, no matter 
what the enormity id' their crime, I don’t think it right that they bo 
compelled to undergo mil'I'oring, sometimes far greater than tiio punish- 
ment Ibr their crimes would be. hi very crime has ils punishment and 
that punishment is millleicut. i think, therefore, that everything 
should be done lo keep these persons from suffering until they are 
disposed of by court martial or otherwise. 

In your instructions you directed me (ogive (he names of all prisoners 
coullned and their oU'eimes, whether charges had been preferred against 
them, and whether acted upon or nut, I refrain ( JVoin | giving these 
names for t he reason Unit upon investigation, questioning of prisoners, 
examination of prison records, &«., 1 feel that none are unjustly 
coullned, and it would, therefore, make a very long and useless report. 
Men sometimes lie in prison lor months owing to some informality in 
charges, <Kc., but can not be released because they are really guilty of 
the crime for winch they are eoullnod; others for want of evidence, 
owing to Hie dillloulty in getting it. To this class belong the “bounty 
jumpers,” mid lately some have been confined upon mere statements, 
but subsequently released and steps taken lo prevent the continuance 
of the practice, There arc many causes that delay the prosecution of 
these persons and prolong their eoiitliicment that cannot bo remedied. 
Upon full investigation 1 ilud that none are coullned unjustly. If you 
still desire, however, that I furnish the list of names, &o., 1 will do so, 
as 1 have t he records in my possession.

Inclosed please Ibid a memorandum account allowing Hie 
number of prisoners and the arlieles given Hmm for the past llfltmn 
days. As to clothing, their condition is Indy deplorable, most of them 
having bcon prisoners some six or nine moiil'lis. The ( ’ontedernlcMov- 
or n in out cannot issue clothing to thorn, and none has been received at 
this post from the North, Menernl .lolinsoii, in u eoinumuieiition to 
Commissioner Ould in early pari of January, ealleil attention lo their 
condition i in this respect, which he sel loi-lii in llm fullest lerms.iunl 
requested his papor bo forwarded lo the Federal authorities, Your 
generous proposition will no doubt bo readily agreed to by (ho Fedorul 
Cov era men t, As soon as the general returns I will lay your communi- 
cation before him and he will do all ho can lo elleel its ooiiHiimnmtion, 
ion wells are in the prison, which afford thoin wider.

As soon as X did find time 
to look into it l became eonvineed Unit Oolonol Hanson hail made a 
good light and that he did not know of the exist once of the order in 
reference lo paroles and J therefore directed his releasofrom arrest. I 
then requested from Washington instructions ns to Iho validity of the 
paroles given by his command and received the following reply:

Hut a short time afterward was issued Mm notorious 
amnoslyoatli proolaimition of Ahralmm Lincoln, ami a call upon Lhoprix 
oners for volunteers for the naval service of the United Slaton. S 0 
great was the response to that call from this prison that every loyal 
man folt it- his most urgent duty to use every means within his reach to 
counteract that inilueneo, ami if possible prevent any others from 
taking the fatal step.

That all tho men enlisted are those whose (onus of service have or will 
have expired this spring.

BURGEON: I have the honor to report Unit in compliance with your 
instructions 1 examined the rebel prisoners who arrived tins date 
from Elmira, N, V., and found nineteen of the number unable to pro- 
ceed farther on their journey. They were sent to hospital— eighteen to 
West’s Puddings and one, a ease of smallpox, to the Marine Hospital. 
Throe died en rouio from (‘Ilmira to this oily in consequence of chronic 
diarrhea. Their bodies wore sent to National Hospital for burial. 
The deaths of these men soon after leaving hospital and the condition 
of the men retained here would suggest that thoro was not a proper 
medical inspection made of those troops boforo leaving camp.

Honorable Secretary of War, Richmond, Va. : 

J have the honor to report that 830 of tho 1,000 bales of cotton which 
were to bo soul to this city, sold, and the proceeds to bo expended to 
supply prisonous [of] war, under the late agreement made between Gen- 
eral Grant and Ool. it. Quid, arrived hereon tho 24th of January. The 
remaining 170 bales, oil account of the incapacity of the vessel, tho U. 
B. transport, Atlanta, Lo bring them, were left with tho U. S. quartor- 
innHtor at b’ort Morgan, Ala,, and are daily looked for. Tho cotton 
reached this place in very bad condition and the bill of lading shows 
that it was received in this condition, it had all to bo repicked and 
robalod and was sold at public auction on the 8th; averaged 82^ft, 
cents pur pound, which is considered by tho best judges to havo been a 
remarkably good sale. The long delay in the arrival of the cotton has 
caused it to bring far loss than was expected at the time of tho agree- 
ment. Tho waste in transporting the cotton, which was in a very bad 
condition, was considerable. Tho proceeds of tho cotton will furnish 
hut a small portion of the actual wants of the prisoners, and some 
arrangement should at once bo made to send an additional quantity of 
cell on under tho agreement, and 1 would respectfully suggest that it 
be sent from a convenient point, and that the delay bo as little as pos- 
sible. I have purchased 10,983 blankets, 16,210 jackets aud coats, 
19,888 pair of pants, 19,000 overskirts, 5,948 pair of drawers, 10,140 
pair of socks, 17,000 pair of shoes, and have since the4tli instant beer 
sending tho supplies to the different prisons daily. I take pleasure ’

I have the honor lo state that acting under in, 
previous general insl motions of December f>, 1804, and January 19 
1895, 1 included (lie condition of the military prison and treatment o 
the prisoners of war there oonilnecl in the general inspection of the 
post, in which 1 was engaged from the 1st to the I Oth of February, 
and the results of my observations would have been immediately for- 
warded to the Department but Jbr the fact that the post commander, 
Brig, Gen. Bradley T. Johnson, happened to be absent from the post 
(luring the whole time of my inspection, and 1 deemed it not loss in 
accordance with the spirit of my instructions than the dictates of mili- 
tary propriety to withhold my report until 1 should luivo an oppor- 
tunity of conferring with him upon the subject and of ascertaining 
how far it might be in his power to remedy the evils found to exist 
Bending his return 1 was engaged in an inspection of the post of Clip 
lotto, but immediately upon the recoipt of Colonel Chilton’s le^ 
returned to this place, and on the I Oth instant made a second ir r 
tion of the prison in company with (Ion oral Johnson. The resi 
my two visits of inspection are respectfully submitted as follows

In my report I Inno endeavored carefully to distinguish 
itotAvemi those causes of HulVoring which nm miuvoiihibli', and for tho 
existence of which, therefore, llm Government and ils olllcers cannot 
ltd hold responsible, and such abuses ns, in my opinion, am justly 
chargeable fo tlio neglect or inefllemncy of tlm prison management, 

/. Loco! inn and plan of tho prison. — Tlm local ion of I Imprison I rotat'd 
as an unlbrtunnto one, though I prosuum this with Mm Uovonummt at 
tlm tinio was a. inatlor not of choice but of necessity. That if was 
already used as a. prison for oivilians and military convic.ls should have 
boon an argument against ils selection, no! in ils favor, unloss if had 
boon at tho sumo fimo dotorminod to romovo llm former classes of pris- 
oners. Tho general plan of l lm prison may bo scon from the diagram 
accompanying this report. Tlio area, inclosed ami constituting tho main 
prison yard is about; eleven acres. 1 do not think, especially with tho 
present number of prisoners (ft, *1711 of all classes), flint there can be any 
reasonable ground of complaint, on llm snore of want of room. Walor 
is obtained from nine wells willdn (lie iuolosuro ami from llm creek, 
one mile and a half distant, lo which Urn piisotmrs are allowed to go, a 
certain number at a time, under guard, with buckets and barrels. The 
supply obtained from all these sources, however, is not more than sulll- 
eient for cooking and drinking purposes. Tlm want of a running stream 
within the prison inelosure, for llm purposes of washing' and general 
sewerage, is therefore a serious objeelion, Tlm proximity of the prison 
to tlio railroad allbrds every necessary fuoilily for obtaining an adequate 
supply of fuel, which can be deposited in any quantity needed within 
less than 100 yards of the prison, and unloaded and tmiispoi leil by tlio 
labor of the prisoners themselves. A memorandum statement of Major 
Morlll, prison qiiurloi'inustor, uecmiipaiiying I his roporl, shows tlm 
amount of fuel received, issued, and due llm prisoners from .lammry I 
to b’ebruary Ifi, I Wifi. That limy have not received the full iiinouut duo 
them during a season of more Mian ordinary incleiimney I think is 
chargeable more probably (o want of energy on tlm part of the post 
quartermaster, Gupt. .1. M. Goodman. than lo any oilier cause. Hath 
Major Geo and Major Morllt profess to consider tlm aetmil supply sulll- 
cioul, but in this I think they are mistaken. Tlm fact oil ml by Major 
Gee that the prison sutler buys all his fuel from the prisoners proves 
nothing, no moro than their willingness to part with their newly- 
received supplies of clothing, a practice lo check which General John- 
son has boon obliged to publish a stringent order forbidding citizens or 
soldiers from purchasing, proves Muit they are not in wank of clothes. 

The most serious objection fo this choice of a site lor a prison is, how- 
ever, the character of the soil, which is a sillf, (enucious red clay, dill)- 
cult of drainage and which remains wet for a long time, and a flora ruin 
or snow becomes a perfect bog. Tho system of drainage con templates 
tlio double object of currying off tho surface water ami cleansing tho 
sinks, but cannot be said to be particularly successful in either point of 
view. Tn warm weather or in a season of drought the sinks would not 
tail to prove a source of great annoyance, and possibly of pestilence, 
not only in the prison, but in the town of Salisbury.

Additional supplies are expected, and 
it is probable (lull, one principal cause of Hollering will therefore soon 
be removed, ono for which, liowe\er, the Uonledemle (lovernmenfc is 
under no eirrumsInnecH eluugrnblo, but which is ascribnblo solely to 
the neglect of their own (lovorninonf. As already stated, (Sonoral 
Johnson has taken every necessary step to prevent speculation upon 
the necessities of tins prisoners by prohibiting nil purchases from them 
of articles of clothing by soldiers or citizens, 

IV. Prison <iuurin-n. Throe hundred tents mid Hies of mixed sizes 
and patterns weie issued for the use of the prisoners of war in October 
by Major Morlll, prison quartermaster, and constitute the only shelter 
provided during the winter for a number of prisoners, amounting on 
the 7th of November to H,7 10, and the I bill of February to 5,070. Major 
Morlll, showed me the frame of a large barrack, of which he told me ho 
had roulrmplntrd creeling live for iho accommodation of the prisoners, 
lad, was stopped by an order two months ago from tho (iommissury- 
(Senernl of Prisoners, intimating the possibility of a speedy removal of 
tho prisoners, and ordering nil work of the kind to bo suspended. Tho 
prisoners were not removed, and in my judgment if Ueneml Win- 
der’s order had never been issued Major Mortlt’s plan would have 
been found, in its conception, to involve great and unnecessary oxpenso 
to the Uovornment, probably not less than $75,000 or $100,000, and in 
its execution would probably have consumed tho entire winter, and 
therefore have resulted in lit lie practical benelit to tho prisoners. A 
heller plan would have been, failing to obtain a sulllcient supply of 
tents, to have const meted cabins of pine logs and shingles, for which 
the material was at, band in abundance, and labor could have been 
furnished by Mm troops, or, if necessary, by details of tho prisoners 
themselves, working under guard. In this way the garrison who 
guard tho prisoners have been made coin fort able j so might have been 
the prisoners, I cannot consider ilj therefore, a matter of choice on 
their own part, Hint at the time of my inspection I found one-third of 
the latter burrowing like animals in holes under ground or under the 
buildings in the inelostiro.

quartermaster, exhibited the frame of a large barrack, w liieh lie iiiut

Mm reason 
assigned to him on his llrsl. visit was Mint it, was useless to supply these 
articles, as no guard was kept inside of Mm prison ymil, nml tin'll, they 
would be stolen. 

Burgeon John Wilson, jr., tlm medical ollleer at. piesent m charge, in 
endeavoring to supply these deficiencies, and lias succeeded in elleeling 
several improvements; yet much remains to be done.

The only hospitals are buildings within the prison iuelosure, where the 
only amelioration wo can give in their sulferings are rude pine banks 
and straw lo lie on; without them, limy lie on the bare lloor or earth 
with little or no covering.

method necessary for Hindi a I, rust ns this, lie is, un fortunately, unablo 
lo co operate in harmony with the oilier stall’ olUeom at Ihispost, and 
his eflleieiiey, for this renson, is impaired if not destroyed, 

II is report of employes Ibr Februnry 15 shows 27 exempts, light- 
duty men, eonscripls, \r., employed as clerks, mechanics, &«., and 83 
negroes, lenmslers, luborers, Ove,., besides a fatigue party of from 40 
lo 4!0 men from the troops conslantly employed in cutting wood. This 
force is more Mum ample lo do every tiling necessary io bo done if 
properly nniniigeil. I can not he responsible for the troops committed 
lo my charge and the lives and safe-keeping of prisoners without ft 
change is made in this oilier, and this ollleor relieved.

Tim accused, in jiislilinnlion of the transaction on Lake Erie, pro- 
duced Die manifesto of Jefferson Davis, assuming tlm responsibility of 
Ihonol and declaring that it was done by bis authority, it is hardly 
necessary lo say (hut no such assumption can sanction an act not war- 
ranted by (lie laws of civilized warfare, ff Mr. Davis wore at (he head 
of an independent (lovormiieiil, recognized as such by othov nations, 
he would have no power (o sanction what the usage of civilized States 
lias condemned. The < lovorunmnl of tlm tJniled States, from a desire 


to mitigate the asperities of war, has given to tho insurgents of the 
Mouth Mm boned l of the rules which govern sovereign States in the con- 
duct of hostilities with each other, and any violation of those rules 
should, for Mm sake of good order here and the cause of humanity 
throughout Mm world, be visited with Dm severost penalty. War, undei 
its mildest aspects, is the heaviest calamity that can bclall our race 
and he who, in a spirit of rovongo or with lawless violence, transcend* 
the limits to which it is restricted by the common holiest of alt Ohristiai 
ooimnunitieN should receive the punishment which tlm common vmo< 
lum declared lo be due to tho crime. Tlm muior- general commanding 
feels that a. want of llrmness and inflexibility on his part m executing 
the sent, once of death in such a cuso would bo an olieuse against Dio 
outraged civilization and humanity of tlm ago.

Reed, a primmer of war and a patient in Ward A of this hospital, while 
standing before one of the windows facing the west, was shot by one 
of the guards, the ball passing through the rigid leg and producing a 
compound comminuted fraeture of the tibia and fibula, necessitating 
amputation of the same below the knee. The ball in its course passed 
within a few Inchon of Corporal it ay, of the Veteran Reserve Corps, on 
duty in the ward a I. the time. Notwithstanding repeated remonstrances 
against this practice of indiscriminately shooting through the hospital 
windows, it is stubbornly persisted in, at the risk of every one in the 
hospital ward. But only this morning, after the painful disaster of 
yesterday, one of the guards at tlio same post drew up his gun to lire 
at Hospital Steward Benito, at tlio time engaged in lowering the win- 
dow for the purpose of ventilation. Upon an informal investigation it 
is denied by the officers of the prison that any orders have been issued 
sustaining the shooting through the windows, unless a demonstra- 
tion lo break through or escape is attempted; whereas the guards to 
flic number of three or four, and especially the one who shot the pris- 
oner yesterday, stoutly and persistently insists that he conformed 
strictly to the orders received from his superior officers, and that ho 
was instructed to slioofc any one approaching the window, and espe- 
cially should one or more approach the window at the same time.

First. The locality of this hospital and its ample accommodations ren- 
der its occupancy by Union as well as rebel sick and wounded almost an 
absolute necessity. All the sick and wounded that arrive here by water 
are landed at the wharf adjoining it, and all patients transferred North 
take their departure from the depot near if, and bud cases of sick and 
wounded are from necessity admitted here. 

Second. The number of Union patients and attendants at the present 
time exceeds the number of rebel prisoners, and in view of the exchange 
now taking place the number of Union patients will be greatly in excess. 

Third. Tlio drawing, issuing, cooking, and serving of separate rations 
will require a material change in tlio internal arrangements of the 
hospital. 

Fourth. The rebel prisoners treated in this hospital are mostly very 
sick oi severely wounded, and require a diet materially differing from 
the prison ration to afford them a fair chance for recovery, and tlio 
saving on the ration of the limited number treated would at all times 
bo insufficient |o purchase such articles of diet ns are provided for hi 
paragraph d, General Orders, No. 1, of I8G5, and no prison fund could 
lie accumulated. 

it is therefore respect fully requested that the regulation applied 1 
hospitals connected with large prison depots be not applied to this ho 
pital, uml that separate issues, returns, and fund accounts connect 
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with the ration l>o not required. It tian boon found practically imp 
siblo to reserve this liowpi till exclusively Cor prisoners of war, altlmu 
every effort lias boon made to do so sineo it was assigned us a prig 
hospital.

I 
intended to rocoivo thorn, if his answer should bo satisfactory, without 
waiting for your instructions. It would have been impossible to have 
received tlio prisoners at the time and place named by General iToko 
without suspending operations against Wilmington, thereforo no un- 
lieoeHHury dolay was occasioned by my waiting for further information 
before receiving the prisoners. 1 have also agreed to a proposition 
from Lieiilenaut-General Hardee to secure about 1,000 sick and conva- 
lescent prisoners from the Department of South Carolina. They are 
to ho sent in on the Manchester road to morrow. 

I incloseherewitli copies of all correspondence’' with G on oral Hardee, 
General Hoke, and Golonol Hatch, assistant agent of exchange.

Dear tint: The inclosod card from the President 1 olVor you as my 
introduction, only adding that the President directed me to roquostyou 
before taking (Inal action upon the case I am about to present to bring 
it to bis attention and confer with him. You may remember that iu 
the autumn of 18(11, by direction of military authorities commanding 
national forces in Kentucky, thooilizons of Fast Tennessee burned sev- 
eral bridges on the Fast Tennessee and Virginia Railroad. Assured 
of prompt inilllary assistance and protection from Kentucky by said 
authorities, the loyal people of my county (Garter County, Hast Toiin.J, 
after the successful burning of the bridge over Llolslon River at Zolli- 
coll'or, hastily look up arms and actually eamo into collision with and 
routed a force of robol cavalry. Having thus committed themselves 
to rebellion against the rebellion, and failing to receive the promised 
assistance, overwhelming numbers were soon collected and inarched 
upon them, cavalry, infantry, and artillery. Tho loyal militia dissolved 
at once and scatlcred, seeking safety in tho mountains, expecting and 
threatened with tho baiter without mercy when caught. 

Fortunately for the loyal citizens of that region, Ool. (now Brig. Gon.J 
11. B, Van co, of the rebel service, at this juncture was put in command 
of this district. T, with tho other Union men, concealed myself in our 
mountain fastnossos for weeks. 1 at length received assurances from 
(Jolonel Vance if 1 would report to him he would protect me and all 
other ci Ikons not shown to be bridge-burners upon quiet submission 
to the existing power. A company of cut throat rebol horsemen on tho 
lookout for mo, with the avowed intention (as 1 was credibly informed) 
of hanging mo lo a tree or shooting mo down on sight, got on my track, 
came near iuloreopting me, and pursued mo to tho very headquarters of 
Oolonol Vance. Lie most kindly and magnanimously protected mo and 
saved my life. By his moderation and clemency while iu the command, 
during these exciting and dangerous troubles 1 am entirely satisfied 
that lie saved the lives and property of hundreds of my Union l'ollow- 
cil izons of Garter and surrounding counties.

About i) o’clock on the evening of tho 23(1 1 met General Forrest at 
the house of 1U r. Howland. lie was accompanied byAtyjor Anderson 
mid .Judge Oaruthers of his Htalf. Tlio general received me (and Cap- 
tain 1 lOHoa, who, at Gonoral Wilson’s request, accompanied me) very cor- 
dially. 1 posentod tho dispatches from tho general commanding, after 
rending which (leneral Forrest remarked that he desired an absoluto 
and immediate oxohange of prisoners, rank for rank and man for man, 
and did not wish to give or take paroles, but that he was anxious for 
an exchange and would aoeept the proportion, but that ho could not 
consummate the arrangements for the exchange until he had submitted 
tho papers to LioutoimnL-GonernI Taylor, who was in command of tho 
Department of Alabama, Mississippi, and blast Louisiana. Gonoral 
Forrest is in command of all the cavalry in tlm department and of the 
District of Mississippi and Must Louisiana. 

General Forrest, however, said that lie would go immediately to 
Meridian and see General Taylor, and that if 1 would wait at Rionzi 
until the evening of the 25th lie would inform me by telegraph of Gen- 
eral Taylor’s decision, and also at what time the prisoners in their hands 
would he forwarded to Juka, and about the number of prisoners in tlioir 
department. I agreed to remain in Kienzi and await bis reply. Ho 
(leiivorcd his answers to the communication from tho general command- 
ing to me in writing, which are herewith forwarded, llo also gavo mo 
a copy of a telegram from General Taylor received by him after ho 
reached Rionzi. From this dispatch, an official copy of which l here- 
with inclose, it appears that Gonoral Forrest was not authorized to 
make any agreement, but that ail matters were to bo submitted for the 
decision of Lieutenant-General Taylor. In relation to guerrillas, Gon- 
oral h'orrest remarked that ho was as anxious to rid the country of them 
as was any officer in tlio 1J. Army, and that ho would esteem it a favor 
if Gonoral Thomas would hang ovoryono lie caught. 

Gonoral Forrest desired the prisoners in our hands belonging to Gon- 
oral Roddcy’s command sent to Iulca with other prisoners, llo eared 
but little about thorn, as they wore not of much service or account. 

Gonoral Forrest left Rionzi for Meridian on the morning of the JMtli 
of February at 8 o’clock. I hoard nothing from liim on tho 25th, nor 
on tho 20th, but, supposing the delay occasioned by the tolograpli wires 
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being down and the railroad track having been washed away by the 
heavy rains, I remained in Eieuzi until the evening of tho27th. About 
(j o’clock I roccived tlio following' despatches, viz:

Maj. Gen. N. 11. Forrest, IVeat Point: 

Ymir two tolegranm have just boon loeelvod. 1 will leave heroin the morning, and 
hope to receive the prisoners at Iuka aa early at least ns you stated to UonornI 
Thomas they would ho sent. 

I left Rionzi on the morning of the 28th of February and came as far 
as Burnsville and stayed overnight, ami left Burnsville this morning’ at 
8 o’clock and reached Eastport at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

In going out I found the roads in very good condition, and experi- 
enced but little inconvenience from bad roads on my return. The rains 
had washed away one bridge near Rionzi, over the Tusoumbia, which 
I had rebuilt by men of the escort. 

The citizens of the county of Tishomingo are in a very destitute con- 
dition, and are all depending upon supplies from the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad. Pursuant to the arrangement made, a train of cars 
loaded with supplies arrived in Ricnzi on the morning of the 28th 
ultimo and proceeded to Corinth. It is expected that supplies will be 
sent to Burnsville and Iuka in a day or two. 'flic railroad is in running 
order to Oorintli, and the road to Iuka is in good condition, with the 
exception of the trestle over Yellow Greek, which the citizens were to 
uivo repaired to-day. 

From such information as T could gather, I am satisfied that 
Lieutenant- General Taylor’s headquarters are at Meridian. Major- 
General Forrest’s headquarters are at West Point. General Forrest 
lias some troops at West Point. General Jackson has a brigade of 
3avalry at V erona. There are no troops north o f V oromi, except pickot- 
nosts at the railroad stations. There is a picket-post at Baldwyn, 
twenty miles south of Rionzi, and a picket-post of about forty men at 
Llionzi. Tlio lieutenant in charge of the picket at Rionzi is charged 
•vitli the scouting service to the front and scuds his scouts as near 
Eastport as he can. 

I saw in the telegraph office at Rionzi a dispatch from Lieutenant 
Phipps to the officer in charge at Verona, reporting information from a 
scout just in from Eastport, saying that “ the enemy has from 6,000 to 
8,000mounted and dismounted cavalry at Eastport.” Tlio enemy has no 
troops at Corinth and none north of Rionzi. General Forrest issued an 
order while at liionzi directing Major George, who lias been hanging 
around Iuka, to report at once witli ids command to General ] led (ley’s 
lioadquartors for orders. I think there is a small force of rebels at 
Fulton. 
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Genova] Forres l informed me that the Federal prisoners wore mostly 
at Oalisiba Mines, and Unit ho understood there wore from 7,000 to 
10,000 Federal prisoners in General Taylor’s department. 

If so large a number of prisoners should bo delivered here it will 
takosome timo to get them transported to Saint Louis, as there are no 
boats here capable of carrying: over 100 or fiOO men. I would respect- 
fully suggest that to save timo and to secure tho use of boats for other 
purposes, tho men be sent from this point to Cairo by boat, and be, 
sent from Cairo to Saint Louis by railroad. As these prisoners will be 
exceedingly anxious to reach their homes, it will be diflicult to prevent 
thorn leaving the boat and the ears on route to Saint Louis, unless a 
guard is placed over them, and 1 would ask for instructions upon tho 
subject and authority to request a suitable detail for a guard on route, 
and for an extra guard in ease of a transfer from the boats to the cars 
at Cairo. The guard will be most needed at L’aducah, where the boats 
lako coal, and from there, till they are delivered at Hen ton Barracks. 
If a detail of infantry troops could be sent to Johnson villo to report 
on the boats for duty if would be proforublo to taking a guard of caval- 
rymen from this point. 

General Forrest expected to get the prisoners to luka by the .'hi or 
4th instant, but L four it will bo several days later before they roach 
there. 

Permit mo to inquire if the general commanding expects me to 
deliver the prisoners to the officer in charge of Benton Barracks, or 
will an oflleor be detailed for that purpose?

Mo Con led era to 
soldiers or ollieors will be authorized or allowed to go upon those 
trains. At tho same time you are fully aware that the border in 
infested by lawless bands of deserters from both armies, and in case 
they should force themselves upon the train 1 hope you will not act 
hastily in tho matter. To prevent such an occurrence was my reason 
for proposing to place a sullleient guard upon the trains to enforce a 
strict observance of tho agreement. At any rate, every effort will be 
made to carry out tho agreement in good faith. 

I will placo in the hands of the conductors operating the train i 
trains a safeguard, enumerating and naming each man upon the trai

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with orders to run them under a “white ” as oflen as maybe 
necessary lor the purpose ns agreed. 

The people here are compelled to have com until they can raise a 
crop, The trains will bo run exclusively to supply them, and J on f no 
condition whatever are they to be used Cor military purposes by oitlior 
Federal or Confederate authority. 

4s to the prisoners ol‘ General Uocldey’s command, ns well as all 
others belonging to oiu* Army which it may be desired or desirable to 
deliver in this department, X request thorn sent to Jukaor any point 
which maybe agreed upon or designated by Lieutenant-General Taylor 
lor the delivery of all prisoners now in this department belonging to 
the Federal Army. 

In regard to the murder of Federal soldiers by guerrillas and tlio 
threatened execution of a number of Ferguson’s brigade in retaliation, 
J have nothing to say. I know nothing of the facts and can only for- 
ward the papers to General Beauregard, commanding the Military Dis- 
trict of the West, for his consideration and action. 

The comimmioatious in regard to Major Smith, captured at or near 
Murfreosborough, will receive attention. 1 f retained ns a prisoner of war 
he was doubtless sent forward by General Hood in advance of my com- 
mand. The papers will bo forwarded, and if lie is in tins department 
he will bo sent to Juka. All citizens captured by me wore released, and 
although I am not cognizant of any charges against Major Binith, lie 
will either be returned or copies of charges against him forwarded to 
you, provided there are any. 

Assuring’ yon, general, of my willingness and desire to relieve the 
suffering and alleviate the condition of the soldier in captivity and 
the wants of the destitute and dependent women and children of the 
country,

SI’FOIAD Ttlfll'OHT. 


Locality and topography . — The military prison for commissioned offi- 
cers prisoners of war, is located on .Johnson’s Island, Sandusky Hay, 
Ohio. The island is throe milos from Sandusky City and about one 
mile from the mainland on the opposite sido. The soil is a mixture of 
clay and loam, from two to eight feet in depth, resting- on hard lime- 
stone rock, which in many places crops out upon the surface. Hoar the 
center of the island, which is about a mile and a half long by from 0110- 
quarter to one- third of a milo wide, is an olovated ridge running parallol 
with the long axis of the island, known as the Hog’s Back. On either 
sido of this ridge the ground slopes gradually to the wator. The island 
was formerly covered with forest trees, which Itavo been used for fuel. 
The Government is now constructing two forts on this island; one, the 
larger of the two, is situated on the Hog’s Back, the other is immedi- 
ately north of the prison barracks. 

Qlmatoloyy , — As much has been said concerning the climate of this 
island, and as the Government has been ovon aceusod of inhumanity 
in putting prisoners of war thereon, I place on record the following 
meteorological statistics of Kolle.y’s Island, which lies near John- 
son’s Island. They are takon from the annual report of Mr. G. 0 . 
Huntington and are copied by mo from a Sandusky paper;

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Water . — Water is now supplied by hand force pumps connected with 
long iron pipes extending into tlio bay on tho north sido of the island, 
I recommend that tho Commissary -General of Prisoners bo requested 
to order the immediate construction of a reservoir, 70 by 200 feefc and 7 
feet deop j the site to be llio J log’s Ltnek, a little west of tlio fort now 
being constructed thereon; this reservoir to be supplied by a steam 
engine and force pump, connected with pipos to extend into tlio bay on 
tlio north side of the island; the wator to bo distributed wherovor 
needed in pipes of .‘Much caliber. In a military point of view, this 
supply of water is important. I submit estimates of the cost of the 
proposed work. 

Wuier-tUjht boxes . — 1 also recommend that in place of tlio present 
sinks tlio privies be supplied with water-tight boxes, lined with zinc, 
or with cast-iron troughs connected with water pipos, to be kept 
Hushed with valor and drained into the bay on the south side of the 
island by 0-inch iron pipes. 

Jhahuujc . — i further recommend that all the ditches he donned and 
boarded and braced with timber to prevent the sides from falling in as 
at present; and that a main ditch, similarly planked and braced or 
wallod with atone, be made, extending entirely across tlio prison inclo- 
suro from north to south and as near tlio center from east to west as the 
position of buildings will allow. 

CooMiiff and mexsiny , — 1 also consider as ossontial to the proper polieo 
of those barracks that cooking and eating in the barracks bo prohibited, 
and that both bo conilned to the moss-halls. It will bo necessary, in 
order to enforce this rnlo, that tho prosont mess-halls bo repaired and 
lloorcd and furnished with suitable cook-stoves and utensils. L recom- 
mend that this he done. It will be seen by tlio inclosed paper * that 
tho estimated cost of tlio proposed water-works is $7,079.88. I am 
informed that the prison fund amounts io $80,000.

General: L bog leave to present tho following statement of facts 
and to ask that you have tho corrective applioil to tho wrong’ com- 
plained of: In the recent operations around .Nashville, a colonel com- 
manding a brigade of cavalry, I had the misfortune to ho wounded and 
made a prisoner of war. L was borno in a sulforlng condition to one of 
your hospitals, when without my knowledge, l am suro without being 
interrogated as to my rank, T was enrolled it seems as a brigatlior- 
gonoral. No opportunity was offered after my attention was called to 
this error until J reached the prison at Louisville, when I promptly 
sought to correct it both as a matter of taste and as iv matter of right. 
This I was informed would be done at this depot. Now, I am advised 
by tlio colonel commanding this prison that “no authority oxists hero 
for the alteration or correction of rolls sent hero with prisoners,” I 
state that my rank is colonel of cavalry, commanding, as many olllcors 
of similar rank in your army, a brigade, and that an unwarrantable 
injustice seems likoly to bo inflicted by this unauthorized brevot, since 
general o ftlcors are not likoly to bo embraced in tlio present exchange.

T have under my control steam-bo.it (ransporlation for at least 2,000 
prisoners daily. I can bring up the river three times as many prison- 
ers as the enemy delivers, if there is no freshet. The diffleulty has not 
been (he want of transportation, but (hat the transportation which wo 
had could not get up or down the river. Any transportation which 
the Secretary of the Navy could furnish {to any material extent) would 
ho loss able to get through the obstructions and stem the current than 
that which we already have. Admiral Seimnes lias always complied 
with every request for vessels that I have made upon him. Upon 
a late occasion ho furnished all he had, and when the best of these 
made the attempt to get through the obstructions it failed, and came 
near drowning all on board. During a freshet we cannot bring the 
prisoners up the river, no matter how many boats we have. When 
there is no freshet 1 can bring with my present transportation throe 
times as many as the enemy delivers.

Kir: On Saturday, the Until ultimo, I went to the wharf at Rocketts 
at 9 a. m. for the purpose of going jo Uoulware’s Wharf to meet Colonel 
Mill ford, the Federal commissioner, who was to deliver at that point 
on that day 1 ,500 of our returning prisoners. 1 found the river so high 
that ihe transport steamer William Allison could not go down cm 
account of being unable to pass the obstructions at Drewry’s Bluff, 
At your request I went down lo Bonlwaro’s in a small steamer to meet 
Colonel Muiford with the prisoners. They arrived about J 2 o’clock, and 
I was introduced by him to them. I stated to them that it was impos 
sihlo on account of high water to got boats down to transport them to 
liielimond, hut that if they were willing to march there 1 would con- 
duct them. They responded with a cheer and it was my impression 
that they were willing unanimously to make the march. After getting 
inside of our lines a good many of them seemed tired and some of their 
sick. All this class of men I cut off at General G. W. O. Lee’s hoe 
quarters and determined to take them to Wilton Bridge, the nr 
point on the river above the obstructions at which a boat cor 1,1 
I got him (General Lee) to telegraph to you to send a boat 
point, and also to Admiral Homines for one of his small propo

only kind of boat fclmfc could pass the obstructions, (o bring tho men to 
Richmond. I got thorn undor shelter at Wilton and got rations for 
tliom from tho commissary. The Torpedo, a small propeller, was sent 
up by tho admiral, tho men wore put on board and brought to tho city. 
On onr way up wo wore mot by tho Allison, which had boon sent down 
by you to lake them. 1 agreed to moot Colonel Mblford tho following 
day, which was Sunday, if it mot your approbation, at Cox’s Wharf by 
way of tho river to mako arrangements to bring up tho remainder of 
tho men, but it was impossible to got there, the river continuing (o rise 
all tho time. 

On Monday, at your request, 1 wont by land to Boul ware’s Wharf and 
mot Colonel Mulford. T stated to him that it was impossible to gob 
down tho river with the boats, and that all of tho men ho had on. his 
vessels who could walk to Richmond and wore willing to do so would 
bo received at that point the next day at 10 o’clock. 

Sufficient transportation could not be had for tho number ho expected 
to deliver (12,000 men), and whom ho represented ns being very anxious 
to come, if tho state of tho roads had not rendered it totally impracti- 
cable to transport them by land. With this understanding ho sent 
notices to all of the vessels ho had at Varina that ho would deliver such 
of them as could walk to Richmond tho next morning at Hold ware’s. J 
went down on Tuesday morning and received 23! officers and 1,380 
enlisted men. On getting the men inside of our linos I found that 
many of them could not make tho march to Eiclunond. 1 sent a mes- 
senger to tlio officer in command at Chaffin’s Jlluff to know whether ho 
would receive these men and got Admiral Sommes to send them up in 
one of his small propellers. lie agreed to do so, and ! turned back nil 
of them who were within a mile of tho bluff. Cooked rations for 12,000 
men had been provided and what ambulance transportation I could pro 
cure: all of which met mo at Cornelius’ Run within half a mile of tho 
point at which I turned back the last of tho men to Chaffin’s. T got all 
of tho men up, the rations were issued to them, and those least able to 
march were put into tho ambulances and wagons. A ftor getting a mile 
or so I found that there were others who could not march I o Eiclunond 
that night, and failing to got any transport ation from tho quarter masters 
on the road, I saw tho brigade surgeon of Du Rose’s brigade and got 
him to receive in his hospital those whom I thought could not get to 
town, intending to send for them. T stayed in tho rear of tho column 
until they were all within two miles of tho city, and had provided for 
every man whom 1 thought could not got Imre that night in good time. 
A portion of those who wont to Chaffin’s came up tho same afternoon, 
tho remainder the next morning, i met next morning a good many of 
those left at the hospital walking to town, who said they felt able to 
“mako it,” and would not wait for the ambulances which were sent for 
thorn, so that only cloven remained to bo transported, and they were 
brought in and delivered at the receiving’ hospital. 

On Wednesday all of tho transportation that tho Government could 
furnish and that could be procured by tho impressment of private 
vehicles was carried to Ron 1 ware’s for tho purposo of bringing up those 
unable to march, but no prisoners woro delivered by tho .Federal com- 
missioners. The river having fallen sufficiently, tho boats resumed their 
trips to-day and brought up a number of sick and disabled men.

(o mvo-digatound rojiort upon Lius condition nil cl U’on Lmon l of tins priHonora of war 
i eapectivoly hold by tin' ConforiovaLo and Unilod Stato.s (b»\ ornmontH; upon Lius 
ciniHufl of tiuiir dotimticm and tins rofiuml to exohango, and «1 ho upon tins violations 
by tlie omsniy of Uio rulofl of civilized warfuro in tins oomluut of tins war. 

These subjects arc broad in extent and importance, and in order 
fully to investigate and present them the committee propose to con- 
tinue their labors in obtaining evidcnco and deducing from it a truth- 
ful report of facts illustrative of tlie sjiiriL in which the war has been 
conducted. 


NOllTHKiLN PTJBLIUAT10NH. 

Tint we deem if proper at this time to make a preliminary roport. 
founded upon evidence recently taken, relating to the treatment of 
prisoners of war by both belligerents. This report is rendered spe- 
cially important by reason of porsislout efforts lately made by the 
Government of the United states, and by associations uud individuals 
connected or co-operating with it, to asperse the honor of the Con- 
federate authorities and to charge them with deliberate and willful 
cruelty to prisoners of war. Two publications have been issued at the 
North within tho past year, and have been circulated not only in the 
United states but in some parts of tho Houlh, and in Murope, One of 
these is the roport of the joint sol eel commiKce of the Northern Con- 
gress on t he conduct of tho war, known as Report No. (IT,* The other 
purports to bo a “ .Narrative of the privations and sull'erings of United 
ytatos officers and soldiers while prisoners of war,” and is issuod as a 
report of a commission of inquiry appointed by “The U. fc>. Sanitary 
Commission. ”t 

This body is alleged to consist of Valentino Mott, M, 1)., hid ward 
Delaliold, M. 1)., (louverneur Morris Wilkins, esq,, Mllorslio Wallaco, 
M. 1)., lion. J. ,1. 01arkoJla.ro, and Jtov. Treadwell Walden. Although 
these persons are not of Hullieieut public, importance and weight to give 
authority to their publication, yet your committee have deemed it 
proper to notice it in connection with the Roport No. (17 before men- 
tioned, because tho Sanitary Commission has been understood to have 
acted to a great extent under tho control ami by tho authority of the 
United States Government, and because (heir report claims to bo 
founded on evidence taken in solemn form.

inflame the evil passions of the North ; to keep up the war spirit among 
their own people; to represent the South its acting under the dominion 
of a spirit of cruelty, inhumanity, and interested malice, and thus to 
vilify her people in the eyes of all on whom these publications can 
work. They are justly characterized by the lion, .lames K. Mason as 
belonging- to that class of literature called the “sensational” — a stylo 
of writing' prevalent for many years at the North, and which, beginning 
with the writers of newspaper narratives ami cheap fiction, has grad- 
ually extended itself until it is now the favored inode adopted by med- 
ical professors, judges of courts, and reverend clergymen, and is even 
chosen as the proper style for a report by a committee of their Congress.

Nothing- can better illustrate the truth of this view than the “ Report 
No. G7” and its appendages. Jt is accompanied by eight pictures or 
photographs, alleged to represent U. >S. prisoners of war, returned 
from Richmond, in a sad state of emaciation and suffering. Concern- 
ing these cases, your committee will have other remarks, lo ho pres- 
ently submitted. They are only alluded to now to show that this 
report does really belong to the “sensational” class of lilerature, and 
that, “prinrn facie,” it is open to the same criticism to which the yellow- 
covered novels, the “narratives of noted highwaymen,” and the “awful 
beacons” of the Northern bookstalls should be subjected.

were true, the committee desired, as far as might bo in their power and 
as far ns they could influence tho Congress, to remove the evils com- 
plained of and to conform to the most humane spirit of civilization; 
and if these charges were unfounded and false, they doomed it a sac rod 
duty, without delay, In present lo the Confederalo Congress in id poo- 
plo and to Liio public eye of the enlightened world ? a vindication of 
their country, and to relievo her authorities from tho injurious slanders 
brought against her by her enemies. With these views wo liavo taken 
a considerable amount of testimony bearing on the subject.. A Vo lmvo 
sought to obtain witnesses whose position or duties mail e them familial’ 
with the lads testi lied to, and whose characters on titled them to full 
credit. A Vo have not hesitated to examine Northern prisoners of war 
upon points and experience specially within their knowledge. We now 
present the testimony taken by us, and submit a report of facts ami 
inferences fairly deducihlo from theevideneo, from the admissions of our 
Gnomics, and from public records nr undoubted authority. 

FACTS AS TO MCJh ANI) WOUNDED PRISONERS. 

First in order, your eoinmitLeo will notice the charge, eouLuinod both 
in “ Report No. {17” and in the “sanitary ” publication, founded on the 
appearance and condition of (ho sick prisoners sent from Richmond to 
Annapolis and Baltimore about the hist of April, 1801. Tlieso are the 
men, some of whom form (ho subjects of (ho photographs with which 
the U. B, Uongressioiml committee lmvo adorned their report, The 
disingenuous attempt, is made in both those publications to produce 
tlio impression that, thoso sick mid emneinted men wore fair representa- 
tives of the general slate of the prisoners held by tlio Boutli, and that 
all their prisoners were being rapidly reduced to the same state, by 
starvation and cruelly, and by neglect, ill-treatiuonl, and denial of 
proper food, stimulants, and medicines in the Confederate hospitals. 
Your committee take pleasure in saying that not only is this charge 
proved to bo wholly false, but the evidence ascertains facts us to the 
Confederate hospitals, in which Northern prisoners of war are treated, 
highly creditable to the authorities which established them, and to tlio 
surgeons and tlioir aids who have so humanely conducted them. Tlio 
facts are simply tlieso; 

Tho Federal authorities, in violation of the cartel, having for a long 
time rofiiHod exchange of prisoners, dually consented to a partial 
exchange of the sick and wounded on both sides. Accordingly, a num- 
ber of such prisoners were sent from the hospitals in Richmond. 
General directions had been given that none should be sent except 
those who might be expected to endure the removal and passage with 
safety to their li vos ; but in some cusos the surgeons wore induced to 
depart from this rule by the on treaties of some o Aleevs and men in tlio 
last stages of emaciation, suffering not only with excessive debility, 
but with “nostalgia,” or homesickness, whose cases were regarded as 
desperate, and who could not live if they remained, and might possibly 
improvo if carried home. Tints it happened that some very sick and 
emaciated men were carried to Annapolis, but. their illness was not tlio 
result of ill- treat men b or neglect. Hindi eases might bo found in any 
largo hospital, North or South. They might; even be found in private 
families, whore the milToror would be surrounded by every comfort that 
love could bestow. Yet these are the eases which, with hideous viola- 
tion of decency, tho Northern comniittoo have paraded in pictures and 
photographs. Tiioy have taken their own sick and onfcoblod soldiers; 
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have stripped thorn naked; havo exposed 1.1mm before a. duguoiToian 
apparatus; havo pictured ©very shrunken limb and muscle— and all 
for the purpose, not of relieving’ thoir si ill erings, but of bringing a (also 
and slanderous charge against the Soul h. 


CONFEDERATE SICK AND WOUNDED — TIIEI ll CONDITION WHEN 

RETURNED. 


The evidence is overwhelming that the illness of those prisoners was 
not the result of ill-treatment or neglect. The testimony of {Surgeons 
Semple and Speuce, of Assistant Surgeons Tinsley, Marriott, and 
filler, and of the Pedeial prisoners, M. I\ Dalrymple, George Henry 
Brown, and Freeman B. Teague, ascertains Ibis lo the satis faction of 
every candid mind. Butin refuting this chargo your committee are com- 
pelled by the evidence to bring a conn lor- chargo against the Northern 
authorities, which they fear will not bo ho easily refuted. 1 u exchange, 
a number of Confederate sick and wounded prisoners have boon at 
various times delivered at lviolimond and at Bavannah. The mortality 
among these on the passage and their condition when delivered wore 
so deplorable as to justify the charge that they liad boon treated with 
ulmman neglect by the Northern authorities. 

Assistant Surgeon Tinsley testifies:

They 
have made persons)! e\aminalion, mid have taken evidence specially in 
relation to “Hospital No. til.” in Iviehmond, because this has been 
made I he subject of distinct charge, in the publication last mentioned. 
It, has been shown not only by the evidence of the surgeons and ( heir 
assistants, but by that of federal prisoners, that the treatment of the 
Northern prisoners in these hospitals has been everything that, human- 
ity could dictate; that their wards have been well venl dated and 
clean; their food the best that could be procured for them, ami, in fact, 
that no distinction has been made between their treatment and that; of 
our own sick and wounded men. Moreover, it is proved that it lias 
been the constant practice to supply to the pal ion Is out of (lie hospital 
funds such articles as milk, butter, eggs, tea, and other delicacies 
when they weie required by the condition of flic patient. This is 
proved by the testimony of 10. I’. Dalrymple, of New York; (leurgo 
Henry drown, of Pennsylvania, nnd Freeman d. Teague, of Now 
Hampshire, whose depositions accompany this report. 


CONTRAST. 

This humane and considerate usage was not' adopted in the H. H. 
hospital on .Johnson’s Island, where Confederate, sick and wounded 
o fl leers wore treated. Col, -I. II. Holman thus tesl.i lies:

This statement, is con tinned by tho testimony of Actg. Asst. Murg. 
John J. Miller, who was at .lohusoii’s Island for more than eight 
months. When it is remembered that such articles as eggs, milk, 
and butter were very scarce mid high-priced in Richmond and plentiful 
and cheap at the North, the contrast thus presented may well put to 
slmme tho Sanitary Commission and dissipate ( he self complacency with 
which they have boasted of the superior humanity in the Northern 
prisons and hospitals.

It is said Unit their prisoners were habitually stripped of 
blankets and other property on being captured. What pillage may

such pillage was never encouraged b,v (lie ( 'onlbdorale generals, and 
boro no comparison to the wholesale robbery and destitution to which 
the Federal armies have abandoned themselves in possessing parts 
of our territory. It is certain Mmt all or the prisoners were brought 
to the Libby and other prisons in Richmond no such pillage was 
permitted. • Only articles which came properly under the head of 
munitions of war were taken from them.

The next charge noticed is Mint the guards around the Libby Pri- 
son were in the habit of recklessly ami inhumanly shooting at the 
prisoners upon the most frivolous pretexts, and that the Confederate 
officers, so far from forbidding this ratlior encouraged it, and made it 
a subject of sportive remark. This charge is wholly false and base- 
less. The rules and regulations appended (o the deposition of Maj, 
Thomas P. Turner expressly prolific, “Nor shall any prisoner be 
fired upon by a sentinel or other person, exempt in case of revolt 
or attempted escape.” Five or six eases have occurred in which pris- 
oners have been fired on and killed or hurt; but every ease lias been 
made the subject of careful investigation aiul report, as will appear 
by the evidence. As a proper comment on this charge, your commit- 
tee report that the practice of firing on our prisoners by the guards 
in the Northern prisons appears to have been indulged in U) a most 
brutal and atrocious extent. See the depositioni. of U. (). Herrington, 
William F. Gordon, ji\, J. U. McCreary, Dr. Thomas \\ Holloway, 
and John P. Fennell. At Fort Delaware a cruel regulation as to (ho 
use of the “sinks” was made the pretext for firing on and murdering 
several of our men and officers, among them Lieutenant-Colonel .Jones, 
who was lame, and was shot down by the sentinel while helpless and 
feeble and while seeking to explain his condition. Yet this sentinel 
was not only not punished, but was promoted for his act. At Camp 
Douglas as many us eighteen of our men are reported to have been 
shot m a single month. These facts may well prod urn a conviction in 
Tie candid observer that it is the North ami not the Houth that is open 
Co the charge of deliberately and willfully destroying the lives of 
the prisoners hold by her. 


MEANS FOE SECURING (JLTCANLINHH& 

The next charge is that the Libby and Iloilo Isle prisoners wore 
habitually kept in a filthy condition, and that the officers and men 
confined there were prevented from keeping themselves sufficiently 
clean to avoid vermin and similar discomforts. The evidence clearly 
contradicts this charge, it is proved by the depositions of Major 
lurner, Lieutenant Uossieuv, Reverend Doctor McCabe, and others, 
that the prisons were kept constantly and systematically policed and 
cleansed; that in the Libby there was an ample snpplv of water con- 
ducted to each floor by the city pipes, and that the prisoners were not 
only not restricted in its use, but urged to keep themselves clean. At 
L • ' ° r u ^ ie f se{lso i 1 ( Jl!,0llfc throe weeks), in consequence of a 
S tirz 86 ; mm \ ,er of prisoners, the police was interrupted, 
and i2 means for washing both themselves 

and then clothes wore at all times furnished to the prisoners. It is 
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doubtless true that, notwithstanding these (anilities, many of the pris- 
onors were lousy and liltliy, but it was tins result of their own habits 
and not of neglect in the discipline or arrangements of the prison. 
Many of the prisoners were captured and brought in while in this con- 
dition. The l'Vderal (Ion oral Neal Dow well expressed their character 
and habits. When he came to disl rilmto clothing among them ho was 
mot by profane abuse, and he said to the Oonledemle oflieer in charge, 
“You liavo here the scrapings and rakings of JOuropc.” That such 
men should be iilthy in their habits might be expected. 

cnrATinr, on' wrninorjHNa and plllauino- noxm 

We next notice the charge that the boxes of provisions and clothing 
sent to the prisoners from the North woro not delivered to them, and 
were habitually robbed and plundered by permission of the (hi n federate 
authorities. The evidence satisfies your eommilloe Unit this charge is 
in all substantial points untrue, For a period of about one month there 
was a stoppage in the delivery of boxes, caused by a report (hat the 
Federal authorities were forbidding the delivery of similar supplies to 
our prisoners; but the boxes were put in a warehouse and were after- 
ward delivered. For some time no search was made of boxes from the 
Hanitary Committee inlended for the prisoners’ hospitals, bub a letter 
was intercepted advising that money should be sent in those boxes, “us 
they wore never searched,” which money was to he used in bribing the 
guards and thus releasing the prisoners. After this it wits deemed 
necessary to search every box, which necessarily produced some delay. 
Your committee are satisfied that if these boxes or tlioir contents were 
robbed the prison officials are not responsible therefor. Beyond doubt 
jobberies were often committed by prisoners themselves, (o whom the 
contents were delivered for distribution to their owners. Notwith- 
standing all this alleged pillage, the supplies seem to have been snllieiiMib 
to keep the quniTers of the prisoners so well furnished that they fre- 
quently presented, in the language of a witness, u tlio appearance of a 
large grocery storo.” 

TILN VNUNRA I, OOLONNL HANM'UIHON’H TNSTJ.UONY, 

In connection with this point your committee refer to the testimony 
of a Federal oflieer, (Job .lames M. .Sanderson, whoso let ter is annexed 
to the deposition of Major Turner. lie testilies to (lie full delivery of 
the clothing ami supplies from the North, and to the humanity and 
kindness of the Confederate ofllccrs, especially mentioning Tjimitomuib 
Bossieux, commanding on Belle Isle. II is letter was addressed to the 
president of the U. B. Hanitary Commission, and was beyond doubt 
received by them, having been forwarded by the regular ling of frueo. 
Yet the scrupulous and inmost gentlemen composing that commission 
lrnvo not found it convenient for their purposes to insert, this letter in 
tlioir publication, lfad they been really searching for the truth, this 
loiter would have aided (hem in finding it. 

JlINIi tJNDNlt TlIK LU1JJY PRISON. 

Your committee proceed next to notice the allegation that the Con- 
federate authorities luid prepared a mine under the Libby Prison, and 
placed in it a quantity of gunpowder for the purpose of blowing up the 
buildings, with their iiimntea, in case of an attempt to- rescue them. 
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After ascertaining all the facts bearing on this subject our committee 
believe (lull what was done under (lie circumstances u ill moot a, vor- 
diet of approval from all whose prejudices do nol. blind them (o the 
truth. The state of things was impreoedon ted in history, and must ho 
judged of according to the motives at work and the result accompli shod 
A largo body of Northern raiders, under one ('olonel Ihihlgren, was 
approaching Richmond. It was aseerlained, by the reporls of prison- 
ers captured from them and other evidence, (hat I heir design was lo 
enter the city, to set lire to the buildings, public, and privale, for which 
purpose turpeniino balls in great number had been prepared; to mur- 
der the President of the Confederate Hlalcs and o( her prominent men; 
to release the prisoners of war, then numbering 5,000 or <1,000; to put 
arms into their hands, mid fo turn over the city lo indiseriminalo pil- 
lage, rape, and slaughter. At the same time a- plot was discovered 
among the prisoners to e.o operate in this scheme, and a large numlioi 
of knives and siting sliois fmadoby putting slones into woolen stockings! 
were defected in places of concealment about their ([uurlers. To dofoai 
a plan so diabolical, assuredly (he sternest means were justified. If il 
would have been right to put to doatb any one prisoner attempting It, 
escape under such circumstances, it seems logically certain that it 
would have been equally right to put lo death any number making 
such attempt, but in truth the means adopted were those of humanity 
and prevention rather than of execution. The (Jon federal e mil horifies 
felt able to meet and repulse Jbihlgren and his raiders if (hey eouhl 
prevent tho escape of the prisoners. 

The real object was to save their lives as well as those of our eiti 
zons. The guard force at the prisons was small, and all tin* local 
troops in and around Richmond wore needed to meet the threatened 
attack. I Tad the prisoners escaped, the women and children of the 
city, as well as their homes, would have been at the mercy of 5,000 
outlaws. Humanity required that the most, summary measures should 
bo used to deter them from any attempt at escape. 

A mine was prepared under tho bibby Prison; a sidlieient quantity 
of gunpowder was put into it, and pains wore taken to inform tho 
prisoners that any attempt at escape made by them would beetibotually 
defeated. Tho plan succeeded perfectly. The prisoners were awed 
and kept quiet. Dahlgren and his party were defea ted and scattered. 
The danger passed away, and in a few weeks the. gunpowder was 
removed. Such are the facts. Your committee do not hesitate to 
make them known, feeling assured that (lie conscience of the enlight- 
ened world and the great law of self preservation will justify all that 
was done by our country and her oilicors. 

OHAKGE OF INTENTIONAL STARVATION AN1) OROFM’Y. 

We now proceed to notice, under one head, tho last and gravest 
charge made in these publications. They assert flint the Northern 
prisoners in tho hands of tho Con federate authorities have been starved, 
frozen, inhumanly punished, often confined in foul and loathsome quar- 
ters, deprived of fresh air and exercise, and neglected and maltreated 
in sickness— ami that all this was done upon a deliberate, willful, and 
long-conceived plan of the (Jon federate Government and oflle.ers, for 
the purpose of destroying the lives of those prisoners, in* of rendering 
them forever incapablo of military service. This charge accuses tho 
Southern Government of a crime so horrible and 1111 natural that it could 
never have been made except by those ready to blacken with slander 
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men whom they have long injured and lulled. Your committee fool 
bound to reply to it calmly but emphatically. They pronounce it false 
in fact and design; false in the basis on which il. assumes to rest, and 
false in its ostium I o of the motives which have controlled the Houthorn 
authorities. 

TniiUANM I’OlildV ul>' T1IK t’ONITODHRATK ( JUVIiRNMlONT. 

At an early period in the present contest the Con led crate (Jovorn- 
mont recognized their obligation to treat prisoners of war with 
humanity and consideration. I’efbro any laws were passed on the 
subject the Mxeeutive Department, provided such prisoners as fell into 
their hands with proper (piarlers and barracks to shelter them, and 
with rations the same in quantity and quality as those furnished to 
the Confederate soldiers who gumded these prisoners. They also 
showed an earnest wish to mitigate the sad condition of prisoners of 
war by a system of fair and prompt exchange; and the Confederate 
Congress co-operated in these humane views. liy their net, approved 
on the 2 1st day ol'iday, 18151, they provided that —

Ruch were the declared purpose and policy of the Confederate Oov- 
ernment toward prisoners of war; and amid all the privations and 
losses to which their enemies have subjected them they have sought 
to carry them into effect. 

RATIONS AND GIONKRAT, TIIKATA118NT. 

Our investigations for this preliminary report have been confined 
eliiolly to the rations and treatment of the prisoners of war at the 
Libby and other prisons in Richmond and on Hello Isle. This wo have 
done because the publications to which we have alluded refer oh icily 
to them, and because the Report No. <57 of the Northern Congress 
plainly intimates the belief that the treatment in and around Richmond 
was worse than it was farther South. That report says: 

It will bn olu-iM’vod from (im testimony 11 ml nil LI in wiLiiohhoh who testify upon 
that point stato tlm (. tlm LvoulnmiiL Limy roroi vod whilo oonliimd lit Columbia, 8 . U,. 
Dalton, Git., mid other plums, wan fur inoro liummio Lluin tlm t limy rocmvoil id, 
Richmond, whom tho authorities ol tho tm-cnllcd Confederacy worn congregated. — 
Report, p. 

The evidonco proves that the rations furnished to prisoners of war 
in Richmond and on Ilelle Isle have been never less than those fur- 
nished to the Confederate soldiers wlio guarded them, and have at 
some seasons been larger in quantity and better in quality than (hose 
furnished to Confederate troops in the held. This lias been becauSo 
until February, 18(51, the Quaitorinaster’s Department furnished tho 
prisoners, and often had provisions or funds when tho Commissary 
Department was not so well provided. Once, and only once, for a 
few weeks tho prisoners were without meat, but a larger quantity 
of bread and vegetable food was in consequence supplied to thorn. 
How often tho gallant mon composing tho Confederate Army have been 
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without meal, for even longer intervals, yoiu* com mi tl.ee do not doom 
it necessary to say. Not loss Limn sixteen ounces of bread and four 
ounces of bacon, or six ounces of bool', together with beans and (soup, 
have boon furnished per day to the prisoners. During moat of the 
ti mo the quantity of moat furnished to them 1ms boon greater than 
tb oso amounts; and oven in times of Iho greatest seareity they have 
received as much as the Southern soldiers who guarded them. The 
scarcity of meat aiul of broudstuffs in tlio South in certain places has 
been the result of the savage policy of our enemies in burning barns 
illlcd with wheat or corn, destroying agricultural implements, and 
driving off or wantonly butchering bogs and cattle. Yet amid- all 
those privations we have given to their prisoners the rations above 
mentioned. It is well known that this quantity of food is suflloionfc 
to keep in health a man who does not labor hard. All tlio learned dis- 
quisitions of Dr. EUorslie Wallace on the subject of starvation might 
have been spared, for they are all founded on a false basis. It will bo 
observed that few (if any) of the witnesses examined by the Sanitary 
Commission speak with any accuracy of the quantity (in weight) of the 
food actually furnished to them. Their statements aio merely con- 
jectural aud comparative, and cannot weigh against the positive losti- 
mouy of those who superintended the delivery of large quantities of 
food, cooked and distributed according to a iixod ratio, for the number 
of men to be fed. 

FALSEHOODS PUBLISHED AS TO PIUS ON EDS FlfcKEZINU ON BELLE 

ISLE. 

The statements of the Sanitary Commission as to prisoners freezing 
to death on Bello Isle are absurdly false. According to the statement, 
it was common, during a cold spoil m winter, lo see several prisoners 
frozen to death every morning in tlio places m which they had slept. 
This picture, if correct, might well excite our horror; but, unhappily 
for its sensational power, it is but a clumsy daub, founded on the 
fancy of the painter. The facts are, that tents were furnished snf- 
cient to shelter all tlio prisoners; that the Con federate commandant 
and soldiers on the island wove lodged in similar touts; that a lire was 
furnished in each of them; Mint the prisoners fared as well as their guards, 
and that only one of them was ever frozen to death, and lie was frozen 
by the cruelty of bis own fellow prisoners, who thrust him out of the 
tent in a freezing night because ho was infested with vermin. The 
proof as to the healthiness of the prisoners on Hello Isle and the small 
amount of mortality is remarkable, and presents a lit comment on the 
lugubrious pictures drawn by the Sanitary Oommission, either from 
their own fancies or from the fictions put forth by tlieir false witnesses, 
Lieutenant Bossioux pro vos that from the establishment of the prison 
camp on Belle Isle in .Juno, 1802, to tlio 10th of February, 1805, more 
than 20,000 prisoners had been at various times there received, and yet 
that the whole number of deaths during this time was only KM, And 
this is confirmed by the Federal Colonel Sanderson, who states that 
the average number of deaths per month on Bello Isle was “from two 
to live; mom frequently the lessor number.” Tlio sick were promptly 
removed from the island to tlio hospitals in the city. 

OHARAOTBlt OF THE NOUTUEHN WITRHRHUH. 

Doubtless tlio Sanitary Oommission have been to some extent led 
astray by their own witnesses, whose character has been portrayed by 
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General Neal Dow, and also by Llic editor of tho New York Times, wlio 
in his issue of January (>, 18(15, describes the material for recruiting the 
Federal armies as — 

wrotrhod vagahmulN, of dopriivod imnals, doeiopifc in body, without courage, uolf- 
loapeut, or ooiiBoionoo. 'I boy mo dirty, disorderly, thievish, ami incapable. 

ORUET/TY TO CONFEDERATE PRISONERS AT THE NORTH. 

f In reviewing tho diaries of cruelty, harshness, and starvation to 
prisoners made by the North, your committee have taken testimony as 
to the treatment of our own ollicors and soldiers in the hands of the 
enemy, it gives ns no pleasure l.o be compelled to speak of suffering 
ill dieted upon our gallant men, but the self laudatory style in which the 
Sanitary Commission have spoken of their prisons makes it proper 
that the truth should be presented. Your committee gladly acknowl- 
edge that in many cases our prisoners experienced kind and considerate 
treatment; but wo are equally assured that in nearly all the prison 
stations of the North — at 1’oint Lookout, Fort McHenry, Fort Dela- 
ware, Johnson’s Island, JOlmira, Camp Chase, Camp noughts, Alton, 
Camp Morton, the Ohio penitentiary, ami the prisons of Haiti l Louis, 
Mo— our men have suffered from insufllcient food, and have been sub- 
jected to ignominious, cruel, and barbarous practices, of which there is 
,no parallel in anything that lias occurred in the Month. The witnesses 
who wore at Point Lookout, Port Delaware, Camp M ortou, and Camp 
Douglas testify that they have often scon our men picking up the scraps 
<md refuse thrown out from the kitchens with which to appease their 
hunger. Doctor Herrington proves that at Fori Dolawnro unwhole- 
some bread and water produced diarrhea in numberless cases among 
our prisoners, and that — 

their HullbiingH wore grout ly uggmvatod by tho regulation of tho oiniip, whicsli for- 
bnrto moro than twenty men at a l-iino at nigh I. logo to the sinks. I liavo anon an 
ninny no COO men in n low wailing llioir limn. Tho oonsmiuonoo wan Unit llioy worn 
obliged to lino tho plaeos whoro llioy wore. Tins pimluooa groat want of oIoiuiIIiiohh 
ami nggravalod Uto dimmse. 

Our men were com polled to labor in unloading Kedoral vessels and in 
putting up buildings for Federal ollleors, and it they refused were driven 
to the work with clubs. 

Tho treatment of brig. (leu. J. H. Morgan and his o Ulcers was brutal 
! ind ignominious in tho extreme. Jt will bo found stated in tho deposi- 
tions of Capt. M. 1). Logan, Lieut. \V. I*. Crow, Lieut. Col. James Jh 
McCreary, and Capt. 11. A. Tracy (hat llioy wore put in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary and compelled to submit to the treatment of felons. Their 
•cards were shaved and their hair was cut close (o tho head. They wore 
•onfined ill convicts’ cells and forbidden to speak to each other. For 
ittempts to escape and for other o Houses of a very light character 
Fey wore subjected to tho horrible punishment of tho dungeon. In 
Midwinter, with the atmosphere many degrees below Hero, without 
(lanket or overcoal , they were confined in a cell without lire or light, 
vith a fetid and poisonous air lo breathe — and here they were kept 
intil life was nearly extinct. Their condition on coming out was so 
leplorablo as to draw tears from their comrades. The blood was oozing 
rom their hands and faces. The treatment in the Saint Louis prisons 
raa equally barbarous. Capt. William 11. Hobring testifies; 

Two of us, A. (J. UrimoH and myself, wore enrriod out into tho open air in tho 
'ViHon yard outlie 2fUh of Doeomlmr, mid hnmitniO'od to a post, Hero wo wore 
opt all night in {deal, hiiow, and ooltl. Wo worn relieved in the dnytimu, hut again

Kel 
noil, H, II. Barlow, II. O. Barton, O. I). Bracken, anil .1, S. Barin' 
flail, our prisoners in large, numbers were, put into “condemned camps 
where smallpox mum prevailing, and speedily coni, ranted fins loatl 
some disease, and dial, as many as Ibrfy new eases often appeared daii 
among' them. Even the Federal oftiners who guarded them to t! 
camp protested against fliis unnatural atrocity; yet it was don 
The men who contracted the disease were removed io a hospit 
about a mile oil', but the plague was already introduced and eoidinni 
to prevail, For a period of more than twelve monllis I be disease wi 
constantly in the camp; yet our prisoners during all I his lime wei 
continually brought to it and subjected io certain infection. Neitln 
do wo find evidences of amendment on the pai f of our enemies, no 
withstanding the boasts of the ►Sanifary Commission. At Xashvili 
prisoners recently captured from (Jeiietal Mood's army, even when sic 
and wounded, have, been cruelly deprived of all nourishment sidled t 
tlicir eomlilion; and other prisoners from (he Mime army have hooi 
carried into the in feed ed Camps Douglas and Chase. 

Many of fho soldiers of (Jenonil Hood’s army were frost bit I en bj 
being kept day and night in an exposed eomlilion before they wow 
])iif into Camp Douglas. Their sulferings are truthfully depicted. if 
the evidence. At Alloa and Camp Morion the same, inhuman pruc’ 
tico of putting oar prisoners into earn [is in feel ed by smallpox: prej 
vailed. It was equivalent lo murdering many of f hem by the torture 
of a contagious disease. Tim insulHeienf rations at Camp Morton* 
forced our men I o appease their hunger by pounding up and boiling! 
bones, picking up scraps of meat and cabbage from (he hospital slop! 
tubs, ami even eating rats anil dogs. The depositions of YVillimi 
Ayres and J. Chambers Brent prove these privations. 

UAltUAItOUS l‘UN I HU ill KN'J'H. 

The punishments often indicted on our men for slight offenses have 
been shameful and barbarous. Tlieylniio been compelled to rule a 
plank only four inches wide, called “ Morgan’s horse to tit down with 
their naked bodiesin the snow for tenor lift, wen minutes, and have boon 
subjected to the ignominy of stripes from the belts of their guards. The 
pretext has been used that many of their acts of cruelly have been by 
way of rol alia I ion. But no evidence lias been found to prove such acts 
m the part of the (Jon federate aullmril ies. ! . is renm. Table (hat in the 
raso of Colonel Btreight and hisollieors they were subjected only totliu 
>r dinary confinement of prisoners of war. No special ptinislimentwas 
used except for specific offenses, and then the greatest infliction was to 
confino Colonel Btroighfc for a few weeks in a basement room of the 
Libby L’rison, with n window, a plank door, a stove, n lire, and plenty 
of fuel. 

Wo do nob deem it necessary to dwell further on these subjects, 
Enough has been proved to show that great privations and sufferings 
have been borne by Lite prisoners on both sides. 
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WHY UAV10 NOT LMUKONEKS ON WAR I1KKN EVOIIANtiEI) ? 

But the question forces itself upon us, Why have these sufferings 
l) 00 ii so long continued? Why have not the prisoners of war boon 
exchanged, and thus sonic of the darkest pages of history spared to 
tl 10 world ? In the answer (o this question must bo found the tost of 
responsibility lor all the, sufferings, sickness, and heartbroken sorrow 
that have visited more, than eighty thousand prisoners within llio past 
1 two years, On this question your committee, ean only say that the Con- 
federate authorities have always desired a prompt and fair exchan go 
of prisoners. Mven befoie the establishment of a cartel they urged 
such exchange, but could never effect it, by agreement until the 
large preponderance of prisoners in our hands made if the interest 
of the federal authorities to consent to the cartel of .Inly 22, 1802. 
The ninth article of that agreement, expressly provided that in case 
, any misunderstanding should arise it, should not interrupt I he re- 
' lease of prisoners on parole, but. should be made the subject, of 
friendly explanation. Soon after this cartel was established the pol- 
icy of the enemy in seducing negro slaves from their masters, arming 
tliem and putting white officers over them to lend them against us, 
gave rise to a few eases in which oucxlionsof crime under the inter- 
nal laws of (he Boa them States appeared. Whether men who encour- 
aged insurrection and murder could beheld entitled to the privileges 
of prisoners of war under the cartel was a grave, question. But 
those cases were, lew in number, and ought never to have interrupted 
rtho general exchange. Wo were always ready and anxious to carry 
out the cartel in its true, inclining, and it is certain that the ninth 
article required that (he prisoners on both sides should be released, and 
that the lew eases ns In which misunderstanding occurred should bo 
left for Haul decision. Doubtless if I, he preponderance of prisoners Intel 
continued with us exchanges would have continued. But the fortunes 
of war threw the larger number into the hands of our enemies. Then 
they refused further exchanges, and for Lwe.iity-Uo months this policy 
has continued. Our commissioner of exchange has made constant 
efforts to renew them. In August, 18(M, lie consented to a proposition 
which hud boon ropoiiledlyinn.de, to exchange officer for officer and man 
for man, leaving the surplus in captivity. Though this was a.departuro 
from the cartel, our anxiety for the exchange induced us to consent. 
Yet the. Federal authorities repudiated their previous offer, and refused 
even this pari ial compliance with the carl el, Secretary St union, who 
has unjustly charged the Confederate authoiities with inhumanity, is 
open to the charge of having done all in his power to prevent a fair 
exchange, and thus to prolong the sufferings of which he speaks; and 
very recently, in a letter over his signature, Benjamin F. Butler has 
declared that in April, 1801, the Federal Bien tenant (lenonil (Irani 
forbadohim u to deliver to the robot , x a ahuflo able-bodied man; ” and more- 
over, General Butler acknowledges that, in answer to Colonel OukVa 
letter consenting to the exchange, o nicer for » (Ulcer and man for man, he 
wrote a reply, 

not diplomatically 1ml obtrusively find dommmlra lively, vot for the purpose of fur- 
thering exchange of prisoners, but lbr thn purpoHO of preventing and slopping llio 
oxclnmyo, anti furnishing u ground on which we could fairly aland. 

Thofio facts abundantly show that the responsibility of refusing to 
exchange prisoners of war rests with the Government of the United 
States and the people who have sustained that Government; and overy 
sigh of captivity, every groan of suffering’, every heart broken by hope 
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deferred among’ 1,1 u ; ho 80,000 prisoners, will accuse thorn in the judgment 
of the just. 

Willi regard to the prison stations at Anderson villa, Salisbury, and 
other places south of liiclimond, your committee have not inudooxtoinlcii 
examination, for reasons which have already been stated. Wo aw 
satisfied that privation, suffering, and mortality, to an extent much ft 
bo regretted, did prevail among (lie prisoners there, but Lhoy were no 
the roault of neglect, still less of design, on the part of the Conlederati 
Government. Haste in preparation; crowded quarters, prepared out; 
for a smaller number; want of transportation, and scarcity of food 
have all resulted from the pressure of the war and the barbarous mail 
nor in which it has been conducted by our enemies. Upon those sul 
jects your commit! co propose to take further evidence and to ropoi 
more fully hereafter. 

But oven now enough is known to vindicate the youth, and to funds 
an overwhelming answer to all complaints on the part of the Unite 
States Government or people that their prisoners were stinted in foe 
or supplies. Their own savage warfaro has wrought all the ovi I. The, 
have blockaded our ports; have excluded from ns food, clothing, am 
medicines; have even declared medicines contraband of war, and hav 
repeatedly destroyed the contents of ding stores and the supplies o 
private physicians in the country; have ravaged our country, burnoi 
our houses, and destroyed growing crops and farming implements 
One of their officers (General Sheridan) lias boasted in his offieia 1 
report that in tho Shenandoah Valley alone he burned 8,000 barns tilled 
with wheat and corn; that he burned all the mills in the whole tract 
of country, destroyed all the factories of cloth, and killed or drove oil 
every animal, ovon to tho poultry, that could contribute, lo human susj 
teimnce. These desolations have been repeated again and again in' 
different parts of the South. Thousands of our families have boon 
driven from their homos as helpless and destitute refugees. Our cue 
mies have destroyed tho railroads and other moans of transportation 
by which food could bo supplied from abundant, districts to those with- 
out it. While thus desolating our country, in violation of the usages 
of civilized warfare, they liavo refused to exchange prisoners; have' 
forced us to keep 50,000 of their mon in captivity, and yet liavo; 
attempted to attribute to us the sufferings and privations caused by! 
their own acts. Wo cannot doubt that in the view of civilization wo 
shall stand acquitted, while they must be condemned. 

In concluding this preliminary report wo will notice the strati gc per. i 
versity of interpretation which lias induced the Sanitary Commission 
to affix as a motto to their pamphlet tho words of tho compassionate 
lledeemer of mankind : / 

For I iv (is an liungorod, and yo gnvo mo no moat : I van thirsty, and yo guvo mo no 1 
drinlc: I was a stranger, andyo took mo not in; naked, andyo clothed mo not: siok, 
and in prison, and yo visited mo not. 

We have yet to learn ou wli at principle the Federal mercenaries, sent • 
with arms in their hands to destroy the lives of our people, to waste! 
our land, burn our houses and barns, and drive us from our homes, can' 
be regarded by us as tho followers of the meek and lowly liedeomor, so 
as to claim the bonoflt of his words. Yet even these mercenaries when 
taken captive by us have been treated with proper Immunity. The ' 
cruelties inflicted on our prisoners at tho North may well justify us in ' 
applying to tho Sanitary Oom mission tho stern words of tho Divine ! 
Teach or; [ 

Thou Iiypoorito, first east out tho beam out of thino own oyn, and Mum shn.lt thou 1 
seo clearly to cnat out tho mote out of thy brotlior’H «y o. ' [ 
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Wo boliovo Mi at tlicro am many thousands of' just, honorable, and 
humane people in tho United States u])on whom this subject, thus 
presented, will not bo lost; that they will do all they can to mitigate 
the horrors of war, lo complete the exchange of prisoners, now happily 
in progress, and to prevent the recurrence of such sufferings as have 
been narrated ; and we repeal the words of the Confederate Congress in 
their manifesto of the l ltli of June, 1804 : 

Wo commit our ouuso to tho onlightonod jiidginonl of Llio world; lo tho nobor 
roflootioiiH of our mlvoronrioH thoniRolvoa, and to tho Roloinu and rightooiiH arbifra- 
mont of JLoavon. 1 ' 


Statement of Robert Ontri , ((pent of (wolunuja, before, the [doni/reftaioudl] 
' committee. 

No interruption in the regular delivery of prisoners occurred before 
Friday, tho iMlli of February. On that day I carried a number of 
Federal prisoners to Boulwaro’s Wharf, and lmd transportation suffi- 
cient to bring back 13,000 ol‘ our prisoners. J met Colonel Mulford at 
Boulware’s, but received no Confederate prisoners, there being none 
at Varina, otherwise called Aiken’s Lauding. 1 lo stated that none were 
coining up the rivor, and 1 accordingly agreed to be at lloulware’s 
Wharf on tho following day { ►Saturday, the 2oth) wilh steam-boat trans- 
portation for 13,000. 1 made the necessary arraiigemenfs. On proceed- 
ing to Rocketts, however, on tho morning of tho 25th, J was there 
informed by all the captains of the boats that it was impossible to go 
down in consequence of the freshet. At my earnest solicitation (,lio 
captain of flic small steamer Townes coiisonled to take the medical 
officer of my bureau, Surgeon Brook. I instructed him to represent 
tho easo to the Federal agont and lo the prisoners who, L foil, sure, 
would bo at Boulwaro’s, giving them the option of marching lo Kieh- 
mond or returning to Varina ami remaining there until the stoam-boals 
could conic down. L remained to make arrangements in this sudden 
emergency for receiving and providing for them. I telegraphed and 
sent messengers to General Custis Lop, requesting tho necessary guard 
and such facilities of transportation as lie could furnish. I also directed 
the Ambulance Committee to do everything in their power, Uoneral 
Loo liirni shod tho guards and contributed everything he eoukl. The 
Ambulance Committee were active and faithful in their efforts. 

On Sunday (the 20th) tho river was still too high for tho stoam-boals, 
but tho captain of the Allison intimated that thoro was some chance of 
his going down tho next day. T therefore though L it more expedient to 
wait until Monday morning. On Sunday night, liowovor, (Japtain Clif- 
ford reported to mo that tho river was rising again and that he could not 
go down on Monday. 1 accordingly telegraphed that night, to General 
Custis Lee, informing him of the facts and requesting him to notify Col- 
onel Mulford that my medical oflleor would meet him at Boulware’s 10.30 
a. m, Monday morning to make arrangements for the speedy delivery 
of our prisoners. Doctor Brock had to wait until 3 p. m. for Colonel 
Mulford, and arranged for the inarching of tho men on Tuesday. 1 
instructed Doctor Brock to inform Colonel Mulford that 1 would come 
down with tho steam-boats, if possible, but if not able to do so t would 
make every arrangement J could for helping tho prisoners to Itiehmond, 
if they concluded to attempt tho march. The prisoners did so elect, 
with a full knowledge of the facts, and every possible facility of guards, 

*Tlie ovidonco rofnrml to in this roporl in not found 
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transportation, food, and qunrlers was provided. I i-omiii n<‘<l hero to 
make those provisions, though lor most of them noil hoi* law, regula- 
tion, nor I'ormor praolieo imposed the duty on mo. (looked rations were 
sent out under the charge of the Ambulance Gonimillco to a point about 
lull f way between Richmond and Boil I ware's Wharf. 

The medical oflicer and Mm ambulance, c.bairman can in form (he. com. 
niitteo ol‘ all llic details of (lie proceeding, ami further what arrange- 
ments were made for taking care of those who lagged and of showing 
them the way to the quarters which wore provided. 

It is simply impossible, owing to the relative positions of the military 
lines to the condition of the roads, aiul the delleioney of transportation, 
to convey in vehicles even the sick from Varina to Bichmoud, a dis- 
tance by way of Boulwaro’s of some fourteen miles. Vet when on tlio 
arrival of our prisoners Tuesday evening, I found that thore-were some 
000 or800 sick and wounded at Varina. So anxious was I to attempt 
something for their relief that l on the same night directed tlio impress 
ment of every available vehicle in Richmond and telegraphed to the 
army lines for all the transportation which could be furnished. My 
these means 1 had some hundred wagons, ambulances, and carts near 
Boulwaro’s on Wednesday morning, in response lo my telegraph on 
Tuesday night. 

General (Justin Leo sent a. message to Golonol Mnlfnrd to meet me at 
Boulwaro’s Wharf at 1 1 o’clock to arrange for the sick and wounded. 
That message was sent at 7 a. m. Wednesday, but although I remained 
with the transportation until I p. in., neither Golonel Mill ford nor our 
prisoners appeared. It was perhaps fortunate that such was the fact. 
Many would have died upon the route, and many more would have 
stuck in the mud and bogs in broken vehicles. 

On Thursday mid Friday, at great risk to (ho si earn boats, 1 went 
down the river and during tlioso two days brought and marched up 
more than .'1,000 prisoners, including sick and wounded, being nil that 
wore at Varina. Rations wore furnished to all, the well were put in a 
comfortable, warehouse in (he lower part of the city, and the sick and 
wounded wore conveyed in ambulances lo hospital. But for the earnest 
and hearty aid of the Ambulance Oommillee 1 could luive done little or 
nothing. Their assistance in the matter of taking care of our returned 
prisoners is invaluable. Day and night they have been eonslunl in 
their labors. I am sorry that some who have received I he UonoJit of 
their noble exertions soem not to appreciate them. 

The Federal steam-boats which bring our prisoners stop at Varina. 
This point is some four miles from our lines, and the prisoners are either 
marched or transported lo Boulware’s Wharf, which is nearly on the 
dividing lino of the opposing armies and about four miles distant from 
Carina. I have no more power to go to Varina than Lincoln has to 
mo to Richmond, or President Davis has to go to Washington. Yet 
seems I am blamed because J was not at Varina when the prisoners 
rived or during their slay there. I am further censured for allowing 
3 prisoners to remain two days at Boulwaro’s Lauding, when they 
ore not there an hour. 

From .the foregoing mural ion and other lesfimouy I trust the following 
tots will bo apparent to the committee, to wit: 

That all the prisoners at Varina. on Balurday, the Until, who wore 
>Io to march had the opportunity to come to Richmond, and did come; 
.ml every preparation which the nature of the emergency allowed 
ms made; that all prisoners who reached Varina between Walurday 
fternoon and Monday night who were able to march had the opportu- 
ity lo come to Richmond, on Tuesday, the U8th, and did come; that 
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ample arrangements were made for their accommodation and com (did ; 
that an effort would have been made on Sunday morning for the relief 
of such prisoners as might be at Yurina but for the encouragement 
given by Captain Gilfoul that wo would be able to go down on Monday 
morning; that on Sunday night, .such effort was begun by telegraph to 
General Lee and followed up on Monday morning by sending .Doctor 
11 rode to confer with Colonel Million!; that an arrangement was ma<lo 
on Monday by which the prisoners could come itp on Tuesday, and 
further, that by no possibility eoubl the prisoners have boon brought, 
up earlier than Tuesday, because, though my telegraph to General Loo 
was received by him Sunday night, Doctor Brock could not procure sm 
interview before Monday altevnoon at 3 o’clock; that after the delivery 
on Tuesday, when the state of the river wasvoi.se than ever, sm earnest 
but ineffectual effort was made on Wednesday Morning to transport 
by land the sick and wounded; that any such transportation in the 
present situation of military lines and roads with the moans in our 
pow or was during the whole time utterly impracticable; that the side 
and wounded could only bo brought by water; that from Ssiturday, tlio 
25th of February, to Thursday, the 2d of March, it was impossible to 
use the steam-boat or other river transportation owing to the freshet, 
but that in spite of all these dillieulties all the arrivals at Vsmini, bof h 
well and sick, more tl mu six thousand in number, reached Richmond 
during the six days ending March 3. 

It is perhaps proper that I should also state that during this whole 
time 1 was deprived of the valuable aid of my assistant, Captain Hatch, 
and of Homo members of the Am bulanco Corps, all of whom were engaged 
in the delivery of Federal prisoners near Wilmington. 

1 am happy to inform the committee that J have now made a perma- 
nent arrangement by which all the prisoners are to be quartered in the 
lower part of tlio town during the first night of their arrival. 

Tn consequence of the conflict about the subject-matter of this paper, 

1 would prefer, if agreeable to the committee, to support this statement 
by oath. 

I beg leave further to state that F was not informed of the arrival of 
any prisoners at Yariua on Saturday, the 2nlh, until Monday night, ami 
then only by Doctor Brook, and that I did not receive tiio loLter of 
(Job Baxter Smith uiir.il several hours after his arrival in Richmond.

General : 1 have heard nothing from Uolonol Watts since my 
arrival here ami nothing from General Forrest. 1 presume the delay 
is in consequence of the flood. Then-vor is higher than it has been 
for many years, and 1 have no doubt that the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road 1ms felt the effects of the constant rains and that the bridges 
between Rionzi and Verona are washed away, which will prevent the 
arrival of Colonel Watts as well as our prisoners for several days, and 
perhaps for weeks. I shall go to I aka on the 0th if I don’t hour from 
Colonel Watts before then, and if I can learn nothing from him there l 
shall leave hero on the 7th for Nashville, leaving my clerk hero to 
verify tho rolls of prisoners in case any should arrive before my return. 
1 shall also make arrangements to send rations to luka for any of our 
prisoners should they arrive there before my return here, as there aro 
comfortable quarters at luka for thorn and there is no place at all for 
them hero. Everything here is under water or floated off. General 
Wilson is unable to cross bis command and cannot move for several 
days, X think bis camp was a bad selection either in view of a defense 
of Eastport or a movement upon any other point. The only dry land 
m sight, except tho hills, is the little space around Chickasaw, and 
unless it stops raining that will lie covered with water soon. 

t sent my report with General h’orrest’s communication to tho gen- 
eral commanding on the night of tho 1st insfant, but as lie— the mes- 
senger— was to go via JohuHonvillo l don’t know as he 1ms reached 
.you, as J am informed that railroad is not in running order. 

The Government has lost a vast amount of property lioro, but t don't 
know as it could have boon avoided. Id very exertion has been made 
since my arrival hero to save everything from the Hood, but all the 
forage was spoiled from the effects of the wot weather before the flood 
washed it oil’.

Gene raid I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication of the 30th ultimo, transmitted by flag of truce, in 
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which you state that conclusive information ban reached you that pris- 
oners of war captured by the 0. S. forces from those of the United States 
are employed at labor upon the fortifications of Mobile, and informing 
me that an equal number of prisoners in your hands will ho similarly 
employed by you so long as the policy referred to is adhered to by tho 
authorities in this district. Your communication lias been referred to 
fhe I mu tenant-general commanding this department, and pending ils 
consideration by him 1 deem it proper to state in reply that 200 negro 
slaves, who were captured by Major-General Forrest and sent to this 
district, are engaged in labor upon the fortifications just as other slaves 
are and have been almost since tho commencement of the war employed 
by both the Governments of the United Stales and Don federate States. 
From tho statement of these negroes themselves it appeara that they 
wore taken away from their homes and their lawful owners by invading 
parties of U. S. forces, and during the temporary occupancy of portions 
of 0. S. territory placed in the army or employed for other mililary 
purposes, and this against their will. These negroes are well fed and 
provided and generally content in their present situation. They express 
the utmost reluctance and indisposition to be returned to I lie dominion 
of tho United Slates, and restored to involuntary service with their- 
armies, and aro earnest in (heir desire to return lo their lawful owners, 
from whom they were unwillingly taken away, dust compensation will 
be paid these owners fertile services rendered by those slaves; and under 
all I he circumstances it seems tome that no doubt exists that in an 
equitable and legal point of view the recapture by tiled. S. forces of 
slaves (property recognized as snobby our own laws, and at the date of 
its capture similarly recognized by the Constitution and laws of tho 
United States) operates to restore it to its original position and it 
reverts to its lawful owners. The employment, then, of white men, pris- 
oners of war, whose social and political character is that of freemen, is 
not justified by the circumstances, and is neither fair nor in accordance 
with the established usages of warfare. L trust that a careful consid- 
eration of the subject will induce the major-general commanding tho 
Military Division of West Mississippi bo revoke the instructions which 
he luts given. While I regret the hardships of the measures which 
your authorities have adopted in this connection, tho justice anil pro- 
priety of the course of our own authorities are so well established in 
luy mind that 1 cannot, without instructions from higher authority, 
interfere with the existing policy and arrangements.

For more than a year I have been constantly urging the Federal 
authorities to make their deliveries aeeording to dale of ea.pl me, promis- 
ing to observe the same rule on our part, Ilofore the recent deliveries 
were made, and in view of (hem, 1 again earnestly requested that such 
a rule should govern them. To those applications no answer lias boon 
returned. I understand, however, that all recent deliveries from .John- 
son's island are the oldest eapl uros, and 1 understand (though I can 
get no assurance) that I he same rule will he observed theie in the 
future. In other prisons the selections were made from particular 
States. I shall continue to urge that deliveries shall be made from 
oldest captures, though L do not think the enemy can be induced to 
make a distinct agreement. 

When 1 found l could not secure a distinct agreement 1 directed the 
delivery of Federal prisoners by the billowing rules: (1) The sick, 
wounded, and disabled; (2) those whose time of service had expired; 
(3) those who had boon kind lo our people. All who did not come 
within one or the other of these classes were retained until the late 
arrangement for the delivery of all. The Confederate olliecrs and 
soldiers who have been sent wore selected by (be enemy and not by ns, 
because a selection on our part would be invidious and unjust. Not one 
of them is a special exchange. If there has been a special exchange 
the parties specially exchanged can lm named. If, as is sometimes 
charged, these special exchanges are numerous, certainly one instance 
can be easily produced. I defy one, except such as are instanced in 
my report. Many people use the phrase “special exchanges” unad- 
visedly. What they call special exchanges are really deliveries of 
equivalents, the enemy selecting the parties who are to be sent.

Colonel: Your telegram of the 13th, giving your authority for for- 
warding prisoners of war for exchange, is received. My telegram of the 
L8th ultimo, directing you to forward prisoners who were or had been 
in irons or close confinement, referred only to those against whom 
some special charges had been made, in consequence of which, or under 
sentence after trial, they wore held in close eonlinomoiif or in -irons, 
There is nothing upon the roll furnished by you of prisoners forwarded 
on the 23d ultimo to show that they had been held on a different footing 
from other prisoners of war. and there was therefore no authority in 
my telegram of the IHtli ultimo which required you to forward them. 
Captured guerrillas are prisoners of war, unless they are charged with 
some violation of the rules of war which subjects them to trial by mili 
tary commission ; but as it is at best a lawless organization, all such 
prisoners wlion not charged with some, special olfense will be hold as 
prisoners of war, not to be exchanged without special orders.

Sir: I have very frequently made complaint heretofore that returned 
Confederate prisoners are put down on your rolls as officers who arc 
not so in fact. In the latter deliveries that you have made, particularly 
those from Johnson's Island, the case is so glaring that I am again 
compelled lo call your atlenlion to the matter. 

In the Johnson’s island detachment, delivered at Boulware’s Wharf 
m Friday, March 3, the following errors were delected before I left the 
vlmrf, the parlies themselves protesting that they were not oil) corn, 
md had so constantly declared to your authorities. * 

0. M. Franklin, Second Kentucky Cavalry, put down as a lieutenant 
,vhen lie was only a sergeant: John O. Wilcox, Second Kentucky Oav- 
put down as a lieutenant when lie was only a private; Frank 
White, Third Tennessee, put down ns a. lieutenant when he was only a 
private; G. W. Ofl'uU, put down as a major when he was a citizen 
(this fact is within my own personal knowledge, as I have known Mr. 
Oifutt from childhood); George Russell, First Kentucky Cavalry, put 
down as a lieutenant when he was only a private; R. 1<\' Harrison, put 
down ns a lieutenant when he was only the sergeant- major of t.ho 
1* our tli Kentucky Cavalry; 8. II. Ta\ lor, put down as a captain when 
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ho was only a volunteer aide; Lemuel Smith, put down tt» a lieutenant 
when ho was only a private; N. W. McConnell, put down as a captain 
when ho was only a. private; 11. T. Merrill, Fleventh Texas Cavalry, 
put down us a lieulenant when he was only a ]>rivale; Private Lynn, 
put down as a captain ; Martin I>. Calvin, Second Georgia, put down 
as a lieutenant when lie was only a. private. 

Those parlies have, not only declared verbally to your authorities 
that they were, not officers, but in one instance, that of »Se,rg*t. (J, M. 
Franklin, lie wrote Lo (’apt. John .). Manor, superintendent of prison 
rolls at Johnson’s Island, protesting that he was not an officer and 
requesting' him to correct (lie rolls. Ho also inclosed in his letter to 
Captain Manor the. certificate of three of his olHeers (then at Johnson’s 
Island) that he was only a sergeant. Captain Manor indorsed on the 
letter to him as follows* “ Voir cannot be thus changed on our rolls 
without, special order from Commissary-General of Prisoners or Secre- 
tary of War,” and signed his name to the. same. At our next inter- 
view 1 will show you the original papers. 

In addition lo the persons given above, as having been received on 
the ,'hl instant, several other like cases from Johnson’s Island have 
been presented ns occurring* a lew days before, to wit: Thomas drear, 
Third Texas Cavalry, put down as a lieutenant when he was only a pri- 
vate; IL T. ICwing, put down as a captain when he was only a citizen; 
Gustavos A. Jarvis, put down as a lieutenant when he. was only a 
private; doorge P. Simms, put down ns a lieutenant when he. was only 
a private. 

I have in my possession a list of several hundred persons at John- 
son’s Island who are on the prison rolls as oflieors when itt fact they 
are not and were not when captured. If it is desired, ! will furnish you 
with a copy of the list. Much belligerent 1ms ample means to verity if. 
As 1 take if for granted filial it is not the purpose of the Federal 
authorities to do injustice in this mailer, 1 trust tlmf prompt measures 
will be taken for rectifying the past errors and preventing their recur- 
rence in the future. 

One of the best tests is the statement of the parlies in the presence 
of the senior oftie.ers, or a committee of them, of the prison where they 
are eon lined. A man is not apt, to declare that, he is not an ofliccr if 
lie he one. Please let, me have an early answer lo this communication.

Dear Sut: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
communication per hand of Mr. bohman, agent of the State of Ala- 
bama, in regard to the shipping of cotton for the State, to be used for 
the bonolit of Alabama soldiers t,lion in prisons of the United Slates. 
Tho attention of the Secretary of Treasury was immediately called to 
the subject of your letter, and 1 presume ere this Mr. b. lias reported 
to you the results of his attempt to visit the United Stales. IDIforU 
were made to pass Mr. b. through the lines, but General Grant refused 
him permission upon the ground that he could only allow the Oonl’ed- 
orate authorities through tho proper commissioner of exchange to 
transact such business. 

In the meantime the Confederate Government had made arrange- 
ments (o ship 1,000 bales, and conditional arrangements were made to 
ship 1,500 more for tho benefit, of the, prisoners. Mr. b, was informed 
that the State of Alabama might take a portion of the cotton, if desired. 
Obstacles were subsequently placed in tlm way of this last arrangement 
by the United Stales, and the cotton was not shipped. Ovory facility 
was afforded the agent that was possible under the circumstances.

General : Your telegram of the 7th instant in regard to frauspor- 
ition furnished to discharged prisoners of war was received this 
tornoon, and 1 must con less surprised me very much. Hind, upon 
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examination of the books in this ollico, that such has been the practice 
for more than two years. When I took rommiuul of tlio post it was so 
well established (.hat I never thought of inquiring whether it was 
authorized or not. Si nee the reception of your telegram I have 
endeavored to discover the. origin of the practice. I lind, by roferoneo 
io the letter- book, a letter from 11. M. hazel le, captain, Miglith U. S. 
Infantry, assistant to (Joimnissary-Oenernl of Prisoners, to Col. 0. W. 15. 
Allison, Mighty- tilth Ohio V ohm Leer Infant ry, commanding Gamp Chase, 
(luted August 115, l«S(}2, in which purports to be an extract from a let! or 
of instructions from you to him: “All prisoners who are discharged 
under the instructions in my letter of the 1st instant will ho furnished 
with a ticket of transportation by the quartermaster as conveniently 
near to their homes as can be.” Again, I lind a letter of yours to Cap- 
lain Lazolle at Columbus, Ohio, dated August 18, 1802, directing tlio 
discharge of certain prisoners, and that they be furnished with trans- 
portation to their homos. I fail to lind anything in your correspond- 
ence conflicting with the foregoing correspondence instructions, and 
tlio precedent seems to have been followed for more than two yearn 
without being questioned until now. That transportation was being 
furnished to discharged prisoners must have boon known to the Quar- 
termaster’s Department during all this time. It would seem that this 
long-unquestioned practice, fully known by the authorities, together 
with the letters referred to, might be said to authorize wlnit 1 havo 
done. With your permission I will add that the practice commends 
itself to me as humane, and should he continued from motives of sound 
policy. Few, if any, of these prisoners have any friends in this part of 
the country, and a majority are without any means when they are dis- 
charged. Friendless and without money to procure food or shelter, the 
temptations to crime would be greatly increased. If sent to some part 
of the country where they have friends or relatives, the chances are 
greatly in favor of their leading peaceable and orderly lives. Until 
further orders I shall regard your telegram as an order to furnish no 
more transportation to released prisoners.

E. Leo forwarded to the War Doparl inont some time since 
a lettor from General Grant, complaining of the defection of certain 
civilians captured at New Creek, W. Va., ami proposing the release 
and exchange of all citizen prisoners held by military aulhorit.y except 
those charged us spies or for offenses against I, lie laws of war.

Major Hutch- 
inson was treated with every courtesy and paroled by General Sheridan 
1o take charge of the body through to Richmond and there effect his 
own exchange. On reaching General Grant’s lines the parole was 
disregarded and lie was ordered back to Washington, whore he was 
immediately thrown into the Old Oapilol Prison, where 1 believe ho 
now is. In this instance is it. not proper that the parole should be 
recognized, especially now that exchanges have recommenced? And 
if not paroled, as I believe some oflieors now are, should not Ids ease 
call for an immediate exchange? I am sure you will come to sound 
conclusions when I present the facts to your notice and therefore 
content myself with so doing.

Sni; I have the honor to report that during the mouths of November 
ind December, L8(M, and January and Kobruary, 1855, we have had 
>18 sick in the hospital of this prison, and the number of ddaths during 
hat period 131, showing the fearful mortality at the rale of nearly 50 
ter cent. for the year; over 10 percent, for the four months, and over 
per cent, per month. 

The condition of many of the prisoners, and especially many of the 
onsoripts sent to tin's prison and captured during Price’s raid, was 
ueh that many were admitted into the hospital within a short period 
ffcor their arrival, many of them being mere boys, without sufficient 
diysieal development to endure the fatigues and hardships of long and 
H’otrnoted marches, in addition to which tins quality and insufficient 
juantity of tlieir food became fruitful and manifest sources of the estab- 
lishing of a decided asthenic tendency. The above and still more 
grave cause of confining and massing a large number of prisoners in 
quarters insufficiently ventilated and totally inadequate in capacity, 
In one of the rooms in this prison, with a cubic area of 70,380 feet, in- 
cluding, however, several pillars, bunks, &e., which would reduce the 
capacity several thousand feet at least, were confined in November 
)ver 500 prisoners, affording breathing space fo each prisoner less than 
10 cubic feet, the maximum space allowed in II, B. Army general 
lospitals being 1,200 and flic minimum 800 cubic feet. Ah an excuse 
or this excessive crowding’ of prisoners at tlio time, the inability of tho 
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provost marsh ill to remove them or li ml other accommodations was 
urged us the reason. At this date there, are now eon lined in the same 
room L54 prisoners, with si breathing spaee to esieh of less titan 450 feet, 
being si small proportion more limn half the space considered necessary 
and essential to health. This unnecessary crowding of these prisoners 
at this time is not the result or jl'or the want of room in the prison, there 
being another room with a cubic area, of 45,488 feet, and in which no 
prisoners arc kept or used for any other purpose. Notwithstanding 
repealed attention of the prison authorities has boon called to this 
grave and prolific cause of disease, the evil still continues unabated, 
and consequently no hopes of the decrease of the ratio of deaths. 

It will be recollected that among these prisoners undergoing the con- 
finement in these crowded and insufficiently ventilated quarters are 
many citizen prisoners, against whom the charges pending are of a 
very trivial chavaeter, or perhaps upon investigation by courts-martial 
no charges at all are sustained.

Vour noto in relation to young Shelby touched me only this morning. 
The War Depart incut does not discharge prisoners of war on taking 
the oatli of allegiance at this time, but those who do not wish to be 
exchanged will not be sent South. After all have been exchanged wlio 
desire it, then the Department will decide in the cases of those that 
remain.

Sir: Private Miles Dotson, of Perrin’s Mississippi regiment, Fer- 
guson’s brigade, was captured near Powder Springs, in Georgia, on the 
4th of November last. He and three others of his command, taken at 
the same time, were carried to Gamp Douglas. A few weeks afterward 
ho wa.. remanded lo Louisville. Major Steele, who arrived here some 
two weeks ago, left Private Dotson in close confinement at ■Louisville 
on the 14th ultimo. Ho was then held subject to the orders of General 
Thomas as to the lime and place of his execution. Tlie pretext alleged 
for this course on the part of the Federal military authorities in Ken- 
tucky was that Dotson belonged to Perrin’s regiment, which was 
recruited in a neighborhood whore three Federal soldiers “had been 


murdered.” 

It is not alleged that these Federal soldiers were “murdered” by 
Dotson, or even by Perrin’s command; nor is it suggested that Dotson 
and Perrin’s regiment are not regulaily in the Con led crate service. L 
feel confident that it is only necessary to bring this case to your atten- 
tion to insure the prompt release and delivery of this soldier.

His Excellency the President: 

Sir : I have waited thus long in the 1 k>i)o of being able to state some- 
thing decisive in the case of Mr. Heiskeil. To my frequent written 
communications in relation to him the Federal authorities have made 
no reply, in consideration of the fact that lie was, in a certain sense, 
connected with the Government, I was ready to release any civilian 
whom wo had for him, and I so let the TJ. S. authorities ■understand. 
X soon found out that they would not make any such arrangement. 
When General Grant was approached to know if he would release Mr. 
Heiskeil for John Dent, he replied that he would not— that Dent was a 
disloyal man, known lo him as such, and that he would not do us much 
for him ns he would for any other citizen prisoner. It was hinted to 
me, however, by those who ought to know that if we would discharge 
Dent without making that a specific condition for the release of Sir. 
Heiskeil, wo would be apt to secure the latter’s return. Accordingly, 
when I was instructed by the War Department to deliver all citizen 
prisoners, Dent included, I used every means in my power to interest 
him and his friends in Mr. Heiskell’s case, and I am inclined to believe 
that they will be successful. I am entirely satisfied that the best thing 
has been done that could bo under the oireumstancos for his release. 
I shall continue to press his case upon the attention of the Federal 
authorities, and will be happy to carry out any specific instructions 
which Vour Excellency may give in the matter.

During a, Hhoi-foonlhronee bold on yesterday, at Urn suggestion 
tie! Ouid, between t lm Honorable Hmmtor Watson, a member of 
mini! tee, and myself, (lie statements which I then made respect 
own treatment and I hut, of other prisoners omdlnod by the Kcd- 
horities at Lexington, Ky,, during Mm past fall and winter, was 
d by Mr. Watson of so much importance that he requested mo 
some of the material faets which were presented in that eon- 
in in willing, under the impression, as 1 learned, that they 
oof use as part of a record now being made by the Don federate 
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Government. in compliance with this suggestion ! make thin com 
muniention, and at tho outset I would remark Mini it is my impreaaioi 
that many of the outrages now j»orp*‘l isil s‘<l by tlm U. H. mithoritio 
upon our prisoners have been provoked and ineile.<l by la Iso reprosou. 
talmas lmido by many of their men eonlined in denied era to prisons at 
various times, ami in retaliation for what they regard ns ln ul ti lily on 
the pari of thoGonlbdorac-y. Btatemonts of Hindi aclmnieler, publish^ 
at largo in the journals daily circulated over the country and reaching 
the oflieials who have charge of the various places where men are rou 
lined, cannot fail to’ produce bad blood and must lend io unlcindmisK, 
even to brutal treatment, of the poor prisoners whose lives under the . 
most favorable auspices are very miserable; and while I regard retali 
ation as the only means by which the condition of our captives can ho 
ameliorated, yet the publication to the world at large of many facts 
which must come to your knowledge would be more than useless, mid 
tend to aggravate the miseries of the poor men whom you are attempt- 
ing to relieve. 

1 trust your committee will excuse the above remarks. Kor certain; 
purposes which it would be irrelevant to state here, with a commission! 
of 0. S. colonel in my pocket, I went into Kentucky about the midiila 
of October last. 1 was accompanied by Ool. It. .1. lircrkmridgo mill 
Major Bteelo. Upon reaching the interior, after passing over a- country 
almost ruined by the marauding parties of Irnlh armies, by extraordi 
nary exertions and precautions, we reached (lie lulls of Owen (handy, 
on the Kentucky Itiver, all sale. Here we had tune to look about tin, 
and had 1 not seen with my own eyes the attitude occupied by tlioso 
people 1 would never have believed that free white men could hi> 
reduced so completely and absolutely to tin* most degrading of all con- 
ditions. While outwardly and to the federal uutlmrilies they professed 
a cordial hatred for all traitors and rebels, paid taxes, furnished money, 
many of them going so far as to join the Monti Army, lor the purpose 
of saving their property from Yankee conlisenl.ion ami I, heir person); 
from Yankee brutalities, to me they professed their cord ml sympathy 
with the Booth, cotitrihuled in many ways io the liirjliermieo of my 
viows, treated mo with the utmost kindness and hospitality, mill 
seemed ready and anxious to do everything which might not, endanger 
their lives or jeopardize their property. They veie all things to nil 
men. The whole Btato tilled with aoneo proud people is now wretched 
and degraded, a living be. 

in the county of Owen, which is almost universally Southern in its 
proclivities, separating myself IVom Oolouel 1 truck im jdgo mid Major 
Steele, who at once commenced recruiting and were very successful 'in 
furtherance of my own plans, I put myself in conumi mention with 
Colonel .lessee, a Uon federate ollleer, who, with a, small part of a rH- 
meat, had been cut off from General Morgan’s emiunuml oiler the ||J|it 
at Oynthiftiui during the past summer, lie had remained in this mill 
one or two adjoining counties, with his men not held together in com 
pact form, here in the very heart of Kentucky, for many months 
almost Undisturbed by the h’edeial Hoops immediately m ids vicinity! 
broiii > lessee’s representations and from various conversations with 
many of the people It, seemed tome that the State was on the very 
eve of rebelling against the Moral authorities. 'Phis opinion w 
confirmed by information which i received fioiii several of the Mort' 
prominent mon of tlm State. I was very careful in the eoneenlnmntof 
my plans, so fearful of being captured that, avoiding; houses as danger- 
ous, X took up my quarters in the hills and woods, u horn I was fed ami 
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carried on my business arrangements ilnou^b certain persons who' 
were apprised ol my whereaboiiLs. 

In I, bin state of my allium, ayU.1i everythin},’ very promising licforo 
me, l was apprised one night Unit Ootonol , lessee wished (o consult me 
upon some matters of the utmost importance; u courier was waiting to 
conduct me to his iiomi<|uarters. I inoiin led, rode down (o the river 
where there was a small boat awaiting me, crossed over, leaving my 
horse tied on the hank of the stream, i spent, the remaining portion 
of the night with Oolonel -lessee. Next morning before breakfast wo 
walked down to the river, where ( saw my horse still tied, Upon our 
return io the house (before reaching if, however) I saw a force of 
federal cavalry numbering some IfiO descending the hill beyond the 
house and within half a. mile, fortunately .lessee’s horses wore all 
saddled, and at once In- moulded with his guards of some fifteen men 
and being upon splendid animals, escaped without difllculty. I was 
left, however, my horse being on the other side of the river. 1 ran 
info the bushes immediately upon the margin of the river; remained 
concealed until late in the evening, .lust before dark I came out, made 
a recon mussaneo, saw six men in Federal uniform ride up to the hotiso 
(the only one in the neighborhood with which 1 was acquainted), dis- 
mount, leave a, sentinel at the gate, and they were still fhore as long as 
1 could see. If was night, raining, and very cold; 1 was hungry; had 
no blanket or overcoat; 1 knew no one in (.lie neighborhood, and was 
afraid to apply to any one for food and shelter lest 1 might bo informed 
on and captured. 1 had seen a large hay barn some half a mile distant 
during the day, ami determined lo fake shelter for the night under its 
roof. When I reached (he barn and was about in enter l hoard (ho 
stamp of horses within, and believing that they were Yankee cavalry, 
who were likewise sheltering from (he storm, 1 retreated hastily to some 
stacks, where, covering myself with the hay, 1 remained until the early 
dawn. 1 then returned, it being yet dark, to my shelter under tho river- 
bank nearer to I, lie house. When if became sullleienfly light for me to 
discover objects at a distance I was astonished to see my horse still 
standing whore I had left him two nights before. 1 thought it was a 
trap, that the Yankees had lefl him there as a bait, and were watching 
my return to capture me. Of course 1 did not go near him, but hid in 
the bushes and kept, a sharp lookout. 1 soon discovered that there was 
a nmu not fur oil' on the lookout, but after remaining for some time lie 
loft. Two boys then came down to tlm river; crossed over to my side. 

T captured one of (hem and learned that the Yankees lmd all gone 
down the river, the last of them having left lmf a short time before. I 
went to the house, where I was kindly welcomed and woll led. Mrs. M. 
was kind enough to send two negroes to swim my horse across tho 
river. When they were in the very act ofbringing him down the bank 
a party of h’odorals disclosed themselves and carried off horse and 
negroes. Again believing they would come over, I ran to the bushes 
ami concealed myself all day ami part of the night. At night, seeing 
a signal which had been arranged between Mrs. M. and myself, l went 
to (he house and was most hospitably entertained. On tlio third morn- 
ing the same scene was re-enacted, and 1 spent the day in tho bushes 
exposed lo the most tremendous rain 1 ever saw. This day they treated 
my kind host with much indignity and destroyed his bout. 1 came in. 
at night, and concluding that these constant and repealed visits to this 
particular house were prompted by the knowledge that T was in the 
vicinity, 1 determined to go across the river and seek shelter again in 
the hills and bushes. 1 walked two miles to a point where there was a 
2f) K R— HlOItUON II, VO/.

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little boat lying opposite, ami concealing myself, wailed the arrival of 
some citizen, believing that Nome one would soon come, now that all tlw 
boats except this one bad been destroyed, A man soon runic along, 
the boat earn o over for him; i discovered lnysell'jiist as I bey were going 
oil’, and by force of arms obtained a passage across. 

After leaving tbo river and in passing along a. narrow pathway over 
the cliff immediately contiguous 1 encountered a Federal soldier, whom, 
while attempting to capture me, 1 shot dead. I reached my place, lnid 
up in the bushes, was well fed, received many letters in reply (o those 
1 had written. My work was progressing well, when one night I wus 
lured to his house by a man represented to be entirely reliable, ami 
when aslcop in bed was surrounded and captured. I was aware of 
General Hurl) rid go’s bloody order requiring all oflleors and men caught 
without their commands to bo shot on the spot and not brought in 
as prisoners. I had many misgivings. I was conducted to the littlo 
town of Owenlon, and there confined in the court-house under a heavy 
guard with eighteen other men. We were kept hero several days, tlio 
major who was in command of the troops being absent in Lexington, 
When ho returned ho eamo into the room where we were all log el her, 
and after questioning all the other men he took me into an adjoining 
room. lie stated to me that under the orders he had received from 
headquarters all of us would bo shot the next morning at 0 o’clock, 
I planned and would have attempted an escape that night had dolor- 
mined to force the guard — but before the time appointed we were taken 
and placed in littlo cells in the county jail, the most loathsome ami 
horrible places I have ever seen. There were eight men in my cell, a 
littlo room about eight foot by six. The wa ils and Hour were of east iron, 
It was wot and foul, and the. only air was admitted through a. I ittlo grating 
in the door about tho size of a small pane of glass. Mere a guard was 
stationed. After remaining some tunc in this horrible place -so foul 
was tho air that L became extremely sick— 1 voiniled a grout deal. Tho 
sentinel at the door discovering my condition reported it, to the major, 
who ordered mo to bo taken out and carried buck to the court, -house ana 
there kept under strict guard. I soon recovered. 1 low those poor moi 
who wore left in that hole managed to live through the night is a mys 
tory to mo. J am sure L should have died had I remained two hoim 
longer. 

Next morning a party of men were detailed, us I learned, for the 
execution. Immediately after breakfast Major Malumey eame round to 
tho room whoro 1 was to son, 1 suppose, if I was well enough to ho 
shot. During tho interview which ensued I succeeded in convincing 
him ol the barbarity ol the order of General lliirliridge and persuading 
him to take us all to Lexington, One mail who fiail been brought into 
tho town tho evening before hud been executed. I heard the guns by 
which ho was killed, but .1 never saw the man. They said he was a 
guerrilla; tho man el ai mod, as I learned, to he a (hinVedemte soldier. 
After this tho major was kind enough (o parole me to I lie limits of tlio 
town. Next morning we all started for Lexington, General Hurbridgo’s 
headquarters. I was mounted on a horse and rode at will with tho 
command, and had much conversation with the major, who seemed to 
be a pleasant and humane man. The oilier prisoners were placed in 
wagons and brought in under strict guard. When we renehod the lino 
between Owen and .Franklin Gou lilies the commumi was halted, six- 
teen men wore detailed, the major dismounted, and I saw him writing 
an order. The column moved forward and I went with it. Alter wo 
had proceeded some 200 or 300 ynrds the major rode up beside mo and 
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remarked Mini* MiIh was a “most horrible war.” T asked the reason of 
his remark, ami ho (old mo ho had just ordered four of those prisoners 
in (ho wagons (o bo shot, at I ho lino of Urn two counties as an oxnmplo 
to all nmloluolors. My blood ran cold in my veins, and I begged him 
to spare the men; told him that such acts were evidently inconsistent 
with his (diameter; that there could he no dillleulty if ho used the 
necessary precautions about carrying these men to Lexington, and if 
this deed of blood had to be emmniLfcd, were I in his place I would 
leave it to (leneml Hurbridgo to curry it through, lie concluded to 
spare the men, sent back an ollieer to stop the execution, and wo 
moved on. 

1 wish I could tell you of several scenes which transpired along the 
road, going to show the complete subjugation of the population and 
their abject submission, but this narrative is already too long and f 
must bring it to an end. We reached Kranklbrt and I was turned 
loose on parole with instructions to report next morning at the railroad 
depot. I saw during the night many of my relatives and friends and 
succeeded in enlisting them in my favor. They were all Union people— 
at least professed to ho so. On the following morning I was placed 
under a new gunrd nnd carried on the I ruin to I.oxington, taking leave 
of Major Mahoney, who had been very kind after lie determined not to 
shoot me. At Lexington we worn carried to the ol'lico of the provost- 
marsluil, who, after insulting and using the most abusive language to 
us all, had us coinmitled lo the prison. This prison was an old ware- 
house, in a long room of which were about 1 20 men of all descriptions— 
Yankee desorlers, men belonging to (leneml (Irant’s army who had 
been sent through the lines by the Oonfederule Uovernment and cap- 
tured in Kentucky, men who belonged lo the guerrilla bunds who infest 
the State, bounty jumpers, disaffected citizens, and Oonfodomle soldiers. 
There were occasionally during my stay a few negroes introduced in 
this room, but they never remained long, wore treated with greater 
consideration limn the whiles, mid the same charges which would kcop 
a white man for months would not detain a negro as many days. A 
more li I thy, loathsome, nnd uncomfortable place could not bo well 
conceived, lull of llltli and swarming with vermin. The four largo 
windows I con ting north and south had scarcely a pano of glass in thorn. 
The Hour was uneven and lull of cracks. There were two large stoves, 
which were | fully supplied with fuel served very poorly to keep 
up anything like a comfortable temperature, and which for many days 
and nights of the severest weather the past winter wore not in blast 
for the want of fuel. Many of the prisoners were wretchedly clothod, 
some of them almost miked; a largo number of them lmd no blankets, 
and how they survived some of those bitter cold nights was a matt or 
of astonishment lo me. They were required to lie down at 8 o’clock, 
where they wore compelled to remain all night, and 1 frequently expected 
when day dawned upon us to sec the men frozen to death, 

The executions under I he bloody order of (Ion oral Burbridgo com- 
menced about, litis time. One day immediately alter my arrival Urn 
provost-marshal, Lieutenant Vance, came into the room, and looking 
over the men picked out fifteen. They were carried downstairs. In a 
short time live of (horn returned. They had drawn lots for their lives 
and escaped; the other ten were taken out and shot. The day after 
six others were curried out and executed. Three men who were brought 
in and belonged to .lessee’s command, within four hours after their 
arrival wore carried from the prison and hung, and this thing wont on 
until twenty-eightofour number, almost invariably Uonfodoralo soldiers, 
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had fallen viciiiuH to tlifs unheard-of barbarity. ^ cm tuny nniif>inM 
oaiinol describe — Mio horror and dread which spread among the prison- 
ora at witnessing those radium. These men worn not Irit d liolorn a niili- 
tary com mins ion ol 1 court marl ini. 'I lu*y wnn' simply selected by tlio 
provost marshal, as it seemed to urn, without any reference in tlm guilt 
or iunoconeo of the parties, just as a butcher would go into it slaughter 
pen and select at his will Mm hooves or the slump or Mm hops which ho 
might wish to destroy, Tim (limp* was very horrible. About one half 
the men in the prison were in irons, some of them with handcuff's on 
their wrists, others with balls and chains on their limbs; many of them 
chained together two ami two. We were led on ship crackers, cold beef, 
coffee, and bean soup. Our supplies were in Huflicient qmitil it ics, ami 
though many of the moil complained, so fur as food was involved 1 novel 1 
suffered. Wo wore guarded a portion of the time by negro troops, 
Thoy wore not obtrusive nor insulting; were extremely vigilant, and I 
verily think tlm host garrison troops 1 have seen during Mm war. Tlao 
private soldiers of Indiana regiments, who worn nearly all l he l ime upon 
duty in the prison, were, generally speaking, orderly, well-behaved, well- 
disciplined i non ; many ol' them were even kind lo (he prisoners. In 
fact, all the acts of brutality which were porpefraled upon us were 
invariably attributable to the officers and nol. (o Mio private soldiers, 

In tlieso uncomfortable quarters many of 1-lie men fell sick. IMensles, 
mumps, diphtheria, typhoid fever, erysipelas, mid pneumonia prevailed 
to an alarming extent. No man wits ever carried lo the hospital until 
ho was almost in Kvlmaiit, and many of them died. 

After remaining' in the room some six weeks we worn transferred lo 
another much larger and more comfort able apartment, but the sick- 
ness among us was on tlm increaso, and, in addition to the discuses 
above mentioned, (lie smallpox iimdo its appearance in our mulsh 
This gave us great uneasiness and a good many were curried oil* (o Mio 
hospital. In the Into part of January I was taken ill. I suffered greatly 
for several days. The doctor, who was kind, on Mio Iburlli day after 
my attack pronounced my disease smallpox or varioloid and decided 
to send mo to the posl-houso. A horse-cart was driven lo the door of 
tlm prison and 1 was placed in it with a poor negro from another 
prison, and, with the wind blowing I i creel y and the snow falling fnsl, 
we were carried to a house some three miles in the country, which 
was used as a. hospital for smallpox patients of all kinds. Myrnimige 
has been tried upon many a battle-Hcld - 1 have fronted death in a 
thousand shapes — but never was it so severely tried ns when 1 was con- 
ducted into the small room where I was to lie Moated lor this loath- 
some disease. Thorn wore seven piiticnlH already in llio room, several 
of them in the last stages of tlm disease, all of thorn horribly swollen 
ami wretchedly offensive, My clothes, every thing belonging |<> me 
except tlm chains upon my limbs, were taken from mo and carried 
away, J was dressed in some old Kodontl (raps mid placed upon a 
straw mattress cm a. little iron bcdsleml. The same evening one of Mio 
men in my room diod; he wu-s taken out at once lo bo buried, and I was 
immediately transferred lo bis place. Them was a largo negro oil one 
side of me dreadfully ill, and beyond concept ion olfensive. Next morn- 
ing* another man diod. 'I'his poor follow was from my prison, and like 
me bad fetters upon his limbs. After his deal h men entue in, knocked 
the chains from tlm slilUming corpse, and ho was carried oil*, Imme- 
diately 1 was changed into his place. Next day .mother man, one of 
tho negroes, died, and they wore about lo move mo again, Imf f pro- 
tested and they desisted. My attack was a slight one, and in ton days 
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\ c iigmn in my prison quarters. Hero, after remaining noma 
(l| . it was announced U> nm Mini, i wan lo bn sent on ibrspceial

Information subsequently 
roceived, and which I believe reliable, convinced me that all tbe white 
ofllocrs captured were put to death.

The day for his execution had boon fixed for the IHtliof 
the same month, as if for the purpose of milking any ollbrls in hfe 
behalf by his Government impossible, lie was reprieved from tlioJ8tli 
to the ii'lth, though if seems to have been quiolly, if not Moorofly, done. 
For some days after the 121th it was not known here whether or not lie 
had boon executed. On the 27th of February 1 received a letter from 
liim, of which the following is a copy, which was forwarded by order of 
General Dix after the unfortunate man bad been put to death:

General: l think arrangements should be made lo ne.eommodal,o,fll 
least temporarily, the prisoners of war who may lie captured by the '■ 
army under command of Gen. .1. H. .Johnston at, some Nufe and con- 
venient point. This place or its vicinity appears to me a suitable loca- 
tion. With this view 1 have sent an experienced ollieei'. Colonel homo, 
to select a place. Upon his return L shall direct that steps be taken to , 
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provide for the .shelter and security of some 5,000 men, in anticipation 
ot that, number being assembled here during the campaign, while 
waiting’ for transportation for exchange or confinement elsewhere. 

The prison here was originally intended for the confinement of mili- 
tary and civil prisoners, bub under the stress of circumstances prisoners 
of war were sent here. In a few days the Federal prisoners will have 
been removed, when the building' will bo turned over to the Ordnance 
Department. I hold that I have nothing to do with other prisoners 
than prisoners of war. The post commandant is the officer to control 
Confederate prisoners here. 1 have been informed that the ordnance 
officer hero will construct a prison for their men, thus enabling the 
post commander to hand over to his control all the buildings now 
used as prisons. A portion of these buildings can be immediately used 
by the Ordnance Department. 

I shall proceed to carry out the views expressed in this letter unless 
otherwise directed by the authorities in Richmond. I shall write to 
General Johnston to know if he regards this as a suitable point for the 
purpose. His answer may modify my intentions.

On proof of these fuels he wns convicted of acting as a spy and car- 
rying on irregular mid illegal warfare. The person who Icsltlictl to his 
uoni'cHsion of having set on lire Ihirnmn’s Museum and mm of tho hotels 
in Um lower pari, of Mm city was not under duress or an accomplice, 
was a reluctant witness, mid could have lmd no motive (o make a false 
statement, lie is corroborated by other testimony, 

The attempt lo set lire to l.lm oily of New York in one or the greatest 
atroeities of I lie age. Thorn is nothing in (,1m annals of barbarism 
which evinces groat or vindictiveness. It was not a more attompt to 
destroy Mm city, but lo set lire to crowded hotels and places of public 
resort, in order to secure the greatest possible destruction of human 
life. The evidence shows that I turn uni’s Museum and ten hotels wore 
lived on Mm evening of the “fil.h of November, Um lives in most of them 
breaking out in quick succession, and indicating not only deliberate and 
complex design and concert on the park of llm incendiaries, but a cool 
calculation to ereale so many eonlingral.ions at Um same time as to 
bailie the eflbrls of the lire department lo extinguish them. In all the 
buildings llred, not only non eombalant men. but women and children, 
wore congregated in great numbers, and nothing but Um most diabol- 
ical spirit of revenge could have impelled the incendiaries to act so 
rcvoltiiigly. 

The participation of the accused in thirtinhunmuouterprisoisacrimo, 
which follows him, and his liability to answer for it is not to bo east off 
by withdrawing for a time from tlm jurisdiction within which it was 
committed' l lo has not only been guilty of carrying on irregular war- 
fare, in violation of the usages of civilized States in the conduct of 
war, but lm lias, by outraging every principle of humanity, incurred the 
highest penalty known to the law. 

ilis escape to Oanadu was followod in afew days by his return to the 
United .Stales, again in disguise, with a now name, and personating a 
loyal citizen, while holding a commission in the service of the insur- 
gents, thus furnishing tlm highest prima facie evidence that lm was act- 
ing asaspy, No rebutting evidence was produced on the trial, although 
it continued twenty-three days, of which llfleon wero given to the 
accused, by adjournments, to procure testimony and prepare liis defense, 
Two papers were read as a part ol his address to tlm court— on o n 
pledge given to the transportation agent in Canada to return with al 
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duo diligonco “to iho Confederacy,” h»cI the «fh«r a eortilloata niadg 
by him that ho was a oii.iy.on of Uio Slate of Louisiana,, with a request 
that ho might ho provided with means to return “to flm Confederacy.” 
Admitting their genuineness, they do not repel the presumption raised 
by the ciroii instances attending ids arrest -the disguise and the false 
pretenses with which lie was found within our lines. 1 1 is (light to (Ian 
ada was not a return within the lines of his own army. If ho had found 
his way back to the insurgent. .States and had been subsequently cap. 
turedin battle lie could not have been convicted under the llrstspoeiil. 
cation of the iirst charge. Hut neither of these facts exist to rumovoor 
terminate his liability to conviction under that Hpemlleation. 

Whatever question may exist as to tlie effect of Ids return to (huuulu 
after having larked as a spy, as charged in the llrst spefilleatioti, no 
such (inoation can arise as to his guilt ns a spy, ns charged in the second 
sped II cation, which sets forth an ollc.nse entirely distinct from t ho Iirst, 
of which ho has boon convicted on full proof. 

The major general commanding considers bis duty as eionr in (hia 
case as in’ that, of Beall. The lives, the property, the domestic security 
of non-combatant citizens must be protected against all invasion not 
in strict accordance with the laws and usages of civilized .Slates in Uio 
conduct of war. Crimes which outrage and shock the mural sense by 
their atrocity must not only be punished and the perpel rulers bo 
deprived of the power of repeating thorn, bub the sternest, c.omlemim 
tion of the law must be presented to others to deter them from Uio 
commission of similar enormities.

General: 1 have tlie honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 13th [14th 1 instant with the inclosed paper relative to an 
alleged attempt to murder a Federal officer while a prisoner of war, 
ancl the murder of two others. In reply I beg leave to say that I know 
nothing of the facts stated in the communication, nor does it afford me 
the means of ascertaining them. The act complained of, if committed, 
was done without any authority, and is at variance with the rules by 
which the Confederate Government endeavors to conduct hostilities. 
It was probably one of those acts of unauthorized violence proceeding 
From individual passions, which it is difficult to prevent, but which arc 
not the less to bo lamented. Many similar outrages committed upon 
the persons of Confederate soldiers and citizens by persons in the Fed- 
eral service have been reported to me, which I trust admit of the same 
explanation. I endeavor by every means in my power to prevent such 
violations of the rules of civilized warfare, which only tend to inflame 
feelings already unfortunately too much embittered, and which un- 
avoidably reflect upon the party to which the perpetrators belong.

That the armies, soldiers, and eiti/ens of both Governments 
shall not molest or in nuy way inleifero with inilfl.nrv prisons when 
established and the Governments untitled thereof. 1 1, must, be obvious 
that if this is not agreed lo, upon the approach of either uriny tlireul 
ening the safety of the prismieis they will lm t amoved, and all the 
arrangements made for their cum fort ami health at. great expense will 
be lost, and as a ronsoqiioneo the prisoners must millei , 

Third. Tli at the Gonlodornto < 'ominissary General of I’risonerH bo 
allowed (if necessary) to ship cotton lo the markets id' the 1 1 nileil 
States, or oilier foreign markets, to purchase lor Federal prisoners in 
our hands subsistence, clothing, blankets, shoes, lints, hospital ami 
medical stores, in quantities siillleieut lor Federal prisoners, and lo 
provide in advance, lo In' kept in prison depots, such supplies for 
10,000 prisoners. To give this stipulation practical value, tlicsesap 
plies must not he interfered wit h while in transitu or in piison depots, 
nor must railroads leading from the ports of entry lo the prisons ho 
broken up, or the running of curs interfered with while engaged in Um 
transportation of such supplies. The ( Jon federate ( lomm issury-t lemu’iil 
must have authority to appoint tin agent, in the United .States I o dis 
pose of the cotton and purchase and ship the supplies. The shipment 
of cotton to the markets of Uio United Stales mid I he export, of Uio 
supplies above specified, and their ent ry into .Snulhci n ports, must ha 
freo from import and export, duties, as they are made for the exclusive 
bonollt of Federal prisoners of war. 

Fourth. The Confederate Government stipulates that through its 
Commissary-General of Prisoners if will apply all the supplies par 
chased to their wauls, and to no other use. 

Without adequato preparation lor the reception of the large number 
of prisoners unexpectedly accumulated in the hands of the Cniil’cdoriilo 
Government (owing to the suspension of (he exchange of prisoners) il 
is p rob able that, with every effort on its part fo provide adequately for 
them, thoro was suffering. H is equally certain Ihnl, without upprooi* 
atmg the embarrassments thus occasioned my Government, yours, by 
navsh retaliatory measures, has iullicled great suffering upon our men 
in your hands. 
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The events of Uiiw war in I ho I'm, ure. m«y ropoul. these sullferings if 
Romo such .system im Unit now proposed 1m not adopted. These bravo 
moil uro hut doing what thoy consider l-lieir duty to their respective 
(iovcnimenls, mill it, is a duty alike In the cause of humanity, to the 
oil am etc i' of both (lovonimenls, and (o the (Ireat Ruler of Nations, to 
whom both < lovorninents appeal Ibr the rectitude of their actions, to 
put an end (o a practice (hey both condemn. 

If any ether plan can be suggested effecting the object sought of 
mutual kind treatment of prisoners of war it, w ill receive the support 
and approval of the Oonfedorale ( iovernnumt.

The correction 
of one of them is lo suspend further deliveries until wo rocoivo equiva- 
lents; the oilier is to reipiire rolls to be delivered with the prisoners, 
and in failure to receive them Judge Ould should lm given to uhderstiuul 
that we must claim Hie right to appeal to our own inspections in deter- 
mining the a umber sent from the other side.

M.Druno, esq,, railroad superintendent at Wilming- 
on, to he prepared to furnish transportation for 5,000 prisoners from

he force at my disposal was the next consideration, and I at once eom- 
nunieated with General Brugg, at Wilmington, and Lieutenant General 
bu'dee, at Charleston, on the subject. Neither, however, could aflora 
no any assistance. Pending their answers C callod on Governor 
Ligrafh, of South Carolina, to ascortuin wlml aid ho could furnish mo 
rom the reserves of his Stale. Governor Mugrath was unable to give 
no any troops and referred me to Brigadier-General Chesimt, com- 
namting .South Carolina Reserves, who informed me that his force 
?ovo so scattered that ho coulcl not furnish me with any aid, Gen 
>ral G aldington, adjutant- general of South Carolina, however, place

place and Abbeville. Kvory necessary preliminary was promptly 
arranged, bill l lie rapid changes occurring in the situation rendered 
the whole plan nugatory. A telegram dated Klonmco, February 15, 
from bioulntuid, Colonel Iverson, commanding prison, stated ' that 
(tenoral Clnyion telegraphed from Kingsville “that no trains could 
pass there nil, or In-day 3’ 'Phis at once pul an end lo tho idea of mov- 
ing the Kloronee prisoners (o Ceorgia and necessitated their prompt 
removal to North Carolina.. 1 therefore directed bioutenanl-Ooloiiol 
Iverson by telegraph lo eommenee their removal via Wilmington to 
•Raleigh and notified Ceueral Holmes at Raleigh of the steps taken. 

The oflleers at Columbia were removed to Charlotte, part on Llio 
night of the Mill and the remainder on the night of tlie 15th. Tho 
pressure on the railroad for transportation was so great that no train 
could be obtained for this purpose until 8 p. in. oil tho l-lth, 

Tho night, was intensely dark and the guard force altogether inad- 
equate. Tim prisoners had to be marched some distance through 
streets crowded with refugees llceing from Columbia, and in tho dark- 
ness and confusion a. considerable number succeeded in escaping— 
from the best data I eun obtain I should estimate about llfty. No move 
transportation could be had until II p. m. on the loth, when the 
remainder of the prisoners were shipped. 1 have sinco ascertained 
that a number again succeeded in effecting tlmiv escape by burrowing 
in tunnels they had dug in tlm prison cam] > and hiding in tho roofs of 
the ImvraelcH and hospital, remaining there until after our evacuation 
of Columbia. Tlml Mm loss of these prisoners could have been alto 
goLlmr a, voided 1 am not prepared, considering the darkness, inoP' 
oiono.y of guards, and general eonfusion prevailing, to assert; but at 
1 think that siiflie.ient diligence was not exercised by tho eomimiiiclin, 
officer of the prison, or the escapes could not have reached, as thoj 
did, to so large it, number as 1 I I, which is Mm number unaccounted for. 
Of Mm llrst detachment of 515 shipped lo Charlotte but COD reached 
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that point. Fifteen escaped from tlie tram, of whom nine were recap- 
tured. No suitable place for the prisoners could be obtained at Char- 
lotte, and I was compelled to camp them in an open Held near the 
town, surrounding them with a guard, which gave at best but poor 
security for their detention; but, considering- the extreme hioflieieiKjy 
of the troops on duty— raw reserves — was perhaps as futile an attempt 
at imprisonment as could he devised. Two of the guard deserted from 
post and took with them thirty of the prisoners. I therefore detenu i nod 
to lose no time in removing them to some point whore some more effec- 
tual measures for their retention might be practicable, and on the LOtli 
of February commenced the romoval of these prisoners to Greensbor- 
ough. After beginning the removal I received instructions from General 
Gardner to send Federal oflicers to Wilmington, making duplicate lists 
of and paroling them. In obedience to this order I, after some unavoid- 
able delays in transportation, carried 1,003 Federal officers to Golds- 
borough, where they were paroled and thence forwarded to Colonel 
Hatch, assistant agent of exchange, at Magnolia. Of this number 
thirteen, after being paroled, straggled from the trains between Golds- 
horough and Magnolia. Nine hundred and ninety were dolivercd to 
Colonel Hatch. 

Acting un the instructions I sent him on the 15th, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Iverson moved all the able-bodied prisoners at Florence to Olioraw, 
and thence marched them to the North Carolina Railroad, on which 
they were transported to Goldsborough, at which place they woro 
paroled and forwarded to Colonel Hatch at Magnolia. Of those who 
arrived at Goldsborough some 700 wore sick. These men, under a 
literal compliance with my instructions, I should have had to send to 
Richmond, but in view of the difficulty of transporting them there, 
and the great increase of suffering to the prisoners this course would 
have entailed, I decided to assume the responsibility of sending them 
to Colonel Hatch at Magnolia for exchange. I forwarded to him in nil 
about 6,000 culisted men from the Florence prisoners. I use tho 
expression “about,” as these prisoners woro so mixed witli others 
arriving from Salisbury that it was impossible to ascertain the exact 
number. 


Every possible care was exercised in carrying out the operations 1

OoIjONEL : By your direction I make the following report of the 
removal of prisoners (Federal officers) from Columbia, S. O. : 

For some time (say weeks) previous to the evacuation I bad 

been in consultation with General Winder, urging tlieir removal to 
Southwest Georgia or Alabama, and the general had sent me for 
consultation to see General Beauregard at Charleston, who urged tlieir 
removal, and had sent me also to Richmond with dispatches asking 
urgently for decisive orders where to remove them. Bo orders came 
up to the time General Winder went to Florence, where lie died; but I 
took the responsibility in his absence to call on the post commissary 
mid asked him to be prepared with cooked rations to remove 1,400 men, 
prisoners and guard, at auy moment. 

Very soon after you assumed command, and the moment you received 
orders to remove them to Charlotte, I received orders from you to move 
them off iu two detachments by railroad, and I know that you had 
positive assurance that the trains should bo in readiness— one at 0 
o’clock a. in. of the 14th of February and one at 0 or 7 o’clock p. in. of 
the same day ; but it was not until I had gone personally several times 
to the superintendent of the road, Mr. Anderson, and to the trans- 
portation quartermaster, Captain Sharp, that I could get a train, and 
thou had not quite half an hour’s notice to get my prisoners to the 
depot. 

At 8 o’clock p. m. of tho 14th I sent off the first detachment of 500 
men under charge of Oapt. T. R, Stewart, and ordered him to report 
to tho commandant of the post at Charlotte for rations and quarters. 
You had previously, however, sent an officer to Charlotte to select a 
site to keep them. When tho first detachment went off I was notified 
by tho transportation quartermaster (after urgently inquiring and ask- 
ing timely notice) that a train would bo ready for the balance of the 
prisoners at 6 o’clock p. m. of the same day — the 14th. My prisoners 
were promptly at the depot at 6 o’clock. It was an intensely dark 
evening and raining in torrents — the depot and the roads thronging 
with fleeing fugitives and wagons of baggage and freight. 

It was so dark that the guards could not see the prisoners at a dis- 
tance of three feet, and the guard at best was most inefficient,. being 
composed of raw, undisciplined reserves. I waited a full hour with my 
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command in this confusion, darkness, and rain for the transportation, 
when I was informed that no train could bo furnished until 0 o’clock 
the next morning. On this occasion we must have lost from fifty to 
sixty prisoners. It could not be prevented. My officers with myself 
weut up and down the line constantly, but no guard, especially such as 
I had, could have prevented escapes on such an occasion and in such 
darkness. I regard the fact of being assured of transportation under 
the circumstances and failing to get it as most unwarrantable misin- 
formation and recklessness. 

I moved my prisoners back to their quarters and refused to bring 1 
them out again upon information of a train until the train 1 was (o use 
was actually pointed out to me and put in my charge. At 1 1 o’clock on 
the 15th I got the balance of the prisoners upon the train and moved 
off. When within a mile of Winnsborough, at about 12 o’clock, wo 
came into a drove of Government cattle, which had been loft by the 
agent or persons in charge to roam and sleep on the railroad, fcho 
drivers having gone off to rest. The engine ran over and killed three 


cows and was thrown off the track and rendered utterly useless. Wo 
had to remain here until a new track was made around tlio wreck, and 
at about 2 o’clock the Kith we reached Winnsborough, there being llien 
some five or six trains behind us. At Winnsborough the president of 
the road showed me a telegram from the road transportation agent, 
saying it was understood a raid was then on its way to Winnsborough.

We arrived at Charlotte that night, the 15th j Kith I, mill 
went into camp, a most inadequate and unsafe place to keep them, oei tig 
an old field, and with a small guard utterly worthless, so much so that 
notwithstanding every diligence and personal orders and urgency upon 
each relief as it went on guard, a sergeant and threo men of the' guard 
were bribed and went off in one night with thirty prisoners, ami nigli tly 
they were escaping. I could not keep my own guard in quarters, not 
having men enough for a camp guard, and I could not punish one-hall’ 
who deserved, because they were so few that they were doing' double 
duty. All this being promptly reported to yon, and your own obser- 
ration and the complaints of the people of the country convincing you 
ot the danger of the position we were in and the fatality of trying to 
keep them where they were, I received orders from you to parole thorn 
all and bring them to this point, which was done.

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II. The mimes, rank, and corps of prisoners of war, on arrival at a 
prison camp or station, will be verified by a critical comparison with 
rolls sent with them, and all errors noted and, if practicable, corrected 
under the direction or supervision of the commanding officer, Lhis 
oners delivered without rolls will be immediately taken up by name, 
from their own statements, and held like other prisoners, in conformity 
with articles SO, 81, and 82, of the Articles of War. In all cases whore 
negro prisoners of war are delivered a separate roll, specifying- the 
military organization to which they belong, will bo kept with them. 

III. Prisoners on arriving at a military prison, camp, or station will 
be immediately required to give up all arms, military equipments, and 
munitions of war of every description, which will without delay be 
turned over to the Ordnance Department. At military prisons and 
other places of reception of prisoners a bonded staff officer, if practi- 
cable, will be designated by the commanding officer to take charge of, 
on his official responsibility, all Federal money and other valuables 
found in the possession of the prisoners, receipting for tlio same, amt 
keeping an exact record of the amount and kind of money, or of tlio 
articles thus taken, specifying- carefully the time, place uf, which, 
name, rank, and corps of the prisoner from whom taken. The stall* 
officer charged with this duty will make semi-monthly returns in dupli 
cate of all moneys and articles thus taken, through his commanding 
officer, to the chief quartermaster at these headquarters. When pris- 
oners are transferred from one prison to another all property belong- 
ing to them will bo transferred with them, and if necessary under tlio 
charge of a special messenger, and when released or exchanged their 
money or valuables will, on presentation of the receipts bold by them, 
be returned to them. Commanding officers will bo hold responsible for 
tlio careful execution of this duty. 

IV. When prisoners of war are paroled for exchange parole-rolls in 
duplicate, signed by each prisoner and certified by the commanding 
officer, will be made. One for the Confederate commissioner, one for 
the Federal commissioner of exchange, and an abstract report will bo 
.sent to the Commissary-General of Prisoners. When prisoners of war 
are transferred from one military prison to another an acc urate roll, 
containing full information carefully stated, will be sent with them ami 
a copy forwarded to these headquarters.

E. Griswold, assistant adjutant- 
gouoiaJ, is charged with Inefficiency oa an officer, Tho loss of soino priHonorn dining 
the delay mid dnrkuoss of tho night at tho depot at Columbia on tho Iftli of Feb- 
ruary was unavoidable, but no such oxcuso is admissible for tho loss of thirty-eight 
olllcers, by concealment in the prison roof. Tho fact that ft dotachmunt of 501) ollJ- 
eora bad already been aont off mado the care and accountability for the rodui i-iL 
n ember bo much less onerous. Again, at Charlotte a mimbor mado their osonpe — 
tbli ty going off in a body with two of the guard. I am officially in (armed by Colonel 
Forno that at this point ho was compelled to order Major Griswold throo limes out 
to bis camp, tho third time under threat of arrest.

I would ordoi tliom to Now York, but the men are without Biiffioionl clothing and 
wo have no moans of making tho transports sufficiently oomfortablo for m long il 
journey. 

After visiting Wilmington, Colonel Cuylor reports: 

I found on my arrival tlio hospitals crowdod to tho utmost ami tho patients by no 
scans in a comfortable condition. 


Upon two fine transports, bound for Fort Monroe, bo placed 500 ox- 
banged prisoners. 


Medical officers and provisions wore sent with thorn and wo did all wo could under 
bo clrouniBtaiioes to make them comfortable wbilo on board. Thov wero very finnor- 
toctly clad, aud wo bad no bedding for them, nor could any bo obtained. No clothing 
could be procured from tho qnartormnator, nor could frosli meat bo got for Hu, no 
There is a groat deal of typhoid fover in tho town and hospitals.

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Vicksburg. I have every prospect this afternoon of obtaining an addi- 
tional boat, probably the Baltic, belonging to the United States, and 
will have her fitted up by Monday, to act in concert with tlio Wood in 
their removal. 

I understood at Vicksburg (as I stated in my last report) that thosr 
prisoners were all to be conveyed to Benton Barracks, Mo. r would 
respectfully suggest that communication be had with the War .Depart 
ment upon the subject as to whether a portion of the sick may not be 
taken to other points — Louisville, for instance — as I fear the Saint Louis 
hospitals may be crowded. I would respectfully request that instruc- 
tions be forwarded to Cairo, to roach me on my next trip up, stating 
whether to proceed up the Mississippi or up tho Ohio from that point. 

I will telegraph as soon as the other boat is ready.

The inolosod letter specifies 
that, wo Imvoiil. prosentover 1,(100 men who are prisoners in Texas, and 
Ilium oonsfanfly exposed to more or loss sevoro treafmenl. on the part 
of the oflleoi'H and men forming (he guard over the forts, stockades, &c., 
in which they are ooiillned, and are actually in want of almost all articles 
of comfort, and very often HiiH'or for the necessities of life or wholesome 
food. Hundreds have contracted diseases while imprisoned because 
they were unable to Keep their clothing in proper condition, or had but 
very little or no clothes ut. all, and many have died in consequence of 
exposure. To alleviate their sull'erings and bring them back again 
where they eon Id imniedialely be of service to the Government it is 
only iiecessnry to curry out the steps agreed upon in tho cartel of duly 
‘iS, 18(51, between the United States and the so-called Confederate 
States. If Hie prisoners of war belonging Lo this department would, 
unagreed upon, be brought here lor exchange, snob as Generals Mar- 
mmliiko, Cabell, and their respective commands, it would at once not 
only enable us lo cancel our present indebtedness, but it would enable

This prompt action substantially 
crushed out (lie Order of the Nous of Liberty, caused the lodges and 
temples to burn their records, put an oml to their mootings, and dis- 
banded the order. 

The leaders in these conspiracies are still living, still in tho country, 
and many of them actuated, as heretofore, by an implacable hate of 
our present ( lovernment. Added to this there is found, drifting up to 
us from the South, men possessed, seemingly, of a porverled nature, 
and moved by a still more venomous halo toward our Govermont and 
her institutions. These congenial elements are uniting for evil. 

In my investigations, to which the Info national calamity has given 
rise, I (iml the footprints of this old Order of Knighlsof the Golden Cir- 
cle crossing my path in all directions, probably brought herefrom the 
Mouth. Prompt and vigorous measures, 1 respectfully submit, should 
lie laUcn by the Government to meet and crush this element, liciid-liko 
in its manifestations, or it may become a power that will bo trouble- 
some if not dangerous to handle. There is reason to believe that many, 
if not all, tho persons connected with the late assassination of the 
President were members of this resuscitated Order of Knights of the

Although unable to accomplish nearly all in behalf of 
I hose prisoners that, 1 desired, yet 1 have the satisfaction of knowing 
that my labors were not entirely in vain and that my action resulted 
in much bench t to them, I have roason to believe that it was chiefly 
owing to my reports and recommendations to that effect that two of

Prisoners of war on parole within the Department of tho Gulf, and 
all o Moors and soldiers who have been connected with the rebel Army 
and are not registered, are required to roport to the provost-marshal- 
gcneral forthwith. Tho neglect of this duty will bo followed by forfeit- 
ure ol' rights conferred by the parole, or arrest and imprisonment. 

Prisoners of war on parole granted by competent authority are 
allowed to return “It) their homes not to bo disturbed by the U. S. 
authorities so long as they observe their parole, and the laws in force 
where I hey may reside.” Hut they are to bo regarded as prisoners of 
wav. They will not be allowed to boar .arms, to wear iu public the 
uni form of the rebel Army, the uniform of tho United States, or any 
distinetive badge of military service. 

They are not entitled to participate in tho management of public 
affairs or lo enter upon business pursuits. 

All persons will be required strictly to conform to regulations of tho 
department in their intercourse with paroled prisoners of war. 

No person who has boon engaged in civil employments, within or by 
the rebel Government, will bo allowed to return or to remain in tho 
department, except upon reporting to tho provost-marslml, and a com- 
pliance with the conditions oslablished by law.

Mr. George T. Garrison, Aecomao County, Va. : 

Dear Sir: Having an idea of leaving the United States, and unwi 
ing to leave myself connected with any transaction which could by ai 
possibility be tortured into any reflection upon myself, I give you t 
following facts: Some time during the summer of 1.864 General Stoi 
man and his command, while on a raiding excursion through the Sta 
of Georgia, were captured and the privates vmro sent as prisoners 
war to Andersonville, Ga. Owing to the fact that they had been p 
login g and stealing everything that they could lay their hands on fr( 
the citizens of Georgia, General J. II. Winder ordered all species 
property found in their possession to be taken from them and deposit 
in my hands as post quartermaster. This order was executed by t 
commandant of prison. I was then instructed to return all propei 
identified to original and rightful owners aud to hold the balance si 
jeet to orders. I have thus returned all identified property, and 
obedience to orders have tlio balance on hand. Knowing the biti 
feelings of the Federals to any one connected with the prison depa

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meat, r have not. considered it advisable at present to call the atten- 
tion of any federal officer to these facts or to turn over said property 
to them for their action in the matter, but at the same time am unwill- 
ing to hold them without a proper explanation to bo used in my 
defense hereafter in ease any charges are brought against me. Home 
of the property evidently belongs to citizens of Georgia, while other 
of it was evidently the property of the prisoners themselves. No list 
of prisoners’ names from whom these tilings were taken was over 
furnished mo, and consequently J can give no information as to the 
individual ownership. I place these facts and property in your hands, 
subject to your discretion, and in order that, as a friend of mine, you 
can protect mo from any complaints which may be brought against me 
in the matter. Any of the officers stationed at Andorsonville at the 
time of this transaction will confirm my statements, as will also my 
clerks. All other property in my hands belonging’ to prisoners of 
war has been turned over to them through the proper channel, the 
moneys through the hands of Oapt. Thomas E. Stewart, Company 
G, first Maryland Begimenfc, to Colonel Ould, agent of exchange, and 
other property through the commandant of prison at Andersonville. 
Hoping that it will not be asking too much of a favor to protect mo as 
far as in your power in this matter,

1 i 
native of Switzerland, and was before tho war a citizen of Louisi 
by profession a physician. Like hundreds and thousands of otho. 
was carried away by the maelstrom of excitement and joined 
Southern Army. I was very severely wounded at the battlo of 
Seven Pines, near liiohmond, Va., and have nearly lost the use of i 
right arm. Unlit for Held duty, 1 was ordered to report to Bvfc. Bn 
Gen. .L 11. Winder, in charge of Federal prisoners of war, who ordered a 
lo take charge of a prison in Tuscaloosa, Ala. My health failing me, 
applied for a furlough and wont to Europe, from whence I returned i 
Folmiary, 1801. f wsls then ordered to report to the commandant < 
military prisons at Andersonville, Ga., who assigned mo to tho con 
maud of the interior of tho prison. The duties 1 had to perforin wei 
arduous and unpleasant, and I am satisfied that no man can or wh 
justly blame me lov things that happened hero and which were beyond 
my power lo control. I do not think that I ought to be held respon 
siblo for the shortness of rations, for the overcrowded state of tin 
prison (which was in itself a prolific source of the fearful mortality 
for the inadequate supplies of clothing, want of shelters, &c. Bt :n 
now bear the odium, and men who wore prisoners hero seem disp( 
to wreak their vengeance upon mo for what they have suffered, 
was only tho medium, or, I may better say, the tool in the hands 
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my superiors. This is my condition. I am a man with a family; I lost 
all my property when the Federal army besieged Vicksburg; 1 have no 
means at present to go any place, and oven if I had I know of no place 
where I could go. My life is in danger, and 1 most respectfully ask of 
you help and relief. If you will bo so generous as to give mo some 
sort of a safe conduct, or, what I should greatly prefer, a guard to pro- 
tect myself and family against violence, I shall bo thankful to you, and 
you may rest assured that your protection will not bo given to one who 
is unworthy of it. Rly intention is to return with my family to Europe 
so soon as I can make the arrangements.

General: The times upon which wo have fallen are peculiar and 
iquire prompt and discreet action. I suppose it is the desire of all 


-whose homes arc remote from the place of parole or surrender are now 
in the country. 1 submit the following facts: First, those men are 
without money that can, in the present state of affairs, be employed as 
currency j second, all Confederate commissaries easl of tho Mississippi 
Biver have been surrendered, together with their supplies; third, the 
people in this section have been devastated by armies, and tho heaviest 
levies for supplies have been imposed by each army in turn; fourth, a 
sordid and moan selfishness will porvndo tho feolings and actions of a 
great many, and the third fact mentioned will be used as an apology. 
Bow, I submit if it is not probablo that these men, who have fought 
for four years in a hopeless cause, when surrounded by sncii circum- 
stances and denied by the Federal authorities tho privilogo of returning 
to their homos and transportation to enable them to reach thorn, will 
not league thomaolves togotlior and determine by force to sustain 
themselves. Bow, as corollaries to the foregoing I append : First. If a 
real peace, one which will ennblo peaceful avocations to bo resumed 
and largo armies to bo disbanded, is tho actual desire of the U, S. 
authorities, is it not a trivial matt or, compared with the public good to 
ensue, to give thoso men transportation to their homes 1 My this 
means you provent them from hording and organizing. Soon tho 
United Stales proposes to muster out largo forces. Among thorn are 
many restless, lawless characters who will strike hands with Confeder- 
ate outlaws, and in largo, roving bands of highwayinon desolato what 
remains of Southern prosperity and employ to a considerable oxtonl 
the onergies of tho U. S. War Department. Around a nucleus largo 
organizations may ho galhorod. To provont an inauguration from 
necessity of guerrilla warfare every facility should be afforded Con- 
federate soldiors to return to their homes. Second. 1 do not consider 
it good policy to require parolod prisoners to take the oatli in ordor to 
receive transportation for tho following reasons: First, 'flic oath at 
present is taken from necessity and a morbid dosiro under all tho cir- 
cumstances to return to their homes. As such it appears to have tho 
semblance of an oath given undor duress. Second. Tho parolo itself 
is an oath, and the furlough providos that tho hoaror is permitted to 
return to his home suhjoetto propor rcspoct of constituted authority 
in that locality. Third. Numbers of thoso men will refuse to take tho 
oath at present, though doniod transportation or any other privilege. 

For four weary years, through unparallelod sufferings, they have fol- 
lowed tho fortunes of tho Confederate Hag. With many of them their 
career as soldiors has been one of prido. As yet tho Confederate States 
have not boon an noun cod defunct. If thoy take the oath now they 
will be brandodby their comrades as deserters and wear that badge of 
shame down to an ignominious gravo. Thoy already slnnd impeached 
by the United Sfcatos as traitors. Is any strntogy to bo employed to 
necessitate Jinking with that disroputo tho crime of desertion? Do 
you suppose that good citizenship can bo founded and built up upon a 
character wretched fwrockcd?| by such bitter humiliation? I have no 
doubt but tliat when tho events of a few woolen transpiro all good 
men will feel if a high duty to resume allogianco to the United States. 
For tho presold X think good policy dictates that paroled mon bo 
allowed to return to their homes upon furloughs and that, in view of 
the fact of a gonoral surrender of all forces east of tho Mississippi, 
they bo furnished with transportation, i trust, gonoral, that you know 
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me well enough to understand tliat I have no motive in laying this 
communication before yon but that which relates to the public welfare 
and the individual good of all.

Though I was powerless to redress 
grievances, yeti could and would have represen ted their cases to higher 
authority. In paroling for exchange (by order) at Baldwin, Fla., 3,100 
prisoners, (lie whole line as I passed it gave expression to the kindest 
feeling toward myself. In everything which officially I have done in 
lliis connection 1 have acted by order. JMy personal intercourse with 
every prisoner, and 1 refer especially to general and Held officers, has 
been, and 1 am so assured by them, of the most agreeable character. 
Bo far as General Wilson’s or your power to arrest me is concerned I 
freely admit if. Bo far as Ids or your right is concerned 1 totally deny 
it. L am a colonel, or was, in the army of the Confederate States. 
General .loluiHlpn’s surrender necessitated mine, and I respectfully 
claim as a right, not as a favor, the customary parole. In this con- 
nection permit me to call your attention to the closing paragraphs of 
the convention between Generals Bhcrman and .Johnston.

The Bkouktary ok War: 

Corpl. M. J. Adams, Bixty- third Pennsylvania Volunteers and 2fi3 
others, belonging to various rogimonts, were captured by the I'M rat 
Brigade of (tenoral Grierson’s cavalry, at Mgypt Station, Miss., Decern 
her 28, 1811*1. They were at the lime serving in the Tenth Tonnosseo 
robol regiment, LioutemuiL-Oolone! Yorko, Bocond Now Jersey Cavalry, 
reports that the greater part of these men were on the rebel skirmish, 
lino, and when our forces came within range they opened a heavy lire, 
killing 3 ofllccrs and 20 men and wounding 7-1 others; that ho then 
made a charge, when thoy threw down their arms and surrendered. 
Immediately after their capture they alleged that thoy had been prison- 
ers of war at Andorsonvillo and joined the rebel servico to escape 
death from starvation and disease. They generally claimed to have 
done so with the intention of making their way to our lines as’soon as 
possible, and state that they had been kept under strict guard and 
wore not furnished arms and ammunition until the night before tho 
engagement, and that they surrendered as soon as an opportunity 
occurred. I'lven if this wore truo, it would not justify their conduct, and 
it is bolioved that the Government cannot consistently recognize tho 
propriety of prisoners escaping from tho enemy by such moans, and 
cannot placo conlldonco in men who, oven Ibr the purpose of escaping 
tho horrors of Bouthem prisons, wore willing to enter the ranks of tho 
rebel army. But tho circumstances of the action in which they were 
captured do not justify the belief that any considerable portion of 
those men had any desire or intention to rejoin our forces. Being 
placed upon the skirmish line, they could readily have made an oppor- 
tunity to pass over without suspicion on the part of the enemy; and, 
if prevented from so doing by their position in the lino, could have 
lived so as to do no damage to our troops. The deadly precision of 
their lire shows that they intended to repel our forces, if possible. The 
pinion of General I tollman is concurred in, that thoy are not entitled 
> any clemency. As to their present si situs, it may bo remarked that 
icy should no longer bo regarded as prisoners of war, but should be 
eld and tried as deserters. It appears by the remarks upon the rolls 
nit six of those men came into our lines during the night preceding 
.lie engagement and gave valuable information. It is submitted whelhor 
>r not they may nut properly be restored to their regiments, with for- 
eitiiro of all pay duo at the time of their capture, m consideration of 
.lie valuable services rendered.

D. Bewail, 
commanding District of Annapolis, I have the honor to report that on 
the 28th of April, 1805, having been a prisoner of war in the hands of 
the rebels, 1 was released at Bako City, Pin., together with 1,819 men 
of IJ. S. troops, who Imd also been prisoners. U pon application to the so- 
called Confederate authorities l obtained transportation from Luke City 
to Baldwin, Fla., a distance of thirty miles, for myself and men. I then 
marched the men nine miles to the rebel lines, and, passing through 
them, marched eleven miles to the linos of the U. S. army, at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. There were in addition to the above, 12 oilicers and about 
l,f>(J0 enlisted men released at Lake City on the same day, and, as lam 
informed, under the same circumstances. On my arrival at Jackson- 
ville 1 reported the whole number of officers and men released by the 
rnbols to Brevet Brigadier-General Tilgliman. commanding post at 
Jacksonville, Fla. None of the oilicers or men released wore turned over 
to any U. 8. ollieor. At different times from lour weeks to three days 
before they were released those oilicers and men had signed their 
names to a descriptive list of prisoners of war, which was afterward 
headed a parole; but Hourly all, if not all, had for three weeks after 
they lmd signed such a list boon held under guard and had been sent 
to the interior of the so called Confederacy on the approach of the 
Union forces, to which the rebel authorities had promised they should 
be turned over.

Dear Sir : When I was first arrested as a prisoner aucl brought to 
Fairfax, General Gamble, to whom I explained its injustice, informed 
me that lio had no orders from General Augur about voluntary surren- 
ders, but would send me to General Augur for an interview with him. 
I was carried there and mobbed at the office, but had no interview. 
Colonel Ingraham told me to address ail explanation to you, and I did 
so from Old Capitol. 1 have never heard from it nor obtained my 
release, and am now hero a prisoner for the past six weeks. I fear nr 
paper may have miscarried and I renew my application for parole. Oi 
the 13th of April I was in a place ol‘ perfect security. On the 13tl 
General Hancock’s order inviting all officers not present at Lee’s sui 
render to come iu and givo their paroles reached me. Believing tbi, 
order to be in good faith and not a decoy, I came from my concealmen 
and proceeded toward your nearest outpost. On account of suffering 
from a new wound I was compelled to stop on tlio road on night of 14th 
but immediately gave my aide (Lieut. Ool. 0. N. Digges) orders to go on 
in the morning with bis parole and mine and explain bow it was I was 
behind. That niglit I was arrested in bed, 1 may say, and I and my 
aide held ever since. The officer making the arrest, General Gamble, 
and Colonel Ingraham have all been notified of these facts, and I finally 
wrote to General Hancock, He promptly replied that ho would make 
application for my release on parole to Secretary of War as soon 
practicable. Nearly three weeks have elapsed and I fear General Ha 
cock has either loft the city or forgotten it. Moreover, as my arrest wii 
made in your department, I presume I should properly address you.

Sir: Pursuant to your verbal instructions I have the honor to lay 
before you the accompanying papers, being the orders and instruc- 
tions under which rebel prisoners who were or have been in close con- 
finement or in irons were forwarded for exchange. General Orders, 
.No. G, of January, 1SG5, which directs this exchange, was issued while 
General Wessells was in charge of this office, and was distributed by 
him to the several prison stations for execution. The first caso that 
was brought to my notice was that of three prisoners at Johnson’s 
Island, two of wliora were under sentence of death as spies. They 
■were released under the accompanying instructions from Major- 
General Hitchcock, marked A, and the decision in this case covered 
that class of prisoners. On the same day, February 17, I received 
from Lieutenant-General Grant a telegram directing that “all rebel 
prisoners who are or have been in close confinement or in irons” 
should be forwarded fur exchange as soon as possible, and orders wero 
given accordingly. His telegram is inclosed, marked B.* On the 14th 
of March a telegram from Lieutenant-General Grant was received by 
the Secretary of War in reference to the exchange of prisoners in close 
confinement or in irons, with the request that General Hoffman bo 
directed to forward those at Alton and other places, and stating that 
prisoners of this class were not forwarded as per agreement. This tele- 
gram was referred to me by Major-General Halleek, with directions to 
carry out the instructions of Lieutenant-General Grant. The telogram 
is herewith inclosed, marked O.t On the same day 1 received a telegram 
to the same effect from Lieutenant-General Grant, which is herewith 
inclosed, marked D.f These frequent orders upon this subject seemed to 
imply that there was a remissness on my part in attending to my duty, 
and I replied to Lieutenant-General Grant by telegram and by letter, 
explaining my misunderstanding of his orders and the character of pris- 
oners who would bo released under them, viz, spies, murderers, &c. His 
telegram of thel7tli of February directed the exchango not only of those 
who were at the time in close confinement or in irons, but also all that 
had been so confined. Copy of letter herewith, marked E.§ On the 23d 
of March I wrote again to the general (copy, marked F,|| herewith), call- 
ing his attention to the character of the prisoners I was forwarding and 
informing him, to insure that none should be delivered who did not 
come under liis instructions, the history of each prisoner would be sont 
with him to General Mulford. On the 20tli of March a letter from Mr. 
Ould complaining that Colonel Wiuston and other rebel officers were 
wearing ball and chain at Alton was received from Lieutenant-General 
Grant with directions that if the facts were as reported the officers

Sir: I have the honor to make (ho full report required by tho order 
of tho President communicated to mo by your telegraphic dispatch of 
the 23d instant, concerning Messrs. Stephens and Boagan, which was 
received at tlioso headquarters at a quarter past 12 on tho same day. 
I loft for Boston by the evening train, arriving at that city at (1 a. m. 
on tho 2-lth. Before leaving Now York I telegraphed the quarter- 
master at Boston to have a steamer in readiness to take mo to Fort 
Warren at 8 a. in. Aly dispatch, through some want of punctuality, 
was not delivered till half past 8, and I took the regular steamer at 9 
a. in., reaching Fort Warren at 10. 

I immediately inspected with Major Allen, the commanding officer, 
the rooms which could bo appropriated to the imprisonment of Messrs. 
Stephens and Boagan, and selected two basement caseraated rooms, 
apart from each oilier, and opening on separate halls. They have each 
two grated windows opening on an area in which a sentinel is posted, 
so as to render all communication with them impossible. The rooms 
are respectively parts of suites of apartments having one door opening 
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into a hall and two doom opening into adjoining rooms. The two latter 
aro planked up. The door opening into the hall is secured by a pad- 
lock, and a sentinel is posted on the outside in tlio hall. 

Having made this arrangement, the steamer with tlio expected pris- 
oners not having arrived, 1 addressed u note to tlio commander, to bo 
delivered to him on his arrival, advising him that I would personally 
attend to their transfer to the fort on the ensuing morning at 10 o’clock. 
The stoamer arrived about 10 p, in, on tho 21th and anchored a mile 
below tho fort, and at i) a. m. tho ensuing- morning she got under way 
and came to and i or oil" Gallon p’a Island, a short distance above tlio 
fort. At 10 o’clock, pursuant to arrangement, 1 sent Colonel McMahon, 
one of my aides do-ramp, to tho ship in a tug for Mr. Stephens, who 
was brought on shore, received at. tlio dock by Lieutenant Woodman, 
who is in charge of the rebel prisoners, conducted to his room and 
locked up. Colonel McMahon then returned to the ship and received 
Mr. Reagan, who was brought cm shore, received by Lieutenant Wood* 
man, conducted to his room, and scoured in tho same manner. 

J inclose a copy of the regulations 1 have established for tho security 
and treatment of these prisoners (see paper marked A). 1 have given 
no directions in regard to their rations, leaving the officer in command 
at Fort Warren to bo governed by his instructions from tho War Depart- 
ment in regard to other prisoners. i 

The paper inclosed, marked B,* is a summary of the morning report ' 
of tho garrison of Fort Warren for the 2d tli instant, so far as concerns/ 
that portion which is fit for duty and available for its security. > 

Tlio paper inclosed, marked 0,* is a statement of tho number of pris- 
oners con lined at the fort, with their rank and class. 

By a comparison of these two last papers it will be seen that the 
security ol’ the prisoners is ample and thore is no necessity of trans- 
ferring any portion of them to Fort Lafayette. 

t inclose a rough plan of the lort * The letters 8. and R. indicate • 
the rooms ni which Messrs, Stephens and Keagan are confined. The 
generals aro in tho basement, in bastion 0, but are entirely shut oft’, 
from tlio area in front of the rooms of Messrs. Stephens ami Keagan, 
and have a chain of sentinels between them, and they aro also separ- 
ated by a chain of sentinels from the other prisoners of war, blockade- \ 
runners, &e. Tho generals are not permitted to go beyond bastion G, 
and the other prisoners are not permitted to go beyond tlio space 
between bastions B and (). The place in which Messrs. Stephens and 
Keagan are permitted to walk an hour each day at separate hours is on , 
the opposite side of the fort between bastions 1) and H. 

Not earing to eon verso with Messrs. Htoplions or Keagan, I had no 
personal communication with either of them.

They will be permitted to walk in bastions I) and E for an 
hour eaeli day, between 0 a. m. and 0 p. m., but at separate hours, so 
that only one of them will bo out of his room at the same time. On all 
these occasions they are to be accompanied by a commissioned officer. 

ICiglith, Whenever either of them is out of the room no other prisoner 
in the fort will be allowed to go beyond the sidewalk in front of their 
respective places of confinement.

A PROOEAMATlON, 

Whereas, the President of tlie United States, on the 8t,h day ofDeeem 
w, A. T). J8G3, and on the 2(>th day of March, A. 1). 18(1 1 , did, with the 
jjeet to suppress the existing rebellion, to induce nil persons to return 
d their loyalty and to restore the authority of t he United states, issue 
reclamations offering amnesty and pardon to certain persons who had 
ireetly or by implication participated in the said rebellion : and whoims 
niny persons who had so engaged in said rebellion have since tin 
-suance of said proclamations failed or neglected to take the bond I ti 
wed thereby; stnd whereas, many persons who have been justb 
rived or all claim to amnesty and pardon thereunder, by reason o 
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their participation directly or by implication in said rebellion and con- 
tinued hostility to the Government of the United States siuco the date 
of said proclamations, now desire to apply for and obtain amnesty and 
pardon : 

To tbe end, therefore, that the authority of the Government of the 
United States may be restored, and that peace, order, and freedom may 
bo established, X, Andrew Johnson, President of the United States, do 
proclaim and declare that I hereby grant to all persons who have, directly 
or indirectly, participated in the existing rebellion, except as hereinafter 
excepted, amnesty and pardon, with restoration of all rights of property, 
except as to slaves, and except in cases where legal proceedings, under 
the laws of tlio United States providing for the confiscation of property 
of persons engaged in rebellion, have been instituted; but upon the 
condition, nevertheless, that every such person shall take and subscribe 
the following oath (or affirmation), and thenceforward keep and main- 
tain said oath inviolate; and which oath shall bo registered for perma- 
nent preservation, and shall be of the tenor and effect following, to wit; 

I, , do Holoimily ewoiir (nr aflliiu), In the prcaonco of Almighty God, 

that I will honooiorth faithfully support, protect, and defend tlio Constitution of the 
United .States, and the Union of tlio States thorounder; uiul that I will, in likomnn- 
nor, libido by and faithfully support all laws nml proclamations which havo boon 
nuulo during the existing robollioii with reference to the emancipation of slaves: 
So help mo God. 

The following classes of persons are excepted from the benefits of 
this proclamation: First, all who are or shall havo been protended civil 
or diplomatic officers or otherwise domestic or foreign agents of the 
pretended Confederate Government; second, all who loft judicial sta- 
tions under tlio United States to aid the rebellion ; third, all who shall 
have been military or naval officers of said pretended Confederate Gov- 
ernment above the rank of colonol in tlio Army or lieutenant in the 
Navy; fourth, all who loft seats in the Congress of the United States 
to aid the rebellion; fifth, all who resigned or tendered resignations of 
their commissions in the Army or Navy of the United States to evade 
duty in resisting the rebellion; sixth, all who havo engaged in anyway 
in treating otherwise than lawfully as prisoners of war persons found 
in the U. S. service, as officers, soldiers, seamen, or in other capacities; 
seventh, all persons who have been or are absentees from the United 
States for tbe purpose of aiding the rebellion; eighth, all military and

General: To facilitate the release of prisoners of war without Its 
boing loo much hurried, and to save much labor in your office, and this 
one also, 1 would rospootfully suggest that the commanding officers of 
milif ary prisons be directed to release, on their taking the oath of alle- 
giance, ' fifty or move per day, taking tlioso below the rank of general 
and in alphabetical order, commencing with each letter of the alphabet 
and taking of that letter in proportion to the number of names begin- 
ning with it. None to be discharged under this arrangement against 
whom there are charges of any kind, and a list to be furnished daily to 
this office of those discharged. There arc seventeen military prisons 
at which are confined over 50,000 prisoners, and at the rate of fifty per 
day it will take near sixty days to vacate the prisons. There are about 
5,000 officers in confinement, all of whom might bo excluded from 
release, except on special application, if thought advisable. 

There are a number of citizens in confinement without charges, and 
some against whom there are charges who have not been tried. Inas- 
much as all who have been tried and sentenced to confinement during 
the war have been pardoned, it would seem that the prisoners above 
referred to might also bo released, with perhaps a few exceptions of 
those awaiting trial.

at its base, and 178 foot above low water in the Flint Rivor opposl 
this placo. 

Gharaoter of the soil . — Tho surface soil is sandy, with but lilt 
vegetable mold. For agricultural purposes the soil may bo claim 
terizoil as light, sandy, and unproductive after the first lew years 
cultivation. Many of the hills which have been cleared and ou Itivali 
prosont a barren surface, with varying admixtures of white sand at 
rod clay. Some of tho hills appear to lie composed in large measure 
sand, and upon tho surface present a white, sandy, loose soil, in whii 
the pouched rat or salamander burrows to a considerable dept 
Others present a red color, resembling the red-elay lulls of Middle ai 
Upper Georgia. They contain, however, much less clay in their stril 
lure and are loss productive. Tho red color is due to the admixtU 
with the sand and clay of tho oxidoof iron. The hills arc composed ' 
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a'tiiicl in found to consist of Humorous crystalline fragments and crys- 
tiilH <if transparent quartz. 

* After microscopical examination I was unable to detect any siliceous 
ctlS (,s of animalcules or fragments of corals and shells, either in the 
vrliito and variegated clays or in the layers of sand. 1'h is, however, 
}lv vi«f be taken only as negative evidence, for the amount of matter 
examined even after a prolonged microscopical examination is neces- 
naidly «o small that tho inability to detect organic remains in the small 
' |0l .tiou subjected to this minute scrutiny does not at all allow of the 
{►on or hi assertion that those strata are devoid of all organic remains. 

** Cfrolonhud position . — I was unable to discover any fossils by which 
tlio geological poRibion ol‘ tho immediate locality could with cortainty 
Tjo determined. As far, liowovor, as my knowledge of tho country lying 
-ibovo and below extends this region should bo referred to tho Tertiary, 
or more exactly to tho upper or buhr stono strata of the Eoceuo 
fovmiitiou. It would appear that tho force which elevated tho Appala- 
cliian Mountains expended itself chielly in this direction, between tho 
t;w o Hystems of rivers, and towards tho southwestern portions of 
O corg i a and Florida and tho southeastern parts of Alabama.

^Tertiary plain lios the other division, tlio primitive rogion ol bcorgia, 
oroMHinp; the State from northeast to southwest, with a width oJ lui) 
jiiilOH at the northern limit ami 100 at tho southern, With an olev alien 
of about 500 font niton its southern bordor, this primitive bolt soon 
hxvoIIr into an eleval(»d plateau, noar 1,000 feet above the level ol tho 
sea, ii ml gradually vising towards the west an d north into mountains, 
I'ifciiiig' from 1,000 lo 3.000 foot highor. Tlio Hluo Jtidgo rang-o oi 
mountains passes neurits western edge, and attaining a height mom 
£,200 to 4,000 feet forms tho most elevated land oi the State, l<rom 
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tho level of the low Allan hie islands to the elevated plateau and 
mountains there is an average elevation of from 1,1300 to 1,600 feet, 
which at the lowest calculation is equivalent to three degrees of lati- 
tude, and if wo add (lie difference of latitude we have near eight 
degrees, equivalent to an equal number of degrees of temperature. 

Whilst the southern extremity of the low plain bordering on the sea 
is a region of palms, with an almost tropical climate in summer, suited 
to the sugar cane, orange, date, and lemon, the mountainous northern 
extremity rises into an elevation favorable to grain, apples, and tho 
grasses, between the sub-tropical climato of the sea-coast and the 
cooler and more bracing climate of tho mountains vegetation has a 
wide range, cotton, rice, tobacco, wheat, and corn, and numerous fruits, 
as the ilg, pomegranate, watermelon, plum, peach, pear, grape, and 
apricot, may be added to those above enumerated. 

Andersonvillo is situated in tho western portion of Georgia, about 
seventeen miles due east of t-lie western boundary of the Cretaceous 
formation and about forty milos south of the southern boundary of tho 
primitive region or Middle Georgia. At the time oT the selection of 
this place for the confinement of Federal prisoners tho fertile, sub- 
tropical rice and sea-island cotton region of Georgia was to a groat 
extent abandoned and desolate, and tho fertile hills and valleys of 
Northern Georgia were being devastated by the liorce conflicts of con- 
tending armies. 

GImrmtcr of tho waters of Andersonvillo , — I carofully analyzed the 
waters from various localities and found them all remarkably pure; 
tho waters of the wells and small streams did not differ to any extent 
in specific gravity from that of distilled water, and they contained only 
more traces of the chlorides and sulphates and of the salts of lime, 
magnesia, and iron. Tho well of water upon tho summit of the lull upon 
which tho Confederate general hospital is situated is of remarkable 
purity, and m fact it may be considered as equal to tlio purest water 

in the world. Its tomporatnre, 18° 0. ( F.), is sullloiontly cool in 

this hot climato during tho summer and fall months to render it 
refreshing. 

Tho waters of tho branches of Sweetwater Crook boforo entering tho 
stookado (Confederate military prison) and the Federal hospital are 
equally pure, with the exception of very minute traces of vegetable 
matters; theso, however, do not exist in sufficient quantity to be of tho 
slightest moment in a medical point of view. 

The waters of these streams are not so pleasant for drinking as the 
well wafer because tlmir temperature is several degrees higher, and is 
subject to considerable variations, according to tho volume and rapidity 
of the current and the degree of external boat. \ found the tempera- 
ture of tho 8outh Brunch of KweoLwatcr Crook, above tlieO. S. military 
prison, at the close of a warm day to l)e 22° O. ( F.). 

From this examination of the waters of Andersonvillo and the 
vicinity we aro justified in tho conclusion that little or no lime exists 
in the soil. The chemical examination of tlio waters corresponds, there- 
fore, with the results of the microscopical examination of the sands 
and clays composing the surface of tho country. The waters of tho 
streams, wells, and springs within the stockade (0. 8, military prison) 
and iho military prison hospital were also subjected to careful chemical 
examination and wore found in like maimer to bo of remarkable purity. 

The wafers of the stream which enters the stockade, as well as of 
tlm bold spring which mi agios its waters with this stream just after its 
entrance into the stockade, and which aro extensively used by the 
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prisoners for drinking, washing, unci cooking, are of great parity, con- 
taining only traces of the sulphates and chlorides, and of lime, mag- 
nesia, and iron. The bakery is situated near this stream, and one of 
the Oon federate regiments is camped on the hill above, but these 
sources of contamination are too far distant to sensibly affect the con- 
stant flowing waters. The only perceptible effect was a slight increase 
of the chlorides. 

The waters of the stream which enters tho hospital inclosuro, as well 
as of the deep well within tho hospital grounds, were in like manner 
of remarkable purity, and contained only slight traces of tho chlorides 
and sulphates and tho salts of lime, magnesia, and iron. The waters 
of the streams issuing from the stockade ami hospital are contaminated 
by the excrements, tilth, and olfal of the Federal prisoners, and contain 
not only those matters, and various salts resulting from their decom- 
position, but also numerous maggots, animalcule 1 , and eryptogamoua 
plants. Ah these waters loaded with filth and human excrement flow 
sluggishly through the swamp below, tilled with trees and reeds coated 
with a ti l thy deposit, they emit an intolerable and most sickening 
stench. Blending as 1 did over those waters in tho middle of a hot 
day in September, as they rolled sluggishly forth from tho stockade, 
after having received the tilth and excrements of fit), 000 men, tho stench 
was disgusting and overpowering, and if it was surpassed in unpleas- 
antness by anything, it was only in the disgusting appearance of tho 
filthy almost stagnant wafers moving slowly between tho stumps and 
roots and trunks of fallen trees and thick branching reeds and vines, 
with inmimoniblo long- tailed, large, while maggots, swollen pons, and 
fermenting excrements and fragments of broad and meat. 

Vctjolndon . — The vegetation of tho highlands and hills indicates the 
poverty of the soil. The low grounds and swamps bordering tho streams 
are of too great extent, and they do not manifest by tliolr growth any 
special fertility. Tho forest frees covering tho high grounds and hills 
consist oh icily of tho long loaf pine (Pinna australis), yellow pine (P. 
mitis), barren scrub oak ((Jiltin' ns calcslxvi ), black jack oak (Q. nit/ra), 
post oak (Q. obtuuilobu), upland willow oak ((J. eiuereaV, Q. discolor, 
Q, cocci non , (J. rubra , Q. fulmla, Q. biloba , persimmon (Diospi/ros oir - 
ginutna), chinquapin ( (Jastanca pumila), black walnut (JtiffUm nigra), 
holly (Hum option), wild plum (Prunus umboUala ), Primus chicasa, Prnnus 
virqiniana , maple {Acer rubrum ), sweet leaf, wild haw, whortleberry, 
and many other shrubs. With the exception of tho pines, the oaks 
and all the trees growing upon theso barren hills presented a. stunted 
diminutive appoaranco. 

The low grounds and swamps bordering the streams were clothed 
chiotly with sweet gum (hiquidttmbar shjraeijlm), tulip tree (Uriodcji- 
drtm lull p if or a), black gum ( lYyssa mtlli/lora), tupelo fXym aquation 
ami N. uin/hra), red (lowering maple (Acer rubrum ), lined, beech, small 
magnolia, sweat bay, red bay, myrllo, the common onno, and numerous 
shrubs and vines, also several species of'pino( /*. scrotina and l , pains ins, 
P, ), and of oak ( Q. aquation, (J. alba). The swamps in this immedi- 

ate vicinity appear to rest upon sand and to have no groat depth of 
vegetable mold. , , , . ... 

From this examination wo conclude that there is no recognizable 
source of disease in tho soil and waters of Aiulorsonville, except per- 
haps to a limited extent in the immediate neighborhood of the narrow 
swamps and low grounds bordering tho streams, 

As far us i could ascertain, the high lauds of Mnmtor County have 
proved very healthy to the inhabitants. Along tho borders ol the 
38 Jt H—HJSIUEM n, vot, vui 
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swamps, and especially along ilio Flint llivor and largo water courses, 
chills ami fevers are common in llus summer and autumn. 

After careful examination I was impressed with the belief that the 
high lands of Amlersonville and of tins rogion of country wore as 
healthy as any rogion in the world situated in the same latitudes and 
at the same elevation above the soa; and that this locality chosen by 
the Confederate States for the confinement of the hod oral prisoners 
was much more salubrious than most of the region of Georgia lying to 
the south and southeast. 

Animals .— The higher species of vertebrate animals appear to be 
comparatively rare in this saml.v elevated rogion. The opossum ( IHdcl- 
2)hyx viryiniana), raccoon (Procyon lolor ), rabbit or American hare 
(Joins’ tmerimnux), fox squirrel (Moiiinw vulpinus), cab squirrel (#0 in 
rus cinemis) are the most common. The deer {Census viYyinianns) is 
found chiefly in the large swamps and forests. Wild turkeys are said 
to have boon abundant when tlio country was llrst reclaimed from the 
Indians. The gopher {'J'estudo ynlyphamus) and tho salamander or 
pouched rat (Pseudoslcma burxarium) are found in considerable num- 
bers in tho dry and more sandy soils. As far as my information 
extends, these animals do not extend into tho primitive region of 
eorgia. Tho falls in the rivers may bo falcon ns the geographical limit 
f theso interesting and characteristic animals. The birds appear to 
c scarce upon the high lands and sandy hills. Thoy abound chiefly 
long tho larger water-courses. The mocking bird, catbird, and red- 
dl'd appear to frequent the forests throughout the entire year. Tlio 
.vild turkey is now rare, although when this country was settled both 
this bird and the deer were abundant. 

On tho other hand, in this immediate locality vormin and insects of 
certain species abound to a moat unfortunate extent. Jn this sandy 
soil fleas llml a most suitable and healthy habitation and multiply with 
groat rapidity, whilst mosquitoes swarm in untold myriads and render 
life at night all but intolerable by their everlasting laming and their 
troublesome bites. It was almost impossible to sloop, except under 
nets. During the llrst night that 1 slept at this place my face and 
lands wore thoroughly peppered with the bites of these insects, and 
hroug'hout my stay at Anderson ville my lace appeared as if covered 
vith an oruplivo disease. 1 observed that many of the prisoners and 
he Confederate soldiers had been similarly treated by the mosquitoes, 
t is probable that the immense amount of filth generated by the pris- 
mers may have had much lo do with the development and multipliea- 
J on of these insects. 

Qlimalc ,— Audersonville is situated very nearly in the same latitude 
ilh the following places: Havummh, 32° V fill"; Beaufort, B. G., 
2° 20' fi7"; Charleston. B. 0., 32° <10' .’111"; Montgomery, Ala., 32° 22'; 
ackson, Miss., 32° 23'; Point homa, Cal.. 32° 40' 13": Ban Diego, 
2° 41' 58"; Tuscaloosa, 33° 12', and Vicksburg, Miss. 

In tho absence of direct observations at Amlersonville wo are able 
d form a protly correct idea of tho olinmto from tho observations 
•ecorded in places of the same latitude. The mean temperature of 
Anderson ville may bo assumed, without any groat deviation from tho 
irufli, at about (if>° for the spring, 82° for tlio summer, (15° for tho 
uituinn, and 55° for the winter, and (Jfi° for tlio year. 

The isothermal line of Anderson vibe for the spring pusses through or 
near Charleston, H, 0., Columbus, (hi., Montgomery, Ala., Vicksburg, 
lias., Fort Scott, Tox., and rises up along the Pacific coast nearly to 
he thirty fourth dogreo of latitude; for the summer, if commences as 
'w as tlio llftlmnuiH, near the twenty- fifth degree of north latitude, 
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ising through Nassau, find ascending along the coast of Florida 
tmgh Fort Dallas, Saint Augustine, and along tho coast of Georgia 
L Carolina through Savannah and Charleston, and tiionce almost 
ictly across the continent, through Columbus, Montgomery, Jaok- 
, Vicksburg, Mins., Austin and Fort Dawson, Tex,, thus falling 
jw the thirtieth degree of north latitude in Texas. For the autumn 
onmieiiees on the Atlantic coast as high up as tho thirty-fifth degree 
uti tudu, and passes through Beaufort, N. C., Wilmington, JSf. C., 
nmlrns, Ga., Montgomery, Ala., Jackson, Miss., and in Texas falls 
»w the Miirfciolh degree of latitude, and on the Pacific coast rises 
in above the thirty- filth degree of latitude. For the winter the 
liormal line of Andersoiivillo again commences on tho Atlantic 
it near (he thirty-fifth degree of north latitude, and passes through

cry, Ala., Jackson, Miss., Natchitoches, Fa., Austin, Forts Lincoln 
ciark, M’ox., passing in Texas as low as tho twenty-fourth degree 
atiludo, and then, vising inwards tho Paid lie coast, strikes tho 
ifio Ocean about the thirty-seven LU degree lll'tiolh minute north 
,udo. For the entire year the isothermal lino commences on tho 
biitie coast near the thirty-fourth degree north latitude, passes 
ugh Fort Johnston, N. C,, Montgomery, Ala., Jackson, Miss., and 
ends in Texas below the thirtieth degree, and in Mexico below the 
ity-lUth degree, and ascends toward the Pacific coast as luglv as 
Jiirty-Hovcntli degree north latitude.

lire strengthened by earth- works upon commanding eminences, from 
which the cannon, in ease of an outbreak amongst the prisoners, may 
sweep the entire ineloHuro, and it was designed to connect these works 
by a line of rifle-pits running zigzag around the outer stockade. These 
rifle-pits have never boon completed. 

The ground inclosed by the innermost stockade lies in the form of a 
parallelogram, the larger diameter running almost due north and south. 
This space includes the northern and southern opposing sides of two 
hills, between which a stream of water runs from west to oast. The 
surface soil of those hills is composed chiolly of sand with varying 
admixtures of clay and oxide of iron. The clay is suilicienlly tenacious 
to give a considerable degree of consistency to tho soil. The internal 
structure of the hills as revealed by tho deep wells is similar to that 
already described. The alternate bods of day and sand, as well as the 
oxide of Iron, which forms in its various combinations a cement to tho 
sand, allow of extonsivo tunneling. The prisoners not only con- 
structed numerous dirt huts with balls of clay and sand taken from the 
wells which they have excavated all over these hills, but thoy have also 
in some cases tunneled extensively from these wells. The "lower por- 
tions of theso hills bordering on tlio Btroam aro wet and boggy, from the 
constant oozing of water. 

The stockade was built originally to accommodate only 10,000 pris- 
oners, and included at first seventeen acres. Near the close of tho 
month of Juno the area was enlarged by tho addition of ten acres. 
Tho ground added was situated on the northern slope of the largest 
hill. 

Tho following table presents a view' of tho density of the population 
of the prison at different periods : 


'fablo Illustrating tho mean number of Federal prisoners confined in Hie C. S . mil it art/ 
prison at Andmonrillo, <!a.,from i Is organisation, February M, 1801, to Scplcmbor, 
18(14, area of stockade, and tlio average number of e<ntare. feel of ground to vaoh prisoner. 
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Within the circumscribed area of tho stockade tho Federal prisoners 
were compelled to perform all the offices of life— cooking, washing, 
urinating, defecation, exorcise, and sleeping. During tho month of 
March tho prison was loss crowded tlinn at any subsequent time, and 
then tho average space of ground to each prisoner was only 08.7 feet, 
or less than elovon square yards. Tlio Federal prisoners were gathered 
from all parts of the (Jon federate States east of the Mississippi and 
crowded into this conlinod space, until in tho month of Juno tho 
average number of square feet of ground to each prisoner was only 
83.2, or loss than d square yards. Theso Ugures represent the condi- 
tion of the stockade in a heller light even than if really was; lor a con- 
siderable breadth of land along the stream (lowing from west to east 
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between the lulls was low and boggy and was covered with the excre- 
ments of the men, and thus rendered wholly uninhabitable, and intact 
useless lor every purpose except that of defecation. 

The pines and other small trees and slmibs which originally were 
scattered sparsely oyer these hills were in a short time cut down and 
consumed by i lie prisoners for iirewood, and no shade tree was left in 
the entire in closure of the stockade. With their characteristic indus- 
try and ingenuity the Fed orals constructed for themselves small huts 
and (saves, and attempted to shield themselves from the rain and sun, 
and night damps and dew. But few touts were distributed to the 
prisoners, and these were in most eases lorn and rotten. Jn the loca- 
tion and arrangement of these tents and huts no order appears to have 
been followed. In fact, regular streets appeared to be out of the 
question in so crowded an area; especially, too, as largo bodies of pris- 
oners were from time to time added suddenly without any previous 
preparation. 

The irregular arrangement of the huts and imperfect shelters was 
very unfavorable for the maintenance of a proper system of police. 
The police and internal economy of the prison was left almost entirely 
in the hands of the prisoners themselves, the duties of the Confederate 
soldiers acting as guards being limited to the occupation of the boxes 
or lookouts ranged around I he stockade at regular intervals, and to 
the manning of the batteries at the angles of the prison. Even judicial 
matters pertaining to themselves, as the detection and punishment of 
such crimes as theft and murder, appear to have been in a great meas- 
ure abandoned to the prisoners. A. striking instance of this occurred 
in the month of July when the Federal prisoners within the stockade 
tried, condemned, and hanged six of their own number, who had been 
convicted of stealing and of robbing and murdering their fellow-pris- 
oners. They were all hung upon the same day, and thousands of the 
prisoners gathered around to witness the execution. The Confederate 
authorities are said not io have interfered with these proceedings. 

In this collection of men from all parts of the civilized world every 
phase of human character was represented. The stronger preyed 
upon the weaker, ami even the sick, who were unable to dofend them- 
solves, were robbed of their scanty supplies of food and clothing. 
Dark stories were alloat of men, both sick and well, who were mur- 
dered at night, strangled to death by their comrades, for scant sup- 
plies of clothing or money. I heard a sick ami wounded Federal 
prisoner accuse his nurse, a fellow prisoner of the U. S. Army, of having 
stealthily, during his sloop, inoculated his wounded arm with gangrene, 
that he might destroy his life and fall heir to his clothing. 

The excuse given for the absence of Oonfedera to guards and police 
within tiie in closure of the stockade was the insufficiency of men capa- 
ble of performing military duty. At the time of the establishment and 
during the existence of the military prison at Andorsonvillo the Con- 
federate Government was being sorely pressed on every side, the best 
H tales being overrun and desolated; and with all the forces that could 
he gathered from all quarters, the main armies are still largely out- 
numbered, and are being si oadily pressed back, leaving a desolated 
and ruined country. 1 1 is with dillUmlty that the Confederate Govern, 
meat can spare at the present time of trouble and disaster between 
2,000 and 11,000 reserves, composed of old men and boys (many of whom 
are wholly untit to perform even guard duty), to guard this largo num- 
ber of prisoners, which they have over been anxious to exchange, and 
which they believe to be forced upon their hands by the persistent 
action of the United Stales Government, Similar excuses are given 
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for the crowded condition of the stockade. Tims, it is affirmed that the 
gigantic operations unwell as the formidable mid sudden raids of tlio 
U. forces in Virginia, around ltiuhmonri, and in Northern Georgia 
have compelled the sudden and continuous removal to a place of safety 
of the prisoners. The military operations of the United States have 
reduced the railroad system of the Confederate States east of the 
Mississippi practically to one long and uncertain line. 

The utmost capacity of the railroads of the Southern Confederacy, 
which are now in a most deplorable condition, is taxed with the trans- 
portation of troops, sick and wounded soldiers, prisoners, munitions of 
war, and provisions for the armies in the Hold. Notwithstanding the 
utmost exertions oi'tho Confederate authorities, the armies in the field 
arc, as is well known to the Burgeon •( leneral, but. poorly fed and clothed 
at the best, and oLUimes are upon less than one-quarter rations; and 
were it not for supplies received from homo and through private 
sources and taken forcibly in foraging, if would appear almost impossi- 
ble that the Con I’ederato Army should ho able to keep the field with 
anything like its present numbers. The Surgeon-General is also well 
acquainted with the fact that at the present time large numbers, and 
It, might almost be said entire armies, of Confederate troops are suffer- 
ing with symptoms of the scurvy, anti hospital gangrene is making 
fearful ravages amongst the poorly led and badly clothed and imper- 
fectly treated wounded of the Army of Tennessee now contending for 
the possession of Georgia. 

Again, the Confederate currency 1ms depreciated almost to a nominal 
value, and largo numbers of the citizens are refusing to take it in the pur- 
chase of provisions and lumber. In this section of Georgia the means 
of cutting and hauling lumber are scarce, not only from the original 
absence of machinery ami scarcity of surplus horses and mules, hut 
also from the extensive destruction of saw -mills by the contending 
armies, from the natural decay of machinery during three years of war 
in a country cut off from ail intercourse with the surrounding world, 
and possessing utils best estate but few workshops for the manufact- 
ure of implements and machinery. Almost till the skilled labor of the 
country has been either forced into the ranks or has been monopolized 
by the War Department for the manufacture of ordnance and the 
munitions of war. Saws, axes, spades, tools, and implements of all 
kinds are exceedingly scarce in this section of country, and the State 
lms been so often under the hands of the impressing officers that it is 
exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to obtain teams l’or hauling 
umber. 

Notwithstanding that the objects of my labors as defined by the 
hn*geon-( leneral are of a purely medical and scientific character, still 
_ deem it to he an act of but simple justice to make a statement of 
these facts in connection with those results of my labors which appear 
to roilect severely upon the action of certain officers charged with the 
management and discipline of (ho (J. B. military prison at this post. 
The large number of men confined within the stockade soon, under a 
defective system of police, and with imperfect arrangements, covered 
the surfaco of the low grounds with excrements. The sinks over the 
lower portions of the stream were imperfect in their plan and structure, 
and the excrements were in large measure deposited so near the borders 
of the stream as not to he washed away, m* else uocutmil ated upon the low 
boggy ground. The volume of water was tint sufficient to wash away 
the feces, ami they accumulated in such quantities in the lower portion 
of the stream as to form a mass of liquid excrement, Heavy rains 
caused the waters of the stream in rise, and as the arrangements for 
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the passage of the increased amounts of water out of the stockade were 
insufficient, flic liquid feces overflowed the low grounds and covered 
them several inches after the subsidence of the waters. The action of 
the hot snn upon this putrefying mass of excrements and fragments of 
bread and meat and bones excited most rapid fermentation and devel- 
oped a horrible stench. Improvements were projected for the removal 
of the filth and for the prevention of its accumulation, but they were 
only partially and imperfectly carried out. 

As the forces of the prisoners were reduced by confinement, want of 
exercise, improper diet, and by scurvy, diarrhea, and dysentery, they 
wore unable to evacuate their bowels within the stream or along its 
banks, and the excrements were deposited at the very doors of their 
tents. The vast majority appeared to lose all repulsion to filth, and 
both sick and well disregarded all the laws ©f hygiene and personal 
cleanliness. 

The accommodations for tho sick wore imperfect and insufficient. 
From tho organization of tho prison, February 2d, 18(54, to May 22, tho 
sick were treated within the stockade. In tho crowded condition of the 
stockade, and with the tents and huts clustered thickly around tho 
hospital, it was impossible to secure proper ventilation or to maintain 
tho necessary police. The Federal prisoners also made frequent forays 
upon the hospital stores and carried off tho food and clothing of the 
sick. The hospital was on the 22d of May removed to its present site 
without the stockade, and live acres of ground, covered with oaks and 
pines, appropriated to tho use of the sick. 

The supply of medical officers lias been insufficient from the founda- 
tion of tho prison. The nurses and attendants upon the sick have bcou 
most general ly Federal prisoners, who in too many cases appear to 
have been devoid of moral principle, and who not only neglected their 
duties, but wore also engaged in extensive robberies of tho sick. 

From the want of proper police and hygienic regulations alone, it is 
not wonderful Mint from February 21 to Hoptombor 21, 1804, 9,479 
deaths (nearly one-third the entire number of prisoners) should have 
been recorded. 

J found the stockade and hospital in the following condition during 
my pathological investigations instituted in tho month of September, 
L8(I5 f 18(5 1 1 : 

kitookado (0. tS\ mil i I ary prison ).— At tho timo of my visit to Anrter- 
sonville a large number of Federal prisoners lmd been removed to 
Milieu, Savannah, Olmvloston, and other parts of the Confederacy, in 
anticipation of an advance by General Sherman’s forces from Atlanta 
witii the design of liberating their captive brothreii. However, about 
115,000 prisoners remained confined within the limits of tho stockade and 
0. S. military prison hospital. 

In the stockade, with the exception of tho damp low lands bordering 
the small si ream, the surface was covered with huts and small ragged 
touts, and parts ofblanketsand fragments of oilcloth, coats, and blankots 
stretched upon sticks. The tents and Iml.s were not arranged according 
to any order, and Micro was in most parts of tho inolosuro scarcely 
room Jbv two men to walk abreast between the tents and liuls. 

I observed men urinating and evacuating tlieir bowels at tho very 
tent doors and itrnund the little vessels in which they wore cooking 
their food. Hmall pits, not more than a foot or two deep, nearly filled 
with soft offensive feces, were everywhere seen, and emitted under the 
hot sun a strong and disgusting odor, Masses of corn bread, bones, 
old rags, and tilth of every description were scattered around or accu- 
mulated in large piles, if one might judge from the largo pieces of 
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corn bread scattered about in every direction on the ground, tlie pris- 
oners were cither very lavishly supplied with this article of diet or else 
this kind of food was not relished by them. 

Each day the dead from the stockade were carried out by their fellow- 
prisoners and deposited upon the ground under a bush arbor just out- 
side of the southwestern gate. From thence they were carried in carts 
to the burying ground one-quarter of a mile northwest of the prison. 
The dead were buried without coffins, side by side, in trenches four 
feet deep. 

The low grounds bordering- tlie stream wore covered with human 
excrements and filth of all kinds, which m many places appeared to bo 
alive with working maggots. An indescribable sickening stench arose 
from this fermenting morass of human dung and filth. 

There were near 5,(100 seriously ill Federals in the stockade and 0. S. 
military prison hospital, and the deaths exceeded 100 per day, and 
largo numbers of the prisoners who were walking about, and who had 
not been entered upon tlie sick reports, were suffering from severe and 
incurable diarrhea, dysentery, and scurvy. The sick were attended 
almost entirely by their fellow-prisoners, appointed as nurses; and as 
they received but little attention, they were compelled to exert them- 
solvcs at all timos to attend to the calls of nature, and lienee they 
retained the power of moving about to within a comparatively short 
period of the close of life. Owing to the slow progress of the diseases 
most prevalent— diarrhea and chronic dysentery— the corpses were as a 
general rule emaciated. 

I visited 2,000 sick within the stockade lying under four long sheds 
which lmd been built at the northern portion for barracks. At this 
time only one medical officer was in attendance, whereas at least twenty 
medical ofiicors should have been employed. 

I was informed that several of tlio medical officers appointed to attend 
the sick within the stockade wero sick, and that the duty was so ardu- 
ous and tlie exhalations from the sick and filth of the prison wore so 
deleterious, that it was impossible for the medical officers to stand the 
sorvice for any length of time. < treat difficulty was experienced by the 
surgeon in charge of the post to induce medical officers and physicians 
to accept positions in the stockade or hospital on account of the absence 
of many of the facilities for the treatment of tlie sick, and the groat 
and Humorous depressing agencies and tlie consequent unsatisfactory 

results of practico. _ , , , , 

fSo distressing was the sorvieo and so great wore the obstacles to 
successful and satisfactory practice amongst these men, whose consti- 
tutions liad been broken down by long confinement and whose moral 
energies had been sapped by tlio loss of all hope ol exchange on the 
part of their Government, that the more energetic Con federate surgeons 
and assistant surgeons endeavored to get transfers to other fields of 
labor, preferring the hardships and exposure of service at the front. 
It is also to be considered that not only is there a scarcity of physicians 
in tlio Confederacy, but it is especially difficult to command the services 
of competent physicians in this sparsely settled country. Added to all 
this the gigantic military operations in Georgia, attended with the 
utter desolation of her territory in the van of the Federal forces, and 
with the serious wounding of thousands of Confederate troops, have 
absorbed the attention and commanded the abilities of almost every 
available physician in tlie State. The hospitals of the Army of Ten- 
nessee have boon in constant motion for months following tlio continu- 
ous scries of disasters and evacuations in Northern Georgia, and are 
now crowded with seriously wounded, suffering m many cases with the 
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moat extensive hospital gangrene ami the fatal pyiemia. TSvory town 
and village in Georgia ia filled with the wounded and sink, and the 
privations and sufferings of tho Oon federal o troops, even amongst their 
own country men, are great beyond description and equal those of any 
armies in ancient or modern times. With the whole energies of this 
people engaged in such a terrible and unequal struggle, it is not singu- 
lar that medical aid and talent of tho highest order should be compara- 
tively scarce and difficult of access and control at the interior posts. 

The very conditions and results of the contest also, without doubt, 
tend to excite such prejudices as would disincline medical officers from 
socking service amongst their captive enemies. 

X found no record of the sick in the stockade previous to September 
id 1804. It appears that previous to this date no record was pre- 
served of tho diseases treated within the stockade, and the following 
includes all tho medical statistics which I was able to collect within 
the prison walls proper:

If this tilblo bo compared with tho following one from tho C. S.

Scurvy, diarrhea, dysentery, and Jiospil til gangrene were the pre- 
vailing diseases. I was surprised to ILml but few (taxes ol‘ malarial 
fever, and no well-marked eases of either typhus or typhoid fever. 
The absence of the diJferent forms of malarial fever may be accounted 
for on the supposition that the artificial atmosphere of the stockade, 
crowded densely with human beings and loaded with animal exhala- 
tions, was unfavorable to the exist tvnee and action of the malarial poison. 
The absence of typhoid and typhus fevers amongst all the causes which 
are supposed to generate these diseases appeared to bo due to the I'aet 
that the great majority of these prisoners had been in captivity ii: 
Virginia, at belle Island, and in other parts of the Confederacy foi 
months, and oven as long as two years, and during this time they had 
been subjected to the same bad iullnonees, and those who had not bad 
these fevers before either had them during their confinement in Con 
federate prisons or else their systems from long exposure were prool 
against their action. 

The effects of scurvy wore manifest on every hand, and in all its 
various stages, from the muddy, pale complexion, pale gums, feeble, 
languid, muscular motions, lowness of spirits and fetid breath, to the 
dusky, dirty, leaden complexion, swollen features, spongy, purple, livid 
fungoid bleeding gums, loose teeth, edematous limbs covered wibli 
livid vibicos and petechiie, spasmodically Hexed, painful and hardened 
oxlromilics, spontaneous hemorrhages from mucus canals, and large 
ill conditioned spreading ulcers, covered witli a dark-purplish fungous 
growth. 1 observed that in some of the cases of scurvy the parotid 
glands were greatly swollen, and in some instances to such an cxtenl 
as to preclude entiroly the power to articulate. In several cases oi 
dropsy of the abdomen and lower extremities, supervening upon scurvy, 
the patients affirmed that previously to the appearance of the dropsy 
they lind sulfored with profuse and obstinate diarrhea, and that when 
this was checked by a change of diet from Indian-eorn bread, baked 
with the husk, to boilod rice the dropsy appeared. 

The severe pains and livid pafehos wore frequently associated with 
swellings in various parts, and especially in the lowor extremities, ac- 
companied with stiffness and contractions of the knoojoints and ankles, 
and often with a brawny feel of the parts, as if lymph had been effused 
between the integuments and aponeurosis, preventing the motion of the 
skin over ilio swollen parts. 

Many of the prisoners believed that the scurvy was contagious, and 
I saw men guarding their wells and springs, fearing lest some mail 
suflering with the scurvy might use the waters and Urns poison them. 

I obsorvotl also numerous cases of hospital gangrene and of spread- 
ing scorbutic ulcers, which had suporvonod upon slight injuries. The 
scorbutic nleors presented a dark purple fungoid elevated surface, 
with livid swollen edges, and exuded a thin fetid sanious fluid instead 
of pus. Many ulcers which originated from the scorbutic condition of 
the system appeared to become truly gangrenous, assuming all the 
characteristics of hospital gangrene. 

Prom the crowdod condition, filthy habits, bail diet, and dejected, 
depressed condition of the prisoners, tlioir systems had become so dis- 
ordered that the smallest abrasion of the skin from the nibbing of a 
shoo, or from tho effects of the lmt sun, or from the prick of a splinter, 
or from scratching a mosquito bite, in some cases, took on rapid and 
frightful ulceration and gangrene. 

The long use of salt moat, oftlimos imporfcctly cured, as well as the 
almost total deprivation of vegetables and fruit, appeared to bo tho 
chief causes of tho scurvy. 
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T cave fully examined the bakery and the bread Airmailed t.lio prison- 
orn, anil found Unit (boy were supplied almost entirely M’ifcli corn bread 
A'oni wliielt (lie busk bad not. boon .separated. This husk acted as an 
irritant to ibo alimentary canal, without addin ft any nutriment to the 
bread. 

As Car as my examination extended no limit could bo found with the 
mode in which the broad was baked. The. diflioulty lay in the failure 
t,o separate the nusk from the corn meal. 

L strongly urged (lie preparation of large quantities of soup inado 
from the cow and calves heads, with the brains and tongues, to which 
a liberal supply of sweet potatoes and vegetables might have been 
most advantageously lidded. The materials existed in abundance for 
the preparation of such soup in largo quanti ties, with but little addi- 
tional expense. Much aliment, would have been not only highly nutri- 
tious but it would also have acted as an ellieient remedial agent for 
the removal of the scorbutic condition. 

The sick within the stockade lay under several long sheds, which 
were originally built for barracks. Those sheds eovorod two floors, 
which were open on all sides. The sick lay upon tlio bare boards, or 
upon such ragged blankets as they possessed, without, as far as I 
observed, any bedding or even straw. Pits for (bo reception of liccos 
wore dug within a few feet of the lower lloor, and they were almost 
never unoccupied by those suffering with diarrhea. 

The haggard, distressed countenances of these miserable, complain- 
lug dejected, living skeletons, crying for medical aid and food, and 
cursing their Government for its refusal to exclmnge prisoners, and the 
ghastly corpses, with their glazed eye-balls staring up into vacant 
space, with the Hies swarming down their open and grinning months, 
and over their ragged clothes, infested with numerous lice, ns they lay 
amongst the nick and dying, formed a picture of helpless, hopeless 
misery, which it would be impossible to portray by words or by the 
brusli. A feeling of disappointment, and even of resentment, on 
account of (he action of tlio United ft tales (iovornmont upon the sub- 
it'd of the exchange of prisoners appeared to be widespread, and the 
apparent hopeless nature of the negotiations for the general exclmnge 
of prisoners appeared to he a cause of universal regret and of deep 
and injurious despondency, I heard some of the prisoners go so far as 
to exonerate the Oonl'edevale (lovoriiinont from any charge of inten- 
tionally subjecting them to protracted contlnoinont, with its necessary 
ami unavoidable Hiitferings, in a country cut off from all intercourse 
with foreign nations, and sorely pressed on all sides, whilst on the 
other baud they charged their prolonged captivity upon their own 
Government, which was attempting to make the negro equal to the 

wlii to man. , , , , . , „ 

Home hundred or mom of the prisoners had been roloased Irom con- 
finement in (lie stockade on parole and lllled various olllcos, as clerks, 
druggists, mid uarponfers, &o., in (he various departments. These men 
wore well dollied and presented a stout and healthy appearance, and as 
a general rule they presented a much more robust and healthy appear- 
ance than the (Jonludomlo troops guarding the prisoners. 

0ONlffil>KUA.TH MILITARY PRISON HOSPITAL AT ANPERKONVILLE. 

Thu hospital is situafed nenr the southeast corner of the stockade 
and covers aimut live seres of ground. The larger forest I rocs, as the 
pine and oak, have been left in their natural stale and iuriusli pleas- 
ant shade to tlio patients. The ground slopes gently toward the south 
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and east. A. sluggish stream of water flows through tho southern por> 
lion of the hospital grounds from west, to east. The upper portion of 
this stream is used by the patients for washing, whilst along I he bor- 
ders of the lower portion logs have been ranged upon which the 
patients may sit and evacuate their bowels. This part, of the stream 
was a semifluid mass of human excrements and offal and tilth of all 
kinds. This immense cesspool fermenting beneath the hot sun eimttod 
an overpowering stench. The banks of this stream south of the hos- 
pital inelosuro are bordered by a swamp, which spreads out toward the 
southeast. This swamp is well covered by the forest trees usual in 
southern swamps, as the small magnolia, sweet bay, red bay, sweet 
gum, black gum, tupelo, poplar, red maple, ash, and beech. North of 
the hospital grounds tho stream which (lows through the stockade pur- 
sues its sluggish and filthy eourso. The exhalations from this swamp, 
which is loaded with tho cxereinonts of the prisoners eon lined in tho 
stockade, exert their deleterious inlluoiiees upon the inmates of tho 
hospital. Tho entire grounds are surrounded by a frail board fence 
and are strictly guarded by ('on federate soldiers, and no prisoner, 
except tlic paroled attendants, is allowed to leave the grounds, except 
by a special permit from tho commandant of tho interior of the prison, 

Tho patients and attendants, near 2,00(1 in number, aro crowded into 
this confined space and arelmt poorly supplied with old and ragged tents. 
Large numbers of them were without any bunks in the ten Is, and Jay 
upon the ground, ofttimes without even a blanket. No beds or straw 
appeared to have been furnished. 

Tiie tents extend to within a few yards of the small stream, the east- 
ern portion of which, as we have before said, is used as a privy and is 
loaded with excrements; and J observed a large pile of eon! bread, 
bones, and filth of all kinds, thirty foot in diameter mid several feet in 
height, swarming with myriads of (lies, in a vacant space near the pots 
used for cooking. Millions of flies swarmed over everything and cov- 
ered tho faces of tho sleeping patients, and crawled down their open 
mouths and deposited their maggots in the gangrenous won nils of the 
living and in tho mouths of the dead. Mosquitoes in great numbers 
also infeatod the tents, and many of the paLionls were so stung by 
these pestiferous insects that they resembled those Hollering with a 
slight attack of measles. 

The police and hygiene of the hospital was defective in the extreme; 
'be attendants, who appeared in almost every instance In have boon 
ioleeted from the prisoners, seemed to have in many eases hut little 
litorest in tho welfare of their follow captives. The accusation was 
nade that tho nurses in many eases robbed the sick of their clothing, 
nonoy, and rations, and carried on a clandestine trade with the paroled 
irisoners and Confederate guards without the hospital inelosuro in the 
Nothing and effects of tho sick, dying, and dead Kcd orals. They ccr- 
/iiinly appeared to neglect the comfort and cleanliness of the sick 
ntrusled to their care in a moat, shameful maimer, even after making 
due allowances for tho diillcultios of the situation. Many of the sick 
were literally inertia led with dirt and llltli and covered with vermin. 
When a gangrenous wound needed washing the limb was thrust out 
a little from tho blanket or board or rags upon which the patient was 
tying, and water poured over it, and all tho putrescent matters allowed 
o soak into the ground floor of tho tent. 

The supply of rags for dressing wounds was said to lm very scant, 
net T saw the most filthy rags which had b'fion applied several times 
ud imperfectly washed used in dressing recent wounds, Whore hos- 
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gangrene was prevailing it was impossible for any wound to 

0 contagion under those circumstances. The results of the freal- 
of wounds in the hospital were of the most unsai isfaetory olmr- 
i’rom this neglect of cleanliness, in the dressings and wounds 

ml vos, us well as from various other causes, which will ho more 
considered, I saw several gangrenous wounds filled with niag- 
L have frequently seen neglected wounds amongst thoConfed- 
soldiers similarly a (foe ted, and, as far as my experience extends, 
worms destroy only the dead tissues and do not injure specially 
ell parts. I have (‘-veil Hoard surgeons affirm that a gangrenous 
d which lmd been thoroughly cleansed l>y maggots healed more 
|y than if it had been left to itself. This want of cleanlinoss on 
art of the nurses appeared to bo tlio result of carelessness and 
in lion rather than of malignant design and the whole trouble can 
iced to the want of the proper police and sanitary regulations and

,H were in a, large measure duo to the almost total absence of 
u, government, and rigid but wholesome sanitary regulations. 

>x tou nation of these abuses it was alleged by the medical officers 
ho Oonl'edentlo troops were bsirely miflioionlto guard the prisoners, 
liat it was impossible to obtain any number of experienced nurses 
jio ( Ion fedora ( e foreos. ! n fact (.lie guard appeared to bo too small 
'or tiie regulation of the internal hygiene and police of the hospital. 

\ man nor of disposing of the dead was also calculated to depress 
[ready desponding spirits of these men, many of whom had been 
ed for months, and even for near two years, in Kiolimond and other 
i, and whose strength had been wasted by bad air, bad food, and 
jt of personal cleanliness. The dead-house is merely a frame eov- 
Vibli old tent cloths and a few bushes, situated in the soul, hwestern 
L . of the hospital grounds. When a patient dies he is simply laid

Metallic or earthenware vessels 
bo fur preferable, but it is said that they cannot bo obtained at 
‘osout time. Time and again I saw patients who apparently had

lours. The whole soil appeared to be saturated with urine and 
f all kinds and emitted a most disgusting odor. 

> cooking arrangements are of the most defective character, hour 
iron pols, similar lo those used for boiling sugar cane, appeared lo 
i only cooking ulensils furnished by the hospital for the cook ingot 
!,()()() men, and the patients were dependent in groat measure upon 
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their own miserable utensils. They wore allowed to '*ook in the tout 
doors ami in the lanes, ami this was another source of tilth and another 
favorable condition for the general ion and multiplication of flies and 
other vermin. 

The air of the. fonts was foul and disagreeable in the extreme, and in 
fact the entire grounds emitted a most nauseous and disgusting smell. 

J entered nearly all the (eats and carefully examined the cases of 
interest, stud especially the causes of gangrene, upon numerous occa- 
sions during the prosecution of my pathological inquiries at -Anderson- 
villo, and therefore enjoyed every opportunity to judge correctly of the 
hygiene and police of the hospital. 

There appeared to be almost absolute indifference and neglect on the 
part of the patients of personal cl can I i ness; their persons and clothing 
in most instances, and especially of those suffering with gangrone ami 
scorbutic ulcers, wore tllthy in the ex tromo and covered with vermin. 
It was too often the ease that patients were received from the stockade 
in a most, deplorable condition, i have seen moil brought in from the 
stockade in a dying condition, begrimed from head to foot with thoir 
own excrements, and so black from smoko and filth that they resembled 
negroes rather than while men. That this description of the stookado 
and hospital has not been overdrawn will appear from the reports of 
tlio surgeons in charge appended to this report. I lutvo drawn up for 
the consideration of the Surgeon- General and the use of the Medical 
Department of the (Jonfcdomlo Slates the following tables, presenting 
a consolidated view of the diseases of the Federal prisoners confined at 
Andersonvillo, and also of the Ooufcdomto forces acting' as a guard 
around tlio stoelcado amt hospital:

Federal piiseners: During six moutliH from tlio 1st of March to the 
of August, 42,888 cases of d {souses and wounds wore roportod. No 
clnHsiiled reword of U 10 sick in tlio stockade was kept after tlio estab- 
lishment of the hospital without the prison. This fact, in conjunction 
with those already presented relating to the immiheicncy of medical 
olllcevs, ami tlio extreme illness and ovon death of many prisoners in 
tlio touts in the Blockade, without any medical attention or record 
beyond the bare number of the dead, demonstrate that these ii gurus, 
largo ns they appear to be, are fur below the truth. Ah the number of 
nrisoiUAVH varied greatly at different poriods, the relations between thoso 
reported sick and well, as far as those statistics extend, can best bo 
determined by a comparison of tlio Htutistics for each month. 

The following (able presents tlio mean strength, the total diseases and 
deaths, and the total oiihon and deaths of the most fatal diseases:

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During thin period of nix months no loss Mum fi«5 deaths uni recorded 
undor tho head of morbi varii. in ntlior words, these men died with- 
out having received mi ill doi it medical attention lor the determination 
of even the name of the disease causing death. 

During the month of August (illy- three eases and II fty- three deaths' 
are recorded as due to marasmus. Surely this large number of deaths 
must have been due to some other morbid stale than slow wasting. If 
they wore due to improper and insullicient food, they should have been 
classed accordingly, and if to diarrhea or dysentery or seurvy, their 
classification should in like manner have been explicit. 

Wo observe a progressive inereuseof the ratio of modality from 3.77 
per cent, in March to 9.00 per cent, of mean strength, sick and well, in' 
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August. The ratio of mortality continued to increase during Kept em- 
ber, for, notwithstanding' the removal of one-half the entire number 
of prisoners during the early portion of this month, 1,767 deaths were 
registered from September I to 21, and the largest number of deaths 
upon any one day occurred during this month, on the 16th, via, 119 

Tlie entire number of Federal prisoners eon lined at Andersonviile 
was about 40,611, and during the period of near seven months, from 
February 2-1 to September 21, 9,-J79 deaths were recorded; that is, dur- 
ing this period near one fourth, or, more exactly, one in 1.2, or 25.3 
per cent., terminated fatally. OJhis increase of mortality was duo in 
great measuro to the accumulation of the sources of disease, as the 
increase of excrements and iillli of all kinds and the concentration of 
noxious effluvia, and also (o the progressive effects of salt diet, crowd- 
ing, and the hot climate. Hiirroutulod by those depressing agencies, 
the postponement of the general exchange of prisoners, and the con- 
stant diminution of all hopes of deliverance through the action of their 
own Government weighed down in the dust the already desponding 
spirits and destroyed the moral energies so necessary to the success- 
ful strife against the elements and the ravages of disease. Homesick- 
ness and the disappointment of daily longings for release appeared to 
bo as potent agencies in the destruction of the Federal prisoners as the 
physical causes of actual disease. 

fouUtrial /over ,— During lids period of six months, from the 1st of 
March to the 1st of .September, the deaths from’ malarial fever 
amounted to only I Iff, whilst the cases numbered 2, 0fi8, 

(Jondiniod /otuwn .— Mo cases of typhus fever were reported, whilst 
-172 cases and I Ho deaths of typhoid flavor are recorded, In the latter 
disease the percentage of deaths was 59.1, or one death in 2.65 eases. 

in the (Jon (talomlo forces guarding the Federal prisoners during tho 
months of duly and August, with a mean strength of 5,705 olllcors and 
men, 102 cases of typhoid fever with 58 deaths were recorded. Tho 
ratio of deaths to cases of typhoid fever was very nearly as groat 
amongst the (Jonfod crate troops as amongst tho Federal prisoners, 
being 1 death in 2.6H eases, or 57.2 per cent, of deaths. The ratio of 
cases of typhoid fever to the mean strength amongst tho Confederate 
forces was, however, nearly three times as groat as amongst the Federal 
prisoners, being in the former in the ratio of l case of typhoid fever 
in 56.8 men, or 2.71 per cent, of the on tiro command, and in tho 
latter 1 ease of typhoid fever in 86 Federal prisoners, or 1,10 per 
cent, of the mean strength. The greater prevalence of typhoid fever 
amongst the Confederate troops is still further shown by tho fact that 
these statistics relate to only two months, whilst those of tho Federal 
prisoners embrace a period of six months. This difference appears to 
bo due in a measure to the fuel that the Confederate forces wore com- 
posed of reserves between the ages of sixteen and eighteen and forty- 
live and lifty-ilve years, and had been but recently collected together 
for service. They were raw troops who had not as yet passed through 
the diseases of camp. On tho other hand, Lho Federal prisoners had 
passed through most of the diseases incident to raw troops, as measles 
ami typhoid fever. The dealhs from typhoid fovor amongst tho Con- 
federate troops were said to have been oven greater during tho months 
preceding duly, These records were not on iUo in the office of tho 
surgeon of the post, and 1 was unable to verily the statement of tho 
grout mortality amongst tho Confederate guard during tho earlier 
months. 1 was also informed that tho mortality was far greater when 
Dio Confederate soldiers were camped immediately around tho stockade. 
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They are said to luivo died at this time almost as rapidly as the Federal 
prisoners. At the present time they occupy the hills at some distance 
from the. stockade. 

It is also worthy of nolo that the various forms of malarial fever 
prevailed more exicMisively amongst the Confederate forces than 
amongst the Federal prisoners, for during the period of only two 
months, July and August, 581 eases wore reported, or 15.4 per cent, of 
the mean strength of the Confederate troops, whilst only 7.2 per cent, 
of the moan strength of the Federal prisoners was affected by malarial 
fever during a period of six months. The federal prisoners woro 
incarcerated in a hot and even, to a certain extent, malarious climate. 
They were, to a great extent, unaccustomed to either the extreme heat 
ortho malaria of the swamps. The Confederate forces, on the other 
hand, were natives of the soil and had been subjected to these inllu- 
encos from birth, it would have been but reasonable to suppose that 
the former would have sulfered more severely from malarial fever than 
the latter. We can only account for the comparative immunity of the 
federal prisoners on the supposition that the artificial atmosphere 
created by the immense accumulations of lllth and human oxcrcmonts 
within and around the stockade and hospital counteracted or destroyed 
in some unknown manner the malarial poison. 

The emanations of the stockade and Federal prison hospital appeared 
to affect oven the Confederate troops, and especially when, as in the 
first two or three months after tho establishment of the prison, they 
wore encamped immediately around the walls. 1 was informed by the 
Confederate surgeons that when the Con led crate troops were encamped 
within a short distance of the Fori oral prisoners tho mortality was far 
groator than during the months of July and August, after their removal 
to the adjoining hills from half to three-quarters of a mile oil*. 1 hud 
selected a commanding eminence on the same hill immediately over- 
’ooking tho stockade upon which to pitch my tout during the prosecu. 
Jon of my labors in the prison and hospital, but was induced to move 
ny quarters across the railroad to a shady hill upon tho advice of ono 
.if the surgeons, who informed mo that tho Confederate regiment 
mcamped upon tiie spot originally selected haul auil'erod heavily with 
• fatal form of continued fever, and laid been compelled to remove to 
i adjoining hill. 

Heavy mortality amonyst the Confederate troops — During the months 
July and August 2,45)4 cases of disease wore recorded amongst tho 
nfed orate troops; that is, (MCI per cent, of the entire command was 
,erod upon tho sick-list during this short period, and the loss by 
ath, although far less than amongst the Federal prisoners, still 
’ounted to 2.8 per cent. I f the same mortality continued throughout 
> entire yoar the command would lose by death alone 18.2 per cent, 
the moan strength. Much mortality would insure the complete 
ilitoration of a command by disease alone in the short period of about 
von years and seven months. 

Diarrhea and dysentery . — During the six months 12,090 eases and 
030 deaths of acute and chronic diarrhea, and •1,082 eases and 995) 
laths of acute and chronic dysentery were recorded. The cases of 
.arrhoaand dysentery together numbered 10,772, or nearly ono- half 1 
lie total of sick and wounded. The deaths caused by theso two dia- . 
ascs are rocordod at 4,525), or in other words, these diseases caused 
lore than one half, or more exactly, 58.7 percent, of all the deaths. • 
'hose iigut'Gs are below the truth. As far us my personal oxamina 
ions oxtondod, almost every prisoner was affected more or less with ' 
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diarrhea or dysentery. The former disease was tlio most prevalent. 
These diseases ol the Dowels appeared to bo due in great measure to 
the long' continued use ol salt meat, and of eoarse, unbolted corn bread, 
and improperly cooked food, and to tlio foul emanations from the all- 
abounding filth and excrements. 

According' to the official regulations, tho rations issued to Federal 
prisoners wore the same as those furnished to Confederate soldiers, 
via, bee!’, one pound, or bacon, one-tliinl of a pound; corn-meal, one 
pound and a fourth, with an occasional issue of broad (wheat), rice, 
molasses, and peas. 

If the Federal prisoners did not receive tho rations to which they 
were entitled by tho net of the Confederate (tovornmont, the deficien- 
cies and irregularities were due oither to tho impossibility of securing 
regular supplies of provisions in tho impoverished condition of the 
Confederacy, with the imperfect lines of communication, dilapidated 
but crowded railroad transportation, and with a currency depreciated 
to an almost nominal value, or to frauds committed by tho officers in 
immediate charge of tho subsistence department of the prisoners and 
by the Federal prisoners themselves detailed to distribute rations 
within tho stock ado and hospital, irregularities in the supply of pro- 
visions to the main armies of the Confederacy are daily occurring. 
The moil are often upon ono-quartor rations, and upon some occasions 
have subsisted during severe marches and constant fighting upon little 
else than parched corn. Tho stealing; of rations by those detailed to 
distribute them in the prison and hospital is a subject of continual com - 
plaint on the part of the prisoners them, solves. The corn bread baked 
and issued to tho Federal prisoners consisted of unbolted corn-meal, 
and these mon, who have been accustomed chielly to wheat bread, 
could not abide this kind of food. I saw largo piles of corn broad, both 
in tho stockade and hospital grounds, which lmd been thrown away 
by the prisoners. The husk of tho corn was thought to oxort an irri- 
tant effect upon the intestinal canal. Amidst the immense mass of 
human excrement, in both the hospital ami stockade, 1 did not see a 
single molded stool. 

The foul exhalations from tho innumerable small sinks and doposits 
of exeromeiits at tho very tent doors, as well as from tho more extonsivo 
doposits in and around the streams, must also without doubt have 
caused dorangeimmt of tlio intestinal canal, as well as of the general 
system. 

The effects of tho diarrhea in reducing tho muscular forces appeared 
to be very gradual, Patients whose ilesh was oimieiatecl to such a 
dogrec that they resembled living skeletons would still bo moving 
about and preparing their food. In somo oases wlion the discharges 
from tlio bowels were checked by a change of diet and by opiates, 
dropsical effusions took pltum in the abdomen mid lower extremities. 
The treatment instituted had no beneficial effect whatever, because the 
necessary diet was not furnished tho sick. It was in vain to look for 
recovery from chronic diarrhea or dysentery when the patient was con- 
fined to corn bread, Imeon, ami hoof, Tho most ofiloionl treatment of 
these cases would have been with good, frosli milk (combined when 
necessary with lime water), beef and chicken tea, boilod milk and rice, 
and alcoholic stimulants. Opium was used in immenso quantities in 
the hospital praeliee, bat with only temporary benefit. It allayed pain, 
bat it did not roach the seat of the evil. T expressed my opinion in no 
equivocal tonus to the medical officers that treatment was useless 
without a change of diet and a complete alteration of tho police and 
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a few days the bones of tho logs woro bounded mid projected nearly 
one inoii from the gangrenous mass. In a second case of railroad 
accident, in which the cap of tho knee was simply cut. longitudinally to 
no groat depth— tho wound appeared to penetrate simply through the 
skin— gangrene appeared in t he wound in the course of (illy hours and 
progressed rapidly. In another ease, amputated in the upper third of 
tho leg for a gangrenous wound following a slight injury of the foot by 
a splinter, gangrene appeared in twenty-four hours a tier the operation, 
and at the eml of forty hours the stump presented a blue, mottled 
appearance up to the kneejoint. In these cases, which became rap- 
idly gangrenous after amputation, no pus was formed and congulablo 
lymph was thrown out to a very limited extent, and the discharges 
assumed a thin, sanious character. 

The exhalations from tho hospital and stockade appeared to extend 
their olfoots to a considerable distance outside of these localities. Thus 
tho Confederate soldiers guarding the prison, who did not. enter the 
stockade, but who only stood guard in the sentry boxes along I lie top 
of the stockade, were in several instances attacked with hospital gan- 
grene, as will bo soon from the following case, which l examined and 
recorded in the general hospital (Blunter Hospital) for Honied crate sol- 
diers, Anderson ville, Ua., September 22, 1801: 

Thomas .1. Colo, private, Third Regiment Ooorgia Reserves, ( Jompany 
H, ago sixteen, arrived at Anderson ville on the 20th of .Inly. Was 
ordered to guard prisoners at the stockade. Performed guard duty 
every third (lay, two hours on and four hours off during the twenty- 
four hours. Before leaving home received a slight scratch on the sido 
of the left foot below the ankle. This boy Imd not been accustomed (o 
wear shoes at home, and on the way to Andersonville the shoes bruised 
and inflamed the small injury. This small abrasion did not heal after 
the commencement of his duties as a soldier at Andersonvillo. It did 
not, however, give him any special trouble or appear inflamed until 
about the 1st of September, three weeks ago, and forty-two days after 
his arrival at this post. IJp to this time this young recruit Imd novor 
boon inside the stockade, and had never stood guard around or within 
the hospital inelosuro. On the 4th of Boptonibrr tho patient was com- 
pelled to quit duty, and on the 12th instant (ten days ago) he was 
transferred to the Confederate general hospital. At this time the gan- 
grenous spot was not larger than a silver half dollar, and presented an 
inflamed areolar in the sound skin, elevated everted edges, and elevated, 
pulpy, ragged, greenish and grayish central mass. Up to the present 
time tho grangrone has spread rapidly, and the wound now presents a 
large, fungous, fetid mass, three or four inches in diameter. Hemor- 
rhage continually takes place from numerous small eroded blood vessels. 
Several smaller gangrenous spots are visible upon the leg. Tho ankle 
joint is exposed. The constitutional symptoms are well marked in this 
case. Last night when i examined him he had a hot lever with rapid 
pulse, pale, antemie, sallow complexion. This morning he Ims less beat 
of surface and tho pulse is less frequent, Imt still thorn is a feverish 
oxcitomontj and lie is very nervous and weak; cries like a child when 
his wound is touched even in the gentlest manner. I Jewels loose. 

In this Confederate hospital 1 also observed a ease of amputation at 
tho lower third of the thigh, the history of which was similar to that of 
tho ease just given. This soldier imd sulfered Ibr several years with 
a small indolent ulcer of the foot. After coining to Anderson ville and 
performing guard duty for several weeks this ulcer became gangrenous, 
and the parts were so rapidly and extensively disorganized and Iho 
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bones denuded of muscles that amputation wan deemed noeess-irv 
tlio time that. I examined I, his ease ho was isolated in a tout ' Attorn, 
amputation Kiuiftronfl reappeared in the stump, but the use of nitri!

Various inquiries were addressed to the medical officers relating tc 
the most important discuses, and especially to hospital mine rone ore 
vailing amongst I lie I'ederul prisoners. I received but onoeomnmniea 
tion to my written iiKpunes. The Hur«eon-(!enoral will lirnl this in tht 
appendix containing doenments connected with my observations unor 
tlio diseases el the Fodoml prisoners confined' in (Jump Sumter 
Aiulorsonvillo, atinehed to this portion of my labors.* 

I also instituted a series of postmortem examinations, designed fcr 
illustrate and determine tlm true onuses of the great mortality sunongsl 
the KedoraI prisoners. 17 b 

The following conclusions from these and the preceding investiga- 
tions, relating in large measure lo the origin and naturo of hospital 
gangrene, are respectfully submitted to the considoratien of the 
Surgeon (leneral. 

OONOt, unions. 


First. 'I he great mortnlity ainoiigst the federal prisoners eon lined in 
the military prison at Audersonville was not referable to climatic 
causes or to the nature of the soil and waters. 

-Second. The chief onuses of death were scurvy audits results, and 
bowol allectiouH— chronic and acute diarrhea and dysentery. The 
bowel aileetioiis appear to have been due to the diet, the habits of the 
patients, the depressed, dojeelod stale of the nervous system and 
moral and intellectual powers, and to the ellluvia arising from the 
decomposing animal and vegetable filth. The elleets of salt moat and 
an unvarying diet of corn meal, with but few vegetables and imper- 
fect supplies of vinegar mid sirup, were manifested in the great 
prevalence of scurvy. This disease, without doubt, was also influenced 
to an Important extent in its origin mid course by the foul animal 
oinanntioiiH. 

Third, From tliesaineimssof ( lie food and from the action of poisonous 
gases in the densely crowded and filthy stockade and hospital, the 
blood was altered in its constitution even before the manifestation of 
actual disease. In both the well and the sick the red corpuscles wore 
diminished, ami in nil discuses uncomplicated with inflammation the 
fibrinous element was deficient. In cases of ulceration of the mucous 
membrane of the intestinal canal the fibrinous element of the blood was 
increased! whilst in simple diarrhea, uncomplicated with ulceration, 
it was either diminished or else remained stationary. Heart clots wore 
very common if not universally present in tlio cases of ulceration of 
tlio intestinal mucous membrane, whilst in the uncomplicated cases of 
diarrhea and scurvy the blood was fluid and did not coagulato readily, 
and the hour!, clots and fibrinous concretions were almost universally 
ihsent. From tlm watery condition of tlio blood there resulted various 
serous effusions into the pericardium, ventricles of the brain, and into

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i lie abdomen. In almost sill the eases which I examined after death, 
even in the most, emaciated, there was move, or less serous effusion into 
the abdominal cavity. In cases oT hospital gangrene of the extremities 
and m cases of gangrono of the intestines, heart, Hots and linn coagula 
were universally present. The presence of these clots in the cases of 
hospital gangrene, whilst they were absent in the eases in which there 
wore no inflammatory symptoms, sustains the conclusion that hospital 
gangrene is a species of inflammation, imperfect and irregular though 
it may be in its progress, in which the fibrinous clement and coagulation 
of the blood are increased, even in those who are suffering from such a 
condition of the blood, and from such diseases as are naturally accom- 
panied with a decrease in the fibrinous constituent. 

Fourth. The fact that hospital gangrene appeared in the stockade 
first, and originated spontaneously without any previous contagion 
and occurred sporadically all over the stockade and prison hospital, was 
proof positive that this disease will arise wherever the conditions of 
crowding, llltli, foul air, and bad diet, are present. The exhalations 
from the hospital and stockade appeared to exert these effects to a con- 
siderable distance outside of these localities. The origin of hospital 
gangrene amongst these prisoners appeared clearly to depend in great 
measure upon the state of the general system, induced by diet and 
various external noxious influences. The vapidity of the appearance 
and action of the gangrene depended upon the powers and state of the 
constitution, as well as upon the intensity of the poison in the atmos- 
phere, or upon the direct application of poisonous matter to the wounded 
surface. This was further illustrated by the import ant (act that hospital 
gangrene, or a disease resembling it, in all essential respects, attacked 
the intestinal canal of patients laboring under ulcerat ion of the bowels, 
although there were no local manifestations of gangrene upon the 
surface of the body. This mode of termination in cases of dysentery 
was quite common in the foul atmosphere of the <). H. military prison 
hospital, in the depressed, depraved condition of the system of these 
Federal prisoners. 

Fifth. A scorbutic condition of the system appeared to favor the 
origin of foul ulcers, which frequently took on (rue hospital gangrene. 
Scurvy and hospital gangrene frequently existed in the same individual. 
In such cases vegetable diet with vegetable acids would remove llio 
scorbutic condition without curing the hospital gangrene. 

From the results of the existing war for the establishment of the 
independence of the ('on federate States, as well as from the published 
observations of Doctor Trotter, Sir (lilbert Miami, and others of the 
English navy and army, it, is evident that the scorbutic condition of 
the system, especially in crowded ships and camps, is most favorable 
to the origin and spread of foul ulcers and hospital gangrene. Asia 
tlio present ease of Andersonville, so also in past times when medical 
hygiene was almost entirely neglected, these two diseases were almost 
universally associated in crowded ships, in many cases it was very 
difficult to dcoido at Hint whether the ulcer was a simple result of 
scurvy or of the action of the poison of hospital gangrene, for there 
was groat similarity in the appearance of I, he ulcers in the two diseases, 
So commonly have those two diseases been combined in their origin 
and action that the description of scorbutic ulcers by many authors 
evidently includes also many of the prom incut characteristics of hospital 
gangrene. This will he rendered evident by an examination of the 
observations of Doctor bind mid Hit- (lilbert Minim upon scorbutic 
ulcers. 
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Sixth. Oangronous spots, followed by rapid dost motion of tissue, 
appeared in some eases when t hero bad boon no known wound. With- 
out siieli well-established facts it might he assumed that the disease 
was propagated from one patient to another. In sneli a (Why and 
crowded hospital ns tint! of the U. H. military prison at Andersonvillo 
it was impossible to isolalo tin 1 wounded from the sources of actual con- 
tact of the {pin# venous matter. The Hies swarming over the wounds 
and over lilth of every kind, the (iltliy, imperfectly washed, and scant 
supplies of rags, and I he limited supplies of washing utensils— the same 
washbowl serving for scores of patients — were sources of such constant 
circulation of the gangrenous matter that the disease might rapidly 
spread from a single gangrenous wound. The fact already stated that 
a form of moist gangrene resembling hospital gangrene was quite 
common in this foul atmosphere in eases of dysentery, both wit-hand 
without the <‘\istoneo of the disease upon the exterior surface, not only 
demonstrates the dependence of the disease upon the state of the con- 
stitution, but proven in the clearest manner that neither the contact of 
the poisonous matter of gangrene nor the direct action of the poisoned 
atmosphere upon the. ulcerated surface is necessary to the development 
of tlie disea, se. 

yovcntli. In this foul atmosphere a, input ation did not arrest hospital 
gangrene; the disease almost invariably returned. Almost every 
amputation was followed finally by death, either from the oil'eets of 
gangrene or from the prevailing diarrhea ami dysentery. Nitric acid and 
escharolics generally in this erowdod atmosphere, loaded with noxious 
ellluvia, everted only temporary clients. After their application to the 
diseased surfaces the gangrene would froqcntly return with redoubled 
energy; and oven alter the gangrene, had been completely removed by 
local and constitutional treatment, it would frequently return and 
destroy I, lie patient. As far as my observation extended, very lew of 
the cases of amputation for gangrene recovered. The progress of these 
cases was frequently very deceptive. 1 have observed after death the 
most extensive disorganization of the structures of the stump, where 
during life there was lint little swelling of the part and t-lio patient was 
apparently lining well. 1 endeavored to impress upon the medical 
ofUoorH the view that in this disease treatment was almost useless 
without an abundant supply of pure fresh air, nutritious food, and 
tonics ami s(i umlauts. Such changes, however, as would allow of tho 
isolation of the eases of hospital gangrene appeared to bo out. of tho 
power of the median I ollieers. 

High th. The gangrenous muss was without true pus, and consisted 
childly of broken down disorganized structures. Tho reaction of tho 
gangrenous matter in certain singes was alkaline. 

Ninth. The best, am! in truth the only, means of protecting large 
iirmies and navies, as well as prisoners, from tho ravages of hospital 
gangrene is to furnish liberal supplies of well cured meat, iogether 
with fresh beef and vegetables, and to enforce a rigid system of 
hygiene. 

Tenth. Finally, this gigantic mass of human misery calls loudly for 
voliof, not only for (he sake of the sufferers and humanity, but also on 
account of our own brave soldiers now captives in the bands of tho Nod- 
oral (lovernment. Htriet justice lo the gallant men of tho (Ion federate 
armies who have been or who may be so unfortunate as to bo com- 
pelled lo surrender in battle demands that the Confederate (lovorn- 
Jnont should adopt that eunrse which will best secure their health and 
comfort in captivity, or at least leave their enemies without tho shadow

increasing force. The disastrous campaign in Northern Georgia has 
been attended with tlio almost utter desolation ol' (bis portion of the 
Stato. Hundreds of families have lost all. 'Pile women ami children 
of Atlanta (the third city in size in Georgia) have been driven out by 
the imperative orders of (ioneral tfliorimm. Thousands of old moil, 
women, and children have lied from the (owns nml villages, from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta, to those portions of Die State considered more safe 
from invasion, and are occupying old ears, sheds, and bush tents along 
the entire linos of railroads. The hospitals connected with the Army 
ofTonnosaoo luivo been in a state of perpetual motion, crowding back 
upon one another in (he interior of the Htale; every railroad depot Is a 
hospital, ami almost every train is crowded with its living freight of 
sick and wounded men. 

Hospital gangrene and pyemia are prevailing to an alarming extent 
upon the wounded of the Army of Tennessee, whose systems have 
been broken down not only by the arduous campaign culminating in 
tlio stubborn defense of Atlanta, but more especially by Ibc scant diet 
of corn and salt moat, and by tlio unavoidable crowding into box-cftt'8 
and badly ventilated hospitals suddenly impressed to meet tho omor- 
"'mcy. It is. therefore, with some approeiimon of the great dilllculties 
bo situation that f respectfully present lo the consideration of tlio 
goon-Generai tho conditions which I believe lo bo absolutely oason- 
tho roliof of those suffering prisoners: 

ueli an increase of the ( Ion federal e guard as will allow of tlio 
neniof the prison and htmpilnl grounds lo at least four times 
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fclieir pros out area, and llio establishment of a thorough system of polico 
•within the hounds of the s to ok ado and wards of the hospital. Without 
the presence of an adequate guard in all parts of the premises occu- 
pied by (-ho prisoners no efficient system of hygiene or of medical 
practice can bo carried out. Prisoners left to themselves will not 
regard sanitary rules. Even the armies of the Confederacy in the field 
have (especially in the earlier periods of the war) suffored from the 
neglect of sanitary regulations to an alarming and most unfortunate 
extent, as is well known to the Surgeon- General. 

(/;) 'Pho construction of comfortable shelters for tho sick and well 
upon a definite plan. As far as tho hospital is concerned no plan is 
needed beyond the general ono for Confederate hospitals. 

(c) The substitution, as far as possible, of wheat in tho placoof corn, 
and tho liberal issue of sweet potatoes, pons, and molasses to the well, 
and of rice and milk and fresh beef to tho sick. 

(d) A thorough organization of the modical department with a largo 
increase of medical ollieors. 

(a) The appointment, as far as possiblo, of disabled but competout 
Confederate soldiers as nurses. 

if) The establishment of a rigid system of hygiene rules for tho 
government of all prison hospitals throughout the Confcdorato States. 
b ( // ) A liberal supply of bodding, clothes, and cooking utensils to the 

(//) The appointment of tho necessary numbor of chaplains to minister 
to tho sick.

As it so rarely liappens in the course ol a. cvpornuiee ot tint 
mod leal practitioner or surgeon Ibat lie lias an opportunity of witness- 
ing this most formidable and loathsome disease in all its aggravated 
forms if might not, lie amiss to iufrodaee in Mhh plane a, detailed 
account of Mint fearful disease, as if him prevailed and is si ill prevailing 
in this prison. But as that would Im a work ol superei ogntion and 
lead us too far from our subject, we will not nllenipf I lie I ask. Out of 
30,000 prisoners who have been confined at this place during the pant 
spring and summer, perhaps not less than one half have suffered from 
this disoase in some of its various ('onus. 

As a sequel to the above named discuses we have unlearn, anasarca, 
asdics, hyd roll i ora x, nmemiu, and ulcers of nearly every variety and 
form. These ulcers are produced from (he slightest causes imaginable. 
A pin scratch, a prick of a. splinter, a piislula, an abrasion, or even a 
mosquilo bite are sufficient causes Ibr (heir production. Tim phugo- 
denie ulceris Llio most conimou variety met with muon/' the prisoners, 
and usually commences from some of the onuses eiimncrnlcil nlmvo, or 
from wounds or injuries of a more serious nature. When from any of 
tlieso causes an ulcer forms, if speedily assumes u phn ged on ie appear- 
ance and oxtomls over a large os tout of surfuee, and presents irritable, 
jagged, and everted edges, amt slowly destroys the deep tissues down to 
the bone. Tlio surface presents a large ash colored or greenish-yellow 
slough and omits a very offensive odor. After the slough is removed 
by appropriate treatment the parts beneath show but. little lendonoy 
to granulate. Occasionally, however, apparently healthy granulations 
spring up and progress liiioly Ibr a time, and again full into sloughing, 
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atl( l i^uiK, by an alternate process of sloughing and phagedenic ulcera- 
tion, large portions of the affected member or large masses of the body 
are destroyed. In this condition gangrene usually sots in, and if not 
speedily arrested soon puts an end to the poor sufferer’s existence. 

Gangrene first made its appearance in the stockade in the latter part 
of April or first of Rl ay last. The first that came under our observation 
was the result of frostbite. These cases ^threo or four in number) 
occurred among the prisoners who had been imprisoned on Bello Island 
last winter, where they received the injury. The parts attacked from 
this cause wore usually the toes. The treatment was cold-water dress- 
ing and the whole allocted member enveloped in cloths spread with 
simple corate, with tonics to support the system. This treatment 
usually succeeded, with the loss, perhaps, of one or moro of the affected 


lilarly in the spring smallpox made its appearance in the prison, and 
as a prophylactic measure wo woro ordered to vaccinate “all who could 
not show a healthy scar.” Consequently we went to work, and in a 
week or ten days 2,000 or 2,000 wore vaccinal od. Out of these nearly 
every man who happened to bo affected with scurvy was attacked with 
ulceration of the pustule. These small ulcers soon began to slough 
and ex tend over a large extent of suriheo. These sloughs would become 
dotaciicd, the parts beneath suppurate, as in the case of other ulcers in 
a sloughy condition, until at last the uleor would become phagedenic 
and destroy every structure in its track for a considerable extent. In 
this condition gangrene would set in, and if the disoaseho not speedily 
arrested by powerful oselmvotios, emollient poultices, and the proper 
vegetable diet, amputation became necessary, or the poor wretch would 
sink under the irritation; diarrhea or dysontcry would suporvouo and 
speedily destroy the patient. The noxt and most common form of ulcers 
with us are what we call the scorbutic ulcer. 

Tii severe eases of scurvy wo have tho upper and lower extremities 
covered with blue or livid spots, varying from the sizo of a millet seed 
to three or four inches in diameter, or the whole log may be of a dark 
livid or copper color. These blotches become painful, open and ulcerate. 
This condition continues for a time, and finally slough, destroying whole 
toes, feet, and even arms and legs, apparently without there being suffi- 
cient energy or vitality in the system to set up in ilanmmlory action. In 
this lamentable condition gangrene seisin and exhibits a moro striking 
oxnmple of hospital gangrene than any other form of gangrene with 
which we have lmd to con torn!. The most prominent symptoms of this 
kind of gangrene an' a weak and small pulse, groat prostration of tho 
already enfeebled vital powers, a dry, glazed tongue, great anxiety of 
countenance, with a foul grayish slough all over the surface ol tho 
wound or ulcer, which discharges a large quantity of filthy and very 
offensive sanies, destroying muscles and everything before it down to 
tho hone, If an operation be not resorted to, we lmvo hemorrhage, 
caused by tint destruction of the blood vessels of tho part, w o have 
operated on perhaps twenty or thirty cases in this condition, and wo do 
not recollect of a single case where tho gangrene did nolmippoarm 
tho slump and speedily destroy the patient. In the ot-lior forms oi 
gangrene, however, wo have hud much hotter success. Out ol perhaps 
a hundred, operations twenty or thirty uro well and as many others 
upnuvonUy doing well. We think the above a (air estimate ol all fcho 
capital operations performed in this hospital during the spring and 
summer. 
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When first we promised to contribute our ini to to tlio subject before 
us we must confess we thought the task much easier than it lias since 
proved to be. On looking' over our notes we find them incomplete in 
many important particulars, and as we have but little time to liivesti* 
g'ate the subject in so scientific a manner as its importance demands, 
we aro almost tempted to at once desist and confess our inability to do 
justice lo the subject. But as our promise is out, and this paper is for 
your uso, and not for public criticism, we will make the effort, hoping 
you will judge its merits with 11 Christian charity,” and correct us in 
any errors we may make through ignorance or inexperience, and give 
us such information as you may deem necessary for our benefit iu the 
future. 

In order to show you the kind of material we have to work on it will 
be necessary to first give you a list of the most prevalent diseases 
among the prisoners, consequent on great mental and nervous depres- 
sion, from long confinement in overcrowded and badly arranged pris- 
ons, seclusion from society, long- deferred hope, a lack of cleanliness, . 
insufficient supply of nourishing food, a want of proper exercise of 
both body and mind, and from breathing ail atmosphere so much 
vitiatod by idio miasma as to be insufficient to produce the proper 
degree of oxygenation of the blood, a condition so necessary to both 
mental and bodily soundness. This depraved blood tbon affords an 
imperfect stimulus to the brain and nervous system, and ns a result wo 
have languor and inactivity of the mental and nervous functions, with 
a tendency to headache, syncope, hypochondriasis, and hemeralopia. 
The diseases most commonly met with aro diarrhea, dysentery) inter- 
mittent and remittent fever, with continued, or camp, fever, ns many 
term it. Wc also have catarrhal affections, with occasional pneumonia, 
and plcnritis, and, above all, scorbutus. 

As it so rarely happens in the course of a long experience of the 
medical practitioner or surgeon that ho lias an opportunity of witness- 
ing this most formidable and loathsome disease in all its aggravated 
forms, it might not be amiss to introduce in this place a detailed 
account of that fearful disease, as it lias prevailed and is still prevailing 
in this prison. But as that would be a work of supererogation and 
lead us too far from our subject, we will not attempt the task. Out of 
30,000 prisoners who have been confinod at this place during the past 
spring and summer, perhaps not loss than 0110 -half have suffered from 
this disoase in somo of its various forms, 

As a sequel to the above named diseases wo have (edema, anasarca, 
ascites, hydrothorax, aimuniu, and ulcers of nearly every variety and 
form. These ulcers are produced from the slightest causes imaginable. 
A pin scratch, a prick of a splinter, a pustula, an abrasion, or oven a 
mosquito bite are siiHicieiit causes for their production. The plmgo- 
denic ulcer is tlio most common variety mot with among the prisoners, 
and usually commences from somo of the causes enumerated above, or 
from wounds or injuries of a more serious nature. When from any of 
these causes an ulcer forms, it speedily assumes a phagedenic appear- 
ance and extends over a largo extent of surface, and presents irritable, 
jag-god, and everted edges, and slowly destroys the deep tissues down to 
the bone. The surface presents a largo ash-colored or greenish-yellow 
slough and emits a very offensive odor. After the slough is removed 
by appropriate treatment the parts beneath .show but littlo tendency 
to granulato. Occasionally, however, apparently healthy granulations 
spring up and progress finely for a time, and again fall into sloughing. 
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and tli un, by ait alternate process of sloughing ami phagedenic ulcera- 
tion, largo portions oft, lie affoeled member or largo masses of the body 
are destroyed. In this eondilion gangrene usually sots in, and if not 
speedily arrested soon puts an end to the poor sufferer’s existence. 

Clangrone lirsl made ils appeu ranee in the stockade m the latter part 
of April or first of May last. The lirsl, th at came under our observation 
was the result of frostbite. These cases (three or four in number) 
occurred among the prisoners who had been imprisoned on Bello Island 
last winter, where they received the injury. The parts attacked from 
this cause were usually the toes. The treatment was cold-water dress- 
ing, ami the whole affected member enveloped in cloths spread with 
simple cerate, wit h tonics to support the system. This treatment 
usually succeeded, with the loss, perhaps, of one or more of the affected 

^Barly in the spring’ smallpox made its appearance in the prison, and 
as a prophylactic measure we were ordered to vaccinate “all who could 
not show a healthy sear.” Consequently we wont to work, and in a 
week or ten days aJO(H) or 11,000 were vaeehmled. Out of these nearly 
every man who happened to be affected with scurvy was attacked with 
ulceration of the pustule. These small ulcers soon began to slough 
and extend over a large oxtontof surface. These sloughs would become 
detached, the parts beneath suppurate, as in the case of other ulcers in 
a sloughy condition, until at last the ulcer would become phagedenic 
and destroy every structure in its track for a considerable extent. In 
this condition gangrene would set in, and if thediseasobo not speedily 
arrested by powerful escharoties, oinolliont poultices, and the proper 
vegetable diet, amputation became necessary, or the poor wretch would 
sink under the irritation; diarrhea or dysentery would supervene and 
speedily destroy the patient. The next and most common form of ulcers 
with us are what we call the scorbutic uleor. 

in severe cases of scurvy we have the upper and lower extremities 
covered with blue or Iividspots, varying from the size of a millet seed 
to three or four inches in diameter, or the whole leg may be of a dark 
livid or copper color. These bloichos become painful, open and ulcerate. 
This eondilion continues for a time, and finally slough, destroying whole 
toes, feet, and even arms mid legs, apparently without there being sufil- 
cie.nt energy or vitality in the system to set up inflammatory action. In 
this lumen (able condition gangrene sets in and exhibits a inoro striking 
example of hospital gangrene than any other form of gangrono with 
which we have had to contend. The most prominent symptoms of this 
kind of gangrene are a weak and small pulso, great prostration of the 
already enfeebled vital powers, a dry, glazed tongue, great anxiety of 
countenance, with a foul grayish slough all over tho surface oi tlio 
wound or ulcer, which discharges a large quantity of filthy and very 
offensive sanies, destroying muscles and everything boforo it down to 
the bone. If an operation be not resorted to, we lmvo hemorrhage, 
caused by the destruction of the blood vessols of the part. Wo have 
operated on perhaps twonlyor thirty cases in this condition, and woclo 
not recollect of a single case where the gangrene did not roappoar in 
the stump and speedily destroy the patient. Iii the other forms of 
gangrene, however, we have had much better success. Out oi perhaps 
a hundred operations twenty or thirty are well and as many others 
apparently doing well. Wo think the above a fair estimate of all the 
capital operations performed in this hospital during tho spring and 
summer. 
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Tho treatment adopted in all forms of l ho disease (when wo have it) 
; s t01licH Hlic h as quinine, tincture of iron, sail* alba., onpsitoriiiin per- 
folia tilin’ and such other indigenous romedins us we can obtain from 
tho* woods Wo are now making some experiments with it decoction 
of tho baptism linotoria, which grows abundantly around the hospital. 
As local applications we use puro nitric acid, nitrate of silver, tincture 
of iodine oloiim terobinthiiun, and Darby’s prophylactic Hind, followed 
by emollient poultices made of pulverized lini, or a common mush 
poultice made by tliiekoning a strong decoction of qucrcus rubra with 

corn-meal. . „ ... , . , 

Wo will give you a tabular statement ol tho patients received into 

and treated in our ward alone for the past three months, with the result. 
We re" ret not being able to do the same lor the whole hospital. 

In the month of August we had in the IlfLh ward twenty-one opera- 
tions of all kinds. Out of these cases wo had ton deaths, mostly attrib- 
uted to either diarrhea or dysentery, while only two or three were caused 
by recurrence of the gangrono in the stump.

It will bo seen by the above stalcmcnt that wo trim tod in a little 
over three months Ulift patients, and mil of that number RUM have 
died, d7 wore transferred to other wards, !.‘l wore derailed Inr duty in 
hospital as nurses (after they wore cured), and 1 1 were sent to quarters 
(cured), which loaves us 50 still in the ward (October 5), and out of 
the 50 there are 2 or .'5 about well, <1 or 5 convalescent, ami the remain- 
der pretty bud oil'. 

In September we had 1! operations for the same condition, of which 
7 died from diarrhea and dysontory. Tho whole number of operations 
for the two months (August and Soptombor) were AS, of which 17 died, 
9 were transferred to other wards, (I are convalescent in the ward, and 
we know of -I or a others who wore transferred lo oilier wards, and who 
arc also convalescent. Tho deaths us far as known are reported in tho 
above. 

Wo will now give you a case of what we took lor true hospital gan- 
grene. J. Mailer, aged twenty* four years, ml mi tied Augusl 5, with a 
largo sphacelus covering the whole arm up to within two and a half 
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inches of tho .shoulder joint. Tim arm was very much tumefied, and 
presold ml around Mm border of tlm large sphaeolus a kind of erysipela- 
tous inflammalion. This iiilhnned surlaee was covered with green and 
yellow spots; these in turn opened and disc, barged iilthy and very offen- 
sive sanies. The pulse boat 120 to the minute, was weak, and had a 
peculiar vibratory thrill. Tongue dry and glazed, very red at the tip 
and edges. Dowels a little loose, but not amounting to diarrhea 
Appotilo weak. Urine scant and highly colored; complained of con- 
siderable pain in the affected arm and shoulder; had copious night- 
sweats; complained of chilliness of mornings and fever in the after- 
noon. ( !j Qiiinhe sulph., gr. xx. Pulv. Doveri, gr. x. M. ft. chart, iii 
and l.o bo given every six hours in one ounce good whisky. Apply 
pure nitric, acid Lo the sphacelus, envelope tlm whole arm in pulverized 
lini poultices.) 

(ilh. Patient no botl or; is very anxious to huvo the arm amputated; 
gangrene extending. Pulse 125 in the morning, 137 in the evening. 
Tongue about the same. Dowels still loose. AppotiLo somewhat 
improved; forearm edematous; continued prescription. 

7th. Gangrene still extending above the elbow; presents a pea-greon 
appearance, mid emits an intolerable odor. Pulse 130 at 8 a. m., UL 
at 5 p. in. J Jewels painful; lias mucous discharges. Appetite weak; 
cannot obtain diet of proper kinds. 

8th. This morning the gangrene has extended into the shoulder 
joint and half way to tlm hand. Pulse MO, a. m.; 157, p. m. lias dys- 
entery. Proscription eon tinned with turpentino emulsion. In this 
condition tlm patient remained up to tlm JOtli, at which time ho began 
to sink, and us we could do nothing more we continued about the same 
troutmonl, up to tlm Mth, at which time the patient died, with the 
whole arm in a state nf sphacelus. 

Now, if this was “hospital gangrene,” wo have had quite a number 
of cases of this disease, and if not, the disease has not prevailed at 
this post. All hough tlm ease above described is but a faint outline of 
the disease, yet we hope if is suflieionLly plain to he understood. 

We will close this paper, lest we weary you with dry and uninterest- 
ing matter, by giving a short description of our so-called hospital. Wo 
have from l, (1(10 to 2,000 patients, besides nurses and attendants, 
crowd (Ml together in small and almost useless tents erected on loss than 
three at*, res of ground. Tlm hospital is located on a narrow tonguo of 
land between two small creeks on each side of which are swamps forty 
or llfty yards in width; on the west and up those creeks from tlm hos- 
pital are tlm camps and stockade. Now, all tho ddbris from over 30,000 
human beings have lo pass along tlm small brook on tlm north of tlm 
hospital grounds and within a slone’s throw of patients’ tents. A largo 
portion of this tilth is deposited on tlm marsh and produces a most 
sickening stench. Our patients are carried from the stockade and 
placed in the ten Is by the attendants. Wo put in tho common small 
A tent four patients, in the large wall tout eight, and in tho common 
ily from six lo eight. About one-third have bunks or sea Holds and tho 
remainder have to lie on the ground without straw or anything else to 
protect them from its dampness. 

Those who are not fortunate enough to have a blanket aro compelled 
to lie on the damp ground with no covering but tlmir clothing^ which 
in many instances they lmve worn for six months without was hmg. 

Tho diet is of the coarsest kind, consisting of boiled beef, rice, 
molasses, and coarse corn bread baked without sifting, and from one 
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to two ordinary sized biscuits. To this wo somoiimrs liavo added {l 
small allowance of vegetables, such as polity potatoes, and onlhmls. 
Those vegetables are generally issued raw and the patients are coin- 
pelled to hire their eomradcH to cook them in some sort of style and 
pay them out oi their .scanty allowance. 

We also have great dillieulty in procuring medicines. The supplies 
for a month aro usually exhausted in ten days, and the remainder of 
the time we are compelled to rely oil such indigenous remedies as wo 
can procure from the adjacent woods. Our cooking department lias 
been very deficient all summer, consisting of two large, salt keitlos 
placed on* a furnace in the open air. The water is good and the supply 
plenteous. 

With tlioso facts before you you will not wonder at the. learhil mor- 
tality presented in our report and in the tabular statement Jrotn our 
waril, presented above. 

"Keeling wo have (lone our whole duty, both in the eyes oi God and 
man, we leave the matter to rest with those whose duty it was to fur- 
nish supplies and build up a hospital that might have reflected credit 
on the Government and saved the lives of thousands of our race. 

HOSPITAL (3-AN ( I ltl'JNJ'l. 

The above description of ulcers attended with gangrene aro so 
nearly allied to hospital gangrene that we are of the opinion that 
many cases of the above diseases are identical with this disease. 

As hospital gangrene propor is of rare occurrence m our country, and 
ns our public institutions have never been visited by this disease in its 
epidemic form like the large hospitals of lOuropo, it has rarely happened 
that oar teachers of medicines and surgery have had an opportunity of 
witnessing and investigating the disease in its most aggravated forms, 
ilonoo wo have comparatively little written on the subject by American 
authors ; and what little 1ms been written is dinic, alt lo understand, on 
account of the very diJforont descriptions given by different authors, 
both of this and other countries, so Mint we are at a> loss to know how 
to proceed with our investigation, lost in forming an opinion on a sub- 
ject so interesting and important we should make some filial blunders. 
Wo will therefore content ourselves by giving such answers to the 
questions you honored us with while with as as may seem in our humble 
judgment propor. 

We take the ground that we have hospital gangrene in its most 
aggravated form in this hospital; ami also that it lots and is still pre- 
vailing lo an alarming extent among these unfortunate prisoners. Wo 
regard the sloughing plnigediena so common and so fatal in its conse- 
quences as a true typo of this disease. At least, this disease corre- 
sponds so accurately with descriptions of hospital gangrene given by 
Iiuropoan writers that wo conclude the disease is one and the same. 

We have had under our immediate care u goodly number of eases of 
this disease within the last lew months, and have witnessed a great 
many more in other wards, ami have consuiled with various medical 
gentlemen on the subject, and 11ml but few who differ in opinion with 
reference lo the disease usually diagnosed “plmgeihena gungneiiwui” 
and “hospital gangrene” being the same disease. 

From the experience we have had with hospital gangieiie we rognrd 
it as a constitutional disease, from the fact (hat we invariably have it 
marked by constitutional symptoms, generally of a low grade. Those 
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symptoms may or may not precede the local invasion of the disease, 
according to circumstances. Tf the constitution of the patient is greatly 
debilitated by previous disease, as from scorbutus or chronic diarrhea, 
wo usually have primary symptoms, such as great depression of tho 
vital powers, anxious and expressionless countenance, quick undfeoblo 
pulse, and a dry, red, or glazed tongue, hover and other constitutional 
disturbances are invariably mot with in this disease, but do not always 
precedo it. When the disease is brought on in healthy patients with 
fresh wounds by contagion we have tho above symptoms following the 
local disturbance or invasion of the disease. Wo have had no chance 
of settling the question of contagion in this hospital. Our patients 
have been crowded together on the same ground with other patients 
suffering' from the various diseases incident to tho prisoners, and in 
very many instances in the same tent, or even on the same bed. Again, 
we only have ono wash pail to the tent, and it is utterly impossible for 
the nurses, if they wore over so particular, to keep those who have no 
gangrene from using tho same basin usod by the gangrene patients. 
Tho same sponge is doubtless often used for every patient in the tout, 
and owing to the great scarcity of bandages we are compelled to use 
the same bandages several times, and in washing they not un frequently 
got changed, and thus the disease may bo transmitted from one patient 
to the other by actual contact. Ho we are not in possession of tho 
proper data to justify us in giving an alUrmativo answer as to the 
disease being contagious; but from our limited experience with tho dis- 
ease, and from what we know of its nature ami gonoral character, wo 
are inclined to the opinion that it is highly contagious. 

Wo have not the least doubt of tho constitutionality of tho disease, 
but cannot speak from experience as to tho success of a strictly consti- 
tutional treatment. We are always so anxious to relieve our patients 
of whatever disease they may chance to have that we always make 
every effort for their relief in our power, lienee wo havo never treated 
this diseaso without using local applications, nor do wo believe that wo 
would bo justifiable in making the experiment of treating hospital gan- 
grene by constitutional means only. With the life of a human being 
in our hands, wo would not think of risking constitutional treatment 
alone. Therefore wo cannot answer the question from experimental 
knowledge. 

Hospital gangrene may appear in slight wounds, oven in perfectly 
healthy patients, if they should be exposed to tho atmosphere in which 
the patient or patients are eonJlnod who are suffering from this disease, 
but tho dangers of contagion are not so groat as in other diseases of 
this nature. Having never tried tho experiment of inoculation with 
gangrenous matter, wo cannot speak positively, but wo havo no doubt 
but that we would have a modified form of tho disease as a result. 
Wo do not boliovo this disease over originates spontaneously in well- 
regulated and properly ventilated hospitals, unless the patients are 
overcrowded and neglected. Still, such cases are on record, but it will 
be remembered that at tho timoof their occurrence other diseases wore 
prevailing epidemically, such as influenza, erysipelas, and phlebitis, 
which may, under certain circumstances, act as ono of tho causes of this 
affection. Influenza prevailed very extensively in the prison about the 
time this disease originated, and may havo had something to do with 
its production. Lot the causes bo what they may, when tho diseaso is 
once established in an extensive hospital it generally spreads rapidly, 
by contagion or otherwise, and its rapid spread is only checked by iso- 
lating all who arc affected with the disease from tho other sick and 
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wounded. Tlio essential (‘omlilions and cm i sen «f the disease under con 
sideration are oL' various kinds, such as deprivation of tho blood, over 
crowded hospitals, a lack of proper cleanliness, and iiisulHoient ventila 
tion. In fact, anythin# which would cause other diseases of a i 0tt 
form might be oniiineratcd as causes of this truly formidable disease 

The last question we will not attempt to answer at this time, \\\ 
have not performed a siilllcionL number of post-inorlem e\aminatiom 
of patients who have died from this and other diseases to entitle us tc 
speak positively as to any peculiar “local losious which are character- 
istic of this disease.” 

Wo will therefore close this already too lengthy paper, hoping thal 
it may in some way assist you in making your report to the Hurgoon- 
General, and thereby prove of some bonollt to the profession and the 
country.

They said the guard had left 
them about ten miles from our lines. 1 sent out all available wagons 
and a. railroad train for the sick, and made the best arrangements in 
my power for the comfort of the whole. 

On the both of April Major Thompson, provost- marshal -gen oral, 
Department of the .South, arrived at Jacksonville, and under orders 
from (tenoral dill more look charge of the prisoners. He attended to 
the making of rolls and conveying the men North. Some men belonging 
to the Seventeenth Ooimoeliout Volunteers, to Soventy-iiftU Ohio Vol- 
unteers, and to One hundred and seventh Ohio Volunteers were per- 
mitted to remain with their regiments, then stationed in the District 
of Florida. All the sick able to bear transportation have since been 
removed.

From the within report it appears that the paroled i>risonors hereto- 
fore reported by this ollico as having arrived at Annapolis from Jack- 
sonville, Fla., wore taken charge of at Jacksonville, Fla., by Major 
Thompson, provost-murshal-general, Department of the South,’ that 
most of them were forwarded by him to Annapolis, and that ho per- 
mitted Home of them, though on parole, to join their regiments. Major 
Thompson has up to this time furnished no roll of the prisoners 
received by him, nor has he made any report of the disposition which 
he made of t hem. Ilo seems to have been aware of the order regard- 
ing paroled prisoners to 1m sent to Annapolis, but, notwithstanding, 
lie allowed some of them, in violation of that order, to join their regi- 
ments. It is impossible that this ollico can account promptly for 
paroled troops if ollleors who receive them aro so negligent in the 
performance of their duly as Major Thompson lias been in this case. 
Other rojiorls received in this ollico show that there wore ilfty to sixty 
of these prisoners then remaining at Jackson villo, Fla.

General: 1 have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your com-, 
munication of 201 h ultimo asking information relative to a report 
published in the newspapers lo the elfoet that (lie rebel authorities lmd 
abandoned a body of union soldiers who had been held an prisoners of 
war while conducting them within our lines, some of whom had suc- 
ceeded in reaching this post. 

I desire to state in reply that soon after I assumed command of this 
district, which was in the latter part of April, J received a eomimmiea 
tfon from Mnj, (ton. Sam. Jones, at that time commanding the rebel 
forces in this State, saying that he wished to deliver a number of our 
prisoners at this point, but 1 declined to receive them without being 
authorized to do so. The substance of Ids letter ! at once sent to the 
major general commanding tlm department and asked for instructions, 
requesting that suitable arrangements might be made for transporting 
them North, mid to supply them in the meantime with clothing and 
supplies, medical attendance, &«., the supply being limited at this 
post. Before the receipt of instructions and the supplies asked for 
arrived I was informed by General Jones that he was unable to care, 
for tho prisoners, between It, 000 and 4,000 in number, and that he was 
somewhat fearful that they would not longer submit to control, and 
fearful that some might lose (heir lives, and urged Mint they bo 
received and in the meantime started Lhem for balm (lily, bringing 
thorn to Baldwin, a distance of twenty miles, to within a few miles of 
my lines, when the escort loft them on their way. 

I received tho prisoners and had lhem properly cured for, the noces 
sary supplies, clothing, iVie., arriving about the same time. Thopris 
oners were in a miserable condition and a number of them died after 
they arrived hero. Tho survivors have all been forwarded North since 
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that tilin', the hint, of Mm Hick mid disabled having been sent on board 
the hospital ship Oosinopolilan on the 20t.h of May.

General: i have the honor to inclose herewith the original rolls of 
about 1,H00 prisoners of war (2,20-1 in equivalents) delivered over to me 
by the rebel agent of exchange (Major Hzymanski) at the mouth of Red 
River on the 27th day of May, 1805. Of this number equivalents have 
already been delivered to and are acknowledged by the rebel authori 
ties of 1,008; the remainder of that number (1,800) have been ordered 
(as paroled prisoners) to Benton Barracks, Mo. The men paroled, as 
the rolls indicate by red ink notes, belong to the following organiza- 
tions, viz: Woven ty seventh and One hundred and thirtieth Illinois; 
One hundred and twentieth Ohio; One hundred and sixty second, One 
hundred and sixty fifth, and One hundred and seventy-third Now York; 
Twenty third Wisconsin; Eighlcenth, Twenty eighth, Twenty-ninth, 
Thirty- second, Thirty-third, and Thirty-sixth Iowa Infantry. And 
(with the exception of Captains hTaunfeltor and Miller, of the One 
hundred and twentieth Ohio, and Captain IToseott, of the One hundred 
and thirtieth Illinois, who are to be included amongst the exchanged) 
all of the men of these regiments are paroled. The men of all other 
organizations on the rolls constitute tho equivalent of 1, 003 to be 
declared exchanged. I would also respectfully state that the rolls of 
the (882 men, equal (o 1,080 equivalents) rebel prisoners who were 
delivorod to the rebel agent of exchange at tho same time and place 
wore forwarded, I am informed, by the commissary ot prisoners 
(Captain Sterling) for this military division.

Soimnes was tried, jointly with Charles Walsh, Hnelcner S. Morris, 
Vincent M armada Ice, ( diaries 'I'. Daniel, (5. St. law CironlW, and lion- 
jamiuM. Anderson, lor conspiring with one Captain Ilines, alias Doctor 
I Inn tor, of the Confederate Army, and others, to neeomplish the above 
stated objects. Of those convicted by the commission Se, mines was 
one, and was sentenced to three years’ con llnomont at hard labor at- 
such phieo as tbe commanding general should direct. ( leneral Hooker 
approves the (Indiums and sentence in the eases of all the accused, and 
designates tho pohitentiary ut Columbus, Ohio, ns the place of confine- 
niont of the petitioner Homines.* 

At the termination of the trial the entire court, willi I, lie exeoption 
of Col. Charles D. Murray, uniled in subscribing to a recoin mondti- 
lion that tho sontenc.e in the ease of II. T. Semmes, the petitioner, ho 
remitted. This recommendation is annexed lo the record.! Homines 
petilionsfor pardon and release in a sworn mid atleslcd slalcment in 
which ho doohiros that he was wholly ignorant of all knowledge of tho 
oxisloneo of any such conspiracy (referring lo the conspiracy to burn 
Chicago and release the rebel prisoners) until the same was made pub- 
licly known by the arrest of other parties in the city of Chicago, on 
the morning of tlioTlh of November, I HIM; Unit conscious of his own 
innocence, ho remained in said city until his own arrest, on the 17th of 
November, 1S(» l ; that upon his trial no witnesses lestilled (o the slight- 
est knowledge on his part of any such scheme or flint he had ovor 
uttered one word, or been prosent when one word was uttered by any 
person at. any time or place, relating In any such eonspirncy. He 
further represents that upon the closing of the I'ostimmiy for the Oov- 
ornmont, coiitldenf of his immcdinle acquittal and discharge, his ease, 
by his own desire and the approval of his counsel, was subinittecl to 
the judgment of the commission without the introduction of lestimony 
and without argument in his defense. The petitioner admits tlinfc ho 
was a member of the Order of the Hons id' Hiberty, but supposed it (o 
be a purely political and lawful organization, lie slates Unit ho lias 
now no doubt “but Mint there were persons ceuneelod with said order 
(and some of Ihom in high positions therein) who did entertain treason- 
able dosigns against the (lovernmoiifc and who designed, if possible, to, 
lnakousoof that order to accomplish their purposes.” Hut lio avers! 
bis utter ignorance of all such designs and purposes, and declares that 
ho would have been at all times wholly opposed lo them. lie refers 
to tho case of Judgo Huokner H. Morris, a very prominent member

doctrine of Koeossinn, and lias never cm tort. ai lied for a moment any idea 
of resistance lo (he (lovernineut of the United Shales. lie bogs that 
the President will eousult (hilonel Ihirnell, judge advocate, and Colonel 
VVisewell, a ineinber of the commission, upon the merits of his ease. 

The state, meiils in the foregoing polition are declared I o he strictly 
reliable by T. W. Hanh>y and Thomas M. Key, eounsel for Seinmcsand 
bulge Morris on their trial; and they stale that the explanatory ovi 
lienee give.n on the defense of Morris and on which lie was acquitted, 
as fully exculpated Sommes as it did Morris. 

'I'lie abseuee of Oolonel Murray’s name from the recommendation to 
pardon is explained in a note lo (lie petition signed by Thomas M. 
Key, (‘Sip, to the following effect:

Tile record of Hie trial of the petitioner and his eo-dol'omlatils 3ms 
been carefully examined. Its great magnitude, and the consequent 
length of time required for its critical and intelligent study, have pre- 
vented an earlier preparation of this report. The conclusion arrived at 
by this Ibneau is, that tlm petitioner commuted an error in submitting 
liis case to the determination of the commission at the close of tho evi- 
dence lor the prosecution without waiting for the introduction of tho 
testimony for the defense. Although confessedly a member of the 
treasonable Order ol Horn* of 1 liberty, and in so far culpable, disbelieved 
Unit the evidence is extremely slight which goes !<> fasten upon him a 
knowledge of the evil designs of the more prominent members of the 
order. A study of the record makes it dear tlml a'largo majority of 
the members of the society, though bound together by oaths and prin- 
ciples of a, nature which should have opened then* eyes to the danger 
and disloyalty of their course, were kept in inlonl ional ignorance of the 
deliheraiely treasonable purposes of their leaders, and it is believed 
Unit Hem inert is I o beclassed with th inchoated and uuinstructed inajority. 
Tlie iiilluence anil uulhority of Homines in tho order are shown to have 
been so trilling in t.heiiiselves, and especially when contrasted with tho 
prominent position held therein by .Judge Morris, whose tongue was 
never weary in the ulloruuoo of disloyal sentiments at tlie frequent 
meetings of (lie society, and whose political proclivities may be known 
from the simple fact that he belonged lo tho so-called peace wing of the 
Democratic party, that it is dilUcult I o escape the belict that Homines 
impatience of longer conllnoinciit, the result of a consciousness of Ins 
innocence of infeiitioiial treason, lms boon the chief cause oi Ins convic- 
tion of Um fearful crimes for which lie has been brought to trial. Had 
he waited with patience for the legitimate conclusion ol tho trial, it is 
thouglit that t.lie same inlluoncoH which led the commission to acquit the 
far move guilty Morris would have operated to otioot the release or 
Homines. 
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It is respectfully recommended Unit tho petitioner bo pardoned amt 
discharged.

The undersigned deems 
the One hundred and twenty eighth Ohio Volunteers as ample guard lor 
the depot, and be eoneurs with Major Davis in the boliel that the othei 
regiment, Sixth Velernu Reserves, may with propriety be ordered to 
other soi vieo. The forts were not erected on the recommendation ot 
the undersigned, and they are not now necessary for the dolense ot the 
island. The Imspilnl reported by Major Davis as recently evec ted was 
autliori'/.ed by the Secretary of War in September 1™ ■» the ba - 
rncks were ordered by Major General Hooker in Novomboi. 1 d o plan 
in use for the safe keeping and disbursement of the pm ate hinds o 
prisoners has been found by experience to bo a very good lone; very 
few eases have occurred where money ot prisoners in the lia « « ol tl e 
commanding ollieer 1ms not been proporly aceountei foi. l o nit it m 
the hands of a primmer would be to place it beyond tho^ieach ot 
responsibility, ami to require the aeeimnts to pass through tins o ^

In view of I he speedy release, of sill 
prisoners at Koe.lc Island it is now recommended Hint, this regiment be 
assigned toother duty. The remarks m reference lo private funds of 
prisoners at Johnson’s Island apply equally well to Rook Island. 
Money sent I o prisoners Inis perhaps been too often kept from them by 
the dishonesty of those who had I he examining of I heir letters, but, when 
fandsare oace.in the hands of the commanding ollleor there is rarely any 
loss, and it is believed that in I he few eases where such I lungs' ha vo 
1 1 mi void ably occurred the money lias boon made good lo the prisoners, 

The post fund is accounted for under (lie Army Regulat ions lo the 
Adjutants lenern I and not lo this olliee. The neoonnl of the prison 
fund is rendered to this olliee, and the amount shows that it is well 
administered. The weekly report made lo this olliee of the condition 
of the depot shows a boiler stale of police Mian is reporled by Major 
Davis. 

'I’lie dopot at Rock Island is loo large to be occupied by a small num- 
ber of prisoners, and for such as may remain in cuslody it is respect- 
fully recommended that Fort Delaware be used in preference. If if, is 
desirable to relieve the fori of the presence of prisoners, ( ’amp Oliaso 
is recommended as being next most convenient, it being very central 
and being divided into three piisons, where olllcers, soldiers, and citi- 
zens may bo eon lined separately. 

The barracks at Rock Island for guard and prisoners are very good, 
and the innlosiiro may be so divided at no great cost as lo make it con- 
venient lo hold a small or large number of prisoners there, '('here will 
probably not be over 1350 olllcers lo be held after I he execution of (Ion- 
oral Orders, No. 101). 

Kollock.of the One 
hundred and eighth U. H, Oolored Troops, reported as deserted from the 
naval service, is unfit to hold a commission in (he army.

It is the design to have thus sent all persons guilty 
of offenses which are not acknowledged lo be offenses against justice 
equally in the Northern and Southern States. You will continue to use 
all proper means necessary to prevent violence against the persons and 
property in your charge. General Grange! desires that you report hero 
as soon as practicable with full lists of all prisoners, and full statements 
in each case of the crimes for which they have been sentenced to pun- 
ishment. In sending here the men directed to be sent you will have 
full statements of the cases accompany them.

At any future time I shall be glad to furnish any further information 
in my pov er in reference to the business of the office, 1 should have 
stated that the money accruing from the sale of fifty bales of cotton 
is in the hands of Provost-Marshal-General .Stalling, to be expended 
under the associate supervision of himself and Major Szyman.ski for 
the benefit of Louisiana prisoners.

His ISscellency Andrew Johnson, 

President of the United States: 

Mr. President: f have the honor to petition to you lor a pardon 
and for the restoration to mo of the rights of a citizon of the United 
States. As my confinement here precludes me from the necessary 
information as to the rules and regulations to which this petition 
should conform, I trust that it may not be rejected for informality. I 
am anxious to do all that may bo essential to obtain a pardon, ana the 
enjoyment of civil and political rights, to take tho oath of allegiance, 
and in good faith to assume, maintain, and observe all tho duties and 
obligations of a citizen of the Glided Slates, audit 1 any special form be 
necessary to this petition I have tho honor to request that either by 
means of a parole or otherwise I may be permitted to ascertain and 
comply with it. While unwilling to advert to others whose an tone dents 
or present positions may bo analogous to mine, or to suggest compari- 
sons between relative claims to executive consideration or clemency, 1 
deem 'it proper to state frankly certain circumstances of my own ease. 
I am now over fifty years of ago, and from tho casting of my first vote 
to the secession of my State my political life, as exemplified in faith, 
words, and acts, was devoted to the maintenance of1.no Union. 1 N 0 
man was more nrdently attached to or evinced his attachment more 
consistently than myself, within my limited sphere of notion. I was 
never a member of a convention or of the Legislature of my State, and 
never advised or counseled her secession. When first elected to tho 
U. S. Senate, an honor conferred without my knowledge or request, 1 
received, though known to be a Democrat, the vote of the Whig party 
m the Legislature, because, among other considerations, I was known 
to be opposed to disunion in any form, and I can appeal with confidence 
to the record of my ten years’ service in that body, no loss to tho per- 
onal knowledge of my colleagues there, among v hom I have the honor 
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to include yourself and Governor Seward, to show that no word or sen- 
timent of disloyalty to the Union ever escaped me. Floiida, by a con- 
vention of her people, formally seceded, and at the command of the 
convention, through her Governor, I withdrew from the Senate, an act 
which, in view of its causes and attendant circumstances, was the most 
painful of my career, and retired to private life. Such having been my 
political status up to the withdrawal of my State from the Union, I never 
was and never can be regarded as a leader of secession. 

When the political success of the Republican party culminated in the 
election of Sir. Lincoln the conviction of the Southern mind that it 
would pursue a course of unjust, nuecpial, and class legislation toward 
the South, as well with regard to other vital interests as to those of 
slavery, and that submission would equally disgrace, demoralize, and 
impoverish her people, kindled and sustained the fires of revolution. 

Educated and trained in love and reverence for the Union as the 
ark of political safety, I dreaded the perils of secession, and believed 
that ample remedies for all political evils or wrongs, present and pros- 
pective, could bo more justly, wisely, and advantageously secured in 
the Union thau out of it. Whatevei might be the argument in favor 
of secession, as a remedy consistent with the theory of our Constitu- 
tion and Government and the teachings of some of the laborers upon 
both, I could only regard it as another name for revolution, and to be 
justified only as a last resort from intoleiable oppression. Hence I 
looked anxiously to the committee of thirteen appointed by the Senate 
to consider and report upon sectional difficulties and the means of 
adjustment, and next to the love of the Union and the fraternal feel- 
ing which I believed prevailed in every section of the country, for 
some basis of compromise. When the committee failed to leport 
either words or grounds of concord — and in my judgment then, as now, 
this failure was rather due to its organization than to the subject 
before it — and after South Carolina bad seceded, I still hoped and 
believed that the dread arbitrament of blood would be averted, and to 
this end I exhausted every effort and aiguinent at my command. 

Learning with no less astonishment than grief at Washington that 
armed bands of Alabamians and Floridians had assembled at Pensacola 
(my place of residence) to attack Fort Pickens, and knowing that such 
a. step would precipitate the country into civil war, whose horrors F 
dreaded, and determined to omit nothing in my power to preserve 
peace and facilitate reconciliation, I addressed by telegraph the most 
urgent remonstrance against it to the officer in commaud, and had tli 
good fortune thus to avert a dive calamity. For my interference in thi 
matter, no less than for my opposition to disunion, I eudured the bittt 
hostility of leading men in my own State. 

I was residing at Pensacola when, upon the organization, pi o vision 
ally, of the Confederacy, I received a message from President Davi. 
that my services were required at Montgomery. Upon his repea lei 
and urgent request I accepted the office ot Secretary of the Navy, aiu 
upon the change of Government iu February, 1SIW, I presented amt 
requested the acceptance of my resignation, which President Davis 
declined. Though opposed to secession, i nevertheless regarded the 
commands of my State as decisive of my path of duty, and I followed 
where she led. * She had repeatedly honored me beyond, far beyond, 
my merits, by her cmiiidence and favor, and I had accepted her confi- 
dence with ample knowledge of her claims to State sovereignty. I 
will not further advert to the Confederacy than to say that in my judg- 
ment it contained the fruitful elements of its own destruction, and that

cases, I death; measles, 2(5 cases, no deaths primarily; smallpox, 2! 
cases, 1 death; erysipelas, IS cases, I death. Homo of the eases of 
pneumonia were sequela* of the measles, and if so reported would 
diminish very materially the percentage of mortality irom the former. 
Of fitSH (.rented in April, ■!! deaths, Micro wore hospital accommoda- 
tions for 72. Of 721 treated in May, 112 deaths, there were hospital 
accommodations for 105, Of 535 treated in June, Oi deaths, there wore 
hospital accommodations for 115. 

Prom the above it will he scon that the hospital accommodation 
was insu fllciont, Bi\ hospital tents outside the prison ward, contain- 
ing -13 beds, and such beds as could be spared in the post hospital (111 
in ail having been treated at the hitter), and 25 sent at (lifl’oront times 
to Mu*' general hospital at Davids Island, comprise all the hospital 
beds which have been available. The remainder or tho cases were 
treated in Mm prison barracks, a portion being set apart for the pur- 
pose, but without the extra d lots and comforts afforded those sick in 
tho hospital proper, it is asserted that this has had little influence 
upon the mortality, the gravest eases hoiug transferred to hospital and 
a few of those retained in barracks being fatal. It is fair to presume, 
however, that the absence of proper accommodation, hospital diet, and 
comforts ’in the incipient stages of disease may have given a subse- 
quently fatal tendency to eases which under other circumstances 
would have recovered. 

The chief cause of the mortality, however, is to be found in tho fact 
Mini, large numbers of the prisoners arrived at the depot broken down 
in advanced stages of the disease; some, in fact, moribund and others 
past nil hope from treatment. The Now Borne detachment, captured 
chiolly in the Oarolinns, were nearly all broken down on arrival. It is 
said that less than 100 of them 'couhl be considered as well men, or 
even in lair health. Tho surgeon then in attendance having been 
relieved, more precise information on this point is not now available, 
but it is certain that the largest percentage of sickness and mortality 
occurred in that detaehinont. 

The largest proportion of doaths, as seen above, occurrod from chronic 
diarrhea, brought with them, and pneumonia, which began to appear 
a few days after their arrival. Tho few eases of smallpox (more 
properly Varioloid) did not begin to show themselves until after vac- 
cination had been nearly completed. Tho men being poorly clad, the 
weather wet and cold, and tho barracks provided with no other bedding 
than such as the prisoners brought with them, tlm pneumonia cases 
developed rapidly and the reduced vitality of the patients favored a 
typhoid type of that disease, increased, probably, to some extent by tho 
crowded and tin vent dated condition of tho barracks. These appear, 
by measurement, to have afforded but 102 cubic feet of airspace to each 
man, and with no other vonUlation than that afforded by the doors and 
windows on one side. Quito recently openings for ventilation luivo 
been made upon the other side of the barracks, it constituting the outer 
wall of tlm prison in closure. 
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Tlie rations have been good and in (he quantity ordered by the 
Commissary (leneral of LMsoners, which is sufficiently liberal. Lue 
hospital ration (in the hospital proper outside the prison) has been 
sucli as is used in our own hospitals, but for those who are necessarily 
treated in a part of the barracks within the inclosure these extra com- 
forts were not provided. The air space afforded those last \vas 207 
feet. The drainage from the camp is superficial, but good. The sinks 
are outside the camp, but over tide water. The water for cooking and 
drinking is abundant and of excellent quality, from wells. The prison- 
ers have had access, under guard, to the beach, and have availed them- 
selves of it freely for salt-water bathing. They have also been required 
to take daily exercise. The hospital tents were found in excellent order, 
with bedding and medical supplies sufficient, excepting a deficiency 
the past week of opium aud stimulants. The requisition was made the 
-1th of June, but from some irregularity in form, arising from tho inex- 
perience of the surgeon in charge, was not promptly forwarded. In 
view of the condition of tho prisoners on their arrival, their destitute 
condition and the state of the weather, combined with the usual 
depressing effect of prison life, the sickness and mortality occurring 
here do not seem excessive. 1 think, however, that bottor vontihited 
barracks aud ampler supply of clothing and enlarged hospital •accom- 
modations would have reduced this to a greater or less extent. The 
number present tho 20th, the day of inspection, was &J3, including 
forty-eight in hospital. As all are to be released this week, L have 
recommended that tho few remaining sick bo transferred to J)avids 
Island geneial hospital.

Availing myself of the permission eon turned in the proclamation of 
the 2Dlhof May, 180o, I respectfully present this my special application 
for amnesty. J iind myself a prisoner in KortlTdnski by order, if is 
said, of the War Department, Not having been connected with (he 
civil or military action of the Confederate Government, but during all 
thocoiu’soof tlio late struggle living in tho rotiromonfof private life, my 
arrest could not, of course, be owing to any cause arising out of the 
ovpnts of that unfortunate con/lict. 1 am left, therefore, to premium it 
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was owing to the filet that I left my seat in the Senate when the State 
of Florida seceded. 1 1‘ so be the ease, I beg leave to submit that I could 
not honorably have done otherwise. 

A convention of the people of Florida had by a vote of sixty-two, out 
of a body of sixty-nine members, passed an ordinance withdrawing the 
State from the Union, and by the order of that convention the delega- 
tion of the State in Congress were expressly and officially instructed, 
throng 1^ their president, to retire from their seats and return to the 
State. This mandate, in the view I had ever held of my relations to the 
State, was imperative upon me. Upon the theory of the Union enter- 
tained by the political school to which 1 had always from youth adhered, 
the action of my State in her .sovereign capacity was conclusive upon 
all her citizens, and especially upon those who held a representative 
relation to her. In this belief, honestly held, I respectfully submit that 
I could not consistently have declined obedience. Nor in my case 
would a contest with my State, had I desired to undertake it, have 
availed anything, as my term would have closed by its own limitation 
in a few weeks afterward, viz, on the 4th of March, 1801. 

I can truly say I did not {i leave my seat in the Congress of the United 
States to aid the rebellion.” This is sufficiently proven by the circunn 
stance that I did not, in fact, aid it, having taken no part in the forma- 
tion nor conduct of the Confederate organization. I withdrew not in • 
the spirit of rebellion, nor with the expectation of a conflict of force, but 
solely, as before said, from tbe motive of obedience to the will of my 
State, and in the sincere expectation and hope of a peaceful solution of 
the unhappy issue by an ultimate convention of the States or some other 
mode of arrangement between them. That this expectation and hope 
of a peaceful solution of the issue raised by secession might reasonably 
at that time have been indulged independently of the opinions I per- 
sonally held, will be shown, I think, bj reference to the annual message 
of tbe President delivered upon tbe assembling of Congress in Decem- 
ber, 1800, and the official opinion of the Attorn ey-Gen era! of the pre- 
ceding month (November 20), which opinions were not disputed nor 
condemned by any action of the Congress to which they were addressed. 

I had been opposed to tbe division m the Democratic convention at 
Charleston, and advised the Democratic State convention of Florida in 
a letter read to that body against sending delegates to the lMclimond 
convention. L looked to a constitutional convention of all the States as 
the preferable and proper mode of adjusting the differences which had 
grown up between the sections, and so indicated in a brief letter written 
during the summer of IStiO, which was published. 

I did not advise nor stimulate secession of the State, considering that 
in so responsible a step each citizen should act according to Ins own 
unbiased judgment. But I owe it to a proper frankness to add that I 
deeply sympathized in the feelings of my wronged section, and believed 
that the danger to her peace and security, fiom the ascendency in the 
Government of a sectional party hostile to the form of her society, 
was imminent and extreme. Therefore, the idea of a convention of the 
States not having seemed acceptable, I approved the act of my State as 
a social and political necessity and duty. I did nothing, nor saul any- 
thing, in the Senate to excite or aggravate irritation within that body, 
nor to influence nor exasperate tbe public- mind without, as the record 
of debates will show. 1 earnestly declare that the opinions which con- 
trolled my course, and all the hets I performed, while I served as y 
public agent, so far as they were connected with the subject of the lab

The objection was well taken and should 
liavo been sustained, Captain Davenport not having been introduced 
as a -11 expert, and not having been shown to have the necessary special 
knowledge to qualify him to act as such. 

The question as to the amount of opium in the prisoners’ possession 
having been entertained by the commission, the application to have 
the package produced from the trunk of the prisoner containing the 
medicine was proper, and should have been granted. 

Moreover, as the specification does not allege that the prisoners con- 
templated the use, in any way or degreo, of poisons in carrying out 
their designs, but that they intended rising in arms on the master, 
crew, and passengers, and as the use of poisonous drugs is an aggrava- 
tion not specified in the charges to which they were called on to 
plead, the subject should not have been taken up, and was properly 
abandoned. 

It was objected that there was no accuser; that a person charged 
with crime must be confronted with his accuser; that no name was 
attached to the charge and specification. 

The charges were signed by the judge advocate ol' the department, 
which, under the circumstances, was entirely in accordance with the 
practice in military serviee. A charge signed by a commissioned 
officer and ordered to bo investigated by the general instituting the 
court is all tlio form that is required. Prisoners are always con fronted 
with tlio witnesses against them, but in the nature of the service it con- 
stantly happens they cannot be, and they seldom are, confronted by the 
officer who prefers the charges, and who may know nothing' of the case 
save from the reports he receives. 

Objection was made that the order instituting tlio court did not 
direct the trial of the prisoners by name. 

The order was in the usual form. It is not necessary that the names 
of the prisoner or prisoners to bo tried should be mentioned in the gen- 
eral order convening the court. The order for tlicir trial may bo, and 
generally is, soparato from the general order. It is frequently in way 
of an indorsement on tlio charges, or in the way of special instructions 
to the judge-advocate or to the commanding ofiicor having the custody 
of the prisoners. 

It is stated in the dofonseof the prisoners that no copy of charges, or 
the amendment to the charges, was served on them anterior Lo trial ; 
also, that as a matter of right and justice they woro entitled to a sep- 
arate trial; that the record docs not show tlio incidents of the trial, 
and that the names of all the witnesses were not furnished them by the 
judge-advocate. 

The prisoners made no ploa at the time of their arraignment that 
they were not furnished copies of the chargos against them, lilven if 
it bad been made, tho ploa would not have boon valid further than to 
delay- the proceedings, which delay they did not ask. (De Hurt, 
p. 147.) 

Moreover, it is stated by the judge-advocate that it is not true they 
were not furnished with copies of the charges and of tlio amendment. 
The former he says were given them live days before they were 
arraigned. 


Before a court-martial, as in a court of olvil judieaturo, several offoiulors who 
commit nu olYonso in concert may bo triocl oitlior jointly or separately. (Simmons, 

Tho nqousod cannot claim aB a right that a list of wi (meases shall ho furnlsho 
thorn. (Bonnot, p. 63.) 
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The judge-advocate stales, however, that, ns far as was known ill, the 
commencement of the trial, si lint was furnished. 

It is CiirlluT KtitlitMl that a paper entirely respectful to the commission, 
which tlio pri. sol lorn’ counsel hail prepared ami conceived to be a. part 
of their legitimate defense, was rejected, and “returned lo thorn with 
an implied rebuke, and no on try suffered to l>o made of if on the 
record.” 

Hu eh a paper as described .should have boon received and attached 
to tlio record. The commission could have given it. such weigh I, if any, 
as It might in their judgment be entitled, but they should not have 
refused to receive and entertain it.

The commission departed from the long and well-established praetioo 
of mil i( ary emirts in suffering counsel to address them at all. Military 
courts deal directly with the prisoners on trial. The latter are until leit 
to counsel to advise them what lo do or say, and counsel may prepare 
the prisoner’s defense, and it luis latlerly been conceded that I he coun- 
sel may read it, but it should be the prisoners’ own defense and not 
that of the counsel for them.

IVIoNt of the objections raised in the name of the prisoners were 
purely technical. Of these, not especially noticed, fourteen were as to 
the reception nf certain papers found in the possession of the prisoners, 
ami of copies of official correspondence growing out of the ease, lint 
the main paper, the instructions of Air. Mallory, the Secretary of the 
.Navy of the lately so-called Oonlederato Hlales’, ad or it was proved lo 
be genuine, was so admitted by Hie prisoners and admitted as having 
been found in their possession. This ami olhorunimpoaehed nndunques- 
tioned evidence abundantly proves the few and simple facts alleged iu 
the specification, and makes it unnecessary lo go further into the ques- 
tion of flic testimony. 

This brings us lo the consideration of the question: Do the facts 
alleged in the specilleatlon and proven by the evidence justify the pro- 
ceedings had in ( lie easel? Have the prisoners committed any offense; 
and if so, is it one the commission is competent lo try i 

It is claimed I hat. under the Constitution the prisoners are entitled 
to trial by jury; that if tlieir nets in the llay.of Panama eonsfilule any 
offense of which the United Stales could have cognizance tlmy should, 
under (he net of 1H 18, have Iho benellt of trial before (he U. H, civil 
courts. 

It is to be borne in mind that the prisoners have not been tried by 
the military court as citizens of the United Hlales violating its statute

Holligcreul rights have been tie, corded by the United States to the 
parties engaged in ibid rebellion against them. With those rights go 
also the duties and liabilities of belli goronts. If, “as belligerents,” 
persons violate the laws and usages ol’ war, violations not provided 
for in any statute or by the common law, can the U. ft. civil courts take 
cognizance ol' such violations? 1 C not, what tribunal slmll "? 

During war cases arise which require investigation and frequently 
(hose which require punishment. Courts-martial have only a limited 
jurisdiction. They take cognizance of offenses arising under the act for 
the government of tins armies ol' the United {States known as the .Rules 
and Articles of War, which act, save in a few exceptional cases, affects 
only i>orsons in the it. ft, military servico. ft is the court which admin- 
islors the “ military law.” 

Oases which arise in the course of war not provided for by tlio civil 
courts, which affect persons or cases not liable to the U. ft, Rules and 
Articles of War, are fried by military commission. (General Orders, 
No. 100, War Department, of 1800.) 

Mill l ary commissions, though not created by statute, are yet recog- 
nized bylaw and by (he U, ft. ftupveme Court to exist, and their action 
is provided for by Gongress as a part of (lie machinery by which war 
is carried on. If is (ho tribunal before which eases arising under 
what may be called the common law of war arc tried. 

Hoc Mon r>, act of duly 18, .18(12, calling forth militia, &c., provides 
that the President shall appoint a dudgo- Ad vocal e-Genoral, lo. whom 
shall lm sent the records and proceedings of all “courts-martial and 
military commissions.” 

Mention 80, act of March 8, 1808, for enrolling anil calling out th 
notional forces, &o M provides (hat in time of war “murder, robber 
arson,” &»•„, “shall be punished by Iho sentence of a general com 
martial or military commission.” 

Mention 88, same act, declares that persons found lurking or noting 
spies in or about any of the fortilleations, iSte., of the United ftfat 
shall be triable by a general court-martial or military commission. 

Mention I, act of July 2, JLHIM, provides that department command 
may carry into execution sentences of military commissions, as well 
of courts-martial, against guerrilla marauders for robbery, violatim 
the laws of war, &c. 

iiw.'.r partti Vulluudighum {lstWallace, U, ft. Supremo Court Ropoi 
p, 848) the court rel'usod to review the proceedings ol' a military 
mission on carlfaruri. Tlio question of jurisdiction was not dc 
Justice Wayne, in delivering (lie opinion of the court, referred P 
oral Orders, No. 100, of 1808, defining the jurisdiction of courts-) 
and military commissions, and said tlmt if applied in eases ol re, 
and civil war, as well as in foreign war. 
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It may be here, remarked that, the existence of a common law of wav 
s recognized in the act of Congress establishing rules and articles for 
he government of the armies of the United Slates, in the oath pre- 
cribed by the Sixty-ninth Article for the members of a court-martial, 
rho are required, in cases not explained by the said articles, to be gov- 
riicd by the “custom of war in like cases.” 

Military courts are not restricted in their jurisdiction by any terri- 
oviat limits. They may try in one State offenses committed in another, 
nd may try in the United States offonBCS committed in foreign parts, 
aid may try out of the United States offenses committed at home, 
.hey have to do only with the person and the offense committed; all 
jlse is simply a matter of convenience, of witnesses, of the means of 
isseinbling a court, &c. 

It is conceded that the act alleged to have been committed by the 
irisoners may be in violation of the laws of 1790, 1818, or 1862, and 
nay constitute offenses cognizable by the U. S. civil courts; but if so, 
bis would not affect the case now under consideration, nor prevent its 
rial by the military commission, for by one and the same act the pris- 
mers may have committed several offenses, each to be tried and judged 
jy the tribunal having, respectively, jurisdiction of it.

Therefore, a soldier assaulting bis commanding officer in tbe streets 
oi ban I 1 ranciseo might by tbe same act bo liable to punishment for 
the ollciiMS of a breach of peace, and under tbe Ninth Article of War 
tor the capital offense of striking bis superior officer. 

And an officer who should commit forgery would be liable to be tried 
by the civil courts lor felony and by the military courts “ for conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman.’’

only be exercised within the territory of the belligerents, on the high 
sons, or without the jurisdiction of any other power.” Yet, notwith- 
standing, laid (he art and the arrest of the prisoners been made within 
the limits claimed by the neutral power of New (Iruuada, it would 
have been a less departure from Mm rule, and more clearly an excep- 
tion lo it, than was made bydonoral .Jackson in the invasion of the 
then Spanish province of Florida in 1818, or by Hlr Allen MoNab in 
the invasion of the Htale of New York af Hehlossor in 1887.

American citizens. 'Phis, however, is beside tho question before tlm 
commission, which is— Did the prisoners, as charged, violate the rules 
and usages of civilized war? 

It is claimed their net “was a stratagem in war perfectly allowabl 
under the laws and usages of civilized war.” 

Thai (im mdil by liiillnek, i>. 108) Hkntagonm in wm* am muivoh laid for an tmoin., 
or iltinqUiuiiH prunlhiml on 1dm without jmrlbly uiul t'ominlonL with good faith.

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This is true, ami all of thus true, for it must be borne in mind that it 
is not every stratagem that is allowed, but only such as are “without 
perfidy and consistent with good faith,” Was the act of the prisoners 
without perfidy and consistent with good faith ? 

The attack by the English on two Spanish, frigates and their capture 
in the harbor of Barcelona in 1809 is cited as a case iu point, and from 
it the defense deduce that “it is allowable to go on board an enemy’s 
ship in the guise of passengers with the intent of rising upon tho offi- 
cers and capturing them, as an act of war.” 

It is to be noticed, in tho first place, that the very case cited is 
denounced by Ortolan, who refers to it as of the same character as 
that of the English frigate off Calais in 1750, described by Vattel as 
an “unworthy stratagem deserving severe punishment.” But the ease 
is not one in point. The English did not come on board the Spanish 
vessels in the guise of passengers. Spanish ships of war, in time of 
war, lying in their own ports, can hardly be presumed to be in the 
way of carrying- passengers and of receiving as such a large enough 
number of men, and only men, to overpower them and capture their 
ships. The English came upon the Spaniards under false colors, and, 
owing to this and their want of vigilance, they surprised, attacked, and 
captured them. They came ou board not as passengers, but as open 
enemies. 

“It is allowable to sail and chase and approach a ship under false 
colors, but not to fire or attack under them.” 

The ship that suffers itself to fall iu the power of an enemy who thus 
approaches it must accept the consequences of its want of vigilance 
and preparation ; but this is nob the ease iu point. 

Analogy to tho case of the prisoners is sought to be found in case of 
a spy sent out by one commander to go within tho lines of another; 
and it is contended that the office of spy, though an infamous one, 
punishable by a speedy, disgraceful, and violent death, is not against 
“tho rules and usages of civilized war;” much less so, then, the cases 
of the prisoners ; and Ilalleck, page 406, section 2G, is cited to show that 
“ the employment of spies is considered a kind of clandestine practice — 
a deceit in war allowable by its rules.” 

But cau an act be said to be allowed by a code which act that code 
visits with a violent and disgraceful death? Certainly not. It would 
be an utter confusion of terms to so rule. That which is allowable by 
the rules of war in the matter of spies is not tho “office of spy,” but tho 
employment of them. A commander may, without reproach to his 
character or his being held to an account, employ a spy; but tho spy 
'u gages liiuiself with the full knowledge that if caught in flagrante 
sticto he will, by the laws of war, bo hung, and that his employer 
ill have no right to make any reclamation or retaliation on his 
jcount. Whatever, therefore, there is of analogy in this ease to that 
f the prisoners is not to their benefit. 

Halleek on International Law, pages 401, 402, is correctly cited for 
he rule applicable to this case. He says: 

AVnr makes men public enemies, but it leaves in force all duties which avo not 
ecossauiy suspended by tho now position in which men avo placed toward oach 
tbor. Good faith is, therefore, as essential m war ns in peace, for without it bostili- 
ea could not be terminated with any degree of safety short of the total destruction 
f one of the contending parties. This being admitted as a general principle, the 
uestion arises: How far wo may doccivo an enemy and what stratagems are allow- 
bic in war? Whenever wo liavo expressed!, y or tacitly engaged to apeak truth to 
n enemy, it would bo perfidy in us to deceive bis confidence in our sincerity. But 
'tlio occasion imposes upon us no moral obligation to disclose to him the truth, we 
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itvo porfoctly jiinlilliiUo in loading him inloomir nilhnr l»y wiii'daor iiotioim. I'VinlH 
and (IncoptionH of Mi'ih him! am nhvn.xa allowultlo in wav. H in tlio bmaali of gnnil 
fill tli, ojqirwM or impliotl, which timiBti lutes the jmrfkly and givea to hucIi iioI.h tlui 
ohiiViudor of lion. 

The only and the simple question to dolorniino is: Was there, 1 >y the 
not oTtho prisoners, any breach of good faith expressed or implied 1 ? 

Ln offering thoniHolvoH fo tlio muster of the {Salvador as peaceful pas- 
sengers, paying him money as a consideration of being carried to a 
neighboring port, was there not an implied promise on (heir part they 
were to conduct themselves us passengers and not as enemies, and 
(hat they were not to vine on him and seize him and his property? (Jan 
it bo presumed the nmsler did not receive (hem under the implied 
pledge (hat if (hoy came on his ship they were not to lake it? 

In so doing they were clearly guilty of perfidy and “breach of 
implied faith.’’ 

It is argued that the prisoners are guilty of no offonso, because no 
overt act was committed ; that their design was frustrated whilst yet 
in “bare intention ;” tlmt the law allows them a loons pvmtcnliw. 

To this it is Hit id the bare intention of the prisoners and (heir focus 
juiniicnlio' ended when, secretly armed and provided with manacles, 
they set foot on the Salvador with the intent to seize her. 

Their project had been planned a groat ways off, and after its con- 
ception the prisoners had to undertake long voyages between different 
foreign countries, make extensive preparations at various places, resort 
to many stratagems to avoid discovery, and encounter many delays in 
the fulllllmont of their designs. More than six months intervened 
between tlio instructions given and received at Richmond, Va., and 
the going on hoard of the Halvndor in disguise in (he Hay of Panama— 
a loom pnrilniliiv amide enough for the development of any qualms of 
conscience, If any there were, to be forthcoming. 

With the foregoing qualilleations and exceptions tlio proceedings 
and findings in the eases of T. 10. Hogg, W. A. Hwain, .). S. diddle, 
W. L. IMnck, T. .). (Irmly, It. B. Lyon, ami Joseph IUggin are 
approved and confirmed. 

(n view of the fact that, both by statute and common law, punish- 
ment is measured to a great CAtonl by Iho consequences that have 
flown, rather than by those which might have down, from the crime

]>m*rdonf,iind lias boon holdliy Mum bureau to bo justified in the similar 
oaso id' Harrison II. Dodd, grand oonunamlor of tlio Order of tlio Hons 
of Liberty, in tlio Htsito of Indiana. Tlio opinion expressed in tlio 
roport upon flint case in favor of tlio legality of Hindi a course is still 
iulliorod toby tliis Huroim. I hinicl is shown lo have been a soldier in tlio 
ho oaliod Confederate service, and was arrested on tlio roof of tlio house 
occupied by Walsh, now under conviction for participation in tlio eon- 
Npiracy. There can bo no doubt that ho wim one of a largo number of 
rebel fugitives sent from Canada to aid in the hideous projects of the 
conspirators; ami the abandonment of his defense by voluntary flight 
is believed lo have been properly aoooptod hy the commission, apart 
from the evidence, ns a confession of liis guilt. It, is respectfully rec- 
ommended that the sentence in hie euso he approved. 

.In the ease of (1. Hi. Logor (irenfol. nowundor seidonco of death for 
complicity in the conspiracy, a careful examination of the record brings 
this bureau to the conclusion that the commission are war run tod by the 
evidence taken in the citse, and by the rules of law ns applicable to tlio 
impoaehmont of witnesses, in the findings to which, after a most patient 
and doubtless absolutely impartial investigation of the case, they have 
ultimaloly arrived. 

That a plot for tlio release of the prisoners at (lamp Douglas and the 
destruction of Chicago was planned and nearly matured, is plaeod 
beyond a doubt hy all the evidence in the case. Tluil it was designed 
and matured hy rebel agents of the Con federate (iovornmonl in Can- 
ada, ilseosb defrayed from funds placed in the hands of those agents 
for such purposes, and a large number of those who were to have been 
its perpetrators sent tlienee to aid and lead in the assault, is uK 
demonstrated. The proofs are further conclusive that many of the nr 
prominent lenders of tlio Order of the Mims of Liberty woro cogni; 
of the design, lent it their hearty approval and support, and ahum 
involve in it, through the muehineiy of their treasonable associati 
the multitudes of deluded followers, whose faith in the Oovcrnn 
they hud taken every measure to umlormino, and whose o1)odioue< 
their mandates they had, ns they thought, secured l>y the most sole, 
anil binding obligations. The evidence which tends lo fasten uf 
<1 ren lei a knowledge of and participation ia Die plot is of such a naU 
as to satisly this bureau of the correctuosH of the conclusions of t 
court. It is cliiolly that of a witness namod Joint T. Hhanks, lormor 
in (hovobol service and lately a prisoner of wav at Cainp Douglas. 1 1 
was employed in November last by the commanding olllcer ot the post 
brigadior-Uotiorul Mwoeb, to act as a detective in the discovery ol 
evidence against persons supposed lo 1m connected with the conspiracy 
fur the release of the Camp Douglas prisoners and the destruction of 
the city of Chicago. < Irenfol, whom the witness know to have been 
formerly in the rebel service, was then at the Richmond House, and 
had registered his name without concealment upon its books. With 
him the witness {Shanks sought an interview, and he details on the

Grout'd informed witness he w 
in communication with Judge Morris and bis wife in the project,, 
was attempted to show by oral testimony, in order to impeach ami d 
credit this witness, th ail lie lunl been convicted while a clerk In the hi 
office in Texas under an indictment lor the forgery of land war ran 
and to have spent numy months in prison in expiation of his orb 
This he denied under oath in the most positive manner when cro 
examined upon it by the counsel for the defense, If is a, wdl setll 
rule of law that the answer of a witness to a question put him 
cross examination upon a collateral mailer ami with a view to inp 
his credibility must lie taken as llnnl. K valence in rebuttal cannot 
legally admitted afterward to show the falsity of his answer. A 
though considerable testimony was subsequently introduced by 1 
defense to show that Hhanks laid been com idled and punished for j 
gory while in Texas, yet his denial of this accusal imi mi cross ex a 
nation is legally decisive of the mailer, and vendors the udmissim 
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the rebutting testimony to the particular fact of his conviction for for- 
gery wholly unjustified by all tho long established rules of ovidonco in 
criminal trials. 

Though the ovidonco referred to was permitted by the court to bo 
introduced — yot. being, in fact, inadmissible — the subsequent conviction 
of the accused is to bo accepted by this Hu roan as a proof that the 
court, in obedience to the rules of ovidonco, ultimately and very prop- 
erly disregarded it in their deliberations on tlm ease. (Jonsidornblo 
lostimony was further offered by the defense to the worthlessness of 
Hliau Its’ general reputation in his native HI, a to of Texas. The, witnesses 
to this point, however, were themselves Texans, sharers in tho rebellion 
against Iho institutions of their country, and therefore deserving of 
little credit when testifying in tho interests of one who is known to 
have been in former years a leader in their armies, to have taken part 
in some of the most desperate ol thoir projects, and to have entered 
lieirt and soul — himself a foreigner and with no natural stimulus to 
participation— into the vastest struggle for the overthrow of free insti- 
tutions and tho perpetuation of hopeless slavery which the world has 
ever klimvu. If has been repeatedly held by this bureau, and tho 
opinion is still adhered to, that the testimony of men in sympathy with, 
the Confederate cause is to bo regarded as nearly or wholly valueless 
when given in the interest of one who has shared in thoir sympathies, 
and whose punishment lor crimes common to him and to themselves 
they are anxious to avert. It is believed, therefore, that the court was 
, jusfilled in the rejection of this testimony when forming thoir conclu- 
sions upon the merits of the ease. And when wo further take into 
consideration the fact that tho members of tho commission had tho 
advantage of a personal inspection of the witnesses, and could judgo 
of their credibility by a multitude of signs which wholly escapo tho 
observation of him whose duty if is simply to read the written record, 
if is believed that liter© can bo no justification for a reversal by Ibis 
bureau of conclusions arrived at alter a most protracted and toilsome 
investigation by a tribunal composed of ofllcers of the rank and high 
intelligence which the members of this commission aro known to 
possess. 

(Irenfel, it. was shown, lmd come to Chicago direct from a small town 
in Southern Illinois, whoro ho had spent Homo months in shooting game. 
He had been for a long time in the service of the Confederacy, but had 
finally retired from if; had reporfod to tho Secretary of War at Wash- 
ington in June, I HIM, and had been permitted to go at large by the 
latter after a careful investigation of his conduct and purposes. Tho 
ovidonco of a witness named bnngliorno, touching a previous visit of 
(Irenfel to Chicago at the time of the meeting of tho Democratic con- 
vention in August, is entitled to a certain weight. Langhoimc swears 
Dial if had been intended by flic rebel agents in Canada, with Iho 
co operation of the Mono of biborty, to make an attack upon tho city at 
that l ime; that a number of armed men and large sums of money were 
sent from Canada for the purpose, ami that then, as at the November 
attempt, Creulel was to lake charge of the expedition. Langliorno 
says in reference to a plan to free tho Cam]) Douglas prisoners in 
August:

foreign power at pence with our (lovernment, and who, without pro- 
ton se of provocation or wrong, united himself witli traitors and male- 
factors for the overthrow of our Republic in the interest of slavery, an 
institution abhorred by his eounlry and people, there can be neither 
sympathy nor respect. In the altered position of public affairs, how- 
ever, growing out of the overthrow of the rebellion and the arrest or

Persons held by the military authorities are allowed intercourse with 
their friends and counsel, under the usual restrictions, so soon as 
charges are filed and the prisoners are thus in a condition to proceed 
in the ji reparation of their defense, bat not until then. This rule 
should not lie departed from except under extraordinary circumstances. 
Charges have not yet been exhibited against Jefferson Davis, and T do 
not find in the letter of Mrs. Broad head any reason for a relaxation of 
the rule referred to which would not apply to most of the criminals 
held Jbr trial by the Government. The number and atrocity of the 
(Times alleged to have been committed by Davis, and the overwhelming 
proof of liis guilt believed to exist, would seem to make it proper, and 
indeed necessary, that the strictest prison discipline should be enforced 
in lus case. No favorable recoin men elation can be made on Mrs. Broad- 
head’s application.

All prlsoneis were lorbiddon to go on the gallery after night. Hon tlnalH woro 
innl meted by my orders, after halting prisoners three times (if thuy still disregarded 
sentinel's orders), to lira upon them. 

Brevet Brigadier-Uenoral Hoffman, Oominissary-Oonoral of Prisoners, 
remarlcH in submitting this report: 

A resort to avl rome moiiHiireH, oxoapt when nonossary, is prohibited by Inslrno- 
tiaiiH irom this oKlee, and in this ease it is plain that the prisonei might have been 
punished by other means than by taking his life. 

The autopsy shows that the wound was Inflicted by the bayonet 
entering the hack about two inches below the lowest part of fife 
shoulder blade and passing' downward and to tho left of the basoof tho 
heart. The ease is not- so perfectly presented as could be desired; but 
as presented, if is not believed by this Bureau to require that further 
action should be taken against either the sentinel, who does not appear 
to have exceeded his instructions, or the officer, whose orders are not 
shown to ha-ve been unwarranted by necessity or proper authority.

purpose, I examined such of tlm hooks as have not been sen!, to Hninl;

The tress- 
nror of the prison fund has some #.‘55,000 in his hands, Thu commis- 
sary of subsistence of the post is treasurer.

direction of Bieu tenant- General (1 vat it, through the Commissary-Gon- 
oral of Prisoners. Colonel ICulin, present commander, has been in 
command since March 10, 1S05. llis regiment, the One hundred 4 and 
Ibrty- fourth Illinois, was raised for a prison guard and has some live 
mouths longer to serve. I should think it would be advisable to mus- 
ter them out and use the veteran regiments for provost duty. The 
expense of a guard here will soon exceed all that can be realized from 
the sale of the public property. The old prison is to bo turned over to 
its owners, it being private property. General Copeland (brigadicr- 
gonoral) was relieved from command of this place in January last, and

In accordance with orders from General Gardner, provost-marshal • 
general, G. N. Army, Gnptnin Morlit hml turned over to Oaptain 
Hatch, assistant to .bulge Ould, a part of the moneys belonging to 
Federal prisoners, as shown by previous reports. All moneys thus 
received by Oaptain Hatch have been turned ovor to Brovot Brigadior- 
Gonoral Mill ford, assistant agent of exchange. 

A thorough investigation of the whole system of keeping the monoy 
accounts of Federal prisoners has boon made, and wo ibul that tlio 
books of .fudge Ould, Oaptain Hatch, and Captain Morlit wore sys- 
tematically and correctly kept, and so far as the parties to this inves- 
tigation are concerned we fully exonerate thorn from all charges of 
fraud or dishonesty. Whatever they may hnvo done which appears to 
have rebooted discredit upon the Con federal, o bureau of Bxchango we 
find was done by higher authority, the parties in question having 
throughout acted in a straightforward, legitimate manner, as they in 
every instance produce the original orders on which they acted, 

We respectfully recommend that all books and papers belonging to 
the ollleo of. bulge Ould and Oaptain Hatch, and all hooks and papers 
from the ollleo of Oaptain Morlit pertaining to or in any way rotating 
to the Federal prisoners be turned ovor to Bvt. Brig, Gen, .1, M, Mill- 
ford, assistant agent of exchange, U. B. Army, 

We further recommend that the retained papers of Captain Mori It’s 
(piarlermaster accounts, together with the property and papers relat- 
ing to (he same of deceased Confederate soldiers, be turned over to 
Captain Morfit, 

We take pleasure in stating that during this entire investigation the 
parties accused have manifested a perfect willingness to assist, and 
have offered every facility in bringing about a filial consummation of 
our inquiries. The most minute inquiries have boon satisfactorily 
aimwered and explained by all parties concerned.

Mv I ) io A it Hut: Being impressed with the liberality of your senti- 
ments, 1 take (he liberty of making an application to you in behalf of 
Air. H. R. Mallory, formerly associated with you in the IT. S. Homito. 
Mallory was forced into the secession vortex. I know the fact that at 
Montgomery lie was one of the very few who avowed a willingness to 
go bank into the Union on the basis of a satisfactory compromise, no 
lost his popularity in Florida at tho beginning of secession beeauso ho 
aided lo prevent an attack on Fort Pickens. Hinoo the break down of 
the Richmond Oovornmont lm was very anxious to go homo and bo a 
good and loyal citizen. I am perfectly satisfied he is anxious to go 
home and act as you would desire — in the intevost of peace, harmony, 
and fraternity. Permit mo, therefore, to invoke your kind oilioes in his 
behalf. 

Whilst writing to you 1 would add that public affairs arc progressing 
as favorably ns cou hi be expected. Tim appointment of Perry as 
(lovernor gives great satisfaction. Up to tho act of secession 1 think 
(lovernor Perry was the outspoken friend of the Union, and deserves 
more credit in this regard than any man of public station in the State. 
But while I concede all this to (rover nor Ferry, 1 must (lie notice of 
appellant in my own case. I claim to have dono more to proparo the 
public mind for peace (which, of course, meant reunion) by my letter in 
INTI to Mr. Davis than any man at the South, in the violent denun- 
ciations which this letter brought upon mo 1 stood almost alone, so far 
as the public men were concerned, in this State. I did not have the 
satisfaction of hearing a word of approval from even (lovernor Perry 
at that lime, though it would have boon extremely agreeable to me. 
(lovernor Perry at that time held an appointment under Mr. Davis 
(commissioner of impressments), while 1 was in constant opposition to 
Mr. Davis, whom I looked upon as but little less than a madman. I 
was always devotedly attached to the Union, considered slavery a tem- 
porary institution, and considered a convulsion in this country as one 
of the greatest misfortunes that could happen to humanity. In yield- 
ing to the secession movement in 1800 l expected to effect a compromise. 
The basis of my compromise was the abandonment of slavery in the 
Territories and guarantee against Congressional action in the States. 
The great mistake 1 made was that 1 thought the people out of South 
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Oarolimi, both North uml South, hsul morn sense ltmii they did, I 
expected a compromise |o take place, uml then 1 was picpured lo lake 
(1m conservative Hide. If you could have tlii *»t*U*tl public. sentiment 
North 1 believe all would luivo ended well wilhoul, shedding a drop of 
blood.

in December, LStJO, I was anxious to have a confidential interview with 
you lo bring about a sokileinehl.. I bring up these things now I’or tins 
purpose: Itis probable, asa Member or Senator, I shall bo soul, lo Wash- 
inglon this wiulov, ami in that avoid I don’t want lo bo o\ eluded IVom 
my seat. I favor omunoipatiou in our State eonslilul ion. 1 am utterly 
opposed to vo]mdiatiou. I am a supporter id' I ’resident .IoIiunoii’h 
administmtion.

copy of bin letter acknowledging’ receipt of the name, &o. 

l would further inform you that l have completed my examination of 
the rebel records having reference to those claims, and am now making 
out a report to be submitted to you embracing names of the prisoners 
and the amounts hi kind due each, as shown by the Oonfedoraio 
prison oiHoials’ books and papers in our possession. This roport will 
include ail credits to prisoners of war of which thoro is any official 
record of having been taken from or turned over with them at Libby 
Prison. 1 1 will also include about §0,000 in U . B. Treasury notes, which 
had been forwarded from Salisbury and Andorsonvillo in March last 
with a list of the owners. 

Tho aggregate footings of credits as shown are: §857.05 coin; 
$‘U,i)0L5i) li. B. Treasury notes; $-1,180.75 Btato banks; $715 chocks 
and drafts; XI 80 bills of exchange; and the whole amount of funds 
recovered from the onomy thus far amounts to $872.70 coin; $28,071 
If. B, Treasury notes; $5,000.75 State bank notes on .Northern and 
Bon them banks, corporations, Ac,, much of which is worthless; $715 
check and drafts; XI 80 bills of exchange, and a quantity of Confederate 
money, neither the amounts nor the credits for which have boon observed 
in my statements. 

Prom tho above i have paid (undo? instructions received with the 
iU'Hl, funds turned over to me u t<> pay such claims as woro verified by 
the records, &«. ,> ) $82.50 in coin, $2,520 U, S, Treasury notos, $230.75 
on State banks, and have returned to proper xmrliosnoarly all the bills, 
drafts, and chocks, for all of which I have vouchors in my possession. 
Those amounts are also to be deducted from the aggregate of credits 
due prisoners noted heroin. 

It wtiH at II rat supposed, from such information as wo were able to 
obtain, that tho records of tho prison quartermaster wore destroyed, 
and only a partial list of tho names of those to whom tho money 
bolongod, amounting to about $ 15 , 000 , could bo roeovorod, avMIo tho 
funds amounted to $ 28 , 000 , and it was under this impression that tho 
funds recovered would exceed the oflloial record of crodits that X was 
directed to pay such claims us l could satisfy myself wore just. As 
soon, however, as 1 learned of tho existence of other records of this 
property E discontinued the further x>ayment of claims until I could 
make a full statement and roooivo instructions in regard to tho pay* 
numfc of said claims. 

In addition to tho foregoing l have in my possession about $1,000, 
IJ.

Von will undo 
stand these claims are not for moneys sent to prisoners from tho 
trlends at the North, but are for moneys taken limn them at the tin 
ol then* capture, and my observation in the eases already hrougl 
iKMoro me proves the (act that these are, as a general tiling, I lie sola 
and prudent men, who do not sipiamlcr I heir money in fit Hip, ill) 
tliorotoro seem entitled to greater consideration linin' they otherwU 
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would be. Of the names we find on the record undoubtedly many are 
dead, and in sueli eases few, if any, claimants will appear, which will, 
of course, reduce the amount to be paid. 

Of the bills on State banks in my hands, full one-third is of no value 
whatever, being on broken banks, shinplasters, &c. Of the remaining 
two-thirds, full one-half is on Southern banks, none of which are worth 
l,o exceed 25 cents on the dollar, and much of it entirely worthless.

Sir: On the receipt of your communication of the 2d instant I 
explained your viows as presented in that letter to the Secretary of 
War, who, I am happy to say, expressed decided approbation of them, 
and indicated, his purpose of executing the plan yon propose by the 
exorcise of his own power, if found sufficient, but if not, ho will ask the 
aid of Congress. 

The Secretary directs that you obtain all the information in your 
power in order to do that justice contemplated in the plan to those 
prisoners of war who were robbed and plundered by officials iu the 
South. To this end it will bo necessary to prepare a list of such 
prisoners of war as it shall appear upon evidence lost money or other 
valuables through the agency of such officials, taking duo notice of any 
amounts of money or property which may appear to have been restored 
to the rightful owners. 

As soon as the claims can bo verified measures will bo taken to 
enable the proper claimants or their representatives to obtain the justice 
contemplated in the plan you propose. You are requested to report on 
this subject for the information of the Secretary of War at as early a 
day as practicable.

Colonel Blackburn continued his 
attempts to strike me, but I succeeded in warding oil his blows with 
my arms.

I am sallslled that tlm atlenipt was oik' upon my iilo, nnd that tho 
pistol would have been llred at me but from the fact of Colonel Illaclc- 
burn being between myself and the ollieor holding il.

General: in pursuance of your instructions of the 18th instant 1 
proceeded to Port Delaware to examine into affairs there in regard lo 
prisoners of war and have the honor to submit the following report: 

All the prisoners of war have been released except t wo vrlio woro 
captured with Jo IK Davis and are held awaiting his trial. 

The barracks heretofore occupied by prisoners and the troops guard- 
ing them and the prison hospital have been vacated and turned over 
to the Quaiiormnslor’s Department. AH of these buildings are of a 
very temporary eharaeler and are of little value except as old lumber. 
If they were sold as they are the purchaser would have to send labor- 
ers lo lako them down, haul them to the dock, and transport them from 
the island, the expense of which would be nearly ns great as the value 
of the lumber, and but. a small sum could be realized from the sale. I 
would therefore recommend that all these buildings, except tho hos- 
pital and surgeons’ quarters, be taken down by tho convicts under 
sentence sit the fort, the host of the lumber to bo selected for salo ami 
tho refuHO to bo used lor fuel or such other purpose as may bo most to 
the interest of the service, The hospital is the best of these buildings, 
is most out of the way, and for the present might be permitted t( 
remain as it is, in the possibility that it may be required for sonu 
oClior purpose. 

Tho surgeons’ quarters, winch are near the hospital, are sufficient!’ 
extensive to nmko a very good post hospital and I recommend that U 
building be so occupied, There are now some sixty convicts at Bo 
Delaware, and about MOO can bo accommodated inside tho fort i 
rooms appropriated to them, leaving quarters for live companies. Tl 
prison barracks arc too exlensivo to boused for the conilnomont . 
convicts, and if they are to be used for this purpose considerab, 
alterations and repairs would have bo bo made. Bor such an ostal 
lislnnent the prison hospital would be most convenient, giving ampl 
room, and being most remote from tho fort. 

Tho vacated barracks are infested with rats, which are driven bj 
hunger bo every liou.se on tho island. All tho corn growing in tin 
gardens 1ms been destroyed by them, and it 3s desirablo that the bar 
racks should bo removed as soon as practicable that the island may b< 
relieved from this pest.

I had from (hmfedernle ollirern w liom 1 met at- Nnrl Insist River, point

oners, Wo worn seven days iwu between H,ooo and ti,Oi)ii. Homo 
wore broil gill, in (load; many others ho enfeebled in body and mind ns 
l,o lm unablo to give any account ol' themselves, and about w horn it was 
impossible to learn, in many imdaiicos, oven tho uamo ol t.lio individ- 
ual.

UTOKt. When I came to Virginia and found so much prejudice against 
.he ollleors vdio had been stationed at Anderson \ ille, (la . I determined 
.o quit the country, but domestic troubles of tho Moveiesl, nature 
mused me at once to hurry home and see after two lit lie helpless and 
penniless children. Alter arriving here I determined lo make my home 
in this country, and have been making urningemenls wiih a friend of 
mine to go into business with me in Ihdlimorc. I merely mention 
these facts to let you know that it is my lived purpose to make my 
home in this country and become, of com se, a law -abiding and loyal 
citizen. If tlioro are charges against me of mall mil menl of prisoners, 

T scorn the imputation and am desiious of niooliug I hem itud will meet 
them fearlessly am! with a clear conscience. Ibil, owing, lo ovtreimi 
domestic troubles which require my whole atteidion at Hum lime, I 
most respectfully ask that either an invcstigaliou of tho matter lm 
given me at once or that I be paroled, giving my word of honor (or, if 
you should prefer it, security) for my appearance at any time I may lm 
called for, or f.lmt l 1m allowed to remain in custody on the Knsiern 
Shore with sufficient privileges lo enable mo to attend In my biisimm 

In regard to my connection with the A udoimmvillo Ibison, the I! rail 
was over connected with, I will siieeine.lly stale: In the liulnr part of 
December, IHtiJ, I was ordered lo Amlersouville, (la., hi build a prison 
stockade (that point having been decided upon ns u anil able site) 
capable of holding 0,000 prisoners. At m,\ suggcMlnm Urn oidcrwas 
changed to increase it to a size sulllcient to hold 10,(11X1. My reasons for 
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this suggestion wore that the banks or the stream which was to supply 
the water wore stoop, and tins would give mo land more level and more 
available for l, ho purpose at a very little more expense to tlio Govern- 
ment. When 1 was sent to Georgia! was told that I could get any 
amount of labor and teams (o do this work. Upon my arrival, how- 
ever, l found Lho people much opposed to the erection of a prison thoro, 
and consequently had then to got authority from Richmond to impross 
I he necessary labor and teams. This caused mo much delay, so that l 
did not got to work until some lime in .January, and then with a limited 
force. At all events, before the stockade was half completed the com- 
manding ollicor, Oa.pt, W. S. Winder, was telegraphed Irom Richmond 
(hat it was impossible to feed the prisoners longer there, and that they 
must comeat once to Anderson villo on account of provisions. As well 
as my memory serves me in regard to date, about the middle of Febru- 
ary the prisoners began to arrive. After Die first live or six lots had 
arrived Captain Winder was ordered to Richmond, and Lieut. Gol. 
A. W. Persons, of the Pifty-IKlh Goorgia Regiment, was assigned to 
command of the post, and he continued in command until some time in 
June or .Inly, I HIM, when General Winder himself took command. I 
issued rations to the prisoners for the first live or six weeks that tlioy 
were there. At. that time there were only a small number of them, and 
1 know tlmt. there was no complaint, and they scorned surprised at the 
quantity they received, but at. that time sweet potatoes could be gotten, 
uml I gave them as a ration one pound of meal, one pound of potatoes, 
and one pound of beef or half pound ofbnoon, There was only a small 
quantity of Hour, and that, was issued only to the sick. In February, 
1 HIM, ns you can easily inform yourself, the 0. H. Congress passed a 
law relieving the Quart, mnusler’s Department of feeding the prisoners 
of war and placed it in the hands of the Commissary Department. 
Soon after this a commissary oflleer was sent to Andorsonvillo, and 
after his arrival, owing to a misunderstanding about the orders, l for 
a time receipted to him for the prisoners’ rations, which the command- 
ant of the prison ought, to have done, and which he, as l suppose, did 
do as soon as the orders were properly understood. After this I laid 
nothing on earth to do with the prisoners’ rations, except to funds! 
transportation for them from the com missnry store-house to the cool" 
house and Irom thence to the prison. At this timeCapt. 11. Wira wt 
in command of the prison, and i furnished him, upon his requisitioi 
anything and everything which he needed for the prisoners which 
could procure, except provisions. 

I if Way, lHti'l , in addition to my duties as quartermaster at Andorsoj 
villo, X was assigned to duty in the same capacity at the officers’ prise 
at Macon, and was doing duty there at tlio time when Generals So, 
niour, Hioneman, and other officers were confined there, This prise 
was under the command of ( lolonel Gibbs, 1 kept Mr, William Uipkin 
a clerk of mine, at this prison, and Mr. Butler at Andorsonvillo, ar 
though L had permission from the Quartormastor-Goneral to make 
headquarters at Macon (certainly a much more desirable locality tl 
Anderson villo), yet there was so much more to do at Audorsonv 
that l spent nearly all my time there. The only complaint that can 
justly brought against mo was the deficiency or barracks and liosp 
accommodations at both places, and in this respect the Audorsonv 
prisoners Buffered much the most. In the llrst place, there wore, tv 
the start, some commodious buildings already in the Macon pr 
while thoro were none at Andorsonvillo; and in the second place, 1 
were many more prisoners at the one than the other, I can onlj 
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in this matter that 1 did nil in my pow i*r In remedy Mm evil, bull the 
number of prisoners nl. Anderson villa was so rapidly increased it \vnn 
simply impossible. In 11m llrsf plooo, I could got no lumber scarcely at 
all, and alter the power lo impress mills was given mo from IMoluntmil 
tlio railroads insisted Unit railroad Iruusportnlinn would |» i\ o entirely 
out if I was allowed to impress llm mills. 1 was than iiml ruefed (o 
impress only those mills whicli the railrondH did not, require. The 
result of thin wan Mml. almost nil Mm mills mndo non I rue Is willi llm 
railroad for small quantities, did what tlioy pleased willi llm balance, 
and 1 had to go without. In addition lo this. 1 was instruct cri to pay 
Georgia schedule prices, which warn $bb per I, (HU) font, while the navy 
works at Albany and the hospital departments were paying $/o or $80 
per 1,000. You can readily under these eirou instances perceive my 
dillleulties. I earnestly advised the use of tents, mid gave us my 
reasons for it that they would lie more healthy, less subject lo danger 
from lire, and in ease of a general exchange of prisoners, which we were 
all the time expecting, would be a great saving in expense lo the (Jon- 
federate Htates Government; but 1 wasinlbrmed by the ijmirtnrmastei 1 * 
General that they could not bo supplied for the simple reason they did 
not have them, There were some tents in Havaiumh, Ga., belonging lo 
the State, which 1 tried in every way in tlm world to get, nut could not 
succeed, as tlioy said they needed them for tlmir own troops, in addi- 
tion to this orders now came for enlarging the stockade, so that it 
would hold 80, 000 men. This of course slopped everything for several 
weeks, and by the time that this was completed, or very soon l.lmi nailer, 
the number of prisoners amounted to souio In the meantime I 

was without funds, and although timely requisitions had been forwarded 
to liiohmond, not one cent did I receive from them lor tlm lust lour 
months that I was at Anderson villo, and tlm lew mills that were cutting 
for mo refused to saw any longer. 

In regard to local transportation, 1 was instructed by the (Jnuirter* 
mastor-Genoral to hire what l could and Mien draw the balance front 
Norman W. Hiuith, at Augusta, Ga., who was child' of fraiisporlution 
for tlio woslorn army, lie, unlike most (puirlermusters with whom I 
had to deal, did the best ho could for me, but lie really could not keep 
up the supply in the army, and his instructions weio that the army 
must bo sup] died first; consequently tlmmily slock Mint 1 in or got from 
him was mules, already broken down in service, and all or I got tlmm, 
before tlioy could be used at all (in fact, I don’t Ibiuk they ever were 
used during my stay at Andersonville) they had lo be gollen ip to n 
serviceable condition. The luck of local l.rauNporlul.ion wan a most 
serious drawback upon me. 

In regard to complainls, if there he any, against flic iminuer of bury- 
ing the dead, 1 enn only sny that I <1 id llm best I could. Kuril body 
was numbered on the hospital register of den tlm (which book was, of 
course, kept by tlm chief surgeon) and tlm same number was pinned 
to his clothing. Tlmy were (lien interred us tlmir numbers culled for, 
running from number one upward, and each body's number was branded 
deeply on his head board. If tlm hospital register is in being, Mm body 
of any soldier who died there can be easily found. II was impossible 
to furnish eolllns. Materials were loo scums and I considered if much 
more important to alleviate fImNulleriiig of Hie living limn to iiscthcse 
materials with tlio dead, la fact, 1 used no malm inis for any purpose 
that could be done without, and pnsilivciy retimed In put up either 
oflhwm’or soldiers’ barracks until a sullieicul. hospital ni miigcnionfc 
should bo completed bot h for the prisoners and our own sick. For this 
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1 was much abused and complained of, but I hold i,o my iext and never 
did puli up bill one bonne, mid that was under peremptory orders, 
uml even (1ml, was not. quite completed when I was ordered away in 
Heptembor. 

As regards the necessary cooking and baking arrangements, I confess 
fli a!, at one time (.lie prisoners suffered greatly in the want of cooking 
apparatus, but this was owing entirely to having provided for 10,001) 
men and having twice that number forced upon me. F did, however, 
all in my power to assist them in the matter, and when I left Anderson* 
ville the cooking arrangements were ample and sufiieiont. As to the 
water for the use of prisoners at Andevsonville, the stream that flowed 
through the prison was originally as pure and limpid as possible and 
was injured by an error of my own judgment, hi constructing the 
first baking and cooking houses, knowing that they would require much 
water in the use of them, I placed them directly on the stream Mowing 
directly into the prison (they could not 1m placed on the other side, as 
the water would then have llowort through the sinks), not drowning 
that there would lie sufficient offal to infuse Lho water, but such was 
the case, and the only remedy then left was to allow the prisoners as 
many wells on the inside of the prison as were needed, and this was 
done by Captain Wire. This, together with the complaint that the 
prisoners were robbed at the cook ‘houses of a portion of their rations 
(a state of tilings 1 should never have supposed possible, as, according 
to my recollection, there were only four of our detailed men at both lho 
cooking ami baking houses, and the balance of the force, some 100 and 
odd men, were paroled prisoners), caused me to suggest; that in the 
building of the prison near Milieu, (hv., that the baking ami cooking 
houses be put up on the inside of the prison, and instead of having 
them in one extensive building, let there lie more of them — a baking 
ami cooking arrangement to every 1,000 men — which suggestion was 
adopted. 

In regard to the prisoners IhcniHelves, 1 never, under any oircuni* 
stances, had any command over them whatever, excepting those who 
were paroled on the. outside of the prison, receiving double rations, and 
were assisting me in my department to build barracks, hospitals, com 
iuissary store* 1 louses, doing duty as teamsters, iSfco,, and T never eve 
supplied these men with Iheir rations, I not only never jnalt.roato 
one of these men, but never punished ono of them excop t to rotur 
them to the inside of the prison, and 1 do not now recollect oven I 
have done that except in cases where they had broken their paroles, 
was never on the inside of the prison at Anderson ville moro than lui 
a dozen times in my life, and was never once inside the prison abMaoo’ 

J had more of my own duty to do than J could really well attend to, an 
never meddled with, inquired after, or interfered with any other depart 
mold. Home time in Hoptembor, 1S(14, 1 was assigned to duty as chit 
quartermaster of prisons in (loorgia ami my headquarters ordered n 
(Jump haw ton, the prison near Milieu, but 1 romaimul at Anderson vill 
until (ho 1st of October, when l assigned Oupt. Janies IF. Wright 
assistant quartermaster, to duty at Anderson ville. Oapt. L. L. Vanuv 
doe, assistant, quartermaster, had already been assigned by the 
Qiuu'termnsber-U on oral to duty at the Milieu Prison, When I leP 
Anderson ville six of the prisoners that had been paroled and under me 
and to whom 1 had become much attached, made petition to bo allow' 
to go with me, which petition was granted thorn, hour of those l to< 
and kept with me ul m,v own private quarters, about three miles (' 
the prison, and allowed them all sorts of privileges. The other 
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mni. on duly with < Uipl itiii Vuiiindoc. The lour who were with mo at 
iy qiniHors drew their rations with mini', one of them always snperin- 
ending tho receiving of I, horn. Alter this several ten nisi era ami 
them math' similar petitions, and mm or two uoh ns t'olnis inti oil' from 
Uidorsonvillo, caught up with Hit' wagon train, anil e. into on to Millon, 
'hosomon worn never punished for this, and were put. on duly with 
hiplniu Vuriuidon, and 1 lake occasion heie to reuutik that, tor any act. 
if kindness l.hnl. 1 over allowed ti prisoner while I win connected wil.li 
ho prison department, upon my honor I was inner paid or received 
myi.hing whatever, and not. oim can Im I'ouml who run an.\ such a. thing 
diout mo, exempt in Home little net. of kindness to me afterward- one 
>f I, hem, for instance, at. his own request, covered a saddle bountifully 
'or me, auoUiei’ made me some hIuich and bools. These me (.he only 
■oturns that. 1 now mud loot over to have reeeivod from them, and for 
ihcHO nets of kindnoNs to me, knowing their necessities, I paid them 
illorwuvd. 

"VV lien (l euoral Sherman made hia march through Georgia, the pris- 
oners wore necessarily squandered in every direction. At. Mint, time 1 
was ordered to lako charge of the prison wagon train and sa\e it. from 
the enemy. I had with me, to live heat, of my recollection, Home twenty 
odd prisoners iih teamsters, ambulance driverH, &«., and only tlveofour 
own men. including two wagon-masters, and no tirniH, except private 
arms. Wo wore within a few miles of the lighting, and so clone flint I 
lost much baggage that was stored in a house close by. Two of those 
prisoners that morning (not knowing the proximity of the enemy) I 
lind given permission to go Hulling, and wo had to decamp so suddenly 
that i could not wait for thorn — in fact, supposed thc\ Imd gone to their 
own men— and was very uneasy lest they should give information of the 
whereabouts of my train, ami made on that account u very long, march; 
yet soon after we encamped at night on the hunks of the ihiviimmli 
Kiver these two men came, up, each one toting a bag of sweet, polalocs, 
Mot one of these prisoners deserted me. They all said, as I was told, 
.hat 1 had treated them so well and so kindly that 1 hey felt in honor 
jotintl to respect their paroles. Tho next morning we commenced 
missing the ►Savannah Itivur and encamped in Ikirnwell I >isli let, M. (I, 
Ye remained in camp for some time, when I recoiled an order to send 
t portion of llio wagon train to Oolumhia, M. a poitum of it, jo 
Vugusla, (la., and (o hold the balance swh|ce|. to orders. A portion of 
-ho prisoners remained with mV,; tho balance went to Golumbiu, I 
•eniained there in camp some six weeks; sent to Augusta; got. some 
lowdcr and shot, and, as game was very plentiful, Ireipumt ly allowed 
lovoral of those prisoners my double barreled shotgun and a small 
illo to go oil' on horseback and aiuuse themselves in their own way. 
was then ordered to Oohmibla, M. < h, and immediately assigned jo 
ufcy as chief qua r Ion mister of all prisons east of the iMnrds-dppi River, 
his was some time in January, IMM, ,Huon alter this a general 
xohange of prisoners took place. Oolumhia u us ovurnuled and I was 
wlored to Salisbury, N. 0. I had been there but. a short lime whoa I 
waa relieved of duty with Min prison depart .incut and nrdeicd to report 
n Richmond, and was then' awaiting orders to Texas. At this time, 
lowovor, Ooaoral Daniel buggies was assigned to duly us Commissary. 
}onoml of Prisoners, and at his earnest solieilathiu I was temporarily 
issignod to duty with him as his chief qmirlcrinmder, in order to funds’ll 
din with such information as lie might need in regard to my depart* 
aoni. General Huggins and myself lelt Richmond the night of tho 
vacuation. As soon as wo got to Damille lie ordered me to Augusta, 
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(In., at which place i wuh paroled, and Urns ended my connection with 
the prison department. 

1. bog leave to add tlmt I have the receipt of the assistant agent of 
exchange, Oaptuhi 1 latch, for nil moneys in my hands belonging to pris- 
oners of war; On plain Wirz’s receipt lor their watches which were in my 
possession (General Winder after ids arrival at Anderson villa ordered 
all prisoners’ welches returned, and, if my memory servos mo rightly, 
no sum of money under #100 was taken from thorn). I have also Liou- 
Kiiumt Davis’ receipt lor all prisoners’ elolhing, &«., sent to Anderson- 
ville and issued by Lieulenant Davis during Oapt.ain Wire’s oxtremo 
illness thero. The boxes sent to prisoners l never had anything to do 
with. They were always turned over to commandants of prisons. 

1 have, sir, to apologize for the length of this communication, t>at I 
could not well say less in my defense ami do myself justice, i have no 
friend that I know of who has any inlliumce with the Government, aud 
must rely upon the merit of my own ease. To the truth of those state- 
menls I pledge my honor as a man, which is all that is loft me, and would 
oiler you the most sal isf'nctory and indisputable ovidoneo. 1 would 
offer you also any reference ns to my character and standing ns a man. 
Hoping flint my country is unwilling to indict any net of injustice upon 
mo, and believing you incapable of such a tiling, I placo myself in your 
hands, earnestly entreating, however, that if any other charges which 
1 huvonof met in this cmnmimicntiou have been brought against mo, i 
be informed of them, and J will promise you a straightforward, manly 
reply. It Is extremely humiliating to be hold in prison in lmumolos, 
but much morose to be held up to your countrymen as a demon, licensed 
of charges of which you are not guilty, l’arilon the liberty I have 
taken in thus addressing you.

Dear Mlr: My application to the President for pardon was for- 
warded hence on the 21st ultimo, and in appealing to your kind inter- 
position in its boh all’, as well upon tlio ground of old associations as 
upon others, it is proper that I state to you (he points upon which it is 
based, which 1 will do as frankly as brielly. 1 know that von are familiar 
with nil the leading political issues of the former “Month, 1 ” and with 
the divisions and phases of opinion and sentiment upon that of seces- 
sion. Throughout my own humble career, whether ns a private or 
publie man, up to the secession of my own Htate, I was ever devoted to 
the Union, and my ton years’ service in the Senate are unmarked by a 
word or sentiment ineonsistent with this declaration. I was never in 
tlio bogislaturo or any of the conventions of my Stale, and I never 
counseled her to secede, for I always believed she was stronger in l ho 
Union Glum she could ho out of if. Hut when she seceded and 
instructed me to withdraw from tlio yen a to T obeyed. Who had hon- 
ored mo far beyond my merits with many distinguished marks of her 
conlhloneo and favor, and 1 followed where she led. Stale sovereignty 
with its consequent rights of secession was no new doctrine, suddenly 
sprung for a purpose, but through a long lino of great minds, from 
.Jefferson to Calhoun, it had become tlio universal faith of tlio South. 
In this faith, politically, was l reared, but, though 1 regarded secession 
as a right resulting, like many others, from State sovereignty, my con- 
servatism taught me that as a remedy if was but another name for 
revolution, to bojuslilled only by those great and otherwise irreparable 
wrongs which admittedly justify revolution, J novor believed there 
would be bloodshed, and I hoptul and oxpeolod compromise, concilia- 
tion, and peace oven after the secession of South Carolina, When 1 
learned at Washington the design of attacking Port Pickens, at L’onsa- 
cola, J dreaded tiie consequences, and telegraphed the leader in the 
most urgent terms against the design, and thus prevented it, a pre 
{■ceding for which suporservicoable patriots have bitterly denounce! 
me. Tlio bring upon the Jhig soon after at Charleston rendered pone 
hopeless. Throughout my olHoiul connootion with (ho Confederate 
(lovernmont as Secretary of the Navy, which post was aeeoptcd only 
upon the repeated requests of President Davis, and the resignalion o( 
which J subsequently tendered, 1 am conscious of no act unwarranted 
by the condition of the two (lovernmeuls and the laws of war to which 
they bot.li deferred. Upon tlio full of Utohmond I resigned my office, 
repaired to my home, and there awaited the action of the Government, 
flclorminod to abide tlio oonsoquonoos of my course, whatever they 
might be. I was arrested tlierosonio two months ago and sent hero, 
A great majority of the Htates and a vast majority of tlio people have 
decided, ns well by the cartridge box as by the ballot box, against 
secession and slavery. Ballots and bullets, overwhelming numbers 
and resources, were all against us, and wo arc a conquered people. I 
frankly and fully recognize and accept tlio continued union of all those 
Mates and the abolition of slavery as the now status of the South, and 
the logic of patriotism, no less than Unit of common sense, calls upon 
her people to conform thomsnlvos, thoir laws, and institutions to this 
Hiatus, To this work I am anxious to contribute all the aid in my 
power, for with the Mouth must l livo, and with I leaven’s sanction die.

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The; 830 bales, after being- pub in good condition for market and due 
notice given, were sold at public auction on the 8tli of February, 18G5, 
and brought an average of 82 cents per pound and netted $331,' 789. GO; 
$8,589.08 was paid as internal revenue. The 170 bales turned over to 
the quartermaster at Fort Morgan did not reach this city until the 8th 
ol‘ April, I860, and, after being put in marketable condition and sold 
at public auction April 18, netted only $23,99-1.70 — an average of 29^ 
cents per pound. The delay of tlie 170 bales for seventy-two days cost the 
prison fund $12,509,50. 1 feel assured that this detention was caused by 
some inollicient TJ, S. quartern} aster on his own authority. All of the 
cotton reached this city in most wretched condition, and had to be 
ropickcd and rebated beforo it could be offered for sale. Having only 
within a short time been able to bring personally the matter of the 
internal-revenue tax upon the cotton, amounting to $8,589.08, directly 
before the honorable Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. McCulloch, lio 
promptly ordered it to bo refunded, and on yesterday, 13th instant, it 
was received and paid to the contractors who furnished clothing. 

On entering upon my duties it was my wish and intention to furnish 
y w ’ 1 provisions, at least sugar and coffee, as well as clothing and blan- 
kets. Upon calculation I found that it would require $1,200 per day to 
supply the small ration of sugar aud coffee, and it could not therefore 
l>c done for want of funds. The very severe winter made the demand 
for clothing tho most important. Attached hereto is a list of the prisons 
and number of prisoners confined therein at the time I entered upon 
the discharge of my duties. (See List A.) It will be observed that to 
the prisons where but a small number were confined I sent no supplies, 
ftuoli prisons were, as a general thing, used merely for the temporary 
detention of prisoners, they being- speedily transferred to larger stations. 
A inong the 2,259 boxes of provisions, clothing, and tobacco that arrived 
from the Boulh there were a number for the officers, prisoners of war, 
at Hilton Head, Morris Island, aud Fort Pulaski} but learning officially 
that these officers had been ordered on exchange I had tho boxes dis- 
tributed among the remaining prisoners. After this was dono 1 learned 
that tlioso officers had been returned to Fort Delaware. During the 
performance of my duties, which occupied my entire time and attention 
lor several months, I received from the U. S. officers with whom I had 
business intercourse great courtesy and every assistance. To tho 
qiiarterinaster’s department in this city great credit is duo for the 
prompt and correct transportation of supplies, as shown by the receipts 
in my possession from tho Confederate prisoners who distributed tin 
supplies at the several prisons. Tho charge lias been made that 1 
u gave contracts to Union men.” In reply I have but to say that ] 
looked upon my duties and obligations as too sacred to admit of mj 
consulting anything save tho interest of tho prisoners. I gave con 
tracts whore I thought the best results could be obtained without ref- 
erence to political opinion. To Messrs. Duncan, Sherman & Go,, 
bankers, 1 gave the’ control of the cotton, and to their most excellent 
management you are indebted for receiving the highest market price 
for tho cotton. Especial thanks are due them, as their services were 
given without charge.

Its genuineness was pr 
and subsequently admitted by the prisoners, who, so far from den 
their purpose and intent to follow its instructions by capturinj 
Salvador without fail at whatever cost of blood and suffering. t< 
unarmed and peaceful officers and crew of this merchant ship 
their unsuspecting fellow-passengers, seemed rather to glory in 
purpose as entitling them to share the honors of that indomitable 
Confederate "Navy, which, as they boasted in their defense befoi 
court, “had swept the ocean, lit battle fires in many a sea 
illumined the darkness of night with many a burning wreck” 
ing could more fully disclose the animus of these nieu than this 
glorious boasting of wlmt they style, “the whole fearful and 
scene,” mainly enacted by the Alabama and the Shenandoah in ro 
and burning whole iiects of defenseless Jlshing vessels without lb 
gun or incurring the smallest risk of “tragic” consequences to 
selves; a, work of heartless plunder and destruction which, aside 
its guilt, should cover every one engaged in it with shame, and at ’ 
every sentiment of honor and manhood revolts with scorn. 

It was contended by the accused, in their defense beforo the ■ 
that the act charged against them as a crime, even had it been c; 
fully into execution, “was a stratagem in war, perfectly allowable 
the laws and usages of war,” which they, as recognized bollige 
had a right to execute, but that, admitting the criminality of tit 
if it had been executed, it having been frustrated, and having e: 
only in intention, the law allowed them a locus penitential (pla 
time for repentance), and as they had committed no overt act 
were nob properly chargeable with auy crime. It was clearly g 
by Major-General McDowell in his review of the case in General O 
No 52, promulgating the findings and sentence of tho court, that 
positions were untenable; that the laws and usages of war allow 
other stratagems than such as wero “ without perfidy and cons 
with good faith;” whereas these prisoners treacherously entered 
the Salvador as peaceful passengers, under the implied pledge 
they would conduct themselves as such, and not as enemies, 
action in this was perfidious and in violation of good faith, 
guilty enterprise had been many months in preparation, had in\ 
long voyages and various arrangements at places distant from 
other, during’ all which they had opportunity for repentance an 
relinquishment of their guilty purpose. But when m pursuit oi 
purpose, with amis and manacles concealed in their baggage ai 
their persons, they entered on the Salvador for its consummate 
locus peiu ten tics had ceased to exist, and it was too late for tlu 
claim its benefits. 

This ofiice is of tho opinion that tho charge, as specified, is full 
taiued by tlio testimony, and that, in view of tho fearful conseqw 
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(1ml might have resulted IVom their crime, the (hidings ami sentence of

The application now ponding for the pardon of Mdward A. Hwain 
was evidently prepared under an impression on the part of lho peti- 
tioners (hat lie had been tried for piracy and was under sentence of 
death. They urge their petition in his behalf mainly on the ground of 
his youth and his unexceptional character as a more stripling prior to 
the war. It appears, however, from their admission, that lie was not 
conscripted or forced into tho rebel military service, but ontoted it 
voluntarily. It appears from documentary evidence produced at tho 
trial, as already shown, that he was detailed an executive oflleor, or 
second in command oil board tho prospective prize of these prisoners, 
tlm Salvador, when she should become a (Jon ledera to rover. LI is 
appointment to such a position (understood to be the most inlluential 
and responsible in an armed ship) implies full maturity of age ami 
experience. After a careful review of the whole case as exhibited in 
the record this ollieo remains of the opinion that no just ground is 
presented for the pardon of this prisoner or for a further mitigation 
of his sentence. It believes, as already intimated, that the sentence 
of death pronounced against these offenders was fully warranted by 
the testimony} that in view of all the oimimstaneos which attended 
their guilty enterprise and of the bloody and destructive consequences 
which it threatened, it was a remarkable exorcise of clemency on tho 
part of the reviewing oltioor to commute (lie punishment of these men 
to imprisonment only. Tho fow months’ oonllnomonC to which tho; 
have been subjected cannot be viewed ns an approximation even to a jus

wise been exchanged and living were left in prison lo miller and die, 
Upon my making inquiry relativ e to their complainls I Iniuid thnt.it 
was true and reported the same to (leneral Winder, under wlmm 1 was 
acting, lie at once instituted means to recover from theollleers of Urn 
prison the moneys they laid thus obtained. When making my inquiries 
into the matter the prisoners would refuse to testify to having given 
it. Notwithstanding, l found means to establish the truth of the com- 
plaints, and General Winder succeeded in recovering a portion of 1,1m 
money from the olllcials in whose possession it was. 1 visiled the prison 
at Florence, S. (J., iii the latter purl of the year IHlil, and lore partot 
1805, and while there heard a general complaint from llie prisoners ol 
the bad treat meat, they received, and of their being lobbed of their 
moneys and jewelry. On making inquiry into I lie nature ol’ their com 
plaints! found that upon (he prisoners being received into Hie prison 
it was tho practice of those in charge of the prison lo lake from them 
their moneys and other valuables, and from such as I hey got munll 
amounts they would give receipts lo, but to I hose from whom they 
obtained largo amounts no receipts were given. The same prnetico 
prevailed here as at the other prison in relation to I he selection of the 
sick to bo exchanged. They were on leaving tlm prison ic fused tho 
moneys and other valuables which had been (alum from I Item, upon the 
idea that the ollieer having thorn in charge was absent and that they 
■ere not responsible. The Irenlmeut in oilier rcspcels at (his prison 
as of a similar character to the others, Kerne of theollleers having 
largo of the prisons 1 had visiled I found lo be extremely corrupt 
id wore constantly prnot icing toward the prisoners such treatment as

Appendix. 

Carroll Hall is the name given to the officers’ quarters in Fort 
Monroe, Va., and is situated at the salient bastion of trouts 0 and 7. 
(See sketch marked A.) _ 

The building is a two story with attic; its walls are of brick, 1 foot J 
inches in thickness; a piazza 10 feet wide extends the eutire front of 
the second door. It has a front of about 165 feet, a depth of 45 diet, 
and is entered by halls on the first floor at distances of about lb foot 
from each end of building. 

The height of rooms on tlie first floor is 11 feet, the thickness of 
second floor is 14 inches, and the height from second floor to ceiling ia 
12 feet 4 inches. (See sketch B.) 

Sketch B is a plan of the second floor of Carroll Hall. A plan of tlio 
first floor does not differ materially from if. 

A hall (i feet 10 inches wide runs through the center of this building 
almost its entire length and separates the front from the roar sots of 
quarters. The room fitted up as a prison is at the extreme south oncl 
of Carroll Hall, on the second floor, aud faces the interior of the fort. 
Its dimensions are 16 feet 6 inches in width, 15 feet in depth, and 115 
feet 4 iuehes in height. The window of this room (see F in sketch II) 
is 4 feet wide, and is secured by seven upright iron bars, round, fclirc'o- 
fourths of an inch in diameter, placed at equal distances apart. TJioso 
run through six horizontal bars of iron, the lowest 8 inches from tho 
floor and the upper one S inches from the top, the others at equal 
distances apart. 

These bars are fastened by heavy screws to the casings of the 
windows, and the heads of the screws are cut off. 

The doors (see R and T in sketch B and also sketch (J) are made of 
heavy oak aud iron combined, as shown in sketch. The door window 
closes outside the bars (see P) without obstructing the view of the sen- 
tinel stationed thereat. The door leading into the hall (see It) when 
inspected could be opened with a key, but there being no uso for it aa 
a door, it is being permanently bolted, and a door with a sash of glass 
in the upper half will be placed on the hall side of these bars, which 
can be opened or closed as ventilation or temperature may require, find 
which will not interfere with the view of the sentinel posted at the 
same. The door leading into the adjoining room, inteuded'as guard- 
room (see X), will be the only one used for ingress and egress. Matting 
is to cover tlie hall and guard-room floors, which will prevent much 
noise, and will make more audible any movement in the prison room.

Oastlo Godwin, a military prison used for the eoullneme.ntof eiv 
and military prisoners (Gon federates), was instituted in IHiia, f 
declaration of martial law in this city. The Non. .1. M, Bolls, At 
.Stearns, Palmer, Higgins, Wardwcll, and other prominent Unioi 
zona of this city and the State of North Guroliun, weie here con 
Thoir treatment was characterized by much severity IVoin them 
ilies. All of them for weeks and many of them for nioul hs during 
entire epn/luoment wore deprived of all comniunieution witlidhei) 
ilies or friends excepting by Idler. Oaplain Godwin, Urn prt 
marshal, was oxtromoly severe loward these prisoners. Oapt. ( 
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Alexander, ussisl ant provost marshal and commandant of tho prison, 
in which oflico ho continued for two years, during which it was moved 
Lo iinot I kt building, where ho gave it the appropriate mime of Castle 
Thunder, was au oHioer whose only virtue was that of being- a severe 
disciplinarian, lie proud tilled his nutlioril.y to the arrest of all persons, 
Union or otherwise, whom he or his underlings could entrap into any 
expression of sentiment against those in authority or evasion of mili- 
tary law. 'I'll is he made the process of a system of robbery, confisca- 
tion, and blackmail Unit would at thiu day require strong ovidonoo to 
believe could have been practiced with such impunity. As a prison 
commandant he was harsh, inhuman, tyrannical, and dishonest in every 
possible way lie could practice these vices. 

Halislmry Prison, N. 0., contained within its limits about fifteen 
acres. The shelter consisl ml of one large and some small buildings, 
with the addition of an iiiHultlcient number of (cuts, which in cold 
weather induced those confined I o burrow in the earth. Buvoral hun- 
dred Union (eili/en) prisoners were confined here during thoyonr 1802, 
very many of whom died. Oolonel (lodwin, former provost-marshal of 
lliohmond, was in command during (ho period those prisoners were 
confined. 1 1 is treatment of them was unkind and severe. T am 
acquainted with the a (fairs of this prison only during the period ho 
(Oolonel Godwin) was in command. 

Oamp Oglethorpe Prison, Macon, (la., Oolonel Gibbs eoipmnndiiut, 
was used during the year ISO I lor Die confinement of officers, of whom 
if oonlainod between l,d<)(> and 1,000. The shelter consisted of a largo 
building' used ns a hospital, and sheds for the healthier prisoners. 
There was no complaint of insulllciency of food here, the officers being 
well supplied with funds and purchasing what they pleased. There 
was no ill trealmenl; the only case was Hint of an officer who while 
bathing crossed tin' deud-lino and was shot at and killed by a sentinel. 
Colonel Gibbs pul. the man under arrest, but I never learned his fate, 
the prison being removed at the approach of General Stonomaii’s 
troops. The prisoners from Andersonville and Macon, on tho approach 
of the U. B. armies, were brought to Bavamuih, whore they suffered 
much from exposure and the failure lo prepare for their recoption, 
many dying in the ears on tho route. Kor a week after their arrival 
they hud no simller, being surrounded by guards in tho open fields, 
very many dying in consequence. They were well supplied with pro- 
visions at this place. Prom Havannah tliey wore moved to Oamp 
Law! on, Milieu, (la., Captain Vowles commandant. Tho prisoners had 
an abundant supply of wood, water, and provisions, but no shelter, in 
consequence of which the fatality was very groat. Tho only instance of 
improper treatment I heard of hero was that when an cxohaiigo of sick 
prisoners was agreed upon Captain Vowles was said lo have placed 
the names of such persons ns paid for the favor on tho list of those who 
were to b(5 immediately forwarded to Savannah for exchange to the 
exclusion of some of the sick, who complained bitterly of it. Upon 
hearing of it General Winder instituted inquiry, but the evidence of 
prisoners not boing acceptable, tho charge was not sustained, although 
QUO paid by a prisoner was recovered from a clerk in Captain Vowles’ 
ofllco. The suspicion was so great against this officer that General 
Winder declared he should have no such command in the future. 

Upon the evacuation of Milieu tho prisoners were removed to Florence, 
B. O., Colonel Iverson commandant. This prison was an inclosuro of 
twcnty-Jour acres, eight of them a swamp, through which prisoners had 
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to pass to obtain water or i^oin^ to the sinks, which caused an increase 
of disease iind suffering among them. There won' between 7,000 mid 
10,000 mi'll con li mid horn, among whom the fatality wns sa id to havi 
Ikwii fully as f»r«at. in proportion as il had boon nt Andersonville. At 
one period there were 1, (.00 reported siek. r l'he prisoners complaini'il 
groatly of 1,1m harsh and brutal frealnient they received from (Jnplait 
Garrett and Lieutenant Wilson, who had charge of the interior of tin 
prison. They charged these ollleers with ernel and undeserved punish 
meets, sueli ns lengthened enntlneinent upon bread and water in tin 
guard-house for trivial offenses. Home deaths were reported as t,h< 
result of their brutality, hieulenant (Jhenl.ham, adjutant, &e., lau 
charge of the searching of the prisoners at their reception, performing 
this often indecently j was charged with often refusing a receipt, Ibi 
any sums he took from the men excepting small ones, thereby eausinj 
the loss of money due many of the prisoners at, their depart are, at whir,! 
time Lieutenant Ohealham was absent upon a furlough for thirty days 
Oolonol Iverson declared, in reply to the indignant demands of tin 
losers, that bioulonant Cheatham alone was responsible, The primmer 
made a report of the above facts to and appealed to Uenoral Winder lb 
protection, which application 1 forwarded to him. lie thereupon cam 
to Florence, on the route declaring his determination, if he found tli 
statement true, to remove and punish the parties complained of, uni 
bringing other oft leers with whom to till their places. I hi fortunately 
just as lie' reached my tent with his stall' he was attacked with discus 
ol’ the heart and died instantly.

General Winder, since which time I have had no eoiinechon or coinimi 
ideation with the Gonfedomte prisons.

All these pleas were discussed at length on both sides, and were, 
after deliberation, properly overruled by the eommissioa. A plea of 
not guilty to both charges and specifications thereto was then made by 
the prisoner. The investigation of the mailers alleged against the 
prisoner then commenced and continued until the 21st day of Onto 
bor, during which time I J8 witnesses for the prosecution and defense 
were examined, and a large amount of (Ioemneulnry evidence, found in 
the oilleial papers captured at Andcr.sonviile and among the rebel 
archives at Itiehmoml, was introduced. One of tlm counsel for tins 
defense then asked for an adjournment for two weeks nt least lo enable 
him to prepare an argument. The commission lirst decided lo mijoimi 
ten days, and upon his further petition, twelve days, for this purpose, 
lie, however, declared that, it was iusullleient lime, and (.hereupon 
announced that ho would submit the case without remark. After an 
adjournment of four days an elaborate slatonuml of (he prisoner was 
submitted, which was prepared by him Avilli the aid of an able assist- 
ant (the chief reporter of the trial, who shows himself fa mi liar u j t It nil 
the material facts), which goes over the whole ruse in explanation of 
certain nets averred, and in denial of the proof or truth of nil the 
others.

probable Ilm I. Ilm iimn on whoso truck l.lioy were sent would bo killed. 
Annin overtaken by these boaslsnml desiring to surrender oould nnk 
by coming to a. stand sn\n his 1 1 lb. Tim inskinok of kho dogs was for 
huina.li blood, and lo surrender In them w n.s death. A most shocking 
illustration will bo given. Two soldiers had escaped but worn overtaken. 
Tim parky who uapkurod klmiii rel.nnmd with bill, onn (who was so 
iimiif* lod kluik lin diod), and Urn ohiuf of klm parly, known as Turner, 
exulted in necouhtiiig Ibr l.lm other, staling that they allowed klm dogs 
to knar him in pieces, and left him in klm woods, 

As applying to Ilm ipinstiim of eriminul rosponsibiliky involved in 
this class of homicides, khu judgo-ndvoenfe referred the court In the 
woll-sotllod principle of law (hat if- is not essentia! that Midland of the 
party should 1m tlm iimnodiido oeeasion of the death, but that if it bo 
shown that means were used likely to oeeasion death, and which did 
so occasion it , tlm party using such moans is to he held responsible for 
(lie onnNei|UeuooN, Themis but one of -this class of homicides which 
enters into Ilm II nil bigs of guilty under this charge. A discussion of 
the legal points invohed is conceived (u be needless, inasmuch us the 
charge is sustained by n conviction on nine other distinct allegations 
of murder. 

As lo the deaths resulting from the use of stocks ami chain gangs, 
the defense urged that the men were placed therein for the purposes of 
discipline; Mint they wore commonly used lor such purposes and that 
their use at this place was attributed to those higher in authority than 
\Virz, to whose orders he was subject. Upon this point it is lo be 
observed that prisoners were put in these instruments of torture as 
punishment for having escaped, or having made attempts to escape, 
from their captors, winch attempts, whether successful or not, it was 
their right pud duty as prisoners of war to make. Any punishments 
inllieied upon them therefor by their captors was a violation of the 
laws of war, amt deaths resulting from such unlawful punishments are 
murders. This would be tlm judgment of the law apart from some of 
the peculiar e, ircumsfaiic.es which surround these crimes and which so 
decidedly indicate their true clnuac.fer, prominent among which is the 
often-declared animus of tlm prisoner, showing conclusively that in 
(these and kindred barbarities he was deliberately seeking to sacrillco 
tlm lives of bis victims. If was shown that these stocks and chain 
gangs were under Wiry.’s immediate amt direct control; Unit ho exer- 
cised full authority in committing prisoners to both. While it may be, 
and probably is, the fact that his action in this matter was sanctioned 
by tlm rebel Winder when he was on duty at Mint place, ik docs not 
relieve the prisoner of the responsibility of the results.

As lo all those eases not hereto lorn specially mentioned the defense 
insists Mint Hie allegations were too vague and itidolinilc, and Mini (,bu 
testimony is insullleienl to sustain them, and also Mult il is altogether 
improbable that such murders could have been committed without 
coming to the knowledge of various witnesses who staled Mini l ln*y luu! 
never heard of such crimes at Audersonvillo. No evidence being stib 
nutted which eon trad ie Is the concurrent and explicit slalernenls oflliu 
witnesses, who give positive tcslimoii.i of their perpetration, those 
murders arc Jnstenod to YVir/.’s hand. 

Many points were raised by both sides relating to file ml mission of 
evidence as the trial progressed. These were fully debated at' (lie Hmo. 
No discussion of them here is doomed necessary, it. nol being Ihumi 
that competent proof material to the prisoner’s delenso on Hie spoeilio 
olfenses of which the court pronounced him guilty, was excluded. 
M licit latitude seems to have heon given him; lie was allowed to. show 
special acts of kindness to Mm prisoners and to introduce declarations 
made by himself in explanation of his ads. belters and oltleinl reports 
and oral testimony of his personal o/lbrls, offered mi indicating his 
interest in and a care for the com fori of the prisoneis, were also 
admitted. It is shown that every witness asked for by the defense was 
subptenaed, except certain rebel funelioimricM, who. lor reasons slated 
at the time, did not appear on the stand, Inil. the judge ndvoealo pro- 
posed that if the counsel for Mio doleiiso would set lorlh according to 
the coniiiioii rule, by allidavil, whal ho expected and had reason to 
believe any witness who did not so appear would lcjili/ ( \,il, would he 
'(knitted of record that such witnesses would so testily.' Thin propn 
ition was not accepted. One hundred and six witnesses wore sub- 
'(enaetUbr the defense, of whom sixty-eight reported, but I hirly nine 
f these, many of them soldiers of our Army and Miilfems a l Ander- 
,on villa, wore discharged l>y 1,1m prisoner’s counsel willioii! being put 
Ton the stand. 

A review of the proceedings leads to Hie opinion f hut no prejudiro 
Mho lognl rights of the prisoner can he successfully claimed id have 
mdtod from any decision which excluded losMmniiy he desired to 
trod uco. J he trial is believed lo have been conducted in accordance 
lb Hie regulations governing mililary courts, and Mm record presents 
error winch can ho held lo invalidate (he proceedings, The annals 
our race present nowhere and at no time a darker Held of crime than 
at or Anderson ville. and it is fortunate lor the interests alike of 
blie justice and ofhlHlorie truth Mint from this Held Mm veil has been 
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0 Jnil.I»rully :m*i completely tilled. All the horrors of this pandomo- 
iiun of Uto rebellion mo In id Imro In us in the broad, steady light of 
lie |cstimon> <>!' some lf»0 witnesses, wlio HpoKc\ wlml. they had seen 
nd heard and suffered, mill whose evidence, given under osit.li shhI siiIj- 
In cross examination and to every other test which Imiiisin expe- 
ioimo has devised for the ascertaining ol truth, 111 list, bo accepted ns 
Hording soi immovable foundation for the* sentence pronounced. 

T),e proof under the second charge shows that Homo of our .sold iers, 
lor nioro attempts to escape Irom their oppressors, were given to Ibro- 
cioiiN to Ixi lorn in pieces; that others were routined in slocks sind 
( ;1isiiiiH till li lo yielded In I lio torture, nml Unit, others wore wantonly 
h]|o| ( down at Wir/.’s bidding or hy his own hand, Here, in the pres- 
oi h;<' of these pitiless innrderK of nnnrined and holplesH men, ho dis- 
tine.tly alleged and proved, justice might well claim Hie prisoner's life. 

There romaina, however, to ho contemplated Crimea yet more ro\ oil,- 
jn^ t tor which lie and lua ro ronnpirnlorN innst, he held responsible. 
The Andorsonvdlc prmon records (made exhibits in this ease) contain a 
roster of over 1 dead, buried naked, maimed, and putrid, in one 
vast sepulcher. Of thesis a surgeon ol‘ the rebel army who was on 
duty at this prison testiiles that at least, three Ibnrl lis died of the treat- 
ment indicted on them while in eoullnement, and n surgeon of oar own 
a rmy, who was a. prisoner there, stales that Ibnr-lll'llis died from 
tilin' en nao. Under this proof, which has not been assailed, nearly 
10,1)00, if not. more, of these deaths must las charged directly to the 
account of Wirz and his associates. This widespread sacrilieo ol life 
was not made suddenly or under the influence of ungovernable pas- 
sion, but w 1 1 n accomplished slowly and deliberately, hy packing upward 
of ;S(),00n men like cattle in a, fetid pen - a mere cesspool— there to die 
for need of air to breathe, for want, of ground on which to lie, for lack 
of shelter from sun and rain, and from the slow, agonizing processes of 
starvation, when air and space nml shelter and food were all within 
the ready gift, ol' their tormentors. Thin work of death seems to have 
boon a saturnalia of enjoyment for the prisoner, who, amid these sav- 
age orgies, evidenced such exultation nml mingled with them such 
nameless blasphemy and ribald jests ns at. times to exhibit him rather 
as a. (lemon than a man. 1 1- was his continued boast that hy these bar- 
barities lie was destroying more Union soldiers Until rebel generals 
were butchering on the battle Held, lie claimed to he doing the work 
of Hie rebellion, and faithfully, in nil his murderous cruelty uud base- 
ness, did he represent its spirit. 

11. is hy looking upon the cemeteries which have been Idled from 
bibhy, Hello isle, Salisbury, I'Morenee, ami Andersmivillo and other 
rebel prisons, and recalling the prolonged sufferings of the patriots who 
are sleeping there, Unit we. can best understand the inner and veal life 
of flic rebellion and t he hellish criminality and brul.nlily of the traitors 
who maintained it. h’or such crimes human power is absolutely 
impotent to enforce any adequate atonement. 

If may bo added, in conclusion, flint the court boloro which the pris- 
oner was tried was composed of oflleei'M high in rank and eminent lor 
their faithful services and probity of diameter; that several ol them 
were distinguished for their legal attainments. The investigation ol 
the ease was conducted throughout with patience and impartiality, ami 
the conclusion reached is one from which the overwhelming volume ol. 
testimony left no escape. If is recommended that the sentence bo

respective places of residence. If is conceived that the trial of Duncan, 
if it, be concluded to prosecute hint, could be entered upon at an 
early day.

Capitol Prison, under tho pass you ho promptly caused lo he issued in 
me as his counsel, I have the honor to address yon requesting hm 
release, from the following facts, which you will find in the nltidavil 
inclosed, and also for the following reasons: 

And jirstas fo the facts stated in hisaflidavil. That he is a prisoner 
of war as staled. I have seen the original certilieafe in Ids possession, 
and the conditions of the said parole arc eon-eel !y spiled in (lie affida- 
vit, as is also tho oath of allegiance taken by him, whirl) clearly lo my 
mind entitles him to the bonelifs of the Presidenf ’s amnesty proela 
niation, ho coming under none of I ho reservations contained liierciii, 
As to tho time of his entrance as a prisoner in MioGupilnl Prison, Mud, 
is verified by tho examination of the regisler of the prison made by me. 
These material facts being established, 1 have l he honor to give the 
reasons why it appears to mo his immediate release, as requested, 
should be promptly granted. Mr. Richard If. Winder, though, with 
others, is named as connected with (he late Henry Wir/, in his trial, 1 
cannot find any testimony whatever bringing him in complicity with his 
acts, but the contrary j and as the commission under which he was 
tried, con viciod, and executed has been dissolved, i euiinol lliink that 
tho Government still retains Mr. Winder us a prisoner to be fried under 
such commission, and if not, I cannot conceive whal oilier charge or 
complaint there can exist against him. The. oilier averments in Ins 
affidavit I /irmly believe to bo slrietJy true, and if doubled can be made 
more sntisfacforily clear by proof, if required, and if demanded will he 
promptly supplied. Am if may be supposed Hint Richard If. Winder is 
a son or near relative of the htle General dolm 11. Winder, of (he lain 
Confederate Army, so called, that is a mislake, he being n very distant 
relative and never under his command, on his stair w Idle a I Anderson 
ville, or subordinate to him m his particular department of military 
command. This can Improved lo you, if required, to your entire satis 
faction. 

Under all these circumstances and facts, I think if perfectly coiiHislent 
with justice and the policy laid down for his action 'by (lie Pieaideut to 
ask you, sir, for his prompt discharge from cmillnoiiicnt, and that he 
may return to his home, and remain (hero nudisMo bed under Ids parole, 
is contracted by tho conditions of the convention by which he became 
i prisoner of war, as has boon done in so many thousands of analogous 
aises.

tion, eurefnlly guarding agniiiHt any recognition of the' rebel govern- 
ment, Mm objeet having expressly in view the humane purpose of 
extending relief lo prisoners of war:

Wlum the rebels discovered (hat the suspension of exchanges was 
operating iigninst them they rcsnrlod to the horrible expedient of sub- 
jecting the prisoners they held to starvation and exposure to the olo- 
inonlH, without the prote.clion ol' ipuirters or ton Is, niter llrst robbing 
them ol' their money mid most ol* their clothing, and without regard to 
seasons or their iiieleineneies, in the hope oi’ forcing the Uovornmont 
inlo a system ol' exchanges which should have the effect not only of 
leaving in their hands nil the colored prisoners they laid taken, but of 
throwing into their ranks the entire body of prisoners held by the Mederal 
power, then greatly in excess over the prisoners hold by tho rebels. This 
fact is proved by the declarations of the Itichmoud papers at fclio time 
when a lew exchanges wore made, that the rebel agent, Uolonol Child, 
had not sent over the lines the number of prisoners eipii valent lo those 
received, but only a proportionate number, the ratio being determined 
hi II U IIKK1I4N II, VOl.

In unnuiihi 
Mkv entire control of Mm mutier of exchanges, with authority lo givo 
such orders ns ho might, Miink proper on Mm subject, Moimrnl MnuiL 
at, once reverted to ilrst principles, and directed Mint Uoloiml Otihlor 
the rebel authorities should bo notified that colored troops Hlimdd bo 
treated as prisoners of war when captured ; and, as Mm rebels were not 
willing* to aeoodo to this i'(«|n moment, no further exchanges were imulo, 
Upon the receipt at Mm War Department of the first, inlelligcnee of 
the inhuman treatment to which our prisoners were subjected at Itieli. 
monel, the Secretary of War, without a momenl’s lmsil.nl ion, gave 
instructions to our agent of exchange at hurt Monroe lo send forward 
supplies from Mm public stores for their relief, ami large qiinnliLiesof 
provisions and clothing were accordingly sent for distribution among 
the prisoners, and every possible ollbi’l. was made lo afford that sort of 
relief, oven at tho hazard of large portions of (lie supplies being winded, 
or, what was worse, misappropriated lo Mm benellt of our enemies, who, 
it soon appeared, made use of these supplies Ibr I heir own mlvunlago, 
leaving our prisoners still to sutler. Hut even Mils did not destroy this 
hope of tho Secretary Mint some portion of Miesupplie . would, at, least, 
be permitted to reach its destination, and I he ordeis lo send that relief 
were left in force until 1,1m rebels themselves, shamed, perhaps^ by I, ho 
scandalous stale of things, Mien likely lo become historical, ionised to 
receive any further supplies through Mm agents of l lm ( iovermuoiil. 

In Mm moiuitimo the sympathies of friends in the North weio natu- 
rally awakened, and large quantities of supplies of all kinds were sent 
to Fort Monroe, whence they were forwarded for l.lm relief of the pris- 
oners at Richmond; but tho monietil, they passed beyond I he control of 
our agents they fell into Mm hands of the most unprincipled and slitimo 
loss scoundrels that ever disgraced humanity. It is in proof Mint largo 
quantities of supplies furnished by the benevolence of l lm North far 
Mio relief of suffering humanity in .Southern prisons were piled up in 
sight of the objects for whose relief those supplies were sent, but 
beyond the line of the prison guards; and while (he prisoners wore 
thus in sight of their own boxes they were not only forbidden (o touch 
them but compelled to witness doirredut ions upon them by Mm guards 
themselves, who Jousted upon their contents, leaving the victims of war 
a prey to that merciless barbarism which will make oim of the darkest 
pages in tho history of a rebellion which will itself renmin an astonish- 
numt to all posterity for its almost caiiscless existence. 

Many have supposed that it was in Mm power of the ( lovernmeiit to 
afford relief Lo tho prisoners in Mm Mouth by a resort to relaliatory 
treatment of rebel prisoners in the North. 1 1. is diJlicull lo meet a sug- 
gestion of this kind by an appeal to Mm instincts of civilized Immunity, 
because the mere suggestion supposes I he absence of those instincts, 
and implies a willingness to see the public sentiment degraded into 
barbarism, which would have put the nation itself on Mm fooling of 
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savages, whoso only excuse I'm* their barbarity is their ignoraucn and 
their exclusion IVom I ho civilized world. The day must come when every 
truo American will bo proud of Clio rolloe.lion that the (lovornmoiit was 
strong enough to crush tho rebellion without losing the smallest ole- 
ineiit of IfcH Imnmniiy or its dignity, and stands before tho world niiim- 
iicacliod in its truo honor and glory. 

Jt may bo observed that no one imagined, prospectively, tho horrors 
which came to light at. Andersonville, tho lull enormity of whieli only 
heeame known at I ho close of the military events which ended the war. 
Had they been known when at their worst the (lovornment would 
] mve had the choice of but throe measures: First, the rebel prisoners 
might have been sent Mouth, wo to receive in return sue.li white pris- 
oners as I hoy might have held, leaving the colored troops (o their fate; 
(KHiond, a resort to retaliatory measures; or, lastly, for the country to 
wage the war with inereased zeal to bring it to a legitimate end. No 
man can doubt which of those plans the Northern people would have 
approved if submitted to them, and the (lovermnoul, only assumed to 
represent the people in the uuestion. 

It ought to be mentioned here, us a beautiful illustration of the 
moral sublime, that among the many memorials, some of them very 
Numerously signed, whieli reached the War Department, praying for 
relief l-o Federal prisoners sulVoring in the Mouth, in nearly all of thorn 
Chore was an express protest against a resort to retaliation. And what 
was the real olfoot of the barbarity upon the prisoners in tho Mouth? 
Certainly it was most deplorable and shocking upon individuals for tho 
time being; but no one whoso moral eyes arc open can fail to seo that 
il became m many ways a signal step, under the guidance of Provi- 
doiico, for bringing the rebel cause to destruction. It strengthened tho 
fooling In the North in favor of warlike and determined measures 
against rebellion; it sent thousands into the army who took the Hold 
resolutely determined to punish the authors of a great crime against 
Humanity. The enemy might almost literally have felt that it is “a 
torriblo tiling to lull into the bunds of the living (led.” 

An erroneous opinion appears to have been circulated, more or loss 
widely, with regard to the number of colored Federal t roops who fell 
into the handsel' tho enemy, which makes it important to slate that 
tlio actual number tlms exposed to injurious treatment was very in noli 
greater than 1ms beivn commonly supposed. This will sufllciently 
appear from the tael; that, on (he 21st of .January, IHtifi, Liont. 0. (). 
Vopnletoii, adjutant of tho One hundred ami eleventh lb B. Oolorod 
Infantry, addressed a letter, dated at Nashville, Tumi., to Major- (Ion oral 
Butler, in tho following words, to wit;

This is an oflleial report from the adjutant of the One hundred and 
olovcnth Regiment Oolorod Infantry, showing that there were then, in 
January, IHlifi, a t work on tho for ti Heat Ions about Mobile fitlw colored 
Boldiovs lielonging to throe regimeids only; and a reference is made to 
ftiiofclior paper as being at that time in the hands ol another officer,

During a brief period prior to Mm capture of Vicksburg the rebels • 
hold more prisonors of war than tlmdovcrnmeiit ; but. alter the da, tool 
that event the ease was reversed, and from that time Ibrw aid flic (lev. 
orunuMi Lmado every elVort (.o obtain exchanges man for man and ollWr 
for ollleer— but without avail, tlm rebel aiifhoiitics persistent ly resisting 
applications for exchange unless thedovcrnnmiit would i dense all mind 
prisoners, after they had openly violated the. cartel themselves, claiming 
that tlio dovornnie’nt should deliver to them all rebel prisnners, while 
thoy on Mioir part declared their purpose ol' withholding lioni cxclmngo 
such colored prisoners as they might have in their possession. 

It is important to observe here that while this eontroxrrsy was pond 
ingwe actually held in prison depots in tlm North about 70,000 prison-

■Within half an hour al’tor the writing of tlm above order I was on 
my way’lo b’orl Monroe, and on Mm morning of Mm 1 7th of Dcccmlwr 
I reported to General Butler. After Hinting the limitations utidor 
which lie would lie authorized to make exchanges I requested him to 
oreparo instructions for himself, giving him the authority he desired, 
i accordance with tlio ordern of the Meeretaey, staling that when 
indy I would sign them in the name of or with the authority of tlio 
L'crotary. In two or three hours thereafter I culled again upon Goa 
a! Butler and inado the instructions lie hud prepared ollleial, They 
attained the following paragraphs:

The above instructions lo Uenernl Butler will .show precisely tlm 
minus of the Kccrolury of War on I ho subject of exchanges. No was 
perfectly willing ami anxious lo make exchanges, man Cor man, ollieer 
lor officer, and gave, as inusl, lm hwii, Mm f'ullosl, power |,o (tenoral 
Butler lo olfroti Mioso exchanges. (ionoral H tiller in his conversation 
with mo expressed no desire lo have any other insl ructions or powers 
committed lo him, and appeared lo ho very eonlldoiit of Ids ability lo 
accomplish Mm desired result, giving mo in detail many reasons' I'or 
that confidence. 1 rolurned lo Um eil.y ol' Washington, ’and within a 
l’ow days l-lm public prinls amiommed (lonernl Butler’s llr.st. nllempl lo 
make exchanges and Mio resnll. (icimrnl ItiitUxr seal a boatload of 
prisoners under a linn <d' truce lo (lily Point, whom llie.y wore oll'crud 
lor a like number of I'Yderul l.roops. H appears (hat, when this was 
roporled to the rebel (lovermimiit violent, iitii i^natinii was expressed 
by the rebel authorities, on I, lie alleged ground Mud. ( leneral Butler was 
mi outlaw by the proelanmlioii of Mr. Davis, and that it was an insult 
Lo employ him to accomplish any result requiring any sort of intercourse 
between him and Mm rebel authorities; bill, it was concluded that, inas- 
much as a certain number of their troupe were actually within their 
lines as returned prisoners of war, limy should be received, and a like 
number of Federal prisoners should be exchanged for them; but notice 
was given I o our agent that no more prisoners would lie received in 
Unit milliner, and it was ropoited at 1,1m time that Meneral Butler was 
informed llml, a. Ilag of truce even should not protect, him within tho 
rebel lines. 

When tlds was reported in Washington I, lie President himself, in tho 
presence of llm Secretary of War, declined to give any order on tho 
subject, unwilling lo concede to tlm rebels the right to dictate wiiat 
agents this (iovernmont, should employ m Its public business; but it 
was plain lo be seen that (lie real object of the rebel authorities was to 
avoid milking equal exchanges of man for man and ollieer for otlleor, 
their purpose being to deliver to us, as before staled, only a proper- 
tiomilo number of prlHoneis bold by them as against, those held by us; 
and because (inuertil Butler’s instructions required the exchange of 
niun lor man, made the employment of (leneral Butler in tlm business 
of exchange a pretext for refusing those equal exchanges. This was 
evident, heenuse, in point of fuel,, (loimrul Butler did not personally 
appear in the business -flint, is, he did not accompany tlm Hag of 
Irucc—aud if there Imd been any disposition on the purl of tho rebels 
Lo make equal exchanges limy knew those exchanges would bo nmdo 
through tlm agency of nnoMior ollieer and not personally by (leneral 
Butler; and Mum tint real purpose of the rebels becomes manifest, their 
object being to draw from us all of Lhoir own troops in our hands, giv- 
ing us in exchange only such white troops of tlm federal forcos astiiey 
might hold, 

After this experiment by (leneral Butler matters remained in sus- 
pense for some time, no exchanges being nmdo. 

At length two Federal ollleers who had escaped from rebel prisons 
gave me llmir opinion, in this oily, I, hat if we would send to Oily Point 
for exchange a body of .'1(H), -100, or fiOO rebel ollleers, demanding a like 
number in return, the feeling in the Month, they believed, would be 
mmli that the rebel authorities would not dare to refuse the exchange; 
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and if that, succeeded, they would not d n r<i I herculfcr lo (.0 

exchange private soldiers. I thought \erv w oil ol' Hus niul 

addressed ii notelo the Secretary of War, eommunteal mg it and recoin, 
mending its Irinl. The Secretary at once accepted I hr suggestion and 
directed General Oariby, thru on duly in Iho War Ollier, In require 
General ISnlJoi* l.o make Unit I rial. Mill Hriirral Butler 1 honght proper 
to Bond a- mixed boat load of officers and niru, 

1 1 ore, then, was anol her nlVoi t, to make exchanges on equal terms, 
Theonomy accepted tlm prisoners srntovor f lie linos bat did not return 
a like number. This lart was publicly staled by the newspapers at 
Richmond and was conllrmod by olllrial reports received at fhcolliro 
ol 1 General llofl’imin, tlio < kmimissary-t Irnrea! ol‘ l'i isoiiers, nllrr several 
boatloads had passed. When tin* purpose of I lie. rrbrl rnmimssioimr 
broamo appai'onl, not to make exchanges man for man bid only in pro. 
portionato numbers, tbr fuel, with tlio evidence for il, was suhmiltcij 
to Hie Secretary ol' War, and then it was, as slal rd above, I hat General 
Grant was instruelod l.o lake the subjeet under Ids own supervision, 
with the rosult already alluded to. 

All or General Butler took charge id' the duties in eonneel ioa with 
the exchange of prisoners 1 was not olHeiully advised of Ins piocetid- 
i 11 gs, because lie, being of senior nude lo myself, made no reporls to mo; 
but in August, 18(»l, there was published in the journals of Ihedayn 
letter, over the signature of General Buller, of the highest imporjamio 
in connection with (his subject. No official copy was furnished lo am 
and I have never seen the Idler of .Judge On Id lo « Inch it rotors, tlm 
authenticity of which, however, is sullieimilly vouched in I he letler of 
General Butler, which commences, addressed lo .Judge (>uld, in tlioxo 
words:

This letter, oiled by General Butler, from Golonel Gold shows con- 
clusively by wliom the proposition for an equal exchange a as originally 
made. H shows also that it hud been repeal edly made by (lie Go verm 
meat and had been as repeatedly refused by I lie rebel niilhorilies. 

The mailer hud been placed in General Butler's hands, and ho 
answorod Judge Onld’s letler, asking some preliminary explanations, 
which I believe were never made, and the opporl unity of 11 litial action 
iijiun Judge Ould’s letter was thus cut off by himself! 

Tito 'reasons which induced General Butler’s uetioa may no doubt lie 
seen, in part at least, in the letler he addressed lo Judge On hi, which 
was published in the journals of (he day. ! have never heard Hint tlio 
matter was referred lo the .Secretary of War, and Imve never under 
stood that ho gave any order in the premises. 

Wo learn from General Butler’s lei I or that Judge Oald did not reach 
his conclusion in reference to Major Mu! fold’s proposii ion until a period 
of eight months had elapsed.

I shaped my courso North and wont tlnougli to tho Camulits, fioin.whonco, by tho 
n^aiatiuico of Col. J, P. lloleumbo, I succeeded in liiakmgmy wav aiound nud tluough 
tho bio Lilt tide. 

The letter concludes as follows: 

If I do anything for you I shall expect your lull confidence in return. IP you do 
this I enn render you and my country very important service, hot inu hour funn 
yon soon. * " * I would liko to hnvo a poisonui nitorviow with you m order to 
perfect Llui arrangements before starlmg. 

Upon this eoiniuunication tliere was found to bo tho following indorse- 
ment: 

A, 131)0, Liout. W. Alston, Montgomery Sulphur Springs, Va. [No dale.] Is 
lieutenant in General Dnko’a command. Accompanied raid into Kentucky and was 
captured, hut escaped into Canada, fiom whence ho found his way back. Been in 
had health. Now oU’cio his services to ml tho country of somo of its deadliest ene- 
mies. Asks for papers to permit him to travel within tlio jurisdiction of this Gov- 
oviiinoiiL, Would like to luivo an interview and oxplain.

I Loro, then, is exhibited tho fact that Harris®!! was fully informed of 
tho contents of this letter, which can bo construed only as a deliberate 
odor to proceed to tho assassination of tho bonds of this Government, 
and that, being so informed, ho did not hesitate to do his part in pro- 
moting tlio infamous designs of tho writer by referring it at once to 
tho executive war oflleor of the rebel Government for action. If lie 
had not been himself an assassin at heart lie would have shrunk from 
furthering such a villainous undertaking, and would have exposed and 
denounced it, as well as its author. Instead of this he becomes, with- 
out a scruple, -tlie instrument by which this fiendish project is made to 
reeoivo tho grave consideration accorded to an important State paper, 
and as si man of intelligence and education, and in view of tho posi- 
tion which lie occupied, lie must bo held personally responsible for the 
sanction thus awarded to its proposals. When, indeed, it is considered 
that tho olTor of Alston, suggested to him, as it may well have been, 
during his association with tho representatives of the rebellion in Uan- 
ada, was but a part of that deliberate scheme of assassination which 
was for so considerable a period maturing iu the rebel councils, and 
which but afew months after tho dale of tho letter referred to was actu- 
ally executed by tho murder of President Lincoln and the attempted 
murder of tho Vico I 3 resident and Cabinet, the guilt attaching to tho 
act of one who in any manner advanced such schemes is perceived to 
bo of no slight character. , It remains hub to notice that the applica- 
tion of Harrison for a pardon or parole from his prison has received 
the following indorsement:

Tho petitioner liaa 
boon merely an amanuensis to Davis; has never been in tlio war against tho Govorn- 
nioivt.

In this resolution Mm KawuMvo is mpioH ml to 
I liaise,, if not hmompatiblo wilb tlm jmldin inUii’OHlri, HUoli inpoitu, 
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among others, ns have been made by thiH Ihireau “as to the grounds, 
facts, or accusations upon which JdVerson Davis. Clement (5. Olay, jr., 
Stephen It, Mallory, mill David L. Yulcc, or either of them, aro hold 
in confinement.” In regard to the ease of Davis, 1 liavo lirst to report 
that it is understood ho is hold imprisoned by the Government upon a 
charge of treason, committed in many of the States of the Union 
through the operations of his armies, but that the disposition of this 
charge has been in no manner committed to this I biro au. In the 
investigation, however, of the charge of his complicity in the assassi- 
nation of .President Lincoln it has been lor some time engaged. 

On May 4 [2*] last a proclamation was issued by the President in 
which it was set forth that it appeared from ovidonee in I lie possession of 
the Government that the murder of President; Lincoln had been “incited, 
concerted, and procured by and between” Davis and other, persons 
named, and in which, to the end that justice might be done, a reward 
of $100,000 was offered for his arrest within the limits of the Uni tell 
States, so that ho could bo brought to trial, as well as rewards for the 
arrest, with the same view, of sundry other of his alleged co-consplr- 
a, tors. Within a short period after the issuing of this proclamation lie 
was captured by a detachment of IJ. H. troops, and was thereupon 
committed to imprisonment at the military post at which he is still 
confined. It is understood, therefore, that it is upon the charge set 
forth in tho President’s proclamation of May last, as well as upon the 
charge before all udod to, that he is now held in military custody. Wince 
his arrest, indeed, several of his alleged accomplices in the assassina- 
tion have been brought to trial therefor before a military commission 
composed of officers of high rank and reputation in the service; and 
this commission, after a vory patient and thorough examination of 
testimony, not only convicted the accused ami sentenced them to death 
or to a eonllnemont; in tho penitentiary, but arrived also at the delib- 
erate judgment and so declared that Davis was directly implicated in 
their crimo, and guilty, with them, of the murder of the President, and 
tho attempted or proposed murders of other chief unicorn of the Gov- 
ernment. Of tho facts upon which is based the charge against Davis 
of complicity in tho assassination of President Lincoln no 'report lms 
horotoforo boon presented by me other than one of a verbal character, 
consisting of an exhibition to yourself and the President of certain 
depositions, with such explanatory remarks as were thought proper to 
bo made. Put believing it to be within the scope of the resolution of 
the ilousoof Koprosoi datives, if not required by its very language, to 
present such points of the testimony in the possession of the Govern- 
ment as will indicate truly its character and force, 1 have now tho 
honor to submit tho following statements: 

Prom published articles in tho newspapers of the Mouth, us well as 
from olllciftl communications recently discovered among the archives 
of the so-called Southern Confederacy, and from the testimony given 
- upon tho late trial of tho conspirators, it is to be inferred that tiio proj- 
ect of an assassination of the heads of this Government was, during 
tho continuance of the rebellion, entortuiued and frequently proposed 
among tho onomy, and especially among those who constituted tho 
highest administrative circle ufc Richmond. An example of the news- 
paper articles alluded to is presented, in the course of the testimony 
sped lied, in the advertisement of December 1, 18(11, in tho Molina, Ala., 
Dispatch, of George W. Gayle, olforing for a sum stated to “cause tiio 
livoa of Abraham Lincoln, William II. Howard, and Andrew Johnson 

M 8(jo SodoH I, Yol. NLIX, Part II, y. DUO. 
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to bo taken by the 1st of March” following', a publication which scorns 
to have been' made and circulated without rebuke from any quarter* 
Of the oflicial communications referred to, the first-, which is in the 
form of a loiter to Davis from a citizen of Georgia, is dated September 
1S3, 18(>1, and from that period, indeed, the chiefs of the rebellion 
appear to have accustomed themselves to look upon the project with 
interest and approbation. The formal proposition of this character next 
in date, found among the rebel archives, is that of a non-commissioned 
ofiiccr of the rebel army, who also addresses Davis directly, under dido 
of August 17, bSlid, In tills letler the writer proposes* to “organize a 
number of select men, not loss than 800 to fiOO, to go into the United 
States and assassinate the most prominent leaders of our enemies,” 
and indicates by name President Lincoln and honorable Secretary 
Seward. He represents that lie has “made it a point to elicit the opin- 
ion of many men upon the subject,” and that “most have confidence in 
its benefits to us.” He then goos on to present tho arguments in favor 
of the adoption of the scheme, urging that upon its execution all 
prominent men in the loyal States will perceive that “their existence 
is in the utmost peril” if Ihe.v persist in tho attempt to suppress tho 
rebellion, and that such a panic and confusion will at once be produced 
lit the North as to hasten peace and the independence of the Houtli. 
The writer further details his personal record prior to and during tho 
rebellion, saying, “ I was opposed to secession, but am now committed 
to the death against subjugation or reunion.” This papor, us is shown 
by the oflicial. indorsement thereon, was treated by Davis us ono proper 
for consideration, and was referred, by his order, and apparently with- 
out scruple or hesitation, to his Secretary of War. 

At this point the later communication of a similar character to that 
noticed of l Amt. W. Alston to Davis may well be adverted to. This 
letter, found among the records of the robol Government which were 
surrendered by .Joseph 10. .Johnston to Major-General Schollohl at 
Oharlotfco, N. <3., in May last, has already been givon to tho country in 
the published testimony adduced upon tho trial before mentioned. It 
is addressed to 1 Lis Excellency tho President of tho Confederate States 
of America, and, though without date, was found in package of lot- 
tors marked as received from .Inly to December, 181)4. Tho writer, who 
represents himself as a lioulemint in Duke’s command, and as having 
in the previous dune been engaged in a raid under Morgan, proposes 
to Davis to “rid his country of some of her deadliest enemies by 
striking at tlie very heart’s blood of those who seek to enchain her in 
slavery,” adding, « I consider nothing dishonorable having such a tend- 
ency” Ho further dilates upon his scheme, describes his recent 
escape from our lines as a prisoner of war, his Might to Canada, and 
his being there assisted by .1. lb Holcombe (one of the well-known rebel 
agents in that country) to make his way back to the booth through the 
blockade, and dually commends himself anil his proposition to tho 
favor of Davis by representing himself as tho son of a member ot uon- 
gresa from Alabama in tbo years .1841) to 1801. The indorsement upon 
this communication also shows that it was carefully briefed anil nor- 
mally referred, by tho order of Davis, to his chief executive war olllcer, 
anil that it was marked when received bj tho Assistant Secretary ot 
War, Campbell, “for attention.” , , e 

Here, too, may bo noticed the letter of W. S. Oldham (a member from 
Texas of tho so-called Confederate Senate) to Davis tonnd among tho

official pap or s in tho Capitol at Richmond shortly after its capture and 
published with tho testimony upon the trial referred to. 1 n this loiter 
tho writer, after alluding (o a recent conference with Davis, at which 
tho subjoctof burning our towns, cities, and shipping had boon freely 
considered and discussed, goes on to enforce the practicability of tho 
sohomo, in which lie with Professor MoOnlloh, (loncral Harris and 
othors wore interested, of tho wholesale destruction not only of the 
proporty of tho United States, but of private property as well as of 
lin i nan life, both at sea and on land, by means of a eombustiblo material 
carefully constructed for that purposo. Tho letter concludes by urging 
it upon Davis to have an interview with Harris, who, it is thought will 
bo able to convinoo the latter of tho entire feasibility of the. project 
It cannot osoapo observation that so appalling seemed this proposal 
that, with all tho demoralization which the rebellion lmd wrought 'it 
was still feared that men could not be found sufficiently fiendish* to 
undertake tho execution of such a programme of crime; and hence the 
suggestion made, and pressed upon Davis by Oldlnun, that so ingen- 
iously had MoOnlloh arranged (lie combustibles that they could be 
used not only, to quote the terms of the letter, “without exposing the 
party using thorn to tho least danger of detection whatever,” but that 
“the work might bo done by agents, and in most cases by persons 
ignorant of tho finds and therefore innocent; agents.” It is difficult to 
conceive of a more diabolical proposition than that presented by this 
letter, involving as it did all the dements of assassination, and contem- 
plating upon a scale probably without a parallel in the history of tlio 
race the murderous sacrifice of the lives of unarmed non-combatants, 
whether found in their homes upon land or beyond tho reach of succor 
in ships at son. lint upon this proposition is indorsed, in tho hand- 
writing of Davis himself and over his own initials, a direction to his 
Secretary of State to “see Harris and learn what plan lie has for over- 
coming the difficulty heretofore experienced;” thus evidently rel'emn* 
to tho attempt which had recently been made by the rebel agents, Korn 
nedy and othors, to burn at night tho city of New York, but which 
attempt laid failed from the defective character of the materials 
employed. Tno unhesitating and confident manner in which proposals 
of this class are perceived to havo been addressed to the bond of the 
rebellion, in connection with tho absence of all discussions as to their 
criminality, and tho earnestness with which their practicability was 
urged as a ground for their acceptance, while it evinces the fact that 
the idea of assassination as a mode of warfare was widespread in the 
South, indicates also tho general conviction that such schemes as those 
thus advanced wore favored by Davis. And the action of the latter, 
in testing tho feasibility of those schemes by giving them' the direction 
described, can, it is believed, leave no doubt ns to tho spirit which actu- 
ated these references. When King Pyrrhus, in tho prosecution of an 
unprovoked war, was laying waste the territory of .Home, his physician 
secretly offered to Uabrioius, the Homan Consul, then in command of the 
armies of tho Republic, to take the life of the King by, poison, provided 
a proper compensation should be made to him for tho infamous service, 
k abri cius, howovor, instead of referring tho matter for consideration or 
for inquiry whothor all difficulties in the way had been overeomo, 
spumed tho atrocious proposal, and in a brief note, as simplo as it was 
morally grand in its terms, addressed by himself and colleague to 
lyrrhus, lie informed him of tho offer, and placed tho loiter contain- 
ing it in his hands, and added: “You will see by this letter, which was 
sent to us, that you are at war with men of virtue and honor, and trust 
knaves and villains.” The result was that tho traitor and would-be 
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aasiissin was seized and punished. So when Ear] St. Vincent, who was 
Admiral 'Jervis, laid, while in the naval service of England, a proposal 
made to linn lor the assassination of Napoleon Bonaparte, then at war 
with his country, he made this memorable reply: “Lord St Vincent has 
not words to express the detestation in which he holds an assassin » 
The inoHloiit will bo found recorded at page 204 of second volume of 
lackers Memoirs of that nobleman, who honored alike himself and 
human nature by tlio utterance cited. 

The contrast between the acts and impulses of the historical person- 
ages thus instanced, in evincing their detestation of the revolting propo- 
sitions described, and those of Davis in coolly entertaining and consider- 
ing as ordinary matters of business, even more horrible schemes, is too 
striking to need comment. But the animus of his proceedings on the 
occasions referred to finds its fullest illustration in the important testi- 
mony which 1 am about to detail of the direct and immediate part borne 
by him as a chief conspirator in assassination. It was in the summer 
of 1803 that the designs entertained by leading rebels against the per- 
son and the life of President Lincoln appear to have taken definite 
form. The scheme then resolved upon was, not to murder the President 
at Washington, but by a coup do main to seize him and transport him 
within the rebel lines, with the understanding, however, that if an 
attempt were made to rescue him his life should bo at once taken. Tlio 
full knowledge and approval of this scheme, known in rebel circles as the 
kidnaping plot, on the part of Davis, and tho immediate direction of 
it which he assumed, are set forth in tho deposition of a witness taken 
by me at this Bureau on the 23d of November last* This witnoss, whoso 
statements may bo fully relied upon, was, as lie represents at tho time 
specified, in tho service of the rebel General Winder, at Richmond, and 
had been informed by tho latter of tho plot in question, tlio execution 
of which had just then been determined upon. Presently afterward ho 
encountered at a drinking saloon in Richmond tho son of a leading rebel, 
who, being in a drunken and excited condition, was declaring in the 
presence of a crowd of persons tho details of tho ponding scheme of 
crime, and asserting, to quote tho language of the deposition— 

Thai, thorn wuh a plot laid to kidnap or ldll tlio Ynnkoo President, and that thoy 
would huvo linn at Richmond inside of a month to split tlio wood and to cook tlio 
Yankoo oill dors' gruli in Libby Prison. 

Tho witness at once arrested the speakor, placed him in confinement, 
and reported the circumstance to Winder. Wlion Davis heard of this 
arrest of the sou, us it is expressed, of his particular friend, ho sent to 
Winder for an explanation, and tlio latter thereupon required tho witness 
to accompany him to the office of Davis. What occurred at this inter- 
view is detailed in tho deposition as follows- 

General Windoraaid to Mr. Pavia thuL I was tho man who hud made Iko nn-eat mid 
would explain to him all about it. In reply to Mr. Davis’ questions I then related to 

him what (naming tho party arroatnd)— had fluid and that I hud felt it niy duty 

toaiTOHthlm. Davis seemed nmol loxei tod about it, and G onoral Windor said that tlioir 

plana and hoIiohich would lm lot out by auch daiunod dmukou chnrftoto'ra as 

and that ho ought to ho hung. By this time aovoral othor gontlcmon— naming tliveo 
povaoiia hud come in, having hoard what was going on. (Jonoral Winder continued

Tho witness then being' further interrogated by mo as to whether ho 
knew why this scheme was not carried out at the time, replied : 

I loft General Windor’s service soon afterward, and was not again in 
a position to ho informed of what was going on in connection with tho proposed 
capture. 

From this and other testimony it is quite cloar that this plan was 
abandoned only when on the point of being attempted to be carried into 
effect, and that it was abandoned solely for the reason that it was judged 
to bo attended with too groat hazard. and uncertainty. And consider- 
ing the crime which was afterward concerted and perpetrated, it is 
deemed very apparent that the main feature of this plan, which pur- 
ported to contemplate only the kidnaping of tho President, was a mere 
pretext employed to draw into the enterprise those who otherwise would 
have hesitated to engage i>n it. For it is manifest that Davis must have 
been aware that ail undertaking of tho character designod could not 
have failed to lead to an immediate pursuit and an attempt at roscuo; 
and that thus the very contingency upon tho happening of which tho 
lifo of the President was directed to bo taken must necessarily have 
occurred. 

Wo now approach the part borne by this chi of traitor in the aotnul 
crime with which closed aliko his own caroor and that of the rebellion. 
As early as the summer of 180-1 Jacob Thompson said to the Govorn- 
ment witness, Montgomery, that lie had his friends, Confederates, all 
over the Northern States who wero ready and willing to go any lengths 
to sorvo the cause of the South; that ho could at anytime have the 
tyrant Lincoln and any others of his advisors that ho clioso put out of 
his way, and that they would not consider it a crime wlmn doiie for the 
cause of the Confederacy, Upon this conversation being repeated to 
0. C. Clay lie fully assented to the declarations of Thompson. Tho con- 
spiracy, however, in Canada did not assume any definite form until the 
month of Novembor, when something like a programme for tho assassi- 
nation seems to have been arranged, and a Captain Kennedy appears to 
have been looked to as the one who was to lead in its execution. This 
will be more clearly scon by reference to an extract from tho deposition 
to be found cited in tho accompanying report mado by this bureau in 
the case ot C. C. Clay. Kennedy was subsequently transferred to tho 
duty of burning the city of Now York, which with his associates he soon 
thereafter attempted, and in the attempt himself soon readied tho gal- 
lows. liooth sooms to have suceeeded him as a loader of tho band who 
were actually to do the work of murder. He was in Canada in frequent 
and intimate association with tho principal conspirators, and this posi- 
tion, 1 1 m fair to presume from tho testimony, was accorded to him by all, 
About this time, in consequence of tho annoyances to which those 
who laid been engaged iti tho Saint Albans raid were exposed, from 
prosecutions and otherwise, some feeling of dissatisfaction with tho 
rebel Government had grown up among the conspirators, and an 
unwillingness was manifested to enter upon tho enterprise of tho 
assassination of the President unless they could have an express and 
specific authorization for their acts from Richmond, and a satisfactory 
assurance of complete protection from the rebel authorities. It is true, 
as detailed by Doctor Merritt, that in February, 1805, George N. 
oanaers liaa m his possession and read to his co-conspirators an informal 
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Jetfior Davis to 1-1 to olT'oot that ho would approve of whatever 
nionsiu'os they might take to accomplish the object desired; but this 
docs not seem to have been regarded as snitieien tly formal and explicit, 
Jacob Tliompson, indeed, said to a Government witness about this time 
tiuit lie was in favor of the proposition, but had doforrod giving his 
answer until ho had consulted his Government at Richmond, and that 
),o was only waiting their approval. In viow of alt tlio eircumstances of 
peril which surrounded this crime, and of the fact that it was to bo 
perpetrated solely in advancement of tho. cause o'* the rebellion, the 
solicitude and apprehensions of the conspirators thus entertained woro 
natural enough. As a result of tliis state of fooling on their port, 
.Tolin H. Surratt was deputed by them to Richmond to obtain that 
direct authority which they all foil was necessary to their own safety. 
It is upon the arrival of Surratt at Richmond that the narrative of tho 
important testimony, not heretofore given to tho public, but now to bo 
fully set forth, commences. Upon reaching his destination in tho lat- 
ter part of March last, he foil in with Ids two former friends, the wit- 
nesses whose depositions arc about to be presented, to whom lie frankly 
disclosed the business in which he was engaged. At tho same time ho 
urged them to unite with him in the prosecution of the plot, and indulg- 
ing the hope that they would do so, invited them to be present with 
him at the private interviews which he presently lmd with Davis, and 
a high olllolal of his Government to whom Surratt had borno a letter 
from one* of his co-conspirators in Canada. Tho first of theso in tor- 
views is thus described by ono of tho witnesses, whose deposition was 
taken by me at this Bureau on dtli November last:

llioso witnesses, whose pomonal testimony remains at the command 
of the (rovonmumt:, are regarded as eutiroly reliable, and as tlicSv are 
without any motive whatever to misrepresent, it is buiioved that tlioir 
statements may be accepted as strictly true. Moreover, they m-o ho 
strikingly corroborated by the previous testimony exhibited aa to make 
the events to winch they testify appear 1ml; a logical sequence of those 
winch had preceded them. The interviews which these witnesses l'eciounfc 
are stated to have taken place in the latter part of Mareli, and it i s siclded 
by them that Bumitl; proceeded to tho North •immediately after ward.

I'rmn tho testimony of the witness lust heforo oited 
wo have next the fact that Surratt 'left Montreal on April 12, and from 
anotjior witness tho fact tlmfc on the 14th lie was soon about 2 o’cloolr iii 
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the afternoon walking in tlio streets of Washington with his spurs on, 
having doubtless brought dispatches front Thompson to Booth, and 
that lie thereupon disappeared. Ou tlie night ot that day President 
Lincoln was murdered, the exclamation of the assassin and the sur- 
rounding circumstances making it apparent to all that the crime was 
committed in the interest of the public enemy and under the inspira- 
tion of the chiefs of the rebellion. To the chain of testimony thus indi- 
cated may bo added yet another link, which is found in the language 
of Davis when speaking to John 0. Breckinridge of the assassination 
of the President the day after the telegram announcing it had been 
received. Breckinridge, it seems, professed to deplore it, not as a crime, 
but simply as a misfortune to the South at the time. A witness, neither 
whoso intelligence nor integrity has been or can bo impeached, testifies 
that to t his view expressed by Breckinridge Davis replied as follows: 

Well, General, I don't know; if it wore to l»o done at nil it wore bettor that it wero 
' wo )i done; and if the same bad boon done to Andy Johnson— tho boast— and to Sec- 
retary Stauton tho job would thou bo complete. 

These aro not the words of sorrow or of surprise but rather of exul- 
tation over a tragedy which had been anticipated, mingled with regret 
that in important particulars the programme of crimo, with tho details 
of which the language implies an acquaintance, had failed. Impressed 
by the force of these proofs, which still exist and aro within tho roach of 
the Government, I have entertained tho opinion, and frankly expressed 
it to yourself, that Davis should bo put upon his trial beforo a military 
court, such as during tho past summer tried and condemned his alleged 
confederates in guilt— such a tribunal alouo, in my judgment, having 
jurisdiction of tho offense, which was committed in aid of tho rebellion 
and in violation of the laws and usages of war. My conviction is com- 
plete that tho punishment of tho wretched hirelings of Davis, some of 
whom have been sent to the gallows and others to tho penitentiary, has 
made no suIUcient atonemont for this monstrous crime against human- 
ity, which covered our land with mourning, but that, on tho contrary, 
the blood of tho President is still calling to us from tho ground, not for 
vengeance, for tha t his nature was incapable, but lor justice— that just- 
ice without which no nation can long live in honor or poaco or happi- 
ness. 

Tho accompanying copies of reports, marked Nos. 1 and 2, heretofore 
made by this Bureau to tho Secretary of War, in tho oases of Clement 
0. Clay and D. L. Yuleo and S. It. Mallory, will, it is believed, sufll- 
eiently present tho grounds both of the arrest of these parties and of 
their continued detention by tho Government. It remains but to note 
the fact that in this report, as well as in that of tho case of Olay, tho 
names of certain witnesses and others have, for obvious reasons grow- 
ing out of the present state of the investigation, been thought proper to 
bo withheld.

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what lie thought about it replied that in his opinion the end would 
justify the means. Another circumstance going- to show Olay’s innne- 
Yliulo personal association with the assassins is the striking testimony 
of the witness lirst referred to, to the effect that he himself saw in the 
possession of Olay, at his private house at Saint Catherines, and became 
familiar with, a secret cipher used among the rebels in Canada, which 
lie identillod as precisely the same with the cipher found among the 
effects of 1 tooth after his capture and death. The fullest proof, how- 
ever, of the direct complicity of Olay in the scheme of assassination is 
presented by the deposition obtained since the trial of the conspirators 
of a witness esteemed by this Bureau, before which he was personally 
examined, ns entirely faithful and reliable. This witness* states that 
during the past year he made the acquaintance in Montreal of llobert 
(5. Kennedy, who was altcnvard hung for his attempt, in concert with 
others, to destroy the city of New York by fire. Kennedy having 
enlisted, or pretended to enlist, this witness and a companion into the 
rebel military service, approached them in November, 1864, with a 
proposition to assist him in the assassination of President Lincoln, 
his Cabinet, and General Grant, lie represented, to quote the words 
of the witness, that as their friend McClellan was beat, they had to 
put the whole damned Cabinet and Abe Lincoln out of the way, and 
that we would he rich men if wo could do it. Konnedy then conducted 
the two men to Clay, and the details of the interview which took place 
may best be presented in the precise language of tlio deposition, as 
follows: 

Ho (Kennedy) fetched us into tlio Quoon’s llotol, Toronto, whoro wove McDonald, 
(Hoary, and C. O. Clay. Tho four wont into u soparato room lty thomsolvoB, whoro 
thoy staid probably luroo-ipiartors of an hour, louvhig mysolf ami my frioml out- 
sido. Whan thoy oumo out Mr. 0. 0. Olay appmaohod mo and said ( calling mo by 
numn) : “ How do you do?” IIo nuhl ho supposed wo wore going to assist in tho Wash- 
ington alValr, addressing himsolf to mo and my frioml togothor. Captain Kennedy 
said to Olay: “Ho (alluding to mo) is tho man to lay Stanton out.” Clay said: 
“ Hoys, It is a very risky job, and fnrtliormoro, if you undortako to do it you must 
tak o' your lives in your own hands.” Donald to ino {calling mo by name) : “Mr. 
.Stanton is a very big man and if you oannofc undortako to do tlio job you had bettor 
not try it.” I told him I thought 1 could do anything in that way I was callod upon 
to do. 1 (o said i “If you got back to Canada after tho job is oomplotod you will bo 
a vic.il man. If yon happen to fail in tho attoinpl. you will swing.” Captain Ken- 
nedy had previously slated to us In the eonvorsatlon that wo should huvo $5,0110 
npiooo if we got batik from Washington, and that tlio Confederate Govornmont 
would give uh a good deal moro. Clay also said to us: “ I am going to loavo in a 
fow days and I suppose you want a low dollars till you nro ready to start.” He thou 
gave u’s $1(1 npiooo. 

The witness also, in answer to the quosfcion whether it was tho 
understanding that lie and others wore to oomo on to AYusliington and 
engage in the assassination, adds: 

Yes, sir; Clay gave ns $10 npiooo to wait until wo would bo ready to start. Wo 
made up our minus to oonsont to do everything they asked, provided they gnvo ub 
wlial. they promised, although really it was not our purpose to procood finally in tho 
assassination. 

„A few weeks later than this .Kennedy, having meanwhile gone to 
Washington and returned, instructed tho witness that he was to have 
nothing to do with the project of assassination, inasmuch as it was in 
the hands of men more competent at Washington. Tlio witness tlieu 
gives the conclusion of his interviews with Kennedy, as follows: 

“ Hut,” said ho, “ I Jiavo got another soliomo for you.” Wo asked him what it was. 
lto said, “To lire tho city of Now York.” I thought in my own mind tliat Now York 
was a prolly big plueo to burn. Wo finally oarao to tho conclusion that wo woul< 
not go, mitt when wo wore going away lio said wo woro a pair of traitors,

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and sot on foot by Olay, A witness upon tho trial of the conspirators, 
already referred to, says : 

I lroqumitly honnl blio subject of raids upon our frontier and tlio burning of cities 
spoken of by Thompson, Cleary, Tucker, and Sanders. Mr. Clement C. Clay was 
one of tlio prime movora In the matt or before the raids were startod, Tboy received 
bis direct indorsement. 

Again, in referring to tho Saint Albans raid and tho intended raids 
upon Buffalo ami Koohostor, the witness says: 

I board Mr. Clay Hay, in speaking about tlio funds for paying tboso raids, that 
lie always bad plonty of money to pay for anything that was worth paying for. I 
know that they had funds deposited in sevoral di Huron b banks. They transacted 
considerable ImsinoHH with one bank, which is, I think, called tho Niagara District 
Bank; It was almost opposite Air. Clay's residenco in Saint Catherines, 

. In this connection, also, may be noticed the testimony of It. A. Camp- 
bell, teller of the Ontario Bank of Montreal, tlmfc a check of the largo 
amount of 850,000, drawn to Olay’s order, was in August, 1804, received 
from tho bank at tfnint Catherines and placed in tlio Ontario Bank to 
tho credit of Olay and Thompson. Of this class of crimes, which Olay 
is thus porooived to have inspired and directed, tho burning of tho city 
of Now York was perhaps the moat flagrant. For this gigantic scheme 
of arson, murder, and rapine there can be little doubt that Clay is 
morally as well as legally responsible. His frequent talk upon the sub- 
ject of burning cities; his intimate association and confidential inter- 
course with Kennedy, and tho declarations on the subject by tho 
latter, mado contemporaneously with his secret interviews with his 
chief, nro oiroumatnneos which forbid any presumption other than that 
Olay was personally cognizant of tho plot, and that it was undertaken 
with his full sanction, and probably under his superintendence. It 
'may hero be noted that the concluding words of the confession of 
Konnody prior to his execution may well be cited as illustrating the 
utter shallowness and shamelessness of the plea that tho crimes of these 
raiders and of those under whose ordors they proceeded were acts of 
legitimate warfare. This convict, alter stating that ho was sent to 
New York from Canada as the emissary and agent of the representa- 
tives of the rebellion in that country, and detailing tho features of tho 
proposed scheme of conflagration and ruin, says: 

Wo dealrml tii don troy prop or I, y, nob tho lives of women mul ohihlron; although 
that would, of course, liavo followed In its train. 

2. As to his connection with tho introduction of pestilence. Prom- 
inent among the deeds of infamy and treason with which tho name of 
Olay, as an agent of the rebellion in Canada, is connected by the proof, 
is the plot for the destruction of the lives of our soldiers and citizens 
by means of the introduction into tho country of clothing infected with 
virulent contagious disoaso. Tlio testimony in regard to Olay’s per- 
sonal complicity in this plot is brief, but most pointed. A witness 
upon the trial of the conspirators, other than those already referred to, 
in regard to the relations of Blackburn, by whom tho clothing was 
prepared and packed, with the other loading rebels in Canada, says: 

I have mum him, Uluoklmrujiumooiablng with Jacob Thompson, George N, Sandora; 
Ida hou, Low is Sandora; ox- Go vovnorWosteott, of Florida; Lowia Gnstloinan, William 
O. (Unary, Mr. l’ortorllolcl. Captain Magrudor, and a number of rebels of loss note. 
Doctor Umoklmni wan thorn known and represented himsolf ns an agent ol tho 
so-called Oonfodoralo Government, just as Jacob Thompson was an agent, 

But it is in tho deposition of O. <T. Hymns that the most direct proof 
of Clay’s cognizance and approval of tho operation of Blackburn is 
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presented. This witness, who had been dispatched by the latter to 
W ashington to sell the clothing referred to, continues his narrative as 
follows: 

On disposing of tho trunks 1 iimnodiutoly loft Wnflhington nnd wont stnu-difc 
through until I got to Humiltou, Canada. In tho waiting room thoro .1 mol, Mr, 
llolcoiiiho and Mr. Cloinont 0. Clay. They both rose, shook hands with mo, an<i 
congratulated mo on my salo return ami upon my making a fortnno. Thoy told mo 
i should ho a, goutloman l'or tho Juturo, instoad of a workingman and a mmshanio, 
i hoy scorned porioctly to undorstaml tho biisinosa in which I hacl boon ougngod. 
iUi. ilolcombo told me that Doctor Riackburn was at tho Donognnna Ilotol, in ’Alont- 
i' 0,u > 11,1,1 th,, t 1 had bettor tolograph to him stating that I had returned. 

It is conceived that no verbal admissions on his part, however dis- 
tinci, could more clearly fix upon Olay a connection with tho crime of 
Dlackbtmi than his deportment on tho occasion referred to. Buoli 
demonstrations as those described toward an obscure individual and 
hireling from a well known accredited agent of tho Southern Confed- 
eracy m a foreign country aro susceptible of but a single construction, 
and one which must be deduced by every reasoning mind, 

in concluding this review it remains to advert to but one other item 
of testimony, which illustrates the treacherous and clandestine nature 
ol the machinations in which Olay was constantly engaged in Canada, 
viz, that lie frequently resorted to an alias to conceal his true name 
and position, being known at different times by the names of Hope 
iracey , and Lacey. This circumstance of secrecy is indeed ono which 
contributes to invest his proceedings under all the circumstancos with 
a character altogether different from that which distinguishes the class 
of offensive acts held legitimate in war. In connection with the tosti- 
mony m this case as thus presented maybe noticed the assertions of

declare the truth. But up to a recent period it lias been a matter 
of no little diflieulty to induce these parties to voluntarily offer their 
testimony in these eases, ami it is clear that the Government can bo 
charged with no laches in not sooner instituting judicial proceedings 
in the instance of Olay. In consideration, however, of all the testimony 
in the possession of the Government, as welt as that believed to be 
within its reach, it is concluded that but little further delay will bo 
necessary before the case may bo prepared for' trial. It is therefore 
advised by this Bureau that as soon as such preparations shall bo com- 
pleted this party be brought before a military commission upon charges, 
not only of complicity in the plot of assassination, but also of violation 
of the laws of war, in authorizing and directing guerrilla raids and the 
burning of cities, and in promoting the introduction of pestilenco into 
our territory. These latter acts, indeed, established as they are, not 
only by the evidence of others, but in part by bis own written declara- 
tions, are of themselves proof that in prosecuting war upon his country 
lie bud reached a depth of guilt which fully prepared him for participa- 
tion in the culminating crime of the war. It has been shown that lie 
oxitllcd in the monstrous attempt to spread the yellow fever in this city, 
through trunks of infected clothing brought hero and disposed of by an 
agent of tho rebellion; and it lias been further shown that he calmly 
contemplated and prepared i'or tho destruction at night, by the torch, 
of towns and cities in the loyal States, thus seeking to doom to certain 
and agonizing death thousands of innoeont and unoffending citizens, 
among them the aged and inline, with women and children, lying in 
their beds in the helplessness of unconscious sloop. Can it be supposed 
that a man who hud done all this in tho interests of tho rebellion would 
hesitate to take any singlo life in his way, oven though it should be tho 
life of the President of the llnitod States? Tho probability indeed is, 
that in comparison \yith the crimen ho had already committed ho 
regarded this ns hut a venial olfonso. I t may thoroforo be safely assumed 
that the charge against Olomout 0. Olay of having incited tho assassi- 
nation of tho President is rolioved of all improbability by his previous 
history and criminal surroundings. Should those conclusions bo ap- 
proved and the trial of Olay bo at the proper time ordered it is con- 
ceived that by this proceeding tho Government will butrospoud to those 
claims of public justice which are deemed to arise out of tho testimony 
herein presented.

Since the foregoing was proparod tho depositions of four witnesses 
have been taken at this Bureau, by which it is conclusively proved 
that Olay was in Oatmda during tho months of January and February, 
1805, and also within a, few days aftor.tho assassination of the Presi- 
dent. We have thus the oaths of six witnesses, whose testimony is in 
direct contradiction to the audacious declarations of Olay in his appli- 
cation for clemency addressed to tho President, that at the date of the 
assassination lie lmd been absent from Canada nearly six months. 
This falsehood must, it is boliovod, bo accepted by the Government, as 
it cloarly would be by the law, as ono of the most striking indications of 
this mail’s guilt, the consciousness of which on his part could alone 
have prompted its utterance.

.Here, then, is the record made by tlio parties themselves of their part 
i n the gigantic conspiracy, which; upon the action and prompting of 
these men and their con led orates, forthwith declared itself in onen 
revolt; and aggressive war. In maturing this conspiracy those traitors 
were no ohm actively enlisted than they wore instrumental, especially 
as rewards their own State, in executing its details of robbery and 
treason.

Tho parallel to their treachery, which is furnished by history in the 
instance of Catiline, whose name is a synonym for infamy, is so marked 
that; it may well be adverted (o. This conspirator also was a senator, 
uh were many of his guilty associates; and it; was in tho very senate 
chamber of the republic that ho perfected the plot which was to destroy 
bis country. It was there, too, in bis prosonco that his traitorous 
intrigues were exposed and stigmatized by Cicero, ns woro the treason- 
able purposes of his imitators in our own time arraigned and denounced 
upon flic lloor of our Hen ale by the statesman now sit tho bond of tho 
(lovernmeiit. Moreover, it was when balded in bis offorts for power 
and defeated in his contests for the consulship that Catiline sought by 
force mid treachery to attain the objects of his lawless ambition, To 
this end lie gathered around him a number of prolligato public men, 
mid with them raised an army of ignorant and unprincipled partisans 
with a view of nuirching upon Homo. Ho ? too, the American traitors, 
overcome at a I ’residential election and disappointed in their struggle 
to retain a disastrous sway over tho National Administration, bad re- 
eon ise lo arms for the perpetuation of their power; and, as if to romlor 
the parallel complete, we subsequently Ibid their defeated candidate

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for tho Presidency a general of their forces, besieging our national 
capital. Here, however, tho parallel, as regards the subjects of the 
present application, ami many others, ceases to be applicable. The 
cjj'ranata andacia of Catiline impelled him to the Held of battle, where 
lighting 1 he perished, lint many of tho most conspicuous of theso 
modern conspirators— ami this was especially truo of Value and Mallory 
either from intense sollislmess or an impregnable caution— seem to have 
shrunk away from the bloody eoniliets of the war in which they had so 
eagerly involved the deluded States ami people they represented. Of 
the political history of these parties subsequent to (’lie initiation of the 
rebellion little need bo said. Of the details of the career of Yuleo 
this Bureau has but slight information. Mallory, however, ns is well 
known, hold for a long period the office of Secretary of tho M'avv 
under Davis in tho rebel administration. Allison, as has boon por- 
eoived, was a senator in the Legislature of h'lorida after its secession 
and was but lately acting Governor of the State. Me lias been a prom- 
inent agent in protracting the rebellion in his locality, and from his 
high official position lias maintained the right of a State to defy the 
General Government. It may hero be added that the porlUly and false- 
hood which inevitably attend treason are well illustrated in the ease of 
Yuleo in his personal written application for clemency to tlm President 
which, with othor papers heretofore Hied witli tho Attorney-General! 
has boon exhibited to me during tho preparation of this report. In 
the course of this application, ignorant that his letter of nth January, 
18(U, was in tho hands of tho Government, ho Inis the effrontery to 
stato as follows: 


I can truly nay I did not leave, my weak in tho UmigroHH el' the United Staten to aid . 
the rebellion, liiin in millleimitty proven by the oirmuiiHtiiiinn that I did not. in 
luot, aid it, having taken no part in the lormaUon nor eomluet of the (Jon federate

In view of this deliberate falsification, and in view, in tlm case of Mal- 
lory, ol tho fact that he consented to hold for so long n time ami up to 
so recent a period a most prominent position in tlm administration of 
Davis, the declaration of these men, contained in their communications 
addressed to the .President and others, found among the papers referred 
to, to tho oiled, that they now freely acquiesce in the principles of 
national anion and human freedom established in our political system 
by the downfall of tlm rebellion, cannot but. be received with suspicion 
and distrust. Such words coming up from tlm prisons to which theso 
men lmvo been justly consigned, may, considering fchoir past history, bo 
accepted as spoken rather in fclmir own personal interest than in tho 
interests of truth or of the Government, whose policy ami principles 
tlioy so lately assailed and insulted. At all events, such language can- 
not be received as any expiation of tlm crimes of which l imy are known 
to bo guilty. It must thus bo most clear, not only that the claim of 
these applicants to clemency is wholly unworthy to 1m entertained for 
a moment, but that tlm only action appropriate to their case would 
be their arraignment and trial upon an indictment for high treason.

Since the foregoing report was prepared the original letter to Fino- 
gan, of 7th January, 1801, together with the resolutions which accom- 
panied it, has been recovered by the Government and is now in the 
possession of this Bureau. Both the letter and resolutions are in the 
handwriting of D. L, Yulce, and, as in the case of his letter of 5th Janu- 
ary, 1801, the envelope inclosing them bears the CJ. S. postal stamp and 
the frank of the writer, thus showing that this Senator not only eon- 
spired against the Government while occupying his seat in the Capitol, 
but was actually treacherous enough to oblige that Government to 
become the unconscious bearer of the very dispatches which sought its 
own ruin. There have also been brought to light certain dispatches of 
S. B. Mallory, found in the Stato archives at Tallahassee, which were 
sent by him from Washington to the Governor of Florida, and by the 
latter laid before the convention by which the ordinance of secession 
was passed. The following are accurate copies of these papers: .

Those telegrams establish conclusively that Mallory was actively 
co-operating with his colleague Yulee and the other conspirators 
named in the treasonable consultations and action then in progress at 
Washington, and in the arrangements then made for tho violent seizure 
of the U. S. forts in Florida. One point presented in the correspond- 
ence deserves to bo noticed, which is the oonlidenoe felt by botliihese 
conspirators that Chase, who had been educated by tho United States, 
and while serving with its Army in the Engineer Corps had built the 
fort proposed to be. captured, would, like themselves, readily use for 
the overthrow of the Government tho information which ho had 
acquired in its service and as its confidential agent. They did not at 
all mistake their man, as subsequent events fully proved.

Tho earnest and traitorous appeal of this letter for arms with which 
to make war upon the Government, added to the telegrams and other 
letters hereinbefore quoted, shows how utterly false are the declarations 
made by Yulee in his memorial for pardon to the President, that ho 
did not leave his sent in the Congress of the United States to aid the 
rebellion, and that he did not, in fact, aid it, and that ho had not been 
commoted with and did not participate in the civil or military action of 
the Confederate Government. A case so fully made out by the written

Question. What knowledge, if any, have you of an arrangement or 
conspiracy entered into in 1803, or at any other time, for the kidnap- 
ing and, if necessary, the killing of the President of the United States? 
State fully all tho knowledge and information you have on the subject, 
setting forth the connection, if any, of Jefferson Davis with, such 
arrangement or conspiracy and his action in relation thereto. 

Answer. I know Jefferson Davis vory well and have had two conversations with 
him in regard to a project to capture or aBsnssinato President Lincoln. Those con- 
versations took place in July, 1863, in Mr. Davis’ offleo in Richmond. The first con- 
versation took place under these oiroumstuiioos: A friend of mine named Lamar, 
who had served some time in the Confederate Army, said to mo that ho was about 
to sot on foot an ontorpriso which if carried out would immortalize nnd enrich all 
who engaged in it, and lio wished mo to join him. I asked him the nature of Mb 
ontorpriso and lie said it was to capture Lincoln nnd bring him a prisoner to Rich- 
mond. At first I thought lie was jesting, ns it seemed to mo a mad project nnd next 
to an impossibility, but lie assured mo lie was in earnest, I thou asked him who was 
the originator of the scheme, and if tlio President and Secrotary of Stato, Mr. Ben- 
jamin, wore known to it. Ho said that ho had made a written proposition to the 
President and was backed up hy Secretary Benjamin and Winder. Ho further said 
that Winder had already assured him that Mr. Davis favored the project, hut that 
lie had not as yet received n direct nnswor from the President himself. I told him if 
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I could hod a reasonable prospect of sucooss I would goiu with him, but that I oould 
not afford to Hpoud mnoh money in ho uncertain a business. _ Mo Haul of cmirso tho 
necessary funds would l>o furnished us by tho proper authorities. Mo thou proposed 
that wo should go at onoo to Gonoral Winder, which wo did. AftorthouHiialformali- 
tica General Wimlor said, in answer to a question by mo, that tho President fully 
approvod Lama r's projoot, and furthermore his plans as far as they had boon not forth 
in his (Lamar’s) communication. I thou asked Winder if tho .Secretary ot War, Mr. 
Sodden, was iu 1'avor of it. Winder answered that the Secretary of Wn '• was an old 
fogy and wna not worth talking toon suoli a subject. Wimlor thou proposed that, 
in order that wo might bo satisfied that tho projoot wna fully approved by the Presi- 
dent, wo should cull on tho Prosidont at onoo. Wo did so and Winder Introduced 
tho subject to tho President, saying that those men, referring to Lamar and myself, 
wanted to hoar from Ills ( tlioProsldont’s) own lips what protection wo would receive in 
tlio ovent of our being captured inoxocuting our undertaking. Tlio President replied 
that wo should rocoivo all tho protection tho Government could allbrd, and that il oap- 
turodlio would hold as hostages two for one until woshould bo roloasod. Tlio President 
then Bald, addressing Lamar, that tlio undertaking lie was about to engage in was a 
dangorous one and required a groat doal of skill, oantiou, and courage, and that tlio 
salvation of thoConfodoraey possibly dopondod on his simoons; that ho should take oaro 
to ongago none but men of sobriety and courage to assist hi m j that lie should know thorn 
well, and should not disclose his plans until all was ready. Prosidont Davis further 
said that ho did not wish that tho life of Lincoln should bo taken unless absolutely 
noocHsnry; that if ho could bo brought a prisonor alivo it would servo the country 
equally as woll and porhn|)B hot tor than to kill him, but that if it was necessary for 
mu* own safety, or wo could do no bettor, that wo should mote out to him tho deserts 
that the greatest tyrant tho world over saw dosorvos, which is death. Lamar 
thou spoko about tho uooossary funds to carry out his plans. Davis said wo should 
lio furnished through Gonoral Wimlor with all the funds necessary. After a few 
words of caution from Mr. Davis wo loft his ofllco. Tho next day Lamar received 
from Gonoral Wimlor some funds, consisting of greenbacks and Confederate notes. 
I received from Lnmar $2150 In greenbacks ami $1500 in Con federate notes, Wo tlmn 
wont to work to ohgngo men for tho projoot and sont thorn North, Homo to Baltimore, 
some to Washington, and somoto Goorgotown, to await orders. I engaged and for- 
warded throe my soil', and Lamar and othor parties ongagod and forwarded about 
twenty others. Tho next oonvorsatlon I had with Mr. Davis took plaoo about a fort- 
night "later than tlio one lioroinbefororoforrod to, and after tlio assistance engaged Imd 
boon sont North. A man named MoOtilloli, who hud boon ougogod by Lamar to aid 
in tlio enterprise, lmd boon arrested for disclosing tlio plotund sent to (Jostle '.riuimlor. 
As soon as Lamar hoard of the arrest ho oitllod on mo, ami wo wont together to tho 
ofllco of Gonoral Winder to learn tho particulars. Wo wore there informed by Captain 
Wimlor, non of tho gonoral, that his father lmd gono to soo tho Prosidont in regard to 
MoCulloli’s ooso, and Lamar and I forthwith started for tlio President’s ofllco. Wo 
there found tho Prosidont, Gonoral Winder, and Mr. Wright, a Government detect- 
ive, in conversation. As soon as wo were admitted Gonoral Winder said to Lamar, 
" One of your drunkon scoundrels has boon raising boll, ami unless you strike at 
once your nuhoino will ho thwarted.” Mr. Davis then said, "Vos, gontlomon, you 
must proonoil to the execution of your project Immediately or failure will bo cer- 
tain. Those hlookado-rinmers, snoli as MoGulloh lias been boasting to, are half 
of thorn Yanlcoo spies and may lose no time In communicating what they hoard 
to their Government, and thus plaoo their President on hi« guard, and thus render 
your ollorts futllo.” Winder thou repontod with an oath, “ Yosj strike at onoo and 
iiring tlio monkey liovo, body and soul, as soon as possible; and il you can’t bring his 
wholo onrooBB, fotoh bln damnod Hoalp.” Mr. Davis thou said, " Gentloinon, you will 
not misunderstand your instructions; it is my wisli that you capture and bring Mr. 
Lincoln within our linos without harming a lmlr of liis head, if possible; but If 
after making tlio capture you Ibid there is danger of his being retaken, you will 
tftko care that ho does nob return to Washington alivo. If you Ibid it impossible to 
oirocthis capture at all, romombor that bo is your onomy and Commumlor-in-Ohlof 
of tlio Northern Armios, and that you havo tho right, and that it is your duty, to 
olit him down tho Bnmo as any othor oilloor or fioldiov belonging to tlumo urmioH.”

Sir: I have the honor to submit to you the following report in tho 
eases of Jefferson Davis and Clement 0. Clay (rebels) as supplementary 
to the xn'cvious reports rendered by me therein and made proper to be 
presented by the new and important testimony recently adduced: 

I. In the case of Davis there has been added the deposition of John 
H. Patten, a witness of unusual intelligence and entirely reliable. In 
this deposition, the body of which is in his own handwriting, ho sets 
forth the particulars of two .interviews which he had with Davis in the 
summer of 18G3, at which was discussed the plot then ponding to seize 
President Lincoln and convey him to Eiclunond, with the understanding 
that he was at once to be put to death iu case his rescue were attempted. 
It was at one of these occasions that there was present also the witness 
Wright. Tbe substance of those statements is set forth in my report of 
18th of January last. The testimony of Patten shows even more fully 
than that of Wright that this plot, which was really one of assassination 
under the pretext of a capture, was directly authorized and ordered by 
Davis, whose language at each interview is recited; and also that ho 
gave specific directions as to the manner in which tho scheme was to be 
executed, and proceeded to justify it as in accordance with the laws of 
civilized warfare. This testimony, while most important of itself, 
affords also a striking support of the proof, detailed in the report of 
January 18, in regard to tlio authorization by Davis of the subsequent 
plot of the next year, which actually resulted in the death of President 
Lincoln, 
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II. In the ease of Olay, the new testimony is of the following 
character: 

1. Tlie deposition of William H. Carter, whoso evidence was adverted 
to in the report of .December 0 last, as then wanting, but expected to 
be soon obtained. This witness, who was present at the interview 
with Olay and Kennedy in November, 1864, the particulars of which 
arc recounted in tlio deposition of his companion, McGill, already com- 
municated, fully corroborates the latter in his statements in regard to 
the acts and language of Olay, and clearly exhibits the fact that this 
conspirator was not only cognizant of the plot then in progress to 
assassinate President Lincoln, the members of his Cabinet, and Gen- 
eral Grant, but was actively engaged in directing the details of its 
proposed execution. 

2. The depositions of Sarah Douglass and Mary Knapp, residents of 
Canada, who detail repeated interviews, principally at Toronto, between 
Clay and other rebels, at which they were present, in the summer and 
fall of 1864. At these interviews Olay not only discussed tlio plans 
for raids and other hostile acts in the interest of the rebellion and in 
violation of the laws of war, which ho and his associates were then 
engaged in maturing, but spoke freely of the scheme of assassination, 
in which it is evident he was personally enlisted, as he was familiar 
with its details, anticipated with confidence its successful result, and 
entered upon a course of argument in its justification as a measure 
of legitimate warfare. 

3. The depositions of two parties, one a citizen of Windsor, Canada 
West, and the other of Montreal, who state that they saw Olay several 
times in the month of March, 1863, at Windsor, and on one occasion on 
the railroad between Toronto and Hamilton, Canada West. One of 
these witnesses conversed personally with Clay, and both detail the 
circumstances connected with their meeting him, and are enabled by a 
reference to contemporaneous events to fix with certainty the dates 
mentioned. By this additional evidence, in connection with that set 
forth in my reports of Oth of December and 18th of January last, it is 
shown beyond any question that Olay remained in Canada iu 1805 
during the months of January, February, March, and April, certainly 
up to the 15th, the (lay succeeding the murder of the President. Thus 
by the cumulative testimony of eight reliable witnesses, to whom prob- 
ably many others may be added,, tlio assertion of Olay, by which lie 
seeks to disprove the charge of complicity iu the plot of assassination, 
that at tlio date of its execution he had been absent from Canada 
nearly six months, is shown, as heretofore urged, to bo wholly false. 
The new depositions* thus referred to accompany this report, and 
though not needed to support the conclusive body of proof already 
fully presented in these cases, are most material in completing the 
chain of testimony by which the compassing ol the assassin ution of the 
President is fixed beyond a reasonable doubt upon these two con- 
spirators. With these depositions the preparation of the eases by this 
Bureau is properly terminated, and inasmuch a.s both the criminals 
and the proofs of their crime are now in the hands of the Government, 
it only remains for mo respectfully, but most earnestly, to renew my 
former recommendation that Davis and Olay be arraigned and tried 
before a military commission. As tills tribunal, the only one believed 
to be competent to ascertain and pass upon the guilt of these men, may 
presently be ousted of its jurisdictio n by the anticipated operation of the

there .is danger that unless such commission be speedily convened 
their crime, certainly one of the most atrocious and appalling of the 
nineteenth century, will pass unpunished.

He seems to be wasting away gradually and 
losing flesh. This is scarcely perceptible to one who sees him day by. 
day, but it is nevertheless certain. 
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State prisonor 0. 0. Olay lias been troubled with diarrhea during the 
past week; is much weakened in consequence, and on yesterday was 
scarcely able to walk around, and at night was much prostrated. This 
morning he seems decidedly improved, and I have no doubt but that 
ho will recuporato under his extended limits. 

I would respectfully recommend that the outdoor exorcise of prisoner 
Davis be more fully indulged in, and that some arrangement be made 
to prevent the noise caused by the constant tramp of the sentinels, 
which seems to irritate his nervous system.

Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of the Treasury the 
President of the United States recently ordered the post surgeon at 
Fortress Monroe to make a careful and thorough report upon the condi- 
tion of Mr. Davis’ health. That report has been made and is now pub- 
lished. It cannot be read by any honorable and right-minded American, 
no matter wliat his sectional feelings or his political opinions may bo, 
without a sickening sensation of shame for his country and a burning 
flush of indignation against the persons who hnvo prostituted their 
official position to inflict upon the American name an ineffaceable brand 
of disgrace by the wanton and wicked torture of an invalid lying a 
helpless prisoner in the strongest fortress of the Union. The report of 
Post Surgeon Cooper is all the more damning that it is perfectly calm 
and formal in tone, and that it deals only with the strictly medical 
aspect of the investigation which its author was orddred to make, Wo 
hear nothing, for example, from Surgeon Cooper of the stories which 
have been repeated over and over again, in all varieties ot tone, but 
with a singular consistency in the main details, by correspondence of 
all shades of opinion in regard to the petty insults heaped upon Jeffer- 
son Davis iu the routine of his daily life. The refusal, by express mili- 
tary orders, of the common courtesies and simplest decencies of life to a 
man who for four years wielded the resources of eleven belligerent States 
against the whole power of the Union, while it would be unspeakably 
disgraceful to the authorities perpetrating it, might be of very little 
consequence either to the health or the spirits of the captive at whom 
it was aimed. A man of strong and self-sustained character might bo 
annoyed, indeed, at finding himself in the hands of persecutors so paltry, 
but they would scarcely bo able to disturb his digestion or his sleep. 
The American people, should these stories prove to bo t rue, will have a 
serious account to settle with the functionaries who could thus misrep- 
resent and belittle thorn in the eyes of Christendom and of history. 
Hut the crying result of Surgeon Cooper’s' report, the result which 
demands the most prompt and emphatic expression possible of the 
popular indignation, if wo are not to be written down all of us as 
accomplices in the vile transactions which it reveals, is this, that the 
health of Jefferson Davis, which was notoriously poor at the time oF 
ids capture, lias been systematically broken down by a cruel and delib- 
erate perseverance in applying to him one of the worst tortures known 
to humanity. Here are the fatal words in which the truth is told. 
After describing the general prostration of the prisoner’s physique 
Surgeon Cooper says :

Mr. .Davis' condition. 

The people of the United States — at least those of them who have 
hearts — will read with profound emotion the report which Doctor 
Cooper, the surgeon at Fortress Monroe, has made to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of the U. S’. Army. It has been frequently stated tliab Mr. Davis’ 
health has been gradually declining under his prolonged imprisonment 
and the treatment to which ho has been subjected. These statements 
have always been carefully contradicted by the Radical press, and some- 
times upon such evidence as inspired a doubt of the truth of the charge. 
But the question is sot at rest by the publication of Surgeon Cooper’s 
official report. There is no room to doubt that Mr. Davis’ health has 
been seriously impaired; nay, it is clear that his physical condition is 
such that his life hangs, as it were, by a thread. And it is not merely 
the deprivation of personal liberty that lma caused this. The rigorous 
and wholly unnecessary measures resorted to to perfect his isolation 
and to cut off all possibility of escape— a thing which oven the most 
rabid Bad i cals never suspected him of meditating— have been the main 
causes. Potty annoyances and irritations have had their share; and, 
despite the professional and official caution of Doctor Cooper, quite 
enough has been disclosed to justify the worst that lias been said. We 
do not say that the President ought to be held responsible for the past, 
but wo do know that ho ought without further delay now that lie has 
been officially informed of the condition of affairs to release “prisoner 
Davis” on his parole. Merciful and generous-minded men everywhere 
will applaud the act and history will justify it. The “shriveled skin 
and “flaccid muscles” of the martyr of Fortress Monroo plead with irre- 
sistible eloquence in his behalf. Let us hope the plea will be heard.

Wo’ published on yesterday an official report of the condition of 
ex-Prosideut Davis’ health, which will excite throughout Christendom 
a feeling of profound sympathy for tlie illustrious martyr and of burn- 
ing indignation against those who are still clamorous not only for an 
indefinite prolongation of tho terrible torture which ho lias so long 
endured, but also for his judicial murder. It is said when Doctor 
O’Meara’s account of tho slow torture Inflicted upon Napoleon Bona- 
parte by tho infamous Sir Hudson Lowe was first published that the 
English felt the national disgrace of Lowe’s atrocities so keenly that 
English tourists were ashamed to visit France. The report of Doctor 
Cooper, for tho same reason, might well arrest that swarm of Northern 
tourists who are now preparing for their usual summer trip to Europe. 

Little more than thirteen months ago the writer of this article enjoyed 
frequent opportunities for ascertaining the physical condition of Presi- 
dent Davis. For weeks before the evacuation of Richmond his geiicrt 
health was good, his form erect, and his step as elastic as that of a ma 
in the prime of vigorous manhood. When arrested, torn .from hi 
family, imprisoned in a stone cell and temporarily fetterod, his healt 
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was as good as when lie left Richmond. Now tho strong man is totter- 
ing upon the verge of the grave; and the surgeon who has watched him 
day by day ascribes his terrible condition to the treatmen t which he lias 
received. What a frightful picture of human suffering is that drawn by 
the surgeon at Fortress Monroe of Mr. Davis ! What admirable effects 
have resulted from the “humane treatment” of General Miles! Out- 
side of the ‘‘Chronicles of tho Inquisition” there are very few reports 
like those of Doctor Cooper now extant. The medical men who used to 
attend in tho hall of torture and feel the pulse, sponge the mouths, and 
report upon the condition of the mangled, lacerated men who were 
stretched upon tho rack, used to make suclireports very often. Hud- 
son Lowe was sometimes the recipient of just such communications 
when the conqueror of Europe was dying in that felon’s grasp. No 
man with a heart in his bosom can read the report of Doctor Cooper 
without bedimmed eye and breast swelling with pity and indignation, 
llie iron has entered the soul of the illustrious statesman and pure 
noble-hearted Christian gentleman, whose offenses are no greater than 
those of the millions who sympathized with him. Thanks to the benov- 
oient care of his jailor, for more than twelve months, tho surgeon tells 
us that Mr. Davis has scarcely enjoyed two hours unbroken sleep.” 
One of the most terrible methods of torture known to the officials of 
the Lloly Inquisition consisted in disturbing the slumbers of a prisoner 
every hour. The ceaseless tramp of his guards have “utterly deranged 
the nervous system” of tho fearless soldier whose eye never quailed 
amid the dm and roar of battle. “ Want of sleep,” says Doctor Cooper, 
has been the great and the principal cause of Mr. Davis’ nervous excita- 
bility.’ Miles’ ever-moving sentinels have tramped to some purpose, 
as I. resident Davis’ condition is ascribed by Doctor Ooopor to the 
“tramp of the creaking boots of the sentinels on post around his prison.” 
lo so frightful a condition of acute agony lias this protracted torture 
reduced the victim that Doctor Cooper tells us that his “ nervous con- 
dition is that of one who has been flayed and lias every sensitive nerve 
exposed to the waves of sound.” The blood runs cold at the bare 
thought of a fellow being reduced to such a condition by slow torture 
of the ‘Character mentioned by the surgeon in charge. But wo have no 
heart to follow Doctor Cooper through all the sickening, shocking details 
ot Ins report. Doctor Cooper evidently believes that President Davis 
cannot survive longer confinement; to.keep him longer in prison will 
be equivalent to putting him to death. Such a report as that of Doctor 
Cooper would induce any judge in tho United States to admit a prisoner 
o bail although charged with the vilest crimes. It is impossible that 
resident Johnson can now sanction tho imprisonment of Mr. Davis

On Thursday night, April 20 last, by direction of Judge-Advocate- 
General Holt, I went to Now York City to ibid and procure the attend- 
ance of eight persons as witnesses before the Mouse Judiciary Committee. 
The names of said witnesses, as furnished me by General Holt, were 
Sanford Conover, William Campbell, Joseph Snevel, harnum 11. V\ right, 
John II . Patten, Sarah Douglass, [John | McGill, and Miss | Mary | Iviiapp. 
The only information I had as to where said porsons could lie found 
was that General Holt informed me that Conover’s address was at 
Station A, post-offico, New York (but Governor Bontwoll told me it was 
Station F): thatSnevel’s address was Station D, Now \ ork s that Camp- 
bell, Wright, and McGill wore supposed to bo in or about New xork; 
Patten in Saint Louis; Mrs. Douglass and Miss Knapp in Canada. L 
was advised that Wright should bo sent to ibid Patten and that 
Conover should ibul and procure the two women, and General Holt was 
to telegraph Sncvcl to [meet] ino at the Astor House Friday a. m., and 
he gave me a letter to Conover asking him to aid me in procuring said 
witnesses, &c. On reaching the Astor House on Friday morning

I returned to Wash- 
ington with Campbell, and Conover was telegraphed by the .Judiciary 
Committee to eoino on here. Ho sent Snevol to the Astor House and 
was told I had gone to Boston and he then left for Washington, expect- 
ing, L suppose, to be sent to Canada and get money, lie called at 
committee room of the Judiciary Committee and there met Campbell 
unexpectedly. Alter this, as is known, the assistant sergeant- at- arm a 
went with Conover to New York to subpoma certain witnesses. On 
reaching the Astor House Conover left the sergeant- at- arms and lie 
lms not seen him since. Then, May 15, instant, by direction ot Judge 
Holt, I went to New York with Campbell and sorgoant-at-arms to hml 
and snbpa-na Snevol, McCill, Wright, and Batten. We found bnovel 
in the keeping of Conover, who was living in a tenement house up town. 
We found Wright (Waters) at Cold Spring; Batten (liiSipuro btevons) 
at Nvack, and McGill (Ncally) in New York, and they woro all sub- 
pamaed. Through tlioinlluoneoand efforts of Campbell (I.Loavo), mainly, 
Snevol was induced to call on me and nmdoalull disclosure and agreed 
to go to Washington and before the Judiciary Committee. He did so, 
with Campbell, and made his verified statement. I state, in addition, 
that while Campbell was making his disclosure I asked him it it wore 
true, as ho asserted, that the depositions of himsolf, bnovel, and others, 
made before General Holt, wore entirely false, how it happened that 
they gave such consistent, minute, and plausible statements'} llo 
replied: “The statements made by Snevol and myself were written out 
by Conover and we studiod and rehearsed them at the National Hotel, 
in Washington, several days before making our depositions.” Ho said 
ho had original, as prepared for himself by Conover, in his possession 
and would give it to me.

Sir: Referring to the reports made to yourself by this Bureau in 
the easo of Clement 0. Clay on the (Jth of December, 18(J5, in the case 
of Jefferson Davis on the 18th of January, 18(10, and in the cases of the 
said Clay and Davis jointly on the 20lli of March, 1800, I have the 
honor to submit for your consideration the following statements: 

It will bo remembered that on tbo trial of the assassins of the late 
President it was alleged in the charges ami specilications that this crime 
had been committed under the incitement and encouragement of the 
said Jefferson Davis, Clement C. Clay, Jacob Thompson, and other 
conspirators named, as combining and confederating together for that 
purpose; and this declaration the court found to be true, and the 
opinion 1ms been heretofore expressed by mo that this finding was 
justified by the evidence adduced. Strong, however, as was the proof 
that led the court to the conclusion which thoythus reached, I hud 
reason to believe, from the knowledge of its details acquired in the 
course of the trial, that yet more conclusi ve testimony bearing upon the 
complicity of the rebel loaders, named in the murder of the President, 
existed, and hence as the head of the Bureau of Military Justice I 
felt it my duty to pursue the investigation further. Tlio first oppor- 
tunity enabling mo to do so presented itself under the* following cir- 
cumstances: 

Among the witnesses examined on behalf of the Government before 
the military commission which tried tlio assassins was a man calling 
himself Sanford Conover. Under this name ho gave important testi- 
mony on that trial; testimony, however, I may remark, which did not 
bear on the question of the guilt of the parties on trial as actually con- 
cerned in the perpetration of the murder of the President and the 
attempted murder of the Secretary of State, but related only to the 
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general conspiracy charged to have been formed for the commission of 
these crimes and to which it was averred Jefferson Davis, Clement 0. 
Clay, Jacob Thompson, and others were parties. This man, it seems, 
had been a correspondent of the New York Tribune from Canada, and 
it was through JUr. Gay, of the Tribune, a citizen of well-known char- 
acter for loyalty and integrity, that he was brought to the notice of 
the Government as an important witness. After having heard the 
testimony on the trial of the assassins I was well persuaded, from his 
intelligence and apparently intimate association with rebel refugees 
and conspirators in Canada, that he had possessed unusual advan- 
tages for acquiring information in regard to their plots and movements. 
Hence, wlieu he subsequently wrote me, voluntarily and without 
solicitation or suggestion on my part, giving assurance as to the exist- 
ence of evidence implicating Jefferson Davis and Clement 0. Clay, and 
of his ability to find the witnesses, and proffering his services to do so> 
I did not hesitate to accept his statements and proposals as made in 
good faith and entitled to credit and consideration. The first letter 
received by me from him on the subject bore date “New York, -July 
JO, 181)5,” and is as follows: 


Brigadier-General Holt: 

Dear Sir: Believing that I can procure witnesses aiul documentary evidence suf- 
iicieiit to convict .left. Davis ami C. C. Clay of complicity In the assassination of tho 
1 resident, and that I can also find and secure John II. Surratt, 1 bog loavo to toiidoi* 
tho Government through you my services for these purposes. Since my appoaranoo 
as a witness before the commission I liavo boon ongagod, to some extent on my own 
account, in seeking furthor evidence to implicate Davis, Clay, and others, and I fool 
warranted m saying that my efforts have not been without some success. I cun 
promise to find at least three witnesses— men of unimpeachable eiiarnotor— ■ wlio will 
testify that they submitted to Davis propositions, which ho approved, to destroy 
tho 1 resident, Vice-President, and Cabinet, and that they received indirectly from 
tho rebel Government money to enable them to execute tho proposed scheme. Lot- 
tors, I tun assured by one of the parties referred to, can bo adduced to corroborate it 
part of their statements. Two of these persons can testify that they wero prosont 
with aurratt at an interview with Davis and Boujumin Inst spring, in which tho 
plot under which Mr. Lincoln was assassinated was discussed and approved by both 
functionaries. These men may be relied on; ns I have already said, thoir character 
is unimpeachable. fliey despise and halo Davis now ns intensely as they one© 
admired and loved him. Besides, they feel tho necessity for doing some meritorious 


siillered much at (ho hands of Davis aT'oTi t will' bo no fault of mteo'ff they oscano 
without their just deserts. Ion may depend that I enn and will, if desirable to you 
and tho Government, accomplish nil 1 promise and more. If it is not intended to 
try Davis and others for complicity in tho assassination I shall bo glad to bo sonb 
alter Surratt.

It will l)o observed that tlio writer speaks of this as the “ fourth 
letter.” If other than this and the previous one of 20th of July wore 
written they did not reach mo. 

I laid the substance of the assurances contained in those letters 
before you, and probably read extracts from the letters to you, and 
asked that I might bo authorized to send for Conover to come to 
Washington with a view to a conference with him and to his employ- 
ment as an agent of the Government in the collection of the testimony, 
should it be deemed advisable to do so, which authority you gave mo. 
I accordingly wrote to him and he came on to Washington, and after 
an interview with mo I recommended to you that his proposition should 
bo accepted and that ho should be engaged as a Government agent to 
Ibid and collect tlio testimony of tlio existence of which lie professed 
to have knowledge.

On arriving at Columbia, S. C., lie telegraphed mo under date of 1st 
of September, 18(55, stating that his mission thus far had been suc- 
cessful and that Key and another had been found, and that a witness 
whom be refers to as C. (meaning Campbell) had been heard from. 
The following is a copy of the telegram: 

Brigadier-General Holt: 

My mission has thus far proved successful. Key and one other have been found 
and secured. C. has been heard from and will be found. Deeming it nirndvisablo 
to telegraph particulars I have written at length.

The next communication which reached me from him was a lengthy 
dispatch dated Charleston, 4th of September, 1865, in which he pro- 
fessed to give the details of the investigation with which he had been 
occupied and of the successes which had thus far attended him, which 
dispatch was in the following words: 

Brigadier-General Holt, Judge- Advocate: 

I arrived hero yesterday on route for Now Orleans, whore I am certain of finding 
. , r ound K. at Norfolk and S. at Wilmington, They aro both anxious to do what 

18 right, h. wishes to wait and join 8. mul 0. on their way to Washington. As lie 
can bo believed 1 thought better to consent. I have caused 8. to accompany me, as 
his influence and example may prove valuable should 0. feel any reluctance to do 
what is required of him; besides, I <lo not wish to lose sight of him; ho is cogni- 
zant of all the facts disclosed to me by C. My funds will not bold out. until I roach 
New Orleans, Owing to the destruction of railroads I have boon obliged to travel 
several hundreds of miles in hacks at expense of 50 cents a mile, and at several 
points was unuhio to obtain transportation by there being no quartermaster nthniui. 
At every hotel and lodging house south of Richmond have boon obliged to pay 
nearly double Washington hotel rates. Telegraph mo in care of Capt. J . If, Moore, 
assistant quartermaster, No. 10 Broad street, Charleston — ho is also dislnirsiim 
officer— whom you can direct to furnish [me] with the necessary funds to enable me 
to proceed at once with my business. There aro other persons, as you will loam from 
my lot tor, whom it may bo important to lind when those named have boon secured.

A long letter dated also “Charleston, S. 0., September 4, 1865 was 
afterward received by me from him, and in this was given a yet more 
minute detail of his researches and of the favorable results reached, 
and the purpose on his part was expressed of proceeding thence to 
New Orleans. The following is a copy of this letter:

and on the same day telegraphed you that two of them liad boon found. On reach- 
ing the poRt-offlce' with my letter I learned that there was no regular mail from 
Columbia, and that my letter might not ho dispatched for ton or twelve days The 
letter is now so worn out from being carried in iny pocket from that point to this 
that J am under the necessity of writing a now one. I met with considerable dim. 
culty in finding Key and Snevol and found it no easy matter to win their confi- 
dence aiul obtain their con sent to become witnesses. I ascertained at Richmond 
that the former was at Norfolk, Vn , and tho latter at Wilmington, N. 0., and that 
Campbell had gone to his former homo, Now Orleans. I resolved to endeavor to 
secure Key first and soon after reaching Norfolk found him. At first ho denied 
nil knowledge ol any plots for tho assassination of tho President and his Cabinet 
hilt when I disclosed to him the source of my information, charging him with such 
knowledge, and assured bun that Campbell and others of his acquaintances were to 
i?™ V J /"T of tIie Government, ho admitted his knowledge and slatod tho facts at 
largo (which are substantially the samo as stated to you ns learned by mo from 
Campbell), and consented to become «. witness if Campbell could be induced to

He is unwilling to testify to what ho knows unless Campbell ami others will do 
likowiso, ns ho fears ami dreads being despised and called a traitor by Ins mends. 
Ho was not willing to accompany mo to Washington or make ft deposition mitu 
certain that Campbell — a model of all tho virtues with him — would do the same. 
Ilo promised to join mo on my way North With Campbell and I am perfectly satis- 
fied — indeed, 1 know, as far as it is possible for me to know anything — that ho will 

You need not apprehend that ho cannot he found when wanted. I have more 
reasons than I need trouble you with for knowing that he may bo depended on. 

On leaving Key I proceeded as directly as possible to Wilmington, where at tor 
much running and trouble I found Snovol. Tho latter is very bitter against Davis 
and his loaders and is exceedingly anxious to giro his testimony and procure that 
of others to convict him. Ho (Snovol) has been mined by casting his fortnuos with 
tho rebellion, and hopes, I imagine, to retrieve somo of his losses by becoming a 
loyal citizen and a witness for tho Government. Ho is very intimate with Camp- 
bell and boasts of much influence over him. As ho appeared reluctant to go to 
Washington without others to corroborate his statements I proposed that ho should 
accompany mo to Now Orleans for Campbell, not that I believe his iiiilnonco will bo 
necessary (although possibly it might) to induce Campbell to bocomo ft witness, but 
principally because 1 do not wish to lose sight of him. Ho is now without bmmicflS 
ami without money, ami might in my absence accept, an engagement which would 
carry him beyond our roach. Ho assures mo that lie knows of two other persons in 
Maryland who will innko Important witnesses. I trust that my proceedings in 
regard to him will moot your approbation. I have not been able so Jar to pick up 
anything more damaging to Clay. Indeed, I wish to got one case up brut. 

Owing to tho destruction of many railroads in this part of the country J have 
boon obliged to make roundabout courses and vide back and iorth many miles in 
lmclcs. From Wilmington I started for Now Orleans, intending to go via bloroneo, 
Kingsville, and Augusta, but on vouching Kingsville I was astonished to lliul that 
tho cars proceeded no farther and that tho remainder of the distance to Augusta 
would have to ho traveled in bucks. Being near Columbia and anxious to visit 
porno acquaintances in that city and bolinving I could do so without loss of time or 
extra expense I proceeded to that point, from which I telegraphed you, dotonninoa 
to make for New Orleans via Orangeburg and Charleston. Hero I nmvod yesterday 
evening. Tho whole distance from hero to Now Orleans can ho traveled by rail, 
except about f>0 miles which must bo made in hacks. 1 propose to proceed thither 
the moment I hear from you ami receive tho nocosBftry funds. Over some ot tho 
railroads 1 was obliged to pay faro, there being no quarter master at hand to furnish 
mo with transportation, and it being less expensive ns well as saving time to pay 
faro rather than to wait tho return of tho quartermaster and pay board. Board and 
lodging at the South is at a very high figure, being cliurgotl lor at rates far exceeding 
that of the Washington hotels. Travelers are outrageously imposed on at ©very 
stop, tho oxeuso for tho extravagant cli urges being tho scarcity oi provisions, tec. 
For those reasons my fund is rod need to a few dollars and I shall require more 
before proceeding on my business. 'When I loft Washington I had strong expecta- 
tions of finding all tho witnesses named at or near Richmond ami believed that J. 
had more money than sufficient to enable mo to soenro them ; therefore I took tlio 
liberty of sending *50 of the amount received from you to my family, knowing that 
tliev would need some during my absence. I liavo economized ns far ns possible, 
ami liavo kopt a minute account of my oxponcUtnros which I am conlidont you will 


have sot my heart upon producing witnesses and testimony sufficient to convict 
Davis and Clay and with what I have already secured I am suro that I shall suc- 
ceed. Tho statement that Snovol makes to mo is oven stronger than that inado to 
mo (and repeated to you) by Campbell, and thoro is not the slightest doubt ol my 
securing the latter. I have telegraphed briolly the result of my proceedings and 
requesting tho necessary funds, and shall bo momentarily expecting tho noodlnl 
instructions, «& 0 i, to enable mo to fully accomplish my undertaking.

After tlio taking of tlio depositions of Campbell and Snevol Conover 
went to New York, whence he returned to Washington, bringing with 
him a man calling himself Farnum B. Wright, who on the 23d of 
November, 18(15, also gave his deposition before tlio Bureau of Military 
Justice. The witness John McGill, heretofore referred to, having 
stated in his deposition that a man named Carter was present with him 
at the interview he had with Clement C. Clay and Captain Kennedy, 
in Canada, in relation to tlio assassination of the President and cer- 
tain other distinguished officials of the United States Government I 
engaged Conover to proceed to Canada for the purpose of finding and 
bringing to Washington this man Carter with a view of taking his 
deposition, and lie loft Washington under a prmnisotluit he would do so. 
Farnum B. Wright having alleged tome that a man named Batten — 
whom lie had averred in his deposition f:o have been present with him 
and others at an interview with Jefferson Davis when the abduction, 
and if necessary the assassination, of the President were discussed 
and determined upon — resided in Saint Louis, and that he believed he 
could ilnd him and secure his attendance as a witness, 1 employed him 
as ail agent of the Government to go to Saint Louis for that purpose. 
This I did after a conversation with him in Washington, and after 
receiving from him tlio following note:

Among the persons named as present at the interview which Farnum 
B. Wright, Patton, and others were said to have had with Davis was 
a man called Lamar. This person, William Campbell, whose deposition 
has boon referred to, statod he know that he was in Canada and that 
he believed ho could prevail on him to come to tlio United States and' 
givo his testimony and he offered to go to Canada for that purpose. 
X accordingly engaged him. lie sot out, and after tlio lapse of some 
time wrote mo from Saint Albans the following letters:

Dear Sir: I mu in receipt of your letter of the ‘JlBt. You appear surprised at my 
inability to got my draft cashed; not more so than I was myself. The banks hero 
evince no dcsiro to accommodate the Government. At first they appeared to doubt 
my authority and when I satisfied them on that point they said they did not care to 
have anything to do with it; they did not see [that] they wore going to make any- 
thing by it. Tlio Saint Albans bunk says they have money to tlio amount of $4,000 
or $5,001) standing out in that way that, thoy cannot collect ami do not care to nego- 
tiate any more. Tho First National Bank referred mo to tho Saint Albans, us that 
hank had done a groat deal of business with tho Government, and they (the First 
National) felt thoiuBelvos under no obligations to the Government or tho War Depart- 
ment. Even your chock I had to liuvo signed by a resident of the place before I 
could get it cashed. Inclosed please tiud duplicate receipts signed. Sinco my last 
I have received a letter from Lamar appointing a mooting in Boston, where ho is at 
present. I will start for there to-night or to-morrow morning.

1 expected 
to stop in this place only one day, but 1 want to sen Mr. M'dllll before eniimig to 
Washington, and ho is in Providence and will not got buck till Saturday, and I will 
wait for him and come on next Tuesday. It may bo necessary for you to have Mr. 
Conover’s letter before I come, so I will send it to you by mail.

Dkau Sue Agreeably to my promise in my note of yesterday morning I proceed 
to report moro at length my proceedings under my late missions, Oth •)• busliiusB 
nrovoiitotl my writing last evening, and L slmll not leave here lor loronlo until this 
evenin'*. You will receive this letter at the hands of Oarter, whom 1 deem it ftdvis- 
able tn^forwawl from here at unoo, as he is anxious before making a deposition to 
hcq McGill and “compare notes," as ho expresses it, in order Unit there may bo 
no uimeooBsary discrepancy in their testimony. IDs statement does nob di Her m tho 
least, if mv memory serves me well, from McGill’s deposition, except that, lie recol- 
lects oho very important fact and ooonmmco which McGill must havo Jorge Men or 
inadvertently omitted to disclose. Carter, who is cjnilo liilolligent, is cenlhleiit 
that ho can rofreali tho memory of his friend and make him recollect all that no 
does hlmsolf, and I think it very important that he should do so. Iho next witness 
I hnvo in hand is named Mott. Like McGill and Carter lm was seduced into lies- 
tlllty to tlio United States by extravagant promises by Olay find other prominent 
robots. I cannot midortalce to give you moro than a brief synopsis ot nw statement. 
Ho know Clivv uni to well : was sovoral times present; at bis room when Mioaubjoet ot 
raids on tho frontier was disouHHod, and had one private Intorviow with Olay on the 
subject. This intorviow was just after tho Saint Albans raid., and Olay, among other 
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thiii -H, expressed dissatisfaction that the raiders had not burned ntoro Iiousob and 
spilr. more blood. Ho said that in such a war Yankees should bo killed wherever 
found, whether they had arms in their hands or not. 

In November, 1861, a few days after the election returns renderod it certain that 
Lincoln hud been re-elected, ho called on Mr. Clay with a letter (of which lie has 
shown mo the original draft) written by a Mr. Purcell, of Virginia, proposing by a 
“grand blow to relievo the country of the seven-headed hydra, Lincoln, Hamlin, 
.Johnson, Stanton, Seward, Grant, and Sherman,” if ho (Clay) would furnish tlio 
necessuy funds for tlio purpose. Tho letter contained tho assurance that the moil 
for the enterprise wove already enlisted and promised that if Clay approved tho 
proposition to lay before him in full the plan for its execution. Mott admits that 
at tlio time ho intended to outer iut-o tho scheme with Purcell, but avers that lio 
then believed it would bo honorable warfare. Tho lettor to Clay was dictated by 
himself and Purcell jointly, in his own room, but was, as the original is, in Purcell’s 
band writing. Clay oil reading the lotter inquired why Purcell did not call himself 
and remarked that lie bad been wishing for several days to see him, and added, 
laughingly, that lie had begun to think ho had gone over to tho Yankees. Mott 
explained why Purcell did not call, whereupon Clay wrote a reply to tho letter. 
Mott boing interested in tho all'air the same as Purcell opened the reply as soon as 
ho loft Clay’s presence. It assured Purcell that his patriotic pnrposo was heartily 
approved, and that if on a submission of liis plan the scheme appeared practicable 
the necessary funds would bo advanced, and that ho (Purcell) would, if successful 
in destroying tlio great hydra, bo honored ns tho Hercules of tho age. Tho lottor 
requested that Purcell would call and submit his plan nB soon as possible, ns tlio 
scheme had been proposed before and various plans for its execution had been sug- 
gested and were under consideration, and that ho (Clay) intended to approve and 
adopt the ono which should most clearly appear feasible. Two or three days Inter 
1 'uracil and Mott called on Clay and laid their plan boforo him, but after giving it 
consideration ho declared that a plan had boon proposed in bis opinion inorb practi- 
cable than theirs, and that, while ho was obliged to reject their plan, ho dosirocl 
them to unite with others in executing the ono approved by him and ho promised 
great honor ami reward if they would do so. They proceeded far enough to become 
acquainted with tho “more practicable” plan, which was finally abandoned. 

In this condensed report of Rlott’s statement I have, of course, been obliged to 
omit most of the details and cl rou instances necessary to give full force, intelligence, 
mid application to liis representations, but 1 trust I have given enough to show that 
lie will make a valuable witness. Mott is confident that Purcell is in Toronto mul 
that ho will readily give his testimony and produce Clay’s lettor to which I havo 
referred. Tho next witness is a Mrs. Douglass, who for many months was intimately 
associated with leading rebels in Canada, and a friend and visitor to tlio Porterfields, 
Mngrudera, and others of their stamp. Her husband, who was devoted to tlio rebel 
cause, was Bout by Clay on a mission to Richmond, and is believed to lrnvo boon 
killed in liis effort to got through tho Union lines ns ho has never since been hoard 
from. Mrs. Douglass, however, will not believe him doad, hut thinks him in con- 
finement in somo Fcdoral prison, and will give testimony only on condition that lmv 
husband, if iu prison, shall bo released. I am certain Douglass is not in prison, but 
I havo not, under nil the circumstances, scon fit so to assure Mrs. Douglass. Boforo 
bring sent on his mission to Richmond, and about tho middle of November, 1864, 
Douglass was ougaged with Clay and others in a plot to assassinate tho President 
and his Cnbiuot.. Tlio conspirators mot two or throo timos at Douglass’ residence, and 
1 bo plans for tho execution of their schemes wore twice discussed in Mrs. Douglass’ 
presence. There was considerable difference of opinion amongst tho conspirators aa 
to the best way to ofl'oct their purpose. Each appeared to havo a plan of his own, 
unmig other ways it was proposed to use air guns, and tlio power of an air gun was 
osted iu Clay’s presonoo in the roar yard of Douglass’ residence. Ono ovoning Clay 
aid that it was easy enough to put Lincoln and Grant out of tho way, but that no 
'l«u would answer but ono that would secure tho destruction of Stanton, Seward, 
and Johnson at tho same time— that a clean swoop should bo made of i t. 

One afternoon Clay called at Douglass’ residence alone. Tho latter was absent at 
the time, but as Mrs. Douglass was momentarily expecting him to return Clay 
mneluded to wait a few minutes. Tho conversation soon turned upon tho war, and 
"lay remarked that if they succeeded in cutting down the Yankee Icadors, as ho 
behoved they would, the war would soon bo over. Mrs. Douglass said to him that 
sho was opposed to her husband engaging in such a project; that it looked too much 
like murder. Clay replied: “Nonsense, it is nothing like murder; wo are at war 
with Lincoln and his crow, and in war everything is fair that will enable ono to boat 
lua enemy. Lincoln would hung your husband and mo if ho should got us in his 
power and I would like to know if it would ho any worse for ns to destroy him 
Besides, sol I -preservation and tlio safely of tlio South demand Lincoln’s death," ITo 
went on to say that Yankee emissaries had previously attempted to destroy Vresi- 
dont Davis and liis whole family by arson, and that that fact would fully justify the 
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measures ho iminuaod. Douglass afterward quarreled with Kennedy mid with- 
drew from the enterprise, uiul was subsequently sent hy Clay with dispatches to 

^ ' In The 'early part of December Mrs. Douglass visited Montreal mid while there 
staid most of the time at l’ortorfiold’s mid Magruder’s, ami just prior to Clay s 
denartnro from the Province, to wit, on the 8th day ol' December, had mi interview 
wi th him in which the assassination plot was one of the subjects of conversation. 
To recount all, or avon a tithe, of what was said on these various occasions would

Those wi tiicssos are all of genteel nppeiiranc.o and give their statements with 
becoming iVunknosB. I liavo been careful to select none hut persons id miaul hod 
romitation. The word “suloct” I use in its most comprehensive senso, (or I have had 
nearly a bcoio of persons from whom to choose. I have rejected all whose characters 
for voracity or gonoral character could lie assailed. .Several have made statements 



standing could probably he assailed to uie destruction oi mum- icijuuiuny , 
persons in good standing who pretend to know much and are ready fur a consider- 
ation to swear anything and everything, when in fact they know, ns I satisfied 
myself, little or nothing; fourthly, persons who evidently possess considerable 
knowledge, mul claim to have important letters mid papers which they are unwilling 
to disclose oxcopt for a valuable consideration. Believing that .1 shall he able to 
obtain a snnioiont number of witnesses! of unquestionable integrity to establish 
Clay’s criminality I have not felt at liberty to engage any persons who might pos- 
sibly bo impeached. Vet I utn free to declare that of the persons I have rejected 
there are at least throo whose statements under oath 1 would inysell receive with as 
much confidence as I would the testimony of many of the members oi the present 
Congress. They are, in common phrase, porsoits of doubtful character— that is to 
say, moil who visit groggerics, brothels, mid gambling hells, and do it so publicly 
tliat ovory one who will may know it, and liointto them as doubtful olmi'uetors 
men who have been ruined by the war, who ha ve been dolmlod and led away by 
Cluy and his associates, and wbon of no fuvtlior uso iibnndoned, like worn-out 
horses, in Canada, to livo by their wits or starve and die in tlio gutter, yet men who 
novor have, so far ns I could learn, robbed or stolen or swindled, and would not 
to Bnvo tlmir lives. Men who, notwithstanding their iniquities, would not nor, live 
their souls or sell thoir honor for a mnrloruto sum, much less for a trip—a laborious 
journey— to Washington and hack. I have rejected them only because know there 
nro plenty John Hull Canadians, enemies of the United States, who applauded those 
men while they woro in the rebel service, who would, il they know of tlielr bomg 
witnesses for tho United States Government against Clay, or other high rebel nms- 
tionarios, come forward to impeach them and unhesitatingly swear to whatever 
might ho necessary to do so. Still, I pronumo an equal, if not greater, number ol 
equally respectable persons could boprodncod to sustain them. But in view of thesis 
factB I know not bow to act in regard to them without further instructions. 

I shall leave for Toronto this p. m., and from the representations oi Mott and 
others have little doubt hut that 1 shall find l'urcoll and lionbloto produce urn 
and Clay’s letter to which I have referred. I am also of the opinion that 1 shall 
find several otlior unexceptionable witnesses. I lio.po to receive a letter from you at 
Toronto giving mo such further instructions as you may doom pronor. Direct to 
({. W. Montague, Queen’s Hotel, and if convenient seal with wax— blank wax. My 
letters liavo become quite lengthy, hut I need not assure you that I liavo written 
rather for your information than my own pleasure.

I have just arrived hero from Kingston, Canada, with four witnesses, and expect 
another from Montreal to join mo hero this afternoon. My funds are exhausted. 
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Pica so telegraph A. Van Allen, of Pi rat National Hank bore, a request to cash a draft 
on yon for $125, that I may leave boro this evoniug. Will reach Washington on 
Monday. 

S. CONOVER. 

He afterward arrived in Washington, bringing with him two females 
calling themselves Sarah Douglass aud Mary Knapp, whose depositions 
were taken at the Bureau of Military Justice on the 6th of February, 
180«. A few days afterward Conover brought to this Bureau tlio 
witness W. H. Carter, the man in quest of whom he had gone to 
Canada. This person, under the name mentioned, gave his deposition 
on the 9th of February, 1866. Yet later Farnum B. Wright and Con- 
over came to Washington, bringing with them a man calling himself 
John H. Patten, who under that name gave bis deposition at this 
Bureau on the 24th of February, 1866. There was nothing in tlio 
previous history of Sanford Conover, as known to mo, to excite any 
distrust, either in his integrity, in Ids truthfulness, or in the sincerity 
with which he had made his propositions to the Government, that led 
to his being employed as an agent for the collection of the testimony 
which was supposed to exist in reference to the assassination of tlio 
President. On the contrary, there was much in his intelligence wliicD 
was marked and striking, and in his apparent frankness and his known 
connection with important sources of information, to inspire faith in 
his professions and promises, There was much also to inspire this 
faith in his correspondence with me, as already exhibited, while 
apparently engaged in the performance of the difficult and responsible 
duty imposed upon him. That correspondence was characterized by 
unusual intelligence, by great variety of detail, and by a naturalness 
which seemed to protect it from criticism; and my confidence in tlio 
testimony was strengthened by my knowledge that it was in accord 
with, and seemed to be in a large degree a natural sequence from, other 
facts which had been testified to as having occurred in Canada by 
witnesses known to tlio Government, and whoso reputation has not 
been and cannot, it is believed, be successfully assailed. 

Under the passage of the resolution of the House of Representatives, 
appointing a committee to investigate and ascertain what testimony 
existed in regard to the complicity of Davis in the assassination of tlio 
President, I appeared before this committee in obedience to its sum- 
mons and gave iny testimony and produced before it the depositions 
to which I have referred, together with the reports which I made, and 
which reports, with the opinions therein expressed upon the question ' 
involved, were based upon these depositions and upon the other proofs 
therein presented and commented on— upon which proofs these deposi- 
tions were but cumulative, though strongly so. Decided, however, as 
was my confidence in tlio truthfulness of these depositions, I was not 
willing that the committee should accept my estimate of them or base 
any action of their own solely on that estimate. Hence, I urged— cer- 
tainly the chairman, and, I. think, another member of the committee— 
that I should be directed or requested to bring before them the more 
important of these witnesses produced by Conover, who were believed 
to be within tlio reach of the Government, in order that by their cross- 
examination, their bearing while testifying, and by such other tests as 
they might lie subjected to, the committee should be enabled to deter- 
mine for themselves wliat degree of credit their evidence was entitled 
to. In consequence of this suggestion of mine, and of its having 
been repeated aim urged, I received the direction of the Hon. Mit 
Wilson, chairman of the committee, to send for these witnesses, or the 
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more important of them. I accordingly sent to tho city of New York 
Brevet Colonel Turner, judge- -advocate, giving him, as I now remember 
it the mimes of Campbell, Snevel, McGill, Wright, Fatten, and Mrs. 
I)ou glass, these being the witnesses that 1 had reason to believe might 
bo obtained within a reasonable time. It is barely possible that the 
name of Patten was not embraced in this list owing to my supposing 
him to reside in Saint Louis, but the most important of the witnesses 
were certainly included. Colonel Turner on proceeding to Now York 
had an interview with Campbell, who has been repeatedly referred to 
by me, and in a conversation with Colonel Turner Campbell declared 
that tho testimony which he had given in his deposition before tho 
Bureau of Military Justice was false and that it had boon fabricated 
by or under tho supervision of Sanford Conover. This 1 learned from 
Colonel Turner, and I learned ho made the samo statement at tho same 
time in regard to the testimony of Snevel, and expressed the opinion 
that tho other witnesses who had been produced by Conover had also 
sworn falsely and under assumed mimes. 

Colonel Turner brought Campboll on to Washington, and I then sug- 
gested that Mr. Wilson, chairman of tho committee, should telegraph 
lor Conover, in order that he and Campbell might be confronted in their 
examination, and opportunity thus ailordcd the committee of deter- 
mining tho question of credibility at issue. Conover accordingly 
came and went before the committee, and wliilo undergoing exami- 
nation there Campbell was introduced, and, having been sworn, lie 
stated that his deposition given before the Bureau of Military Justice 
was false in all respects and was wholly and completely the fabrica- 
tion of Conover j who, then being present, replied under oath that 
this declaration of Campbell was untrue, but declined to olfer any 
explanation. After, however, Campbell had been withdrawn Conover 
suggested to tho committee, as a reason why ho (Campbell) had made 
his statement, that he had probably been corrupted and supposed ho 
could make more by falsifying his former testimony than lie could by 
sustaining it. I said to Conover immediately niter his examination 
closod that I was utterly astounded at the evidence Campbell had 
given. His reply was, “You cannot he more so than I am.” I then 
added, “You see tho position in which you uro placed. Now, if what 
is charged against you is IYiIno your only mode of vindication is to 
bring before tho committee tho witnesses whom you produced and 
whoso depositions were taken before the Bureau of Military .1 ustiee, 
in order that they may bo examined and reaffirm their testimony.” 
He said he would proceed to New York with the o nicer of tho com- 
mittee and assist him in llntling the witnesses, and would, as I under- 
stood him to say, return with them to Washingtoh, lie left, as I was 
told, with the ohieor of the committee, but on arriving at New York 
separated himself from him and was not seen by him afterward; and 
up to this Lime, although two months have elapsed, he has not com- 
municated with mo nor has ho made any effort, as I heliovo, to pro- 
duce the witnesses, nor has he offered any vindication of his conduct, 
This action of his, added to tho declarations under oath of Campbell, 
followed up as they wero afterward by the testimony of H novel as to 
tho utter falsity of tho depositions which lie and Campbell had given, 
has loft a strong impression on my mind that Conover has been guilty 
of a most atrocious crime, committed under what promptings I am 
wholly unable to determine. 

I employed him under no contract for any stipulated compensation. 
He had no reason from me to believe that he would receive moro for 
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his labor in the event of his success than in the event of his failure to 
discover the testimony which he alleged existed; nor had he authority 
to give to the witnesses any other assurance than that they should not 
be personally compromised for speaking the truth. He only had reason 
to believe, and was so assured, that all expenses would be paid and 
that a fair compensation for the services performed — both in view of 
their importance and of the extreme danger to which it was supposed 
they might expose him — would bo made, but nothing beyond this. 

Although but two of the witnesses, to wit, William Campbell and 
Joseph Snevel, have been found and produced, and have declared the 
falsity of their depositions, yet, considering the conduct of this agent 
of the Government as exposed and explained, it is believed that the 
same discredit which seems to attach to these two depositions of Camp- 
bell and Snevel should attach to all the testimony given by the wit- 
nesses brought to the Bureau of Military Justice for examination by 
Conover. Both Campbell and Snevel were subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination by the committee iu reference to their past lives, the places 
of their residence and business, the names of their employers, <&c., 
extending through a series of years, the purpose being, through an 
inquiry into the particulars furnished by their answers, to test the accu- 
racy of their statements upon these collateral matters, and thus arrive 
at a proper estimate of their general credibility. 

The narrative thus given by Campbell of his past life has, I learn 
informally from a member of the committee, been found to be false in 
many particulars, It is not known that the sketch given by Snevel of 
his life has as yet been submitted to the same test. While this inves- 
tigation iu which the committee is engaged may result in impairing, or 
even destroying, the general credibility of these witnesses I deem it my 
duty with the convictions I entertain — produced in large degree by the 
conduct of Conover — formally to withdraw these depositions for the 
present from the consideration of the Government; and should nothing 
hereafter occur to remove these convictions the depositions, with your 
consent, will be wholly rejected. 

The witnesses whose depositions under this view are withdrawn are 
the following: John McGill, William Campbell, Joseph Snevel, Farnum 
B. Wright, Sarah Douglass, Mary Knapp, W. II. Carter, and John H. 
Patten. Of these witnesses McGill was mentioned by name in the 
report of the Bureau to yourself under date of the Oth of December, 
L805, while John H. Patten, W. H. Carter, Sarah Douglass, and Mary 
xuapp were referred to by name, and their testimony commented upon 
m the supplementary report to yourself under dato of March 25, 1866. 
In the report to yourself of January 18, 1866, the names of Parnum B 
Wright, William Campbell, and Joseph Snevel were not given because 
it was supposed that the report might bo sent to Congress and in the 
ben condition of tho investigation it was not deemed advisable to make 
he names of these witnesses public. Their testimony, however, was 
liven at length, with tho dato of their depositions, with tho fact that 
hey had beeu taken before this Bureau. The recognition, therefore of 
he testimony assailed and now withdrawn will bo certain and easy on 
x am mm g these several reports, a careful study of which, excluding 
i’om consideration this rejected evidence, will serve to show how 
trongly and impressively the findings of the military commission 
gainst Davis, Olay, and others are supported by other oral and writ* 

3ii proofs which, though denounced by traitors and those sympathizing 
'i tli the rebellion, have not been sufficiently contradicted. * 

Jt is proper to remark that no discredit has attached to the numerous 
(positions and affidavits taken before this Bureau and elsewhere for 
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the purpose of proving the presence of 0. 0. Clay in Canada for months 
preceding' and up to, probably, a few days after the assassinat ion of 
the President, with these depositions and affidavits Conover had no 
connection whatever, and the confidence originally entertained in their 
truthfulness remains unshaken. The history of Sanford Conover’s 
agency and its results lias been given thus circumstantially in order 
that you may discard the testimony produced by him from considera- 
tion, and also in order that you may understand under what constant 
encouragements and apparently trustworthy assurances the inquiry 
committed to his hands was continued on my part. These explanations 
have been made by me as a witness before the Committee on I lie .Judi- 
ciary substantially as presented in this report, and in large degree in 
tlie same language herein employed.* 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Sir: I hereby report the health of state prisoner Jefferson Davis t,o 
bo not as good as at my report of the 27th ultimo. For the last three 
w four days he has given indications of febrile excitement. Jlis 
appetite is gradually leaving him and the amount he now cats is 
scarcely sufficient to sustain his system in a normal condition. He 
still complains of broken slumbers, stating that the hailing of the 
sentinels breaks his rest and that it is almost impossible for him to 
3leep when his rest has once been disturbed. To this circumstance of 
broken slumber he attributes his want of recuperation. His general 
health is not improving as I would wish to sec it, and as it was for a 
time after his receipt of the parole of the fort during the day.

Ho states that his respiration is better during- his walks 
than it was. His appetite does not improve and lie oats but little. He 
still complains of inability to sleep. The slightest noise, ho states, 
wakens him and ho is then unable to sleep for a considerable length of 
time.

Sir: In answer to the resolution of' the House of Representatives of 
the 12th instant calling for a report of the number of deaths among 
Union soldiers while in Southern prisons, and also the deaths among 
rebel soldiers while held as prisoners of war, 1 have the honor to state 
that from the records of this office it appears that 20,430 deaths have 
been reported among the rebel prisoners of war, and 22,57(1 Union 
soldiers are reported as having died in Southern prisons. Those 
numbers should bo seen in comparison with the number of prisoners 
respectively held North and South, to wit: In the North there were 
about 220,000, while in the South tlioro were a little more than half the 
number, to wit, about 120,052, as per reports received. It should also 
bo noticed that while we have accurate reports of the deaths which 
occurred among rebel prisoners in the North, the reports from Southern 
prisons were exceedingly irregular, ns appoars by the report of the 
Christian Commission, showing that there wore 07(1 Union soldiers died 
of which no report was made to this office. Add to which no reports 
of deaths were made from localities in the South, as Florence, S. O., 
and other places. Tho reports received from all prison stations in the 
South are believed to be very incomplete, with Mm exception of those 
received from Andersonville, On., Salisbury, N. O., Oahaba, Ala,, and 
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Danville, Va. The number of deaths included in the Christian Com- 
mission report refer chiefly to battle-fields, with the exception of the 
()T0 whose graves were found at prison camps.

Sir: I have tlic honor to report the health of state prisoner Jefferson 
Davis as slowly but surely growing- worse. His appetite is poor, his 
muscular strength is diminishing, and his whole system is becoming 
debilitated. For the week past the febrile symptoms which I referred 
to last Wednesday have become daily more marked and are assuming 
i decided periodical typo. This is more evident in the condition of his 
imlse than by the symptoms of open fever, tiome two weeks since his 
rnilse was languid and indicated sixty- two boats in a minute. It lias 
daily increased until at present, at ii o’clock this morning, it indicated 
L02 beats the minute. The febrile symptoms, too, are appearing about 
in hour earlier each day. As the pulse declines in frequency heavy 
perspiration sets in, followed by considerable prostration. This coin- 
pined with tlio sovoro heat now experienced increases tho amount of 
lis debility. I am informed by Mrs. Davis that in this manner the 
severe attacks of malarial fovor which state prisoner Davis has liero- 
;oforo suffered from have always boon ushered in. Mr. Davis com- 
plains but little and is very reticent concerning his ailments, and it is 
ivitli dilllculty i can discover from him when he is more unwell than 
lsual. 

In an ollicial conversation had with Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S. 
Volunteers, on May 23, 1800, at his quarters at this post, I was told by 
dm that he would hold mo and that I would be held responsible for 
ihe health of state prisoner Jefferson Davis, and that lie wished me to 
mike such suggestions and recommendations as I deemed tho preserva- 
tion of his health might demand. I therefore feel compelled to vccoin- 
nond that lie bo transferred to some garrison or fort on tho sea-coast 
n someone of tho Nortlioru States in which malarial diseases are not 
mdemio and whore the heat of summer is loss severe. Fort Adams, at 
Newport, is, I believe, the nearest, for those in New York Harbor are 
lecidedly malarial. I likewiso recommend that until lie be removed 
roin hero, if such should bo considered xiroper by tho authorities in 
Washington, all sources of noise at night bo removed so that ho may 
lave unbroken sleep. 

I make those recommendations witli the conlident belief that they 
ire necessary, for I am of opinion that ho has not sufficient vital power 
o stand up against a sovoro attack of malarial fovor.

From the now papers in the within case (of the alleged murder at 
Cahaba, Ala., in April, 18(55, of Oapt. H. S. Hanclietb, Sixteenth 
Illinois Cavalry, a prisoner of war in the enemy’s hands) it appears 
that the investigation which has been instituted for. the discovery of 
the whereabouts of those accused of the crime has met with but little 
success. Lieutenant- Colon el Jones, of the rebel Army, under whose 
orders it would seem that llanchefct was made away with, has not been 
found alter careful search; nor has liis adjutant, also implicated, been 
discovered. The only one of the parties charged who lias beon reached 
is F.B. Vaughn, residing at Cahaba, who was one of the guard through 
whom the orders of Colonel Jones arc reported as having been executed. 

Upon the facts which appear as the result of the investigation this 
Bureau is of opinion that it would nob bo worth while to bring P. B. 
Vaughn, a more subordinate of Jones, and, if guilty at all, far less 
guilty than liis superior, to trial before a military commission apart 
from his supposed associates. And in view of the failure to ibid and 
arrest Jones, Robinson, and Blielin Vaughn, and also of the /act 
that since the investigation was instituted the peace status has beon 
restored in Alabama, the opinion is entertained that no further 
action on the part of the military authorities at this time is called for 
in this case. It is submitted, however, whether the same may not 
properly be referred, through the appropriate channel, to the Governor 
of Alabama, with tlio request that ho will use liis efforts to bring to 
justice before a civil court, when they shall be arrested, the perpetra- 
tors of this atrocious and cowardly murder of a U. S. olllcer in 
violation of the laws of civilized warfare.

Sir: In obedience to your instructions of the 10th instant, “to pro- 
ceed to Portress Monroe, Va., to examine carefully into and report 
upon the present condition of health of state prisoner «T. Davis, upon all 
that pertains to the preservation of the health of the prisoner, the sani- 
tary condition of the post, and the comparative health fulness at the 
present time of Portress Monroe, Va., and Port Lafayette, New York 
Harbor,” wo have the honor to report that, arriving at Portress Monroe 
on the 12th instant, wo visited prisoner Davis, and mot him, returning 
from a walk, at the casemate now occupied by Mrs. Davis. His walk 
was steady and his physical appearance good. 

After a careful examination of the prisoner and from the statements 
made by the surgeon of the post and by the prisoner himself wo are of 
the opinion that his health 1ms improved in every respect during the 
last few weeks. His pulse marked seventy-six beats per minute and 
was moderately full and strong; expression of countenance, healthy; 
temperature of skin, natural. The prisoner stated that his appetite 
was fair and digestion good; that his dyspopsialmd boon much relieved 
since the arrival of his wife at Portress Monroe, as she was able to have 
food prepared that lie had a preference for and could readily digest (all 
his meals being now taken with her and prepared under her super- 
vision); that ho had boon free from neuralgia lor some time past and 
slept quite well at nigh t. It was also his opinion that ho had increased 
in weight lately. Ho lias had sovoral slight febrile attack's within the 
past four weeks, which were promptly roliovod by moderate doses oi 
quinine and whieli did not at any time coniine him to his bed or room. 
With this exception he had not, suffered inconvenience from any other 
cause. He also informed us that ho had not been confined to Ins room 
from sickness for a long tiiuo. Prom our examination ot the prisoner 
and from the evidence presented we are of the opinion that prisoner 
Davis’ health is now better than at any time since his arrival at Fortress 
Monroe. The measures adopted and now in use to preserve Ins health 
appear to be ample. , ,, , . ,, 

The sanitary condition of Portress Monroe is excellent and the ap- 
pearance of the soldiers stationed there very healthy. Power cases ot 
malarial fever have occurred at that post, including the I2l,li instant, 
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tor this month than for a corresponding period last month (ni no eases 
this month, against twenty-eight cases tor the entire month of Julv 
the proportion should bo the other way whore malarial lover is 
endemic). In the post hospital but six patients wore confined to their 
beds and those were eases of injury and venereal disease.

General : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of 8th instant, in which you state, “A base endeavor is being made 
through the disloyal press of the country, acting in the interests of 
Jefforson Davis and the rebellion and in cooperation with Sanford 
Conover, to impress the public mind with the belief that 1 in some way 
countenanced or was involved with Conover in the subornation of the 
witnesses produced by him before the Bureau of Military .Justice, and 
whose testimony is now discredited as having been fabricated, by him- 
self.” You also state, “A further impression is sought to bo made, in 
utter disregard to the facts, that the crime thus committed by Conover 
was not discovered by any agency of mine, but in despite of endeavors 
on my part to prevent the exposure.” And inasmuch as I, your agent 
and acting under your directions, was connected with exposing and dis- 
closing the falsity of the testimony produced by Conover and hissubor- 
mition of witnesses, you request me to “mako a very brief but distinct 
statement of all that occurred in connection with this testimony in any 
manner bearing on the atrocious oalumnios against mb, <&o,” In com- 
pliance with your request l respectfully state that on the 2 (5th of April 
lust you informed me that certain persons had made depositions before 
the Bureau of Military Justice relative to the alleged connection of 
Jefforson Davis, 0. 0. Clay, and others with the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, That the Judiciary Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives were investigating tho matter, and you were unwilling that 
the depositions should ho received as testimony without being tested 
and veriiied by the personal examination and cross-examination of tho 
witnesses by the committee. You seemed anxious that the witnesses 
should be produced before the committee, and directed and instructed 
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mo to proceed to New York anti obtain their attendance. You fur- 
nished me with the names and probable whereabouts of the witnesses, 
viz: Sanford Conover, post-office address, Station A, New York; Joseph 
Snevel, post-office address, Station D, New York; William Campbell, 
Farnum B. Wright, and John McGill, supposed to be in or about Now 
York; John H. Patton, supposed to bo in Saint Louis; Sarah Douglass 
and Mary Knapp, supposed to be in Canada.

Tho solo object of said letter was my introduction to Conover to 
have him aid in procuring tho witnesses bolero the committee. A.ll 
the witnesses word unknown to mo, and [ was not boforo advised that 
their depositions had boon taken. And there was no intimation that 
there was any suspicion entertained by any one that their testimony 
was not perfectly truthful and reliable. 1 arrived at the Astor House 
on the morning of April 27 last, and, after repeated delays and annoy- 
ing difficulties, obtained interviews with Conover, Campbell, and 
Snevel, and a copy of my report in this regard, made at your request 
to the Judiciary Committee, is herewith inclosed.* Through tho dis- 
closures of Campbell and otherwise I ascertained, undoubtedly, that 
all tho witnesses procured by Conover before tho Bureau of Military 
Justice deposed under fictitious names; that fchoir verified, state- 
ments were false and fabricated by Conover; and that Conover, in tho 
service of confederated rebels, was tho author of tho atrocious scheme 
which resulted in such astounding perjuries and subornations. Thurs- 
day, May 3, 1 returned to Washington and Campbell accompanied me. 
After reporting to you, and your interview with Campbell, a telegram 
was sent at your instance to Conover, requesting his immediate 
attendance before the Judiciary Committee. Conover, having no sus- 
picion that Campbell and myself wore in Washington, came on at 
once, and, greatly to his surprise, he was confronted by Campbell in 
the Judiciary Committee room, which was the result of an arrange- 
ment between you, Mr. Wilson, chairman of the Committee on tho 
Judiciary, and myself. After Campbell had been examined Conover 
asserted that tho statement of Campbell that tho testimony given by 
him before the Bureau of Military Justice had boon fabricated by him 
(Conover) wasfalso, and tho Judiciary Committee permitted him to return

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to Now York in charge of the sergeant- at- arms to procure the attend* 
anco of the witnesses whose depositions had been taken with those ot 
Campbell, Snovel, and others. He left that officer on arriving at the 
Astor House and could not afterward bo found. At your instance and 
under your directions I again went to Now York, May 15, with Camp- 
bell and the sergeant-at-arms to subpauia the other witnesses and 
procure their attendance before tlio Judiciary Committee. Snovel, 
McGill, Wright, and Patten were found and subpoenaed, and I returned 
with Snovel to Washington. The others failed to appear. Snovel was 
examined by the committee and fully corroborated Campbell as to the 
falsity and fabrication of the depositions. Again referring you to the 
copy of my report to tho Judiciary Committee, inclosed, which furnishes 
in greater detail tho action taken by mo while acting under your direc- 
tions and instructions, I beg leave to stato in conclusion that, in my 
judgment, tho base calumnies with which traitors, confessed perjurers' 
and suborners, are pursuing you are as preposterous as atrocious, and 
will result in increasing instead of lessoning tho enduring confidence 
of all true-hearted and honest-minded men in your eminent fidelity and 
faithfulness as a govern mental officer, and your undoubted loyalty as 
a citizen.

Sir: I have the honor to stato that recently charges of the utmost 
gravity, affecting my official integrity and conduct, have been pre- 
ferred against mo before the country, to tho effect that while acting as 
Judgo-Advocato-Gonoral and as judge-advocate of the military com- 
mission which tried tho assassins of the late President I suborned tes- 
timony which was used upon that trial and secured the conviction of 
Mrs. Surratt, one of tho prisoners, against whom, as is alleged by tho 
accusation, there was no testimony whatever: and further, that in tho 
depositions of certain witnesses produced by Sanford Conover and 
examined beforo tho Bureau of Military Justice I united with said 
Conover, or lmd knowledge of the crime which lie committed, in tho 
fabrication of tho evidence which they thus gave, such evidence having 
reference to the complicity of Jefferson Davis and Clement 0. Olay in 
tho assassination of President. Lincoln. As these accusations, utterly 
false and groundless as I pronounce them to be, and ns they are believed 
to bo known by those who have given them utterance to be, are of the 
gravest import and directly call in question my official integrity, and 
must, if credited, destroy all confidence in mo as a public officer and in 
the Bureau over which I preside, it seems to be a solemn duty on tho 
part of tho Government to have them investigated and a record of tho 
truth made. My official honor and that of this Bureau, as well as that 
of the military service with which I am connected, impera tively demand 
this. I seek and ehallougo the sovoroM scrutiny of my official conduct, 
in all the matters to which these atrocious accusations relate, which 
can bo instituted in tho interest of truth and justice. I therefore 
respectfully but earnestly ask that under the Articles of War a court 

of inquiry, composed of officers of high rank and national reputation,

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be appointed, whose duty it shall be to thoroughly examine each and 
all of said charges as preferred against me, and that said court shall bo 
required not merely to report the facts but to give their opinion on the 
merits of the case.

The examination of those eases frequently involves great labor, owing 
to the vague information furnished in many of the letters of inquiry 
as to when and whore the parties inquired for were last hoard from, or 
other information that would facilitate the examination of the records. 
In most cases this office is expected to furnish the complete record of 
each soldier from tho time of his capture until his exchange and return 
to duty with his company, or until he is otherwise disposed of; and as 
the rolls and records pertaining to Federal soldiers, prisoners of war, 
comprise over a million of names (owing to tho fact that the same name 
frequently appears on live or six different reports from the time of 
parole until they are finally disposed of), it will readily be seen that the 
work of examination must necessarily consume a considerable amount 
of labor and time.

A large amount of work lias been performed in this division which 
cannot bo enumerated in this report, particularly the answering of 
numerous personal inquiries ns to the condition of claims, nearly all of 
which cases required an examination of the records. It may be prop- 
erly bore stated that from December 20, 1865 (the dato on which pay- 
ment of commutation of rations to prisoners of war was suspended), 
until August .1.1, 1866 (tho dato on which payment was resumed), the 
duties of this division, instead of being lessened, wore groatly increased, 
as applicants, becoming impatient, made repoatod inquiries by letter 
and otherwise as to tho cause of delay, &c. 

During the suspension of payment of commutation all claims rcceivod 
were examined with a view to their settlement at such time as pay- 
ment might bo resumed, if required. 

Tho issuing of certificates on claims examined and ready for settle- 
ment has necessarily boon retarded since the resumption of payment 
was authorized, owing to tho want of tho additional evidence (as to 
transfer or assignment of claims) required by the resolution of Con- 
gress approved July 25, 1866; also to learn the correct post-office 
address of tho claimant. 

Circular letters are being sent to all claimants whoso claims are 
ready for settlement calling for the above evidence and information, on 
the receipt of which certificates are sent to tlieir address through tho 
Commissary- General of Subsistence, who designates, by indorsement on 
tho back of each certificate, the disbursing officor (and his station) 
authorized to pay the claim.

General: I have the honor to say I deem it proper to inform you 
that within a few days, and siuee Sanford Conover’s arrest, I have had 
several conversations with him, in the course of which 1 brought to his 
notice and exhibited to him, as published, the various letters which first 
appeared in the Now York Herald and have since been copied into 
other papers, purporting to bo from or to him, and intended by their 
statements and intimations to criminate yourself, and desired him to 
say wlnit ho knew in regard to them. The letters to which 1 refer may 
bo described as follows, via: One signed M, dated 17th of April, 1865, 
and addressed to said Conover; one bearing the signature of William 
Campbell and also addressed to Conover, under date of Saint Albans, 
Vt., November 19,1805; one signed Carter, and directed likewise to 
Conover, dated Quartermaster’s Office, April 27, 1800; one signed 
Joseph Snevel, addressed to Conover and dated Westchester House, 
November 14, 1805; one signed S. Conover, addressed to Patten and 
dated Eplirata Mountain House, dune 8, 1800, and one dated Philadel- 
phia, December 13, 1805, signed S. Conover and addressed to 13 rigadier- 
General Holt, Judge-Advocate-General, professing to have inclosed 
within it a letter to said Conover from M, N. Harris, dated Harrisburg, 
December 11,1805. Conover declared to me unhesitatingly and distinctly 
tliat he had written no such letters to you as the foregoing, purporting 
to have boon written by him to yourself; and further, ho stated that lie 
had not received from the parties above named, or either of them, any 
such letters as those above set forth, and which profess to have been 
written by said parties to said Conover; and further, that ho knew 
nothing in regard to them. While he thus in effect declared all these 
papers to be fabricated and false, he insisted that lie did not know by 
whom they had been manufactured for publication. Several of those 
letters, as published, will be found set out fully in the depositions of 
Joseph Hoaro and William H. Roberts, recently taken at my office. Feel- 
ing some solicitude to know what motive could have prompted Conover 
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to suborn the witnesses produced by him before the Bureau of Military 
Justice, I asked him, and bo replied and requested me to state to you 
tb at it was solely a desire to avenge himself on Jeff. Davis, by whoso 
order, lie said, ho had been conilned for some six months in Castle 
Thunder. lie alleged that not only had ho been thus maltreated, but 
that lus wife had also been insulted by Davis. He also assured mo that 
, tl10 testimony he gave on the trial of the assassins of President Lincoln 
before the military commission, was true in every particular, and asserted 
again and again that Davis was connected with said assassination, and 
as to that there was no sort of question.

I have now to state that the testimony alluded to as having been 
‘Hinder consideration by this Bureau” and as “indicating” the com- 
plicity of the parties enumerated was principally that of Itichard Mont- 
gomery and Dr. James .15. Merritt, This testimony had not, it is 
believed, been at the date mentioned formally embodied in depositions, 
and for the reason, no doubt, that it was desired that every precaution 
should bo taken to protect the witnesses from such personal risk or 
danger as might ensue upon their names becoming known. The testi- 
mony, therefore, was not at the dato of the proclamation technically 
“on iilo” in this Bureau. It lmd, however, been fully communicated to 
mo in all its details, not only through the ollleors of the Government 
in whoso charge the witnesses then wore but by the parties themselves 
in repeated interviews. As thus made known lo mo it formed the basis 
for the judgment submitted in my said report of May 2, and also for 
the verbal opinion expressed by mo to the President prior to the issu- 
ing of the proclamation, and subsequently repeated in a deposition 
given by mo before tlio Judiciary Committee of the House or Repre- 
sentatives, to tho effect that by this testimony at least a prim a facie 
ease of complicity in tho assassination was made out against tho parties 
named. 

Tho statements of Montgomery and Merritt, as thus laid boforo mo 
and reported upon, were substantially tho same as those made by them 
shortly afterward as witnesses upon the trial .of tho assassins. Copies 
of their testimony transcribed from tho record of tho trial are accord- 
ingly herewith transmitted in compliance with the direction contained 
in your note.* 

I have further to state that tho evidence of Montgomery and Merritt 
was strongly corroborated by that of sundry other witnesses introduced 
upon the trial, to wit, by George 11. Hutchinson, Hosea B. Carter, 
Ilenry Finegas, John Dovony, Samuel K, Chester, Robert A. Campbell, 
Lewis F, Bates, Henry von Stoinaoker, and some others whose testi- 
mony is to be found faithfully reported between pages 37 and 47 in the 
publication of the record compiled by Bonn Pitman and authorized by 
tho Government. Tho examination of those witnesses preliminary to 
tho trial was chiefly conducted by tho Assistant Boorotary of War and 
other officers at tho War Department, and 1 am now unable to state 
wlrnt part, if any, of their statements had been undor consideration by 
this Bureau ns early as tho dato of my report of May 2, of that year. 
It is proper to remark that tho evidence of the witness Merritt in regard 
to tho presence of 0. C. Olay, jr., in Canada at or about tho time men- 
tioned by him in his testimony, and afterward, has since tlio trial been 
abundantly confirmed by quite a number of:' persons whose depositions, 
taken at this Bureau and in Canada, have already been communicated 
by me to tho Secretary of War in official reports.

Pitman and published by authority of tho Soorotary of War, pp. 2d, 26, 28, 85, .57.

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It is to bo observed that tlio military commission, alter a long and 
patient investigation, wore brought to precisely the same conclusion in 
regard to the complicity of Davis, Clay, and their confederates, in tho 
plot of assassination, as was expressed by the President in his procla- 
mation; thus by their serious and filial judgment as a judicial body 
fully sustaining the action of the Executive. The manner and the 
measure of the guilt of those parties, as declared by tho President 
has thus become matter of solemn record, and this record stands 
un impeached. 

In view of the facts, comparatively recently made known, which, in 
discrediting the testimony of certain persons brought forward by San- 
ford Conover to depose to the complicity of Davis in tho assassination, 
have tended also to discredit his own testimony as a witness upon tho 
trial of Payne and his associates, it becomes proper in conclusion to 
add that at tho date of my said report of May 2, 1805, the existence 
even of Conover was not known to mo, nor did it become known till 
some days after the trial had commenced, llis evidence therefore 
formed no part of the testimony referred to in this report as a uudor 
consideration” by this Bureau, and did not, of course, enter into the 
judgment formed and expressed by me thereon. In this connection 
also it may bo well to noto tlio fact that the testimony of this witness 
thus discredited did not bear at all upon the question of tho guilt of 
the parties condemned by the commission as immediately concerned 
in the assassination, but was corroborative only of the evidence of 
Montgomery and Merritt as to the general conspiracy in Canada.

General: I doom it my duty respectfully to submit tlio following 
report as an appropriate addenda or duality to the vindication of 
yourself from tlio calumnies connected with the Conover testimony as 
heretofore published: The loiters, &«., which were made tho ground 
of these calumnies and which appeared as original matter in the New 
York Herald, and wore afterward copied by the rebel sympathizing 
papers, were, with tho exception of two brief notes written by your- 
self, pronounced authoritatively at the time to be sheer fabrications, 
manufactured and skillfully adjusted in dates, statements, &c., to sus- 
tain this infamous raid on tho character of tho Bureau of Military jus- 
tice. Still the Herald editor continued the publication of those and 
similar letters as genuine, with opprobrious imputations, and declared 
that he was m no way indebted to Conover for these documents. On 
the 23d of September, 180(1, Onmpboll, as appears by tho note now 
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before mo addressed to tlio editor of the Herald, informed bim distinctly 
that the statements made in the letter purporting to have been written 
by him (Campbell) from Saint Albans on 19tli of November, 1895, to 
Conover were false in every particular, yet of this information the Her- 
ald took no notice whatever. All these letters save two are now in 
my possession. After repeated applications by the U. S. officer and 
refusals tlio Herald editor, in order to relieve himself from being 
subpmnaed to produce them on the trial of Conover for perjury, now 
pending in Washington, finally gave them up. The two letters with- 
held are those signed S. Conover, one addressed to Patten, dated 
Ephrata Mountain House, .Juno 8, 18(50, the other to Brigadier-General 
Holt, Judge- Advocate-General, dated Philadelphia, December 13, I860, 
and professing to have inclosed within it a letter to Conover from 
M, N. Harris, In a note of October 5, instant, relative to tlio missing 
letters, the managing editor of the Herald says: “ Whether they had been 
brushed away by tlie office boys and ultimately thrown into the waste- 
basket or were purloined I am unable to say.” That these very impor- 
tant letters, which Conover declares ho never wrote, should bo missing 
is significant and suggestive. The letters in my hands I have carefully 
examined, having before mo the genuine handwriting of Conover, 
Campbell, and Snevel with which to make comparisons, and the result 
is a conviction that tlio letters are all undoubtedly fabrications, viz: 
The letter from Snevel to Conover, dated Westchester Mouse, Novem- 
ber 14, 1805, was certainly not written by Snevol, who under oath has 
pronounced it a forgery, nor by Campbell, but manifestly by Conover, 
the handwriting comparing favorably with the first written by him to 
yourself of date July 0, 1805, and published by you in your vindica- 
tion. The two letters purporting to have been written by Campbell to 
Conover, and which wore so criminative of yourself, and have been 
proven by the oath of Campbell to be forgeries, were nob written by 
Campbell nor Snevel, but are apparently in the handwriting of a female. 
One of these letters is dated Saint Albans, Vt., November 19, 1805, 
and is inclosed in an envelope postmarked Saint Albans, November 80, 
1805, addressed to Sanford Conover, esq., Washington, D. C,, and this 
address is in the handwriting of Campbell, who was in Saint Albans 
about tlio date last named, thus proving that Conover substituted the 
fabricated letter for a genuine one, but retained the genuine onvolopo. 
The letter signed M., dated April 27, 18(30, was evidently written by 
the same hand that wrote the two letters signed Campbell, and M. is 
probably intended to represent Mason, who is mentioned in the letter 
signed Carter, dated April 27, 180(5, but both letters are palpablo fabri- 
cations, for Carter professed to write from .Baltimore, introducing 
Mason to Conover, and M. writes to Conover from Now York on tlio 
same day, saying lie had been looking for Conover all day; that Camp- 
bell had divulged, &o., but Campbell did not divulge to Colonel Turner 
until tlie29tb, two days afterward. That Conover was the author or 
instigator of the two last-named lottors is proven by the fact that tlio 
letter signed M. is inclosed in an Astor House envelopo which I 
addressed to him April 27, inclosing a note asking him to call and see 
me, thus showing the same substitution and use of a gonuino onvolopo 
for a false purpose as had occurred in the case of Campbell’s letter. 
The Herald editor also gave up two other letters which he did not find 
it convenient to publish, and which unmistakably disclose that Conover 
furnished these fabricated letters to the Herald, and for a consideration. 
These letters are dated Washington, August 20 and September 32, 
1866, and both are signed John McGill. Both of these letters are posi- 
tively in the handwriting of COnovor ; both purport to inclose communi- 
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cations and papers for publication in the Herald, which the writer says 
aie sent by “ my wife,” and adds, “the Herald editor will give her what 
they are worth.” This McGill, whose name was thus used by Conover, 
is one of' the witnesses whom Conover suborned. Me is a peddler in 
New York. That the letters were written by Conover is apparent to 
the naked eye, and they stamp with falsehood the announcement in 
the Herald that it was in no way indebted to Conover for these docu- 
ments, Bueli are the prominent characteristics of these false and 
fabricated letters which have been published throughout the land as 
the sole basis for the slanders with which you have been so persistently 
pursued.
